Books  may  be  taken  from  the  Library  by  tbe  Governor,  Members  of  the  Connoil,  and 
of  the  Legislature,  Judges  of  the  Judicial  Courts^  Secretary  of  State,  Deputy  Secretary 
of  State,  Adjutant  General,  Attorney  General,  Land  Agent,  Reporter  of  Decisions, 
Coansel  engaged  in  argument  of  causes  before  the  Law  Courts  in  the  Middle  District, 
Saperintendent  of  Pabllo  Buildingi,  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  Superintendent 
of  the  Insane  Hospital,  Chaplains,  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Senate, 
Chaplains,  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  House,  Secretary  and  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  during  the  session  of  the  Board,  provided  that  this  privilege  to 
the  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  those  officially  connected  therewith,  shall  be  lim-' 
ited  to  the  time  the  Legislature  shall  be  in  session. 

Any  person  taking  books  from  the  Library  shall  first  give  sufficient  personal  security 
for  their  return  within  twenty  days. 

No  person  authorized  to  take  books  from  the  Library  shall  be  permitted  to  have  at 
any  one  time  more  than  three  volumes,  nor  shall  the  same  be  retained  more  than  three 
weeks,  and  all  shall  be  returned  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  annaally. 

The  following  books  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  library  room,  except  for  the  nse  of 
either  House,  or  of  the  Committee  of  the  Legislature  during  its  session,  or  for  use  in  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  term  time:  all  books  presented  by  the  United  States  or  any 
of  the  States;  all  worlds,  books  and  documents  relating  to  the  laws  or  legislative  pro- 
•oeedings  of  the  United  States,  or  other  States  or  Countries;  all  digests,  reports  of  decis- 
ions, and  works  relating  to  the  science  of  the  law,  and  Vattemare's  exchanges. 

Every  person  shall  be  answerable  for  all  damage  done  by  him  to  any  book,  and  in 
ease  of  the  loss  of  any  volume  belonging  to  a  set,  the  person  answerable  therefor  shall 
procure  a  new  volume  or  pay  in  money  the  value  of  the  set. 

Actions  for  tiie  breach  of  said  regulations  may  be  brought  by  the  Librarian  in  his  own 
name  for  the  use  of  the  State,  and  in  case  of  hid  death  or  removal  from  office,  the  action 
.shall  survive  and  be  prosecuted  by  his  ^accessor.

REPOKT. 


To  the  Legislature  of  Maine: 

In  compliancef  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report  and  lists  of  additions  made  to  the 
State  Library  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1870  : 

The  amount  received  by  appropriation  was  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ($1,000),  and  a  balance  unel[pended  &om  the  previous  year 
of  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars  and  seventy-six  cents 
($131.76),  making  a  total  of  eleven  hundred  and  thirty-one  dol- 
lars and  seventy-six  cents  ($1,131.76)  received  for  the  use  of  the 
library  during  the  year.  ' 

The  amount  of  expenditure  for  the  same  time,  for  the  purchase 
of  books,  and  incidental  expenses,  has  been  ten  hundred  and 
forty-eight  dollars  and  ninety-one  cents  ($1,048.91),  leaving  un- 
expended a  balance  of  eighty-two  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents 
($82.85)  for  the  use  of  the  library  till  the  next  annual  appropria- 
tion shall  be  received.  A  large  part  of  this  amount  will  be  re- 
quired in  payment  for  books  already  ordered^  but  which  are  not 
yet  received. 

The  lists  of  books  submitted  with  this  report  show  an  increase 
of  the  library  by  purchase  of  469  volumes,  consisting  of  law 
books,  57  volumes,  miscellaneous  books,  358  volumes,  periodicals, 
44  volumes.  • 

The  donations  have  increased  to  203  books,  documents  and 
pamphlets  for  the  last  year^  while  the  eschanges  show  no  material 
variation,  325  books,  documents  and  pamphlets  having  been  re- 
ceived during  the  same  time ;  so  that  the  aggregate  accessions  of 
all  classes  has  reached  the  number  of  987  during  the  year. 

•  The  same  general  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  as 
formerly  to  the  completion  of  imperfect  sets  in  the  various  departs, 
ments,  so  far  as  the  library  funds  would  warrant,  and  a  due  re|^ard 
to  the  purchase  of  later  works  seemed  to  render  judicious.    Such 
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misBiD^  parts  of  sets  as  can  easily  be  obtained  at  reasonable  prices, 
have  been  nearly  all  supplied,  and  those  still  needed  are  only  to 
be  obtained  by  careful  search,  and  in  process  of  time ;  so  that  the 
increase  in  this  particular  direction  has  apparently  not  been  so 
great  as  the  last  year,  though  in  the  sets  of  State  Reports  several 
important  spaces  have  been  filled,  and  in  the  other  departments  a 
reasonable  progress  has  been  made. 

The  donations,  as  stated  above,  have  somewhat  increased  during 
the  year  in  number  and  value,  and  the  library  is  specially  indebted 
for  much  of  this  increase  to  the  attentions  of  the  Senators  in  Con- 
gress from  Maine,  and  to*  the  Hon.  John  Lynch,  M.  C,  each  of 
whom  have  generously  supplied  the  library  with  valuable  Con- 
gressional documents. 

The  exchanges  have  continued  during  this  year  with  the  several 
States  and  institutions  with  the  same  satisfactory  results  as  in  for- 
mer years ;  in  the  continuation  of  the  series  of  reports  and  laws, 
and  the  accumulation  of  much  valuable  information,  that  has  been 
made  the  subject  of  judicial  or  legislative  investigation  in  the'  sev- 
eral States.  During  the  year,  lists  of  duplicates  in  the  library  of 
our  own  publications,  and  also  lists  showing  the  present  condition 
of  the  publications  of  each  State,  in  our  possession,  have  been  in 
preparation,  to  aid  in  securing  complete  sets  of  the  laws  and  re- 
ports -of  other  States ;  and  from  the  uniform  courtesy  and  valuable 
assistance  already  received  from  the  various  State  ofl&cers,  and 
the  generous  promises  of  assistance  so  soon  as  they  have  informa- 
tion to  enable  them  to  act  properly  in  the  matter,  we  may  reason- 
ably hope  for  considerable  additions  in  this  department  during  the 
year. 

Ten  volumes  only  have  been  lost  during  the  year,  and  those  in- 
jured by  reason  of  the  imperfections  in  the  roof  have  been  repaired 
and  returned  to  their  places  upon  the  shelves.  These  defects  in 
the  roof  of  the  Capitol  building  have  been  repaired,  and  a  danger 
which  was  rapidly  becoming  more  serious,  has  been  removed.  An 
enlargement  of  the  seconcJ  room  in  the  library,  to  which  I  had  the 
honor  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  in  my  last  report, 
has  been  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  I  am  confident  that 
this  appropriation  of  what  was  mere  waste  room  in  the  building, 
to  its  present  purposes,  with  due  regard  to  economy  of  expendi- 
ture, and  the  great  need  of  the  library,  will  commend  itself  to 
your  judgment  as  one  eminently  fit  to  be  made.     It  contains  shelf- 
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room  for  the  State  documents  of  the  seycral  States,  so  far  as  we  now 
have,  or  shall  for  the  present  be  able  to  obtain  them,  for  the  later 
Congregational  documents,  and  a  case  of  newspaper  files ;  and 
thus  renders  available  a  considerable  mass  of  information  that 
heretofore  has  been,  from  diflSculty  of  examination,  nearly  or  quite 
uselet^s. 

It  was  thought  possible,  at  the  issue  of  the  last  report,  to  ar- 
range the  books  upon  the  shelves  in  this  new  room  in  connexion 
with  the  regular  library  work,  after  the  repairs  had  been  com- 
pleted, and  before  the  close  of  the  year.  This  has  been  done ;  but 
the  iridicing  and  binding  of  pamphlets,  which  I  had  hoped  to  com- 
plete before  the  present  time,  has  not  been  finished.  No  delay  will 
be  occasioned  during  the  pjesent  year  by  the  presence  of  work- 
men and  the  prosecution  of  repairs,  and  this  work  will  be  com- 
pleted at  an  early  date. 

His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  with  his  Council,  who  are  the 
legal  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Library,  have  given  much 
raluable  attentipA  during  the  year  to  the  needs  of  this  depart- 
ment, and  assistance  in  its  management;  and  it  is  believed,  that 
while  it  is  continually  enlarged  by  gradual  accessions,  its  condi- 
tion is  one  of  real  improvement  and  increasing  value.  That  it  is 
approaching  the  condition  for  which  it  was  designed  by  its  foun- 
ders, and  becoming  more  and  more  useful,  while  it  is  at  the 
same  tioAe  a  monument  of  the  wisdom  of  the  legislation  of  Maine, 
that  provided  for  and  maintained  such  a  depository  of  learning  at 
the  Capitol  of  the  State. 

It  has  been  long  well  known  and  acknowledged,  that  the  ben- 
efits of  large  and  well  appointed  public  libraries  are  confined  to 
no  special  locality,  and  at  the  present  time,  the  rapidity  and  ease 
of  communication  is  no  great,  that  the  accumulation  of  books  for 
reference  at  the  various  centres  of  business,  is  coming  to  be  recog- 
nized as  a  public  necessity ;  and  instead  of  being  the  resort  of 
mere  bookworms  and  men  of  leisure,  they  become  storehouses  of 
valuable  learning,  frequented  by  all  classes,  thus  helping  to  mould 
the  thought  and  direct  the  action  of  all.  They  remove  the  neces- 
sity that  has  forced  the  professional  man,  who  would  know  his 
duty  well,  to  encumber  his  oflSce  with  costly  volumes,  seldom,  after 
the  first  examination,  to  be  used.  They  enable  the  agricultaraliBt 
to  know  the  hu^ry  of  the  pest  that  destroys  his  herds,  or  wasttfs 
the  products  of  hisJdds,  and  the  remedies  he  should  adopt,  and 
teach  him  how  to  gather  from  the  tests  of  science  the  qa!&>^%s^^^ 
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of  success  in  the  cultivation  of  the  soil,  by  a  full  acquaintance 
with  its  properties  and  uses,  without  the  purchase,  for  perhaps  a 
single  reading,  of  costly  works  of  reference.  They  present  the 
merchant  and  banker  with  clear  and  full. expositions  of  the  princi- 
ples that  govern  the  successful  transaction  of  business,  and  the 
laws  that  control  in  financial  operations,  assisting  in  the  formation 
of  the  wisest  plans,  in  the  light  of  the  experience  of  the  past,  and 
investigations  of  the  present  time,  at  only  the  cost  and  trouble 
of  examination  ;  and  they  give  the  statesman,  who  would  learn 
from  the  history  of  the  race  his  own  duties,  and  the  dangers  of 
his  time,  from  well  filled  alcoves  ready  at  his  hand,  the  works  he 
must  consult,  which,  for  the  use  of  a  single  citizen,  are  only  to  be 
afforded  by  the  most  wealthy,  and  seojured  by  the  most  fortunate 
individuals. 

Valuable  as  such  libraries  are  to  the  general  public,  they  are 
ei^pecially  important  to  the  various  departments  of  a  State  govern- 
ment. To  the  Executive  they  give  the  most  reliable  information 
upon  the  various  subjects  that  may  be  under  examination ;  to  the 
Legislature  at  its  sessions,  the  most  complete  history  of  the  State 
possible,  especially  with  regard  to  its  legislation,  and  kindred 
topics ;  to  the  Judiciary  they  are  of  special  value,  giving,  with  little 
labor,  the  benefit  of  the  fullest  consultation  with  legal  authorities 
of  other  States  and  countries  to  assist  the  wisdom  of  the  court  in 
the  interpretation  of  the  legislation  of  the  State.  That  such  a 
library,  well  appointed  and  arranged,  may  be  open  as  a  reading- 
room  for  all  citizens  is  not  inconsistent  with  these  uses  and  advan- 
tages, being  so  well  cared  for  that  losses  would  be  infrequent,  and 
the  annual  selections  adapted  at  the  same  time  to  meet  the  public 
necessities  and  secure  a  healthful  and  permanent  growth. 

In  all  selections  for  purchase  it  is  desirable  that  the  best  books 
be  secured  as  near  the  time  of  their  issue  as  practicable,  that  it 
need  not  become  necessary  in  after  time  to  practice  the  ill  econ- 
omy of  purchasing  such  works  at  a  greatly  increased  cost,  as  the 
date  of  their  publication  becomes  more  remote. 

I  do  not  doubt  that  it  will  be  your  pleasure  to  make  such  appro^ 
priation  for  this  department  as  will  comport  with  a  proper  regard 
for  its  necessities  and  uses,  and  assure  its  steady  and  successful 
growth,  at  the  same  time  it  shall  be  entirely  consistent  with  the 
truest  economy  and  the  best  interests  of  the  State.

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THE  LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS 


BELATIYB  TO  THS 
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The  State  Library  shall  be  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  GoTemor  and 
Council  as  a  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  in  the  year,  Sundays  and  the  usual  public 
holidays  excepted,  during  the  usual  business  hours. 

Books  may  be  taken  from  the  Library  by  the  Govemor,  Members  of  the  Council,  and 
of  the  Legislature,  Judges  of  the  Judicial  Courts,  Secretary  of  State,  Deputy  Secretary  of 
State,  Adjutant  General,  Attorney  General,  Land  Agent,  Beporter  of  Decisions,  Counsel 
engaged  in  argument  of  causes  before  the  Law  Courts  in  the  Middle  District,  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Buildings,  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  Superintendent  of  the 
Insane  Hospital,  Chaplains,  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  Chaplains, 
Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  House,  Secretary  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture during  the  session  of  the  Board,  provided  that  this  privilege  to  the  members  of 
the  Legislature,  and  those  officially  connected  therewith,  shall  be  limited  to  the  time  the 
legislature  shall  be  in  session. 

Any  person  taking  books  from  the  Library  shall  first  give  sufficient  personal  security 
for  their  return  within  twenty  days. 

No  person  authorized  to  take  books  from  the  Library  shall  be  permitted  to  have  at 
any  one  time  more  than  three  volumes,  nor  shall  the  same  be  retained  more  than  three 
weeks,  and  all  shall  be  returned  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  annually. 

The  following  books  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  library  room,  except  for  the  use  of 
either  House,  or  of  the  Conmiittees  of  the  Legislature  during  its  session,  or  for  use  in  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  term  time:  all  books  presented  by  the  United  States  or  any  of 
the  States;  all  works,  books  and  documents  relating  to  the  laws  or  legislative  proceed- 
ings of  the  United  States,  or  other  States  or  eountries;  all  digests,  reports  of  decisions, 
and  .works  relating  to  the  science  of  the  law,  and  Vattemare's  exchanges. 

Every  person  shall  be  answerable  for  all  damage  done  by  Elm  to  any  book,  and  in  case 
of  the  loss  of  any  volume  belonging  to  a  set,  the  person  answerable  therefor  shall  procure 
a  new  volume  or  pay  in  money  the  value  of  the  set. 

Actions  for  the  breach  of  said  regulations  may  be  brought  by  theljibrarian  in  his  own 
name  for  the  use  of  the  State,  and  in  case  of  his  death  or  removal  from  office,  the  action 
shall  survive  and  be  prosecuted  by  his  successor. 
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To  ihe  Legislature  of  Maine : 

.  The  Librarian  of  the  State  Library  is  required  by  law  to  report 
annually  to  the  Legislature  the  receipts  and  expenditures  on 
account  of  the  library,  with  a  list  of  all  books,  maps  and  charts, 
acquired  during  the  preceding  year,  and  make  such  suggestions 
in  relation  to  the  library  as  shall  lead  to  its  improvement. 

In  obedience  to  the  foregoing  requirement,  I  have  the  honor  to 
present  to  your  honorable  body  the  following  annual  report  and 
exhibit  of  additions  made  to  the  library  during  the  year  ending 
December  81,  1872. 

I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  Librarian  the 
middle  of  October  last.  Nine  months  and  a  half  of  the  year, 
which  is  covered  by  this  report,  had  already  transpired  in  the 
term  of  my  predecessor.  This  report  is  made  from  memoranda 
and  entries  made  by  him.  The  exhibits,  which  follow  as  a  part  of 
this  report,  are  as  correct  as  was  possible  for  me  to  make  under 
the  circumstances.  No  doubt  there  are  mistakes  fn  names  of 
persons  and  titles  of  books.  It  has  been  an  exceedingly  difficult 
ta^k  to  collect  together  the  lists  of  exchanges,  donations,  &c. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  have  been  but  few  purchases  of 
books  the  past  year.  It  ha»  been  customary  to  make  the  pur- 
chases near  the  close  of  the  year.  It  had  not  been  done  when 
I  came  to  the  library.  I  felt  that  I  could  not  do  it  with  that 
care  and  discrimination,  which  should  be  exercised,  until  I  had 
become  better  acquainted  with  the  library  and  found  out  what 
class  of  books  was  mo&it  needed.  Early  in  the  spring  I  shall 
endeavor  to  make  such  additions,  by  purchase,  as  the  ever  increas- 
ing demands  of  the  library  may  require,  and  the  funds  will 
warrant. 

The  total  amount  of  funds  received  by  me  for  the  use  of  the 
library  was  nine  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars,  ($917)— consist- 
ing of  the  amount  drawn  and  unexpended  by  Mr.  Woodward, 
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former  Librarian,  being  four  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  ($417,) 
and  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  annual  appropriation  which  is 
undrawn  from  the  Treasury. 

The  expenses,  since  I  have  had  charge  of  the  library,  for  books 
and  incidental  charges,  have  amounted  to  thirty-six  dollars,  ($36) 
leaving  a  balance  now  on  hand  of  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one 
dollars  ($871). 

It  will  be  seen  that  our  volume  of  exchanges  is  constantly  on 
the  increase,  and  the  books  which  we  receive  from  other  States 
by  exchange  are  of  incalculable  value  to  the  library.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  system  of  exchanges  may  be  still  enlarged  and 
liberalized. 

By  donation  we  have  received  many  valuable  books,  among  the 
most  valuable  of  which  are  a  large  number  of  Masonic  works. 
For  these,  great  credit  is  due  to  the  Hon.  Josiah  H.  Drummond, 
and  also  to  Hon.  J.  T.  Woodward,  my  predecessor.  To  them  and 
to  all  other  donors  of  books  to  the  library  my  grateful  acknowl- 
edgments are  hereby  tendered  for  their  liberal  gifts. 

The  number  of  books  in  the  library  is  increasing  very  rapidly ; 
more  room  and  more  shelves  are  very  much  needed.  The  shelves 
are  all  full,  and  when  the  books  are  all  in,  very  much  crowded.  It 
is  impossible  to  classify  and  methodize  books  as  they  should  be 
until  there  is  more  room  provided.  I  call  special  attention  to  this 
matter.  Also  a  new  catalogue  of  the  library  is  very  much  needed, 
a  finding  catalogue,  that  is  the  books  should  be  so  classified  that 
any  person  by  referring  to  the  catalogue  could  readily  find  any  book 
in  the  library.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  perfect  a  system  which  shall 
be  satisfactory. 

I  have  no  doubt,  gentlemen,  that  you  have  a  just  appreciation 
of  the  value  and  importance  of  a  good  State  Library.  It  is  an 
institution  in  which  we  all  take  a  just  pride.  I  therefore  commend 
the  interest  of  the  Maine  State  Library  to  your  favorable  consid- 
eration, feeling  that  you  will  take  pleasure  in  providing  for  its 
increasing  wants.

THE   LAWS   AND   REGULATIONS 


BBLATIYK  TO  THB 

MAINE     STATE     LIBRARY. 


I.  The  State  Library  shall  be  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  Qoyemor 
and  Coonoil  as  a  Board  of  Trustees. 

II.  The  Library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  in  the  year,  Sundays  and  the  usual 
holidays  excepted,  daring  the  usual  business  hours. 

III.  Books  may  be  taken  from  the  Library  by  the  Goyemor,  Members  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  of  the  Legislature,  Judges  of  the  Judicial  Courts,  Secretary  of  State,  Deputy 
Secretary  of  State,  Adjutant  General,  Attorney  Gheneral,  Land  Agent,  Reporter  of 
Decisions,  Counsel  engaged  in  argument  of  causes  before  the  Law  Courts  in  the  Middle 
District,  Saperiatendent  of  Public  Buildings,  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  Super- 
intendent of  the  Insane  Hospital,  Chaplains,  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Senate,  Chaplains,  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  House,  Secretary  and  Members  of 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  during  the  session  of  the  Board,  provided  that  this  privilege 
to  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  those  officially  connected  therewith,  shall  be 
limited  to  the  time  the  Legislature  shall  be  in  session. 

IV.  Any  person  taking  books  from  the  Library  shall  first  give  sufficient  personal 
security  for  their  return  within  twenty  days. 

y.  No  person  authorized  to  take  books  from  the  Library  shall  be  permitted  to  have 
at  any  one  time  more  than  three  volumes,  nor  shall  the  same  be  retained  more  than 
three  weeks,  and  all  shall  be  returned  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  annually. 

YI.  The  following  books  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  Library  room,  except  for  the 
use  of  either  Hoase,  or  of  the  Committees  of  the  Legislature  during  its  session,  or  for 
use  in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  term  time  :  all  books  presented  by  the  United 
States  or  any  of  the  States;  all  works,  books  and  documents  relating  to  the  laws  or  leg- 
islative proceedings  of  the  United  States,  or  other  States  or  countries;  all  digests, 
reports  of  decisions,  and  works  relating  to  the  science  of  the  law,  and  Vattemare's 
exchanges.  . 

YII.  Every  person  shall  be  answerable  for  all  damage  done  by  him  to  any  book,  and 
in  case  of  the  loss  of  any  volume  belonging  to  a  set,  the  person  answerable  therefor  shall 
procure  a  new  volume  or  pay  in  money  the  value  of  the  set. 

VIII.  Any  Member  of  the  Legislature  having  in  his  possession  any  book,  map,  or 
other  publication  belonging  to  the  Library,  shall  return  the  same  four  days  before  the 
adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

IX  All  such  books,  maps,  and  other  publications  as  the  Governor  and  Council  shall 
determine  are  necessary  always  to  be  kept  in  the  library  as  books  of  reference,  shall  at 
no  time  be  taken  therefrom. 

X.  All  persons  wishing  to  take  books,  pamphlets,  or  maps,  from  the*  State  Library 
are  required  to  report  to  the  Librarian,  the  title  of  such  books,  pamphlets,  or  maps,  be- 
fore taking  the  same  from  the  Library  rooms. 


REPORT. 


To  the  Legislature  of  Maine : 

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  the  statutes,  the  Librarian  of 
the  Maine  State  Library  respectfully  presents  his  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  18*73. 

The  means  available  for  the  increase  of  the  library,  and  for  ex- 
penses during  the  year,  were  the  balance  from  the  previous  year, 
of  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars,  and  the  appropriation  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  making  a  total  amount  of  thirteen  hundred 
and  seventy-one  dollars. 

The  expenditure  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library,  and 
incidental  expenses  for  the  same  period,  have  been  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-seven  dollars,  leaving  a  balance  now  on  hand  of  five  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  dollars. 

The  additions  to  the  library  for  the  year,  from  all  sources,  have 
been  ten  hundred  and  forty-nine  volumes  and  pamphlet9.  Of  these 
there  were  acquired  by  purchase,  two  hundred  and  ninety-six  vol- 
umes ;  by  donations,  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  volumes  and 
pamphlets ;  and  by  exchange,  five  hundred  and  twenty-five  vol- 
umes and  pamphlets. 

The  amount  expended  in  the  purchase  of  books  has  been  ex- 
pended in  procuring  standard  works  in  law,  science  and  general 
literature.  The  catalogue  herewith  communicated,  contains  a 
full  exhibit  of  the  additions  made  during  the  year.  The  books 
are  all  in  good  condition,  and  well  arranged  upon  the  shelves. 
During  the  year  quite  a  large  number  of  books  have  passed  through 
the  hands  of  the  binders.  Some  were  books  and  magazines  bought 
and  donated  in  paper  covers,  and  newly  bound ;  the  balance  were 
old  books  repaired  and  rebound.  This  work  has  been  well  and 
neatly  done,  so  that  this  class  of  books  makes  a  good  appearance 
upon  the  shelves. 

It  will  be  observed  that  our  volume  of  exchanges  is  constantly 
on  the  increase.    We  now  exchange  our  laws,  reports,  and  doca- 
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ments  with  nearly  every  State  in  the  Union,  and  with  Canada.  I 
have  taken  much  pains  to  keep  up  this  exchange,  and  to  enlarge 
it.  I  hope  the  present  year  to  be  able  to  secure  exchanges  with 
all  the  States.  Canada  is  very  liberal  with  us  in  exchanges,  send- 
ing to  the  library  many  very  valuable  books.  The  books  which 
are  received  by  exchange  are  of  incalculable  value. 

We  have  received,  as  will  be  noticed,  many  very  valuable  books 
by  donation.  To  all  those  who  have  donated  books  to  the  library, 
my  grateful  acknowledgments  are  tendered  for  their  generous 
gifts. 

I  have  no  special  recommendations  to  make,  feeling  confident 
that  you  fully  appreciate  the  necessity  of  a  well  supplied  library, 
and  that  the  same  generous  support  which  has  been  extended  to  it 
heretofore,  will  be  continued,  thus  enabling  the  library  to  increase 
in  usefulness  from  year  to  year,  and  continue  to  be  an  honor  and  a 
benefit  to  the  State.

THE  LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS 


BELATITB  TO  THE 


MAINE    STATE   LIBRARY. 


I.  The  State  Library  shall  be  ander  the  •management  and  control  of  the  Goremor 
and  Coaocil  as  a  Board  of  Trustees. 

II.  The  Library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  in  the  year,  Sandays  and  the  osnal 
holidays  excepted,  during  the  usaal  business  hours 

III.  Books  may  be  taken  from  the  Library  by  the  Govemor,  Members  of  the  Coun- 
eil,  and  of  the  Legislature,  Judges  of  the  Judicial  Courts,  Secretary  of  State,  Deputy 
Secretary  of  State,  Adjutant  General,  Attorney  General,  Land  Agent,  Reporter  of 
Decisions,  Counsel  engaged  in  argument  of  causes  before  the  Law  Courts  in  the  Middle 
District,  SuperiDtendent  of  Public  Buildings,  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  Super- 
intendent of  the  Insane  Hospital,  Chaplains,  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Senate,  Chaplains,  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  House.  Secretary  and  Members  of 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  during  the  session  of  the  Board,  provided  that  this  privilege 
to  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  those  officially  connected  therewith,  shall  be 
limited  to  the  time  the  Legislature  shall  be  in  session. 

lY.  Any  person  taking  books  from  the  Library  shall  first  give  sufficient  personal 
security  fur  their  return  within  twenty  days. 

V.  No  person  authorized  to  take  books  from  the  Library  shall  be  permitted  to  have 
at  any  one  time  more  than  three  volumes,  nor  shall  the  same  be  retained  more  than 
three  weeks,  and  all  shall  be  returned  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  annually, 

V£.  The  following  books  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  Library  room,  except  for  the 
use  of  either  House,  or  of  the  Committees  of  the  Legislature  during  its  session,  or  for 
use  in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  term  time  :  all  books  presented  by  the  United 
States  or  any  of  the  States;  all  works,  books  and  documents  relating  to  the  laws  or 
legislative  proceedings  of  the  United  States,  or  other  States  or  countries;  all  digests, 
reports  of  decisions,  and  works  relating  to  the  science  of  the  law,  and  Yattemares' 
exchanges. 

YII.  Every  person  shall  be  answerable  for  all  damage  done  by  him  to  any  book,  and 
in  case  of  the  loss  of  any  volume  belonging  to  a  set,  the  person  answerable  therefor  shall 
procure  a  new  volume  or  pay  in  money  the  value  of  the  set.  « 

YXII.  Any  Member  of  the  Legislature  having  in  his  possession  any  book,  map,  or 
other  publication  belonging  to  the  Library,  shall  return  the  same  four  days  before  the 
adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

IX.  AW  such  books,  maps,  and  other  publioations  as  the  Governor  and  Council  shall 
determine  are  neoessary  always  to  be  kept  in  the  Library  as  books  of  reference,  shall  at 
no  time  be  taken  therefrom. 

X.  All  persons  wishing  to  take  books,  pamphlets,  or  maps,  from  the  State  Library 
are  required  to  report  to  the  Librarian,  the  title  of  such  books,  pamphlets,  or  maps, 
before  taking  the  same  from  the  library  rooms. 
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To  the  Legislature  of  Maine :  * 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  I 
have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  my  annnal  report  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  1874. 

The  increase  of  the  Librarjr  dnring  the  past  year  has  been  very 
gratifying.  The  additions  for  the  year,  from  all  sourceSi  have 
been  eleven  hundred  and  forty-three  volumes  and  pamphlets. 
These  additions  have  been  derived  from  the  follow  sources : 

By  purchase,  334  bound  volumes,    2  pamphlets, 
donation,  111     "  "  60 

exchange,  427     "  "        209 

The  above  additions  do  not  include  the  large  number  of  books 
and  documents  received  from  our  own  State. 

The  amount  received  by  appropriation  for  the  Library  was  fivQ 
hundred  dollars ;  the  balance  from  account  of  1873  five  hundred 
and  fourteen  dollars ;  and  from  sale  of  old  books  thirty-two  del* 
lars ;  making  a  total  of  ten  hundred  forty-six  dollars. 

The  expenditures  during  the  year  for  the  purchase  of  books  and 
incidental  expenses,  amount  to  nine  hundred  twenty-three  dollars 
and  twenty-i^even  cents,  leaving  unexpended  one  hundred  twenty- 
two  dollars  and  seventy-three  cents  for  the  use  of  the  Library  till 
the  next  annual  appropriation  shall  be  received. 

The  catalogue  which  I  herewith  communicate,  contains  a  full 
exhibit  of  the  additions  made  during  the  year. 

In  the  purchase  of  books,  I  have  endeavored  to  expend  the 
money  judiciously;  securing  mainly  standard  works  in  law, 
science  and  general  literature. 

During  the  year  the  exchanges  with  other  States  have  been 
continued  in  the  usual  manner,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  was 
possible  the  libraries  of  other  States  have  supplied  copies  to  fill 
vacancies  in  our  sets  of  State  documents,  laws  and  reports. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  the  annnal  increase  of  books  in  the 
Library  is  upwards  of  one  thousand  volumes.  Additional  space 
for  the  proper  and  convenient  arrangement  of  these  large  additions 
is  the  great  want  of  the  Library  at  the  present  time. 

The  Library  is  also  insecure.  Many  of  the  books  are  injured  at 
times  by  water  daring  severe  storms,  rendering  it  necessary  also 
to  remove  books  from  the  shelves  in  some  parts  of  the  Library. 
Several  attempts  have  been  made  to  repair  the  roof,  and  make  it 
secure,  but  have  failed.  It  is  of  very  great  importance  that  books 
be  kept  dry  and  secure  from  the  weather.  I  call  your  attention  to 
this  matter,  and  earnestly  hope  you  will  devise  some  means  to 
enlarge  the  space  for  books  and  keep  them  secure. 

While  I  have  no  special  recommendation  to  make  as  to  the 
amount  of  appropriation  for  the  Library,  I  feel  confident  that  you 
all  have  a  just  appreciation  of  the  value  and  importance  of  a  well 
filled  State  Library.  I  commend  it  to  your  generous  care,  be- 
lieving that  it'is  now  approaching  the  condition  for  which  it  was 
designed  by  its  founders,  and  if  properly  cherished,  will  go  on 
gaining  upon  public  attention  until  seen  by  all  in  its  true  light,  and 
in  all  its  bearings.  "  Literature  asks  no  favors  and  receives  no 
aid  for  which  she  does  not  repay  the  giver  with  a  tenfold  increase." 

I  have  become  convinced  by  my  correspondence  with  the  libra- 
ries of  the  different  States  that  the  people  of  this  country  are 
beginning  to  feel  the  importance  of  taking  more  active  measures 
for  the  increase  of  public  libraries.  Libraries  are  at  once  the 
storehouses  and  the  manufactories  of  learning  and  science.  They 
are  also  a  boon  to  all  classes  of  society.  All  may  find  in  them 
both  recres^tion  and  employment. 

"  Hera  come  the  grieved,  a  change  of  thought  to  find  ;

I.  The  State  Library  shall  be  under  the  management  and  oontrol  of  the  Governor 
and  Council  as  a  Board  of  Trustees. 

II.  The  Library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  in  the  year,  Sundays  and  the  usual 
'   holidays  excepted,  during  the  usual  business  hours. 

III.  Books  may  be  taken  from  the  Library  by  the  Governor,  Members  of  the 
Council,  and  of  the  Legislature,  Judges  of  the  Judicial  Courts,  Secretary  of  State, 
Deputy  Secretary  of  State,  Adjutant  General,  Attorney  General,  Land  Agent,  Reporter 
of  Decisions,  counsel  engaged  in  argument  of  causes  before  the  Law  Courts  in  the 
Middle  District,  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  Superintendent  of  Common 
Schools,  Superintendent  of  the  Insane  Hospital,  Chaplains,  Secretary  and  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Senate,  Chaplains,  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  House,  Secretary 
and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  during  the  session  of  the  Board,  provided 
that  this  privilege  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  those  officially  connected* 
therewith,  shall  be  limited  to  the  time  the  Legislature  shall  be  in  session. 

IV.  Any  person  taking  books  from  the  Library  shall  first  give  sufficient  personal 
security  for  their  return  within  twenty  days. 

V.  No  person  authorized  to  take  books  from  the  Library  shall  be  permitted  to 
have  at  any  one  time  more  than  three  volumes,  nor  shall  the  same  be  retained  more 
than  three  weeks,  and  all  shall  be  returned  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
annually. 

VI.  The  following  books  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  Library  room,  except  for  the 
use  of  either  House,  or  of  the  Committees  of  the  Legislature  during  its  session,  or  for 
use  in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  term  time;  all  books  presented  by  the  United 
States  or  any  of  the  States;  all  works,  books  and  documents  relating  to  the  laws  or 
legislative  proceedings  of  the  United  States,  or  other  States  or  countries;  all  digests, 
reports  of  decisions,  and  works  relating  to  the  science  of  law,  and  Vattemare's 
exchanges.  • 

VII.  Every  person  shall  be  answerable  for  all  damage  done  by  him  to  any  book, 
and  in  case  of  the  loss  of  any  volume  belonging  to  a  set,  the  person  answerable  there- 
for shall  procure  a  new  volume  or  pay  in  money  the  value  of  the  set. 

VIII.  Any  Member  of  the  Legislature  having  in  his  possession  any  book,  map,  or 
other  publication  belonging  to  the  Library,  shall  return  the  same  four  days  before  the 
adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

IX.  All  such  books,  maps,  and  other  publications,  as  the  Governor  and  Council 
shall  determine  are  necessary  always  to  be  kept  in  the  Library  as  books  of  reference, 
shall  at  no  time  be  taken  therefrom. 

X.  All  persons  wishing  to  take  books,  pamphlets,  or  maps,  from  the  State  Library, 
are  required  to  report  to  the  Librarian,  the  title  of  such  books,  pamphlets,  or  maps, 
before  taking  the  same  from  the  Library  rooms.  ^ 


REPORT. 


To  the  Legislature  of  Maine : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  I  submit  the 
following  report  : 

I  entered  upon  my  duties  as  State  Librarian  on  the  5th 
November,  1878.  Ten  months  of  the  year  covered  by  this 
report  were  embraced  in  the  term  of  oflSce  of  my  predecessor, 
Mr.  Hobbs,  from  whose  entries  and  memoranda  this  report 
is  chiefly  made  up. 

The  amount  of  funds  received  by  me  for  the  use  of  the 
Library  was  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  The  expendi- 
tures for  purchase  of  books  and  incidental  expenses,  since 
November  5,  have  amounted  to  two  hundred  and  sixty  dol- 
lars and  thirty-seven  cents.  The  expenses  of  the  Library 
have  been  adjusted  by  the  Trustees,  and  the  vouchers  are  on 
file  in  the  oflSce  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  catalogue  of  accessions,  submitted  herewith,  shows  an 
increase  of  the  Library,  during  the  past  year,  of  1282  volumes 
and  84  pamphlets,  as  follows  : 

By  purchase,  law  books 58  volumes.

This  increase  is  independent  of  books  and  documents 
received  from  our  own  State  government,  and  also  of  docu- 
ments and  reports  of  the  2d  session  of  the  45th  Congress. 


8  STATE  LIBRARY. 

As  usual,  the  laws,  judicial  repoi'ts  and  documents  of  this 
State,  have  been  exchanged  with  the  United  States,  with  the 
various  States  and  Territories,  and  with  the  British  Provinces. 
These  exchanges  aflford  access  to  a  great  amount  of  useful 
material,  and  furnish  a  valuable  addition  to  a  library  designed 
chiefly  for  judicial  and  political  reference. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  a  special  appropriation 
from  year  to  year,  in  addition  to  the  usual  appropriation  for 
the  Library,  for  the  completion  of  imperfect  sets  of  Law  Re- 
ports, and  would  suggest,  in  this  connection,  that,  aside  from 
the  loss  of  present  use,  should  be  considered  the  materially 
enhanced  cost  of  such  works,  as  they  become  every  year  more 
scarce.  Li  the  selection  of  law  books,  I  have  had  the  valua- 
ble advice  and  suggestions  of  Judge  Libbey  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  to  whom  I  desire  to  tender  my  warmest  acknowledge- 
ments. 

A  further  and  lamentable  deficijency  of  the  Library  is  found 
in  the  department  of  history,  especially  the  history  of  the 
State  and  towns  of  Maine,  and  I  suggest  the  propriety  of 
supplying  this  great  need  at  an  early  date. 

I  desire  to  earnestly  impress  upon  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  the  absolute  necessity  of  better  accommodations 
for  the  immediate  and  pressing  needs  of  the  State  Library. 
Additional  shelf  room  is  indispensable  to  its  increasing  pro- 
portions. A  large  amount  of  useful  matter,  frequently  called 
for,  is  at  present  packed  away  in  nooks  and  corners,  difficult 
of  access,  and  any  systematic  arrangement  of  it  is  practically 
out  of  the  question,  with  the  present  supply  of  shelf  room. 
The  rapid  augmentation  of  our  collection,  by  exchanges 
alone,  has  already  outstripped  the  limits  of  the  main  library, 
and  it  has  become  a  serious  question  what  shall  be  done  with 
the  books  received,  without  interfering  with  others,  equally 
valuable,  already  on  the  shelves. 

I  feel  that  I  cannot  too  earnestly  urge  the  necessity  of  a 
re-arrangement  of  the  library  upon  a  thoroughly  systematic 
basis,  embracing  some  approved  and  simple  method  of  cata- 
loguing.   The  additional  expense  attending  such  a  task  would 
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be  comparatively  small,  and  would  be  repaid  ten  fold  in  the 
increased  facilities  afforded  to  all  whose  interests  are  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  library. 
'  The  last  Catalogue  was  published  in  1862,  with  a  supple- 
ment, (added  in  1867)  since  which  latter  date  over  eleven 
thousand  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library,  for  any 
record  of  which  it  is  necessary  for  one  to  consult  thirteen 
annual  reports.  I  submit  that  the  interests  of  the  State  Library 
are  entitled  to  your  fostering  care,  and  deserving  of  the  most 
liberal  bounty,  both  because  of  the  vast  amount  of  invaluable 
material  contained  in  it  and  because  the  honor  of  the  State  is 
involved  in  its  maintenance  and  support.

To  the  Legislature  of  Maine: 

By  the  statutes  of  the  State  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  State 
Librarian  to  report  to  the  Legislature  biennially,  in  January, 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  on  account  of  the  library,  with 
a  list  of  all  books,  maps  and  charts  acquired  during  the  two 
preceding  years ;  specifying  those  obtained  by  purchase,  dona- 
tion and  exchange,  and  those  which  have  been  lost  or  are  miss- 
ing, and  to  make  suggestions  in  relation  to  the  improvement 
of  the  library.  In  compliance  with  the  foregoing  provisions, 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  honorable  body  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  years  1883-84. 

The  amount  appropriated  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture for  the  purchase  of  books  and  for  incidental  expenses, 
was  one  thousand  dollars  for  each  year.  This  sum,  with  a 
balance  of  thirty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents,  unex- 
pended from  previous  appropriations,  making  a  total  of  two 
thousand  thirty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents  for  the  use 
of  the  library  for  the  two  years.  The  expenditures  for  the 
purchase  of  books  and  incidental  expenses  for  the  same  period, 
have  been  two  thousand  six  dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents,  leav- 
ing a  balance  now  on  hand  of  thirty-one  dollars  and  seventy- 
seven  cents. 

The  library  has  been  increased*  by  the  addition  of  twelve 
hundred  forty-seven  volumes  and  five  hundred  eighty-two 
pamphlets. 

The  catalogue  herewith  communicated  contains  a  full  exhibit 
of  the  additions  made  to  the  library  during  the  past  two  years. 
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Again,  the  more  I  live  among  books  the  more  I  believe  in 
the  maxim,  ^^non  multa,  sed  multum.^  Read  much,  but  do 
not  read  many  things.  There  is  an  old  saying,  '*Beware  of  a 
man  of  one  booJc.^^  If  one  reads  but  one  book,  he  may  read 
that  one  book  so  well  as  to  be  a  very  hard  man  to  encounter. 
The  above  maxims  are  only  figures  expressive  of  the  thought 
that  a  habit  of  careful  reading  is  a  most  impoilant  means  of 
intellectual  development. 

Valuable  as  is  our  library  to  the  general  public,  it  is  es- 
pecially so  to  the  courts  and  lawyers  of  the  State.  Here  the 
legislatoi's  and  the  legislative  committees  come  to  find  valuable 
information  upon  the  various  subjects  which  come  before  them 
for  examination. 

We  fondly  hope  that  in  a  few  years  the  people  of  the  State 
of  Maine,  through  their  Representatives,  will  see  fit  to  enlarge 
the  State  House  so  that  there  will  be  suflScicnt  room  for  all 
the  records  and  also  ample  room  for  the  library,  where  the 
books  can  be  properly  arranged,  classified  and  catalogued. 

I  have  no  doubt,  gentlemen,  you  will  be  pleased  to  make 
such  an  appropriation  for  the  library  as  its  growing  wants  may 
require,  realizing  that  what  is  done  in  that  direction  is  done 
for  the  enlightenment  of  the  people  and  for  the  good  of  future 
generations.*  Books  are  the  State  vouchers.  Her  libraries 
are  her  monuments. 

I  believe  in  books.  I  have  been  State  Librarian  now  for 
nearly  ten  years.  The  books  to  me  are  like  the  faces  of 
friends.  Let  us  be  thankful  for  books.  It  was  Charles 
Lamb,  I  think,  who  said  that  he  wished  to  *'ask  grace  before 
rending"  more  than  "grace  before  dinner."  Be  very  thankful 
for  books. 

*'Tho8e  stately  arks,  that  fVoni  the  deep

The  Rules  and  Regulations 


RELATIVE  TO  THE 


MAINE  STATE  LIBRARY 


I.  The  State  Library  shall  be  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  Governor 
and  Council  as  a  board  of  trustees. 

II.  Tho  Library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  in  the  year,  Sundays  and  the  usual 
holidays  excepted,  during  the  usual  business  hours. 

II L  Books  may  be  taken  from  the  Library  by  the  Governor,  Members  of  the 
Council,  and  of  the  Legislature,  Judges  of  the  Judicial  Courts,  Secretary  of  State, 
Deputy  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer  of  State,  Adjutant  General,  Attorney  General, 
Land  Agent,  Keporter  of  Decisions,  Counsel  engaged  in  argument  of  causes  before  the 
Law  Courts  in  the  Middle  District,  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  Superinten- 
dent of  Common  Schools,  Superintendent  of  the  Insane  Hospital,  Chaplains,  Secretary 
and  Ast>istant  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  Chaplains,  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk  of  the 
House,  Secretary  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  during  tiio  ses:^ion  of  tho 
Board;  provided  that  this  privilege  to  the  members  of  tho  Legislature,  and  those 
ofSciiilly  connected  therewith,  shall  be  limited  to  the  time  tho  Legislature  shall  be  in 
session. 

IV.  Any  person  taking  books  from  the  Library  shall  first  give  sufficient  personal 
security  for  their  return  within  twenty  days. 

V.  No  person  authorized  to  take  books  from  tho  Library  shall  be  permitted  to 
have  at  any  one  time  more  than  throe  volumes,  nor  shall  the  same  be  retained  more 
than  three  weeks,  and  all  shall  be  returned  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
annually. 

VI.  Tho  following  books  shalV  not  be  taken  from  the  Library  room,  except  for  the 
use  of  either  House,  or  of  the  committees  of  the  Legislature  during  its  session,  or  for 
use  in  tho  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  term  time:  all  books  presented  by  the  United 
States  or  any  of  the  States;  all  works,  bocks  and  documents  relating  to  the  laws  or 
legislative  proceedings  of  the  United  States,  or  other  States  or  countries;  all  digests, 
reports  of  decisions,  and  works  relating  to  the  science  of  the  law,  and  Vattemare's 
exchanges. 

VII.  Every  person  shall  be  answerable  for  all  damage  done  by  him  to  any  book, 
and  in  case  of  the  loss  of  any  volume  belonging  to  a  set,  tho  person  answerable 
therefor  shall  procure  a  new  volume  or  pay  in  money  the  value  of  tho  set. 

VIII.  Any  member  of  the  Legislature  having  in  his  possession  any  book,  map,  or 
other  publication  belonging  to  the  Library,  shall  return  the  same  four  days  before  the 
adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

IX.  All  such  books,  maps,  and  other  publications  as  the  Governor  and  Council 
shall  determine  are  necessary  always  to  be  kept  in  the  Library  as  books  of  reference, 
shall  at  no  time  be  taken  therefrom. 

X.  All  persons  wishing  to  take  books,  pamphlets,  or  maps  from  the  State  Library, 
are  required  to  report  to  the  Librarian   tho  title  of  such  books,   pamphlets  or  maps 
before  taking  the  same  from  the  Library  rooms.

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FURXISIIIXG   THE  LIBRARY. 

The  legislature  of  1891  made  a  generous  and  an  ample 
appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the^^new  library 
with  book  cases,  card  cases,  counters,  and  all  the  modern 
appliances  necessary  to  its  preservation,  arrangement,  and 
usefulness. 

After  a  visit  by  an  expert  to  the  libraries  of  Massachusetts 
and  New  Yoik  as  far  west  as  Buffalo,  on  his  report,  it  was 
decided  to  put  in  wooden  book  cases,  but  by  a  mere  accident, 
the  attention  of  the  librarian  was  called  to  the  elegant  steel 
work  manufactured  by  the  Fenton  Metallic  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany of  Jamestown,  N.  Y.  Mr.  M.  S.  Kelly,  the  accomplished 
designer  and  gentlemanly  agent  of  that  company,  was  induced 
to  visit  Augusta.  After  a  week's  hard  work,  he  designed 
the  polished  steel  book  cases  now  in  use  in  the  new  library. 
These  cases  are  the  first  of  the  kind  ever  put  up  in  New 
England.  I  regard  them  superior  for  actual  use  to  any  others 
in  the  country.  They  are  of  rolled  plate  steel  polished  and 
enamelled  throughout.  The  supports  are  thin,  narrow  plate 
steel  occup}  ing  very  small  book  space  and  allowing  the  free 
circuljition  of  air  among  the  books.  The  shelving  is  adjusta- 
ble at  any  height,  and  the  cases  themselves  are  so  constructed 
that  they  can  be  easily  moved,  taken  down  and  put  up  anew, 
or  lessened  in  height  or  length.  Thirty-five  tons  of  steel 
enter  into  their  construction,  and  they  afford  shelving  for 
70,000  volumes.  The  entire  cost  of  the  book  cases,  counters 
and  card  cases  was  $6,725  which  is  about  25  per  cent  more 
than  the  estimated  cost  of  the  same  amount  of  shelving, 
counters,  and  cases  in  oak  and  pine. 

The  desks,  chairs,  tables,  stands,  and  other  furniture 
necessary  to  complete  the  new  library,  were  designed  by 
A.  L.  Mitchell,  of  the  firm  of  Walter  Corey  &  Co.  of  Port- 
land. This  portion  of  the  library  outfit  is  elegant,  durable, 
and  convenient,  fully  sustaining  the  reputation  of  that  firm 
for  good  work. 
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The  room  originally  designed  for  the  librarian's  office,  was 
fitted  in  oak.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  librarian  to  collect  in 
this. room  a  complete  set  of  all  the  publications  of  the  State, 
and  also  all  books  and  pamphlets  relating  to  the  discovery, 
settlement,  and  history  of  Maine,  and  to  the  development  of 
its  industries  and^  institutions.  The  library  is  now  very  con- 
venient, and  the  books  can  be  easily  arranged  therein.  It 
will  answer  every  purpose  for  which  it  was  designed,  for  the 
next  ten  years. 

IXDEXING,   MOVING  AND   CATALOGUING. 

The  new  rooms  were  not  completely  furnished  until  March, 
1892,  and  although  the  removal  of  the  library  was  much 
retarded  by  this  delay,  yet  the  work  of  cataloguing,  inspect- 
ing, and  arranging  the  books  has  been  going  on  without 
interruption  for  the  last  eighteen  months. 

This  work  has  been  of  a  most  interesting,  yet  laborious, 
character.  Some  five  thousand  volumes  were  found  with  no 
mark  to  indicate  that  they  were  the  property  of  the  State, 
and  there  were  several  thousand  books  with  uncut  leaves. 
The  different  classes  and  sets  of  books  were  so  mingled  and 
scattered  throughout  the  different  rooms  of  the  old  library 
that  a  vast  amount  of  labor  was  required  in  bringing  order 
out  of  chaos. 

With  the  exception  of  books  and  pamphlets  designed  for 
immediate  distribution,  the  entire  library  has  been  catalogued 
by  author  and  title  according  to  the  Dewey  system.  This 
catalogue  is  in  the  form  of  cards  alphabetically  arranged  in 
drawers  and  cases.  The  more  arduous  and  important  work 
of  making  a  subject  catalogue  is  still  going  on.  The  con- 
tents of  the  library  were  moved  to  the  new  rooms  and 
arranged  on  the  shelves  without  any  serious  interruption  in 
the  use  of  the  books  by  its  patrons. 

The  work  of  cataloguing  has  been  done  by  Mrs.  M.  L. 
Carver  and  Mr.  Ernest  W.  Emery,  who  have  performed  the 
difficult  task  with  rare  intelligence,  faithfulness  and  industry. 
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and  at  the  minimum  of  cost  to  the  State.  Although  they 
were  without  previous  experience,  their  work  has  received 
flattering  comments  from  experienced  librarians  and  catalogue 
experts.  Great  credit  is  also  due  to  Prof.  E.  W.  Hall  of 
Colby  University  for  his  valuable  suggestions  and  corrections 
in  this  department. 

The  new  library  rooms  contain  only  such  books,  papers, 
and  works  as  are  designed  for  use  and  reference.  Pamphlets, 
department  reiiorts,  and  duplicates,  intended  for  distribution, 
have  been  arranged  and  classified  upon  the  shelves  in  the 
remaining  rooms  of  the  old  library. 

The  last  legislature  appropriated  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  moving  and  cataloguing  the  library, 
and  for  purchasing  card  cases  and  printed  catalogues  for 
library  use.  This  sum  has  not  been  entirely  used  up  during 
the  past  two  years,  neither  has  the  work  contemplated  been 
wholly  completed,  but  will  occupy  the  entire  time  and  labor 
of  one  person  for  a  year  at  least. 

The  card  catalogue  has  been  supplemented  by  the  pur- 
chase of  books  and  journals  relating  to  library  economy  and 
management.  The  catalogues  of  the  great  pul)lic  libraries  of 
the  country  and  the  American  and  English  catalogues  have 
been  procured  out  of  this  appropriation,  and  placed  among 
the  books  of  reference.  No  progressive  librarian  can  afford 
to  forego  the  possession  and  daily  use  of  the  published  works 
of  Dewey,  Cutter,  Linderfelt,  Poole,  Fletcher,  Bowker, 
Soule  and  other  pioneers  of  this  country,  in  the  movement 
now  going  on  to  make  the  library  the  teacher  and  common 
school  of  all  the  people. 

LOSS   AND  DESTKUCTIOX   OF   BOOKS. 

Every  l^ook  in  the  library  has  been  closely  examined  for  the 
purpose  of  discovering  any  defect,  imperfection,  or  mutilation. 
Several  hundred  volumes  were  found  to  be  in  such  condition 
as  to  necessitate  rebinding.  Nearly  four  hundred  volumes 
w^ere   taken  from  the  shelves  and  thiown  aside  as  useless. 
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because  they  were  found,  on  special  examination,  to  have 
been  mutilated.  In  some  instances,  entire  chapters  were 
missing ;  in  others,  leaves,  or  parts  of  leaves  had  been  cut  or 
torn  from  the  book.  Numerous  valuable  sets  of  historical 
books  have  been  found  which  are  rendered  comparatively 
useless  by  the  loss  of  one  or  more  volumes.  The  confused 
condition  of  the  old  library  and  the  unfavorable  location  and 
the  number  of  its  rooms  rendered  the  stealing  or  mutilation 
of  books  comparatively  easy  of  accomplishment.  Without 
an  orderly  arrangement  on  shelves  and  a  complete  catalogue 
of  the  books,  it  is  impossible  for  any  librarian,  however 
watchful  he  may  be,  to  detect  theft  or  vandalism  until  long 
after  it  has  been  perpetrated.  Under  the  present  arrange- 
ment with  all  the  books  in  one  room,  with  a  complete  catalogue, 
and  with  an  accurate  system  of  charging  every  book  loaned, 
exchanged  or  given  away,  supplemented  by  an  examination 
of  every  book  returned,  the  danger  of  loss  or  mutilation  of 
any  considerable  number  of  books  is  greatly  lessened. 

During  the  past  eighteen  months,  eight  valuable  books  have 
mysteriously  disappeared  from  the  library,  and  one  volume, 
The  History  of  Ancient  Sheepscot,  has  been  badly  mutilated. 
There  are  many  indications  that  a  regular  system  of  depletion 
has  been  going  on  continuously  for  years.  It  is  suggested 
that  the  legislature  enact  such  provisions  as  shall  be  adequate 
to  protect  the  library  from  this  system  of  plunder  and 
mutilation. 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  DOCUMENTS  AND  REPORTS. 

The  laws  of  1891,  chapter  106  and  107  impose  upon  the 
librarian  the  duty  of  distributing  the  laws  of  the  State,  the 
Maine  Ku[)()rts  and  all  books  purchased  by  the  State,  ta 
towns  and  plantations  and  to  such  institutions  and  persons  as 
are  by  law  entitled  to  receive  them.  It  is  also  incumbent 
upon  this  department  to  procure  from  each  department  of  the 
State  a  sufficient  nuuil)er  of  its  reports  for  distribution  to 
libraries,  institutions,  nnd  persons  desiring  the  same.     This. 
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additional  duty  involves  the  distribution  by  the  librarian  of 
about  10,000  books  and  pamphlets  yearly.  In  addition  to 
this,  it  is  the  custom  for  each  department  to  turn  over  to  the 
librarian  a  large  number  of  its  old  reports  left  on  hand, 
undistributed,  at  the  close  of  each  year.  These  reports  are 
preserved  and  distributed  from  time  to  time,  as  called  for. 
Each  of  the  departments  distributes  yearly  large  numbers  of 
its  own  rieports.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  50,000  books, 
pamphlets  and  other  publications  are  distributed  yearly 
through  the  library  and  the  various  departments.  The 
divided  responsibility  and  the  want  of  a  uniform  system  of 
distribution  must  produce  confusion  and  a  great  waste  of 
valuable  reports.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the 
publications  of  the  State  be  systematically  and  properly  dis- 
tributed under  the  care  and  superintendence  of  a  single 
department. 

In  many  states,  this  work  is  assigned  by  law  to  the  library 
department,  and  a  document  clerk  is  provided,  who  has  the 
care  of  all  the  distributive  publications  of  the  State,  and 
performs  the  duties  under  the  general  direction  of  the  State 
Librarian.  This  matter  is  worthy  the  serious  consideration 
of  the  legislature. 

By  law  and  immemorial  custom,  the  following  institutions 
and  persons  are  entitled  to  receive  the  Maine  Reports  and 
the  Acts  and  Resolves,  viz: — 513  towns  and  plantations,  22 
law  and  college  libraries,  100  for  the  State  offices,  and 
library  use,  60  county  offices,  36  judges  of  the  supreme, 
superior  and  police  courts,  44  state  libraries,  50  departments 
and  public  offices  of  the  United  States  and  other  countries, 
making  an  aggregate  of  825  volumes  required  for  distribution. 

For  many  years  the  legislature  has  not  provided  a  suffici- 
ent number  of  laws  and  Maine  Reports  to  supply  all  these 
departments  and  institutions.  The  result  has  been,  that  in 
past  years  many  smaller  towns  and  plantations  have  not 
received  their  laws  and  reports,  and  are  now  demanding  that 
the  deficiences  be  supplied.     The  librarian  has  been  unable 
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to  comply  with  these  numerous  requests.  It  is  within  the 
province  of  the  legislative  body  to  remedy  this  by  reducing 
the  list  of  beneficiaries,  or  by  authorizing  a  larger  purchase 
of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  and  Maine  Reports  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  these  increasing  demands.  It  is  suggested 
that  the  distribution  of  these  publications  be  completely 
revised.  Our  public  libraries  should  be  made  the  depositories 
of  the  laws  and  decisions  in  every  town  where  one  exists. 
The  policy  of  sending  the  laws  and  reports  to  towns  that 
refuse  to  care  for  and  keep  them  may  well  be  questioned. 

EXCHANGES   IX  THE   STATE   AND  LOANS   TO   OTIi:^R 

LIBRARIES. 

The  State  Library  has  voluntarily  undertaken  the  work  of 
collecting  duplicate  copies  of  books,  pamphlets,  maps,  and 
papers  from  other  libraries  and  institutions,  and  old  volumes 
found  in  the  garrets  and  collections  of  private  citizens.  These 
are  redistributed  or  exchanged  to  fill  incomplete  sets,  or 
given  to  those  who  may  place  a  peculiar  value  on  some  one 
publication  thus  obtained.  In  this  undertaking  it  is  evident 
that  the  State  Library  will  receive  benefit  to  itself,  sufficient 
to  justify  the  labor  and  expense  of  the  undertaking.  Many 
volumes  of  very  great  value,  obtained  in  this  way,  can  be 
added  to  its  list,  and  aid  materially  in  filling  its  numerous 
broken  sets.  If  this  plan  be  approved  and  carried  out, 
this  library  will  become  a  clearing  house  and  depot  of 
exchange  for  all  the  libraries  and  schools  of  the  State.  It 
cannot  fail  in  this  way  to  become  of  great  value  to  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  Maine. 

Some  method  should  be  devised  whereby  valuable  books 
in  this  library  may  be  loaned  for  a  specific  time  to  libraries 
in  distant  parts  of  the  State.  Under  such  arrangement,  the 
citizen  in  the  locality  of  a  public  library  might  secure  the  use 
of  needed  books  at  his  home,  and  thus  save  the  expense  of  a 
journey  to  the  Capital. 
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prp:sekvation  of  ne\vsi>aper  filp:s. 

The  great  value  and  use  of  tiles  of  local  nowspaperd  can 
hardly  be  over-estimated.  The  future  historian,  seeking  to 
write  the  annals  of  our  State,  will  find  in  these  files,  daily 
pen  and  ink  sketches  of  the  thoughts,  feelings,  and  actions 
of  the  people.  He  will  here  catch  the  spirit  and  tendency  of 
the  times,  and  be  enabled  to  reproduce  a  hundred  years  hence 
a  mental  picture  of  our  lives  of  to-day.  The  business  man^ 
wishing  to  refer  to  facts  that  have  escaped  memory,  here  finds 
them  safely  chronicled  and  preserved.  The  politician  and 
statesman  can  here  gather  the  arguments  and  influences  that 
determined  some  great  question  of  state-craft.  Future  gen- 
erations, desiring  to  know  of  the  times  in  which  we  now  live, 
can  resort  to  these  files  with  interest,  pleasure,  and  profit. 
There  is  no  pers  >n  who  may  not  be  benefited  by  the  preser- 
vation of  the  newspaper  of  his  village  or  city. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Maine  State  Library  has  bound 
copies  of  the  Kennebec  Journal,  the  Maine  Standard,  New 
Age  and  Portland  Press,  and  stray  copies  of  several  other 
newspapers  ;  but  no  (me  of  these  sets  is  complete.  In  many 
states,  the  work  of  collecting  and  preserving  the  newspapers 
has  been  delegated  to  State  Historical  Societies.  In  Minne- 
sota, the  State  Historical  Society,  aided  by  annual  appropri- 
ations from  the  state,  has  secured  complete  files  of  many  of 
their  newspapers  from  1849  to  the  present  date.  They  now 
have  2200  bound  volumes  of  their  local  papers.  The  value 
of  these  for  reference  and  historical  purposes  can  hardly  be 
estimated.  It  is  worthy  the  attention  of  the  legislature  ta 
provide  by  law  that  files  of  the  leading  newspapers  of  the 
State  be  secured,  and  deposited  in  this  library  for  the  use  of 
the  citizens.  Doubtless  very  many  papers  can  be  secured  in 
exchange  for  the  current  publications  of  the  State.  Others 
will  be  willing  to  donate  copies  of  their  publications  on  con- 
dition that  they  be  preserved  and  bound  for  future  reference  ► 
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FINAXCIAL  REP0RT8   OF  CITIES. 

During  the  past  year,  I  have  applied  t^)  every  city  in  the 
State  for  a  complete  tile  of  its*  financial  reports.  In  several 
instances,  these  have  been  promptly  furnished,  but  the 
greater  number  of  the  cities  have  made  no  response  to  the 
request.  The  printed  reports  of  our  schools  and  academies 
would  find  a  welcome  pl.-ice  on  the  shelves  of  the  library. 
The  reports  of  all  literary,  scientific,  industrial,  and  social 
institutions  and  societies  should  also  be  deposited  here. 

PURCHASE   OF  LAW   BOOKS,   AXD   THE    CONDITION   AND 

WANTS  OF  THE   LAW  LIBRARY. 

The  legislature  of  1891,  appropriated  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  the  law  reports  of  other 
states  needed  to  complete  the  series.  This  sum  has  been 
expended  for  that  purpose,  but  there  still  remain  many  broken 
sets  of  law  reports  upon  the  shelves  of  the  library,  and 
nearly  five  hundred  volumes  are  needed  to  complete  them. 
Some  of  these  books  contain  the  decisions  of  the  inferior 
courts  of  the  states  only,  and  for  that  reason  may  not  be  con- 
sidered as  absolutely  essential  to  a  good  law  library. 

Nearly  three  hundred  dollars  of  '.he  appropriation  was 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  the  odd  volumes  of  the  English 
Chancery  Reports  required  to  fill  that  important  series  of 
books.  The  Collateral  Reports  of  the  English  Chancery 
Courts  are  entirely  wanting.  Neither  are  the  reports  of  the 
Irish  and  Scotch  Courts  found  in  the  library. 

The  official  reports  of  the  U.  S.  Circuit  and  District  Courts 
have  not  been  kept  up.  Some  ten  years  ago  the  purchase  of 
these  books  was  discontinued  and  the  Federal  Reporter  sub- 
stituted therefor,  and  we  are  now  obtaining  in  a  single  series 
the  decisions  before  scattered  in  nine  different  sets  of  books. 
Within  the  past  year,  the  reports  of  the  Court  of  Claims  and 
of  the  Interstate  Commissioners  have  been  added  to  this 
department. 
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Some  years  ago  the  purchase  of  the  official  edition  of  the 
U.  S.  statutes  at  large  was  discontinued,  and  the  imperfect 
pamphlet  laws  without  any  general  index  were  bound  into 
volumes  and  substituted  for  them.  This  change  however, 
cannot  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  patrons  of  the  law 
department. 

Although  the  value  and  efficiency  of  the  law  library  has 
been  greatly  increased  within  the  past  two  years,  yet  much 
remains  to  be  done  in  order  to  place  it  on  an  equal  footing 
with  similar  libraries  in  other  states.  The  law  text-books  are 
few  in  number  and  of  ancient  date  ;  this  portion  of  the  library 
would  discredit  the  office  of  a  country  lawyer.  A  liberal 
sum  should  be  expended  at  once  in  procuring  the  latest  and 
best  law  text-books  for  the  library.  Railroad,  insurance,  and 
corporation  cases,  are  of  great  value  to  the  profession  and  are 
becoming  of  growing  importance  in  every  department  of  life  ; 
but  none  of  these  special  reports  are  to  be  found  in  the  Maine 
State  Library. 

The  current  law  reports  of  every  state  in  the  Union  are  now 
received  in  exchange  for  our  own.  Law  reports  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec  are  also  received  in  exchange,  but  the 
reports  of  the  United  States  Courts  can  be  procured  only  by 
purchase. 

The  proper  maintenance  of  a  State  Library  involves  a 
yearly  increase  of  its  revenues  up  to  a  certain  amount. 
Some  definite  fund  or  revenue  should  be  set?  apart  for  the 
purchase  of  law  books,  so  that  the  library  may  not  be  depen- 
dent upon  the  generosity  of  each  succeeding  legislature. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  legislative  session,  there  was  not  a 
full  set  of  Maine  Reports  or  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  this 
State  in  the  library.  One  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated 
for  the  purchase  of  Maine  Reports.  A  full  set  of  the  Acts 
and  Resolves  and  of  the  Reports  was  purchased,  as  well  as  a 
large  number  of  odd  volumes  necessary  to  fill  partial  sets 
then  on  hand. 
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PURCHASE  OF  LITERARV,  HISTORICAL  AND  S(^IEXTIFIC 
WORKS.— IXSUFFICIEXCY  OF  THE  APPROPRIATIOX  FOR 
THESE   PURPOSES. 

The  regular  yearly  appropriation  for  incidental  expenses, 
and  for  the  purchase  of  literary  and  hi^^torical  works  is  five 
hundred  dollars.  The  insufficiency  of  this  sum  has  rendered 
impossible  any  considerable  change  for  the  better  in  this 
department  of  the  library. 

The  money  has  been  expended  chiefly  in  the  payment  of 
subscriptions  for  newspapers,  periodicals,  and  law  magazines. 
A  small  sum  has  been  used  in  the  purchase  of  a  limited 
number  of  historical  and  scientific  books  of  reference.  Sev- 
eral local  histories  have  also  been  purchased  out  of  this  fund. 

Jt  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  this  appropriation  is  totally 
inadequate  for  the  growing  demands  of  the  library  and  its 
patrons.  The  amount  of  this  appropriation  has  not  been 
increased  within  the  last  thirty  years,  but  remains  the  same 
that  it  was  in  the  dark  days  of  1861-65. 

Very  many  of  the  states  have  provided  a  regular  and  con- 
stantly  increasing  fund  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  contin- 
gent expenses.  Massachusetts  has  a  reofular  appropriation  of 
$6000 ;  New  Hampshire,  by  general  statute,  gives  its  State 
Library  for  the  purchase  of  books,  $3000  per  year ;  Vermont 
has  $800  yearly,  aside  from  its  fund  for  the  law  library.  It 
must  be  apparent,  that  with  the  increasing  demands,  from  all 
the  patrons,  for  the  latest  and  most  exhaustive  vvorks  upon 
all  subjects,  the  Maine  State  Library  needs  a  larger  yearly 
sura  than  would  suffice  for  its  wants  thirty  years  ago. 

GOVERNMENT  PUBLICATIONS. 

In  accordance  with  a  request  from  the  Hon.  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  a  full  list  of  all  Government  publications  in  the 
library  was  made  out  and  transmitted  to  him.  In  return,  he 
immediately  forwarded  for  the  use  of  the  State  over  two 
hundred  volumes  needed  to  complete  the  series  here.  He 
was  pleased  to  say  that  Maine  has  one  of  the  best  and  most 
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complete  set  of  Government  and  Department  publications  in 
the  country.     A  large  numl)er  of  duplicates  were  returned 
to  him  for  distribution  elsewhere.     We  have  the  promise  of 
further  gifts,  from  the  same  source,  until  this  portion  of  the 
library  is  rendered  complete.  The  vast  store  of  material, — lit- 
erary, scientific,  historical  and  industrial,  contained  in  these 
publications  is  little  known,  and  leas  appreciated  even  by  those 
who  lay  claim  to  intelligence  and  culture.      The  confused 
manner  in  which  incongruous  matter  has  been  bound  together 
in  unwieldy  and  inartistic  volumes,   the   utter  want  of  any 
adequate  catalogue  or  subject  index  to  these  books,  render 
their  contents  nearly  worthless  for  daily  and  general  use. 

I  have  purchased  Ben  :  Perley  Poor's  Index  and  Hickcox's 
Catalogue  of  these  publications  for  the  biMiefit  of  the  patrons 
of  the  library,  with  a  view,  if  possible,  of  making  the  mass 
of  books  useful  for  reference  and  study. 

STATE   Pl'BLIC  D0(  U^IEXTS. 

The  ignorance  and  uncertainty  concerning  the  contents  of 
government  publications  are  nearly  equalled  by  the  want  of 
knowledge  prevailing  in  respect  to  the  contents  and  value  ot 
state  public  documents.  The  want  of  any  analytical  index 
to  these  documents  largely  discounts  their  value  and  availa- 
bility. Our  own  State  has  been  especially  negligent  in  this 
matter.  The  attention  of  the  legislature  is  called  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  American  Library  Association  upon 
this  subject  printed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

BIXDIXG. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the  value  and  efficiency  of  the 
library  has  been  greatly  enchanced  by  the  filling  up  of  broken 
sets  or  series  of  books  through  the  agency  of  the  State 
binder.  Complete  series  of  the  department  reports  have 
been  obtained  by  collecting  yearly  pamphlet  reports  of  each, 
and  causins:  them  to  be  bound  in  substantial  voluiftes.  Many 
valuable   miscellaneous   works   in   pamphlet  form   have  also 
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been  hound  and  thus  rescued  from  the  danger  of  mutilation 
und  final  destruction.  It  has  also  been  found  necessary  to 
bind  for  preservation  and  for  the  use  of  the  State  large 
numbers  of  odd  volumes  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves. 

The  dilapidated  condition  of  many  books  in  use  on  the 
library  shelves  necessitated  a  large  amount  of  rebinding. 
The  cost  and  expenditures  in  this  direction,  however  consid- 
erable they  may  be,  are  fully  justified  in  the  interests  of 
genuine  economy. 

At  the  close  of  this  report  will  be  found  a  financial  state- 
ment of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  this  department  for 
the  past  two  years.  The  librarian  has  rendered  his  account 
to  the  Governor  and  Council  and  the  same  has  been  approved 
and  accepted  by  them. 

GEXERAL   REMARKS. 

The  Maine  State  Library  has  now  arrived  at  that  critical 
point  in  its  development  where  it  needs  the  most  careful 
attention  and  fostering  care  of  the  legislature.  Hitherto  it 
has  had  a  precarious  and  uncertain  existence.  It  has  been 
regarded  as  nothing  more  than  a  subordinate  and  subservient 
semi-department,  maintained  largely  for  the  convenience  of 
the  other  departments  of  the  State.  There  has  not  been  any 
well  defined  purpose  for  it  to  accomplish.  The  position  and 
duties  of  the  librarian  have  been  obscure,  uncertain,  and  of 
little  honor  and  authority.  No  active,  aggressive  work  has 
been,  by  law  or  regulation,  assigned  to  him,  beyond  that  of 
watching  the  books  and  waiting  upDu  patrons. 

The  reorganization  of  the  library  upon  the  basis  of  modern 
ideas  and  theories  is  urgently  demanded  by  the  march  of 
events.  The  free  public  library  is  coming  and  will  ere  long 
be  established  in  every  considerable  town  in  the  State,  and 
it  will  be  recognized  among  us  as  one  of  the  cheapest,  most 
important  and  effective  agencies  in  the  education  of  all  the 
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people  of  every  age  iind  degree  of  intelligence.  The  State 
Library,  as  the  distributing  agent  of  the  State,  under  the 
wise  and  conservative  direction  of  commissioners,  can  ard 
very  materially  in  building  up  and  encouraging  the  acciimu* 
lation  of  a  reference  department  in  each  of  these  libraries^ 
as  they  .spring  into  existence  and  usefulness.  Its  own  valua* 
ble  books  of  reference  may  be  sent  to  distant  parts  of  the 
State  in  the  care  of  these  local  institutions. 

In  many  states  the  loading  educators  are  giving  much  more 
time  and  attention  to  the  teaching  of  local  history  than  in 
former  years,  and  the  signs  are  not  wanting  to  indicate  that 
our  own  schools  and  colleges  will  ere  long  have  a  course  of 
study,  not  only  in  local  history,  but  also  in  relation  to  the 
boundless  natural  resources  and  exquisite  beauties  of  Maine 
soil  and  t^cenery,  to  the  end  that  an  intelligent  pride  and 
affection  for  the  State  and  her  institutions  may  supplant  the 
shameful  ignorance  and  indifference  on  these  subjects  oft-times 
'  manifested  by  some  of  her  young  citizens.  In  the  promotion 
of  this  object,  the  libraries  of  these  institutions  can  receive 
much  aid  from  this  department,  by  the  loan  or  gift  of  books 
relating  to  the  subjects  of  study.  Again,  nearly  every  city 
and  village  in  Maine  now  has  its  associations,  org.inizcd  for 
the  study  of  history,  literature,  art,  science  or  sociology, 
with  lectures,  essays,  and  a  regular  course  of  reading  for  the 
winter  months.  Often  the  members  of  theso  university 
extension  courses  desire  to  consult  costly  and  rare  works, 
which  should  be  obtainable  here. 

This  library  has  cost  the  State  a  very  large  sum  of  money. 
The  value  of  its  contents  is  very  great,  but  the  deficiencies 
existing  within  its  moderate  range  of  literature  are  also  very 
large.  To  till  in  the  blank  spaces,  and  to  perfect  and  render 
complete  the  series  of  books  and  documents  now  on  the 
shelves  of  the  library  should  be  the  first  and  most  important 
undertaking.  The  historical  data  respecting  the  discovery 
and  settlement  of  Maine,  and  the  founding  and  growth  of 
her  institutions  should  be  collected  and  deposited  here.     The 
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reports  and  publications  of  the  State  itself  should  be  obtained 
at  any  cost.  The  citizens  of  Maine,  desiring  to  investigate 
early  records  of  New  £ngland,  should  not  be  compelled  to 
journey  to  Boston  for  that  purpose.  The  history  of  the  part 
that  our  citizen  soldiers  have  taken  in  all  the  nation's  strug- 
gles for  existence  ought  to  be  obtained  and  preserved. 

If  properly  endowed  with  a  yearly  fund,  this  library  can 
purchase  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  Maine  complete  and 
exhaustive  works  upon  history,  science,  art,  literature,  and 
other  departments  of  human  knowledge,  which  are  too  expen- 
sive to  be  owned  by  individuals  or  free  public  libraries.  It 
can  easily  enlarge  its  list  of  exchanges  with  learned  sof^ieties 
and  institutions  of  this  and  other  countries  that  publish  rare 
and  valuable  works  upon  hpecial  subjects,  and  thus  bring 
within  the  reach  of  the  poorest  citizen,  the  accumulated  wis- 
dom and  learning  of  the  times.  From  the  unsatisfactory 
task  of  contributing  largely  to  the  private  collections  and 
libraries  of  individuals*  its  duties  and  benefactions  will  be 
devoted  to  larger  public  interests,  and  be  given  to  institutions 
rather  than  to  persons. 

In  order  that  all  these  objects  may  be  fully  and  fairly  ac- 
complished, the  Maine  State  Library  needs  to  be  placed  upon  a 
permanent  and  independent  basis.  It  should  be  divorced  from 
the  fitful  and  uncertain  action  of  political  patronage  Its  admin- 
istration should  be  placed  unler  the  general  supervision  of  a 
commission,  composed  of  the  best  educated,  most  intelligent 
and  progressive  citizens  of  Maine.  Its  librarian  should  be  given 
an  adequate  salary  for  himself  and  his  assistant,  without  being 
compelled  to  resort  to  wire  pulling  and  lobbying.  He  should 
be  something  more  than  a  guardian  placed  in  charge  to  watch 
the  book-, — something  more  than  a  scavenger,  seeking  among 
the  rubbisjh  of  old  garrets  and  discarded  collections  for  the 
means  by  which  to  add  to  the  wealth  and  number  of  its 
books.  The  day  has  gone  by  in  which  everybody  or  anybody 
can  successfully  perform  the  duties  of  the  office.  If  the 
librarian  aspires  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  times,  and  ta 
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administer  the  affairs  of  his  library  fairly  well,  he  will  need 
to  devote  all  his  time,  energy  and  intellect  to  the  task.  He 
will  need  to  study  library  econqmy  and  management,  and  to 
know  of  the  best  books  in  his  collection  upon  every  subject 
of  thought  and  controversy.  He  will  be  required  to  keep 
fully  abreast  of  the  times  in  all  that  pertains  to  his  profession, 
for  library  management  and  work  have  now  become  purely 
professional,  and  the  librarians  have  their  schools  and  college 
where  the  brightest  and  best  pupils  of  the  country  take 
regular  courses  of  study  in  literature,  library  economy  and 
management,  and  from  which  they  graduate  to  positions  of 
trust  and  honor  in  some  of  the  great  institutions  of  the  country. 
To  render  this  library  more  efficient  and  useful,  to  place  it 
upon  a  permanent  basis,  and  to  perfect  its  administration, 
will  require  intelligent  and  diligent  inquiry  and  action  by 
the  legislature.  To  the  end  that  it  may  justify  its  existence 
by  its  usefulness  to  the  citizens  of  Maine,  the  whole  body  of 
law  relating  to  its  organization  and  use  should  be  rearranged 
and  codified.

My  object  in  this  paper  is  to  srive  a  description  of  the  volumes 
and  pamphlets  containing  statute  laws  of  Maine.  They  are  as 
follows :  — 

1.  Pamphlkt  published  in  1820,  containin^^  the  ConstitutioD 
with  the  names  of  the  delegates  who  signed  the  original  copy 
(pp.  xxxvi),  and  Laws  of  Maine  passed  at  the  session  commencing 
May  31,  and  ending  June  28,  1820  (pp.  48  and  unpaged  index).  In 
this  pamphlet  the  Public  and  Special  Laws  are  intf^rmingled  ;  it  is 
not  included  in  any  of  the  bound  volumes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

2.  In  1874,  the  Special  Laws  in  the  preceding  pamphlet  and 
the  Special  Laws  of  1821  were  reprinted  in  one  pamphlet  (pp.  111). 

3.  Laws  o  the  State  of  Maine  (Public)  published  in  1821,  by 
J.  Griffin,  Brunswick,  paged  continuously  (pp.  872)  and  usuallj' 
bound  in  two  volumes,  each  having  a  title  pa^^e  and  table  of  con- 
tents for  that  vo'ume  (Vol.  I,  pp.  Ixx,  and  Vol.  II,  pp.  xlii),  but  an 
index  (pp.  xciv)  to  both  volumes.  Each  volume  also  has  a  page 
of  errata. 

4.  Laws  of  the  State  of  Maine  (Public)  published  in  1822,  by 
William  H^de,  Portland  (pp.  682),  with  index  (pp.  xcvi).  The 
publisher  announces  that  he  had  added  to  the  matter  in  the  other 
volume  the  act  oi  Congress  admitting  Maine  to  the  Union,  and  the 
Ordinance  of  the  Convention  determining  the  style  and  title  of  the 
State,  and  had  corrected  the  eirata  officially  enumerated  in  the  other 
edition.  But  he  ''felt  unwilling  to  alter  punctuation,  and  DQore  bo 
to  alter  words,"  when  he  ''recollected  that  the  supreme  court  of 
Massachusetts,  as  stated  in  one  of  the  volumes  of  Maiksachusetts 
Reports,  gave  construction  to  an  important  statute  of  that  state  by 
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merely  shiftiDg  a  comina  from  part  of  the  clause  to  another."  He 
suggests  that  committees  on  eDgrossing  bills  Id  the  legislature  should 
give  more  care  and  atteutioD  to  their  duties  than,  apparently,  they 
had  been  accustomed  to  give.  The  suggestion  as  to  the  importance 
and  scope  of  their  duties  is  as  forcible  now  as  it  was  then. 

5.  Sheets  of  the  edition  last  described  were  apparently  kept  on 
hand  and,  in  1830,  issued  as  a  new  edition,  with  a  new  title  page, 
by  Glazier,  Masters  &  Co.,  at  Hallowell.  £xcept  the  title  page 
the  pages  are  literally  the  same  as  in  the  edition  of  1822.  This  last 
edition  is  styled  on  the  back  as  ''Vol.  1 — 2." 

6.  Laws  of  the  State  of  Maine  (public),  from  1822  to  1831,  in- 
clusive. This  was  an  official  edition  (pp.  xlviii,  432,  and  xxxviii), 
intended  to  follow  the  former  official  volumes  (see  No.  3),  and  is 
styled  Vol.  III. 

7.  In  1834,  Glazier,  Masters  &  Smith  issued  Volume  II  of  their 
series  intended  to  follow  their  former  volume  (see  Nos.  4  and  5) 
containing  the  Public  Laws  from  1822  to  1833,  inclusive  (pp.  370  and 
xxxviii).  The  chapters  in  this  volume,  as  well  as  in  the  official  vol- 
ume (No.  6),  are  numbered  consecutively  from  those  in  the  preced- 
ing volume. 

8.  In  1834,  Francis  O.  J.  Smith  edited,  and  Thomas  Todd 
printed,  an  edition  of  the  Public  Laws  in  two  volumes.  They  are 
paged  continuously,  1,048  pages,  of  which  546  are  in  the  first  vol- 
ume, except  that  an  index  to  both  volumes  (pp.  civ)  is  inserted  in 
the  first  volume.  This  edition  contains  notes  referring  to  amend- 
ments made  from  1821  to  1834,  and  to  decisions. 

From  1820  to  1839,  three  pamphlets  were  issued  each  year;  one 
•containing  the  Public  Laws ;  one  the  Private  or  Private  and  Special 
Laws ;  and  the  other  the  Resolves ;  except  that  but  two  pamphlets 
were  issued  in  1820  and  1821 ;  in  1820  pamphlet  No.  1  above 
described  and  one  containing  the  Resolves  of  1820;  in  1821,  one 
pamphlet  contained  the  Special  Laws  of  1820  and  1821,  and  the 
other  the  Resolves  of  1821.  Each  set  of  these  pamphlets  was  paged 
<;ontinuously,  until  a  good  sized  volume  was,  in  that  manner,  com- 
pleted. 

This  was  done  under  the  Resolve  of  June  28, 1820,  which  provided 
in  substance : — 

That  the  laws  passed  at  the  several  sessions  should  be  printed  in 
volumes  of  the  royal  octavo  size,  of  not  less  than  seven  hundred 
pasres,  with  suitable  title  pages  and  analytical  indices ;  and 

That  the  Resolves  should  be  printed  in  the  same  manner. 
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Suitable  provision  was  also  made  for  the  saperiDtendence  of  the 
printiog  and  the  distribution  of  the  laws. 

The  three  pamphlets  having  been  published  annually  with  the 
exception  already  stated,  in  1828,  a  resolve  was  passed  that  the 
Private  or  Special  Laws  and  the  R-jsolves,  up  to  and  iucludiny^  those 
of  that  session,  should  complete  a  vohinae  of  each,  a  id  that  the 
secretary  of  state  prepare  and  publish  with  the  pa'np*ilets  ot  that 
year  a  title  page,  table  of  contents  and  index  for  each  volume*,  and 
make  up  and  have  bound  into  volumes  all  the  pamphlets  on  hand. 

0.  Accordingly  the  Private  or  Special  Laws  from  1820  to  1828^ 
inclusive  (except  the  1820  pamphlet),  were  bjund  in  a  volume,, 
styled  Vol.  I. 

10.  Also  the  Resolves  from  1820  to  1828,  with  title  page,  etc.^ 
were  l)onnd  in  one  volume  styled  Vol.  L 

(.^uite  a  number  of  imperfect  volumes  were  bound  ;  the  supply  of 
pamphlets  for  some  years,  notably  1820  and  1821,  was  smaller  thaO' 
that  of  other  years,  and  volumes  containing  tbe  pamphlets  for  only 
a  part  of  those  years  were  hound. 

This  was  the  cause  for  reprinting  the  Special  Laws  of  1821> 
(No.  2). 

These  pamphlets  were  published  annually  till  1840,  when  the  Public 
Laws,    the    Private  or  Special  Laws,  and    the  Resolves,  were  all 
printed  in  one  pamphlet  in  three  divi-^ions,  but  page  i  continuously. 
The  same  course  was  followed  in  1811,  thjpi'ni)hNt  pag<3d,   how- 
evtr,  continuously  from  that  of  1840. 

In  1842  a  joint  order  o\  both  branches  of  the  legislature  was- 
passed  directing  the  secretary  of  slate  to  compile  in  one  or  more 
convenient,  separate  volum  s,  the  Gv'neral  Liws,  the  Special  Laws, 
and  the  Resolves  passed  prior  to  18 tO,  with  suit.ahle  indexes. 

11      The  Public  Laws  from  1832  to  18;5S),  inclusive,  were  bound- 
as  Vol.   III.     A  title  pajre   f«>r  the  volume   wa^   prepared,   but   no 
^'suitable    index  ;"  instead,  the  iudexes  of    th^^  annual    pamphlets- 
were  collected  and  b)und  in  thi  volume  i  i  ihe  plar^e  or  that  ordered 
by  the  legislature. 

12.  But  the  Special  Laws  from  1829  to  1835,  inclusive  (paged 
continuously)  were  bound  with  a  title  pi^*-,  table  of  contents,  and 
index  to  the  whole  volume  which  was  sly  I  ^d  Vol.  II. 

13.  The  R  solves  from  1829  to  1835,  inclusive,  were  b  >und  in. 
the  same  manner  and  styled  Vol.  II,  but  the  Resolves  of  1839  were- 
not  paged  continuously  from  those  of  1838. 
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14.  So  also  the  Special  Laws  from  1836  to  1839,  inclusive,  and 
styled  Vol.  III. 

15      And  the  Resolves  for  the  sanoe  years,  and  styled  Vol.  III. 

16.  The  Laws  and  Resolves  of  1840  and  1841  were  bound  in 
one  volume,  as  Vol.  IV,  of  the  Public  Laws,  the  Special  Laws  ar.d 
the  Resolves,  all  in  one. 

17.  In  1840,  the  Public  Laws  were  revised  and  in  1841,  the 
revivsion,  together  with  an  act  of  amendment  passed  in  1841,  and  the 
other  Public  Laws  of  1840  and  1841,  was  published  under  the  title 
-''Revised  Statutes  of  Maine''  (896  pp.). 

18.  The  first  edition  having  become  exhausted,  a  second  edition 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1841  was  issued  in  1847,  edited  by 
Henry  K.  Baker  (896  pp.),  from  which  one  repealed  act  was 
omitted,  and  in  which  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  and  acts 
affecting  the  boundaries  of  counties  since  1841  were  included ;  sec- 
tions and  parts  of  sections  understood  to  have  been  repealed  were 
printed  in  italics,  and  other  amendments  and  more  recent  decisions 
were  referred  to  in  marginal  notes.  By  an  oversight,  however, 
references  to  several  of  the  statutes  of  1845  were  omitted  in  their 
proper  place,  and  were  given  in  the  "Advertisement,"  p.  viii. 

The  number  of  pages  in  these  two  editions  is  precisely  the  sane, 
and  the  contents  of  most  of  the  pages  the  same  ;  this  would  indicate 
that  the  work  had  been  stereotyped  and  the  old  plates  used  in  the 
second  edition ,  but  a  comparison  of  the  same  pages  in  the  two 
editions  show  such  differences  in  the  lines  as  prove  conclusively  that 
old  platts  were  not  used,  but  the  whole  matter  reset. 

From  1842  to  the  present  time  inclusive,  one  pamphlet  for  each 
regular  session  of  the  legislature  has  been  issued,  containing  in 
separate  divisions  and  paged  separately  the  Public  Laws,  the  Special 
Laws  and  the  Resolves.  Generally  there  has  been  but  one  index,  but 
divided  under  each  letter  so  that  the  references  to  each  division  are 
grouped  ;  the  chapters  have  been  numbered  and  the  paging  arranged 
with  the  view  of  binding  them  into  volumes — one  for  each  division. 

19.  The  Public  Laws  from  1842  to  1851  were  paged  for  a  volume 
for  which  an  index  was  prepared  ;  but  later,  in  order  that  the  volumes 
for  each  division  might  cover  the  same  years,  the  Public  Laws  for 
1852,  with  separate  paging  and  index  were  bound  in  the  same 
volume,  which  was  designated  as  Vol.  V  and  VI  of  the  Public 
Laws. 
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20.  The  Special  Laws  from  1842  to  1846,  inclusive,  paged  oon- 
tiDQously,  with  the  title  paf2;e,  table  of  coDtents  and  index  for  the 
volume  make  Vol.  V. 

21.  Vol.  V  of  the  Resolves  includes  the  same  years  and  is  made 
up  in  the  same  manner. 

22.  Vol.  VI  of  the  Special  Laws  includes  those  passed  from 
1847  to  1852,  inclusive,  made  up  in  the  same  manner,  except  that 
there  was  a  printer's  error  in  the  last  two  hundred  and  twenty-two 
pa^es  of  the  volume  which  has  been  corrected  in  ink. 

23  Vol.  VI  of  the  Resolves  includes  the  same  years,  made  up 
in  the  same  manner. 

24.  Since  1853,  inclusive,  bound  volumes  have  been  made,  with 
title  page  and  new  index,  for  all  three  sets  of  the  Laws  and 
Resolves,  including  the  same  years  in  each  set. 

We  have,  therefore,  a  volume  of  the  Public  Laws,  a  volume  of 
the  Special  Laws,  and  a  volume  of  the  Resolves,  all  bearing  the 
same  number  and  including  the  same  years.  Since  1853  the  fol- 
lowing sets  of  three  volumes  have  been  i^isued  : — 

Vol.  VII,  1853  to  1856.  Vol.  XII,  1872  to  1874. 

Vol   VIII,  1857  to  1860.  Vol.  XIII,  1876  to  1877. 

Vol   IX,  1861  to  1865.  Vol.  XIV,  1878  to  1880. 

Vol.  X,  1866  to  1868.  Vol.  XV,  1881  to  1885. 

Vol.  XI,  1869  to  1871.  Vol.  XVI,  1887  to  1889. 

Some  of  the  more  recent  volumes  are  not  numbered. 

25.  In  1862  a  '^Digest  of  the  Resolves  from  1820  to  1862" 
(pp.  xiii,  175,  and  xii),  compiled  by  Joseph  B.  Hall,  secretary  of 
sta'.e,  was  published  by  order  of  the  legislature.  It  is  a  reprint  of 
the  more  important  resolves  rather  than  a  digest. 

26.  The  legislature  of  1855  directed  a  new  revision  of  the 
Statutes,  and  appointed  Joseph  Baker,  John  B.  Hill  and  James  Bell 
commissioners  to  prepare  the  revision  and  to  report  it  in  print  to 
the  next  legislature.  They  did  so,  dividing  their  work  into  twelve 
••titles,"  and  paging  each  *Hitle''  by  itself;  copies  were  bound  by 
individuals,  but  none  by  the  state. 

27.  The  legislature  of  1856  did  not  act  upon  this  report,  but 
appointed  Ether  Shepley  a  commissioner  to  revise  the  report  of  the 
former  commissioners,  make  such  changes  as  he  deemed  necessary 
and  report  in  print  to  the  next  legislature.  He  adopted  the  same 
plan  as  his  predecessors,  and  copies  of  his  report  have  been  bound 
by  individuals,  but  not  by  the  state. 
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28.  The  legislature  of  1857  completed  the  revision,  includiDg  in 
it  the  Public  Laws  of  that  year ;  this  was  doue  through  a  committee 
of  nine  members  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  sixteen  on  the  part 
of  the  House.  Joseph  Baker,  not  a  member  of  the  legislature, 
was  clerk  of  this  committee  and  put  in  form  much  of  its  action 
before  the  legisla^iUre  passed  upon  it.  Noah  Smith,  Warren  H. 
Vinton  and  Lewis  O.  Cowan  were  appointed  commissioners  to 
superictend  the  publication.  They  completed  their  work  and  the 
^^Revised  Statutes  of  Maine"  were  published  (pp.  xvi  and  968)  in 
season  for  distribution  on  the  day  on  which  they  took  effect,  January 
1,  1858. 

29.  In  1869  a  Resolve  was  passed  authorizing  the  governor  and 
council  to  cause  the  Public  Laws  to  be  '^faithfuUy  revised,  collated 
and  consolidated,"  really  restricting  the  work  to  the  incorporation 
into  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  amendments  adopted  since  the 
former  revision,  adding  marginal  notes  referring  to  the  decisions. 
They  were  authorized  to  contract  with  responsible  parties  to  do  the 
whole  work,  revising  and  printing ;  but  none  of  the  printing  was  to 
be  done  until  the  revision  should  be  examined  and  approved  by  two 
^'suitable  and  competent  persons,"  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor 
^^with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council." 

Of  failing  to  make  such  a  contract,  the  governor,  with  the  same 
advice  and  consent,  was  authorized  to  appoint  three  commissioners 
to  revise  the  Statutes  in  the  manner  provided,  and  report  to  the 
next  legislature,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  the  session. 

The  governor  and  council  concluded  to  adopt  the  plan  of  a  com- 
mission, and  on  May  6.  1869,  appointed  Ephraim  Flint,  Jr.,  Joseph 
Bdker  and  Eiwin  W.  Wedgewood,  commissioners.  They  reported 
in  writing  to  the  legislature  of  1870,  which  after  directing  the  omis- 
sion of  Chapter  X,  in  relation  to  the  militia,  and  chapter  XLVII,  in 
relation  to  banks  (which  chapters  were  to  be  left  unrepealed),  and 
the  incorporation  of  the  Public  Laws  of  that  s'^ssion,  adopted  the 
revision  on  March  24,  1870,  to  take  effect,  however,  on  February  1, 
1871. 

Provision  was  made  for  the  publication  of  the  revision  under  the 
direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  who  intrusted  it  to  the  com- 
missioners. The  work  was  printed  during  the  summer,  but  after  it 
had  been  substantially  conplet-^d,  th ^  g ^v.irnop  aid  council  discov- 
ered that  changes  in  phraseology  had  been  made,  so  that  the  printed 
statutes  did  not  conform  to  the  engrossed  laws,  and  they  came  to 
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the  conclusion  that  the  cominissioners  had  no  pov^er  to  make  sach 
changes,  and,  therefore,  that  the  matter  should  be  submitted  again 
to  the  legislature.  Accordin<j;ly  on  the  sixth  of  Januar}*,  1><71,  the 
governer,  by  special  messagt",  presented  to  the  legislature  the  whole 
work  as  printed,  with  a  statement  in  relation  to  the  changes,  for  its 
consideration.  The  result  was  the  enacting  of  the  printed  copy, 
January  25,  1871,  to  take  t^tfec  on  the  first  da}'  of  February,  as 
originally  contemplated.  There  followed  immediately  the  issue  oi 
the  '•  Revised  Statutes  of  Maine,  1871  "  (pp.  x,  1,273). 

30.  By  a  Resolve  of  the  legislature  approved  March  8,  1881, 
Charles  W.  Goddard  was  appointed  a  commissioner  to  revise  the 
Statutes,  upon  the  same  general  plan  as  was  adopted  in  relation  to 
the  revision  of  1857,  and  to  cause  five  hundred  copies  of  his  report 
to  be  printed  in  season  for  presentation  a*:  the  next  session  of  the 
legislature  (1883).  The  work  was  completed  within  the  time 
specified  and  bound  c«»pies  prepared  for  use  (pp.  59, x,  1,621,  viii). 

The  commissioner  rewrote  several  of  the  chiiptors  after  they  had 
been  printed  and,  of  course,  embraced  in  his  report  only  the  reprinted 
sheets.  In  one  or  more  instances  these  original  sheets  were  bound 
in  a  volume  distinct  from  the  legular  report. 

31.  His  report  was  accepted,  but  he  was  directed  to  incorporate 
into  it  the  legislation  of  1883,  under  the  supervision  of  a  committee 
of  both  branches  of  the  legislature  acting  as  a  legislative  commission, 
and  to  report  finally  at  an  adjourned  session  to  be  held  August  29, 
1883.  On  that  day  the  legislature  met  and  enacted  the  revision  to 
take  effect  January  1,  1884.  The  printing  was  done  apparently 
under  the  supervision  of  the  commissioner  and  the  '^legislative  com- 
mission," and  early  in  1884,  the  fourth  revision  of  the  Statutes  was 
issued  under  the  title  ''Revised  Statutes  of  Maine,  1883*'  (pp.  xxvi, 
1,436).  In  this  revision  is  included,  by  wa}'  of  introduction,  a  very 
valuable  historical  paper  upon  the  "Sources  of  Land  Titles  in 
Maine.** 

32.  To  complete  fully  this  sketch,  a  brief  account  of  the  history 
of  the  Constitution  of  Maine  seems  proper. 

The  originalJConstitution  was  framed  by  a  convention  which  com- 
menced its  session  October  11,  1819,  and  completed  its  labors  on 
the  twenty-ninth  of  the  same  month.  It  submitted  the  Cjnstitution 
to  the  people  at  meetings  to  be  held  December  6,  1819,  and 
adjourned  to  meet  January  5,  1820,  to  ascertain  the  result.  It 
found  and  announced  that  the  Constitution  had  been  adopted  by  a

large  majority.  It  also  applied  to  Cougress  for  the  ad  mission  of 
Maine  to  the  Union.  The  application  was  successful,  and  Maine 
became  a  state,  March  15,  1820. 

Amendments  to  the  Gondii  ution  ma ie  in  the  manner  provided 
therein  were  adopted  as  follows:  I,  1834;  II,  1837;  III,  1839; 
IV,  1841;  V,  1844;  VI  and  VII,  1847;  VIII,  1850;  IX,  1855; 
X,  1864;  XI,  1868,  and  XII,  1869. 

By  virtue  of  a  Resolve  of  January  12.  1875,  the  governor 
appointed  Edward  Kent,  William  P.  Haines,  George  F.  Talbot, 
William  M.  Rust,  Henry  E.  RoSins.  Washington  Gilbeit,  James  E. 
Madigan,  Artemas  Libhy,  Frederick  A.  Pike,  and  William  K.  Kim- 
ball, a  commission  ''lo  consider  and  frame  such  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  Maine  as  may  seem  necessary  to  be  reported  to  the 
legislature.''  Nine  of  the  amendments  reported  by  them  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  people  and  adopted  at  the  annual  election  in  the  same 
vear. 

Under  one  of  the  adopted  amendments  the  chief  justice  (John 
Appleton)  arranged  the  Constitution  as  amended,  and  his  draft  was 
approved  by  the  legislature  and  enrolled,  aud  by  virtue  of  that 
amendment  became  *nhe  supreme  law  of  the  stale.'* 

Subsequent  amendments  have  been  adopted,  as  follows:  XXII, 
1877;  XXIII  (biennial  elections  and  sessions),  1879;  XXIV, 
1880;  XXV,  1880;  XXVI  (prohibitory  amendment),  1884; 
XXVII,  1888.  In  unofficial  publications  these  later  amendments 
are  numbered  fiom  one  to  six,  with  reference  to  the  revised  Consti- 
tution.

1.  The  volume  described  in  No.  6,  ante  was  printed  and  pub- 
lished in  1831,  under  a  Resolve  of  that  year  ;  but  in  1842,  a  volume 
3,  of  Public  Laws  from  1822  to  1831  inclusive,  was  made  up  from 
the  annual  pamphlets  as  stated  in  No.  6.  Some  of  the  volumes,  how- 
ever, are  imperfect  and  some  volumes  included  the  1820  pamphlet. 

2.  The  Report  of  the  Commissioners  to  revise  the  Statutes  in 
1840  was  submitted  in  print  in  thirteen  pamphlets  interleaved  ;  they 
do  not  appear  to  have  been  bound,  and  I  know  of  no  complete  set ; 
they  seem  to  have  met  the  fate  to  which  pamphlets  are  more  liable 
than  bound  volumes.

Tbe  laws  of  New  York  recognize  Muaeuma  of  Natural  Hisloi 
aod  Free  Fablic  Librariee  as  "iostituUons  of  learning,"  and  hai 
placed  lliein  on  tbe  same  plane  with  academies  and  collegea  in  thi 
state,  and  under  tbe  control  and  auperviaion  of  tbe  Regents  of  tt 
SUie  Universily.  Tbe  aid  tbat  New  Yurk,  MassacbnsetU  and  Ne 
Hampsbire  are  giving  to  towns  within  their  respective  limits  in  tl 
work  of  esiabiishiQg  free  public  libraries  has  induced  me  to  beliei 
that  an  extract  from  the  laws  of  New  York  upon  the  subject  migl 
very  properly  be  incorporated  into  this  report. 

The  Reginte  of  tbe  New  York  State  University  have  just  institute 
a  system  of  public  libraries,  which  ought  to  prove  of  decided  prol 
to  rural  dislricts.  It  might  be  described  as  a  system  of  itiuerai 
libraries.  Collections  of  books  of  ageneral  natureare  bought  by  tb 
state,  and  then  under  specific  conditions  are  sent  to  communitit 
desiring  them.  Tbe  only  cost  to  tbese  communities  is  that  of  tram 
portation.  After  having  served  tbt-ir  purpose  in  their  original  loci 
tions  the  libraries  are  sent  elsewhere,  and  thus  are  to  be  continue 
in  their  round  about  tbe  slate  To  towns  of  small  and  scatteie 
populations,  tbese  books  will  fill  a  rect^nized  want  and  give  a  coU 
to  life  tbat  is  wanting  in  many  of  those  communities. 

Massachusetts  has  appointed  a  commission  to  supervise  th 
expenditure  of  money  appropriated  by  tbe  state  to  aid  her  sma 
towns  in  establishing  libraries  and  museums  for  tbe  benefit  and  edi 
cation  of  ber  citizens.  New  Hampshire  has  a  most  excellent  systei 
of  law  for  the  encouragement  of  fVee  public  libraries. 


LAWS  OF  NEW  YORK. 


CHAPTER  378. 

AN  ACT  to  revise  and  consolidate  tbe  laws  relating  to  tbe  univer- 

sitv  of  the  state  of  New  York. 

ApprovtHl  ])y  the  (xovernor  April  27,  1S92.     Passsod,  rlinM»-fift)i!*  Ixiiii^ 

l)iTS('nt. 

Section  1.  Short  title — This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the 
aniversity  law. 

Sect.     2.     Definitions — As  used  in  this  chapter. 

1.  Academies  are  incorporated  schools  for  instruction  in  higher 
branches  of  education,  but  not  authorized  to  confer  degrees,  and 
sach  high  schools,  academic  departments  in  union  schools  and  simi- 
lar unincorporated  schools  as  are  admitted  by  the  regents  to  the 
aniversity  as  of  academic  grades. 

2.  The  term  college  includes  universities  and  other  institutions 
for  higher  education  authorized  to  confer  degrees. 

3.  University  means  university  of  the  state  of  New  York. 

4.  Regents  means  board  of  regents  of  the  university  of  the  state 
of  New  York. 

5.  State  superintendent  means  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction. 

6.  Higher  education  means  eciucation  in  advance  of  common 
elementary  branches,  and  includes  the  work  of  academics,  colleges, 
universities,  professional  and  technical  schools  and  educaMonal 
work  connected  with  libraries,  museums,  university  extension 
courses  and  similar  agencies. 

7.  The  term  trustees  includes  directors,  managers,  or  other 
similar  members  of  the  governing  board  of  an  educational  institu- 
tion. 

Sect.  3.  Corporate  name  and  objects — The  corporation  created 
in  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-four  unHer  the  name  of 
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regents  of  the  university  of  the  state  of  New  York  shall  continue 
and  be  known  as  university  of  the  state  of  New  York.  Its  object 
shall  be  to  encourage  and  promote  higher  education,  to  visit  and 
inspect  its  several  institutions  and  departments  to  distribute  to  or 
expend  or  administer  for  them  such  property  and  funds  as  the  state 
may  appropriate  therefor  or  as  the  university  may  own  or  bold  in 
trust  or  otherwise,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 

intrusted  to  it.

Sect.  10.  Departments  and  thcir  government — The  state 
library  and  state  museum  shall  be  departments  of  the  university, 
and  the  regents  may  establish  such  other  departments  as  they  deem 
necessary  to  discharge  the  duties  imposed  on  them  by  law.  All 
university  departments  shall  be  under  exclusive  control  of  the 
regents  who  shall  have  all  powers  of  trustees  thereof,  including 
autborit}'  to  appoint  all  needed  officers  and  employes ;  to  Gx  their 
titles,  duties,  salaries  and  terms  of  service ;  to  make  all  needed 
regulations ;  and  to  buy,  sell,  exchange  or  receive  by  will,  gift  or 
on  deposit,  articles  or  collections  properly  pertaining  thereto;  to 
maintain  lectures  connected  with  higher  education  in  this  state,  and 
to  lend  to  or  deposit  permanently  with  other  institutions  books, 
specimens  of  other  articles  in  their  custody  which,  because  of  being 
duplicates  or  for  other  reasons,  will  in  the  judgment  of  the  regents 
be  more  useful  in  said  institutions  than  if  retained  in  the  original 
collections  at  Albany. 

Sect  15.  State  Library  huw  Constituted. — All  books,  pam- 
phlets, manuscripts,  records,  archives  and  maps,  and  all  other 
property  appropriate  to  a  general  library,  if  owned  by  the  state  and 
not  plaeed  in  other  custody  by  law,  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  regents 
and  constitute  the  state  library. 

Sect.  17.  Use — The  state  library  shall  be  kept  open  not  less 
than  eight  hours  every  week  day  in  the  year,  and  members  of  the 
legislature,  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals,  justices  of  the  supreme 
court,  and  heads  of  state  departments  may  borrow  from  the  library 
books  for  use  in  Albany  but  shall  be  subject  to  such  restrictions  and 
penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  regents  for  the  safety  or 
greater  usefulness  of  the  library.  Others  shall  be  entitled  to  use  or 
borrow  books  from  the  library  only  on  such  conditions  as  the  regents 
shall  prescribe. 
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Sect.  18.  Book  AppBOPaiATiON— The  treasurer  shall  pay  an- 
naally  to  the  regents,  on  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  fifteen  thou- 
sand d<41ar8  for  books,  serials  and  binding  for  the  state  library. 

Scot.  19.  Duplicate  Department — The  regents  shall  have 
charge  of  the  preparation,  publication  and  distribution,  whether  br 
sale,  exchange  or  gift,  of  the  colonial  history,  natural  history,  and 
all  other  state  publications  not  otherwise  assigned  by  law.  To 
guard  against  waste  or  destruction  of  state  publications,  and  to 
proyide  for  completion  of  sets  to  be  permanently  preserved  in 
American  and  foreign  libraries,  the  regents  shall  maintain  a  dupli- 
cate department  to  which  each  state  department,  bureau,  board  or 
commission  shall  send  not  less  than  five  copies  of  each  of  its  pub- 
lications when  issued,  and  after  completing  its  distribution,  any 
remaining  copies  which  it  no  longer  requires.  The  above,  with  any 
other  publications  not  needed  in  the  state  library,  shall  be  the 
dnplicate  department,  and  rules  for  sale,  exchange  or  distribution 
from  it  shall  be  fised  by  the  regents,  who  shall  use  all  receipts  from 
finch  exchanges  or  sales  for  expenses  and  for  increasing  the  state 

library. 
Sect   20.     Transfers  from  State  Officers — The  librarian  of 

any  library  owned  by  the  state,  or  the  officer  in  charge  of  any  state 

department,  bureau,  board,  commission  or  other  office  may,  with  the 

approval  of  the  regents,    transfer  to  the  permanent  custod}^  of  the 

state  library  or  museum,  any  books,  papers,  maps,    manuscripts, 

specimens  or  other  articles  which,  because  of  being  duplicates  or  for 

other  reasons  will,  in  his  judgment,  be  more  useful   to   the  state 

in  the  state  librar}'  or  museum  than  if  retained  in  his  keeping. 

Sect.  21.     Other  Libraries  Owned  by  the  State — The  report 

of  the  state  library  to  the  legislature  shall  include  a  statement  of 

the  total  number  of  volumes  or  pamphlets,  the  number  added  during 

the  year,  with  a  summary  of  operations  and  conditions,  and  any 

needed   recommendation  for   safety  or  usefulness    for   each  of  the 

Ouher  libraries  owned  by  the  state,   the  custodian  of  which  shall 

furnish  information  or  facilities  for  inspection  as  the   regents  may 

require  for   making  this  report.     P^ach  of   these  libraries  shall  be 

under  the  sole  control  now  provided   by   law,  but  for  the  annual 

report  of  the  total  number  ot  books  owned  by  or  bought  each  3'ear 

by  the  state,  it  shall  be  considered  as  a  branch  of  the  state  library 

and  shall  be  entitled  to  any  facilities  for  exchange  of   duplicates, 

inter-library  loans  or  other  privileges  properly  accorded  to  a  branch. 
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Sect.  27.  CHARTKRS^The  regents  may,  by  an  inBtrament  aoder 
their  seal  and  recorded  in  their  office,  incorporate  any  aniversity,. 
college,  academy,  library,  museum,  or  other  educational  institution, 
under  such  nam^,  with  such  numbir  of  trustees  or  o&her  managers, 
and  with  such  p)«¥ers,  privile^e^  and  dut^ies,  aid  subject  to  such 
imitations  and  restrictions  in  all  respects  as  the  regents  may  pre- 
scribe in  conformil}'  to  law. 

Sect.  35.  Public  and  Free  Libraries  and  Museums — Al\ 
provisions  of  sections  thiity-five  to  Gfiy-one  shall  apply  equally  to 
libraries,  museums,  and  to  combined  libraries  and  museums,  and 
the  word  library  shall  be  construed  to  include  reference  and  circu- 
lating libraries  and  reading-rooms. 

Sect.  36.  Establishment — By  majority  vote  at  any  election, 
any  city,  village,  town,  school  distric',  or  other  body  authorized  to 
lev3'  and  collect  taxes,  or  by  vote  of  its  common  council,  any  cit}'^ 
or  by  vote  of  its  trustees,  any  village  xn&y  establish  and  maintain 
a  free  public  library,  with  or  without  branches,  either  by  itself  or 
in  connection  with  any  other  bjdy  authoriz'^d  to  maintain  such 
library.  Whenever  twenty  five  tax- payers  shall  so  petition,  the 
question  of  providing  library  facilities  shall  be  voted  on  at  the  next 
election  or  meeting  at  which  taxes  may  be  voted,  provided  that  due 
public  notice  shall  have  bnen  given  of  the  proposed  action. 

Sect.  37.  Subsidies  — Bj'  similar  vote  money  may  be  granted 
toward  the  support  of  libraries  not  owned  by  the  public  but  main- 
tained for  its  welfare  and  free  use ;  provided,  that  such  libraries 
shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  regents  and  registered  by 
them  as  maintaining  a  proper  standard,  that  the  regents  shall  certify 
what  number  of  the  books  circulated  are  of  such  a  character  as  to 
merit  a  g^rant  of  public  mone3\  and  that  the  amount  granted  yearly 
to  libraTies  on  the  basis  of  circulation  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents  for 
each  volume  of  the  circulation  thus  certified  by  the  regents. 

Sect.  38.  Taxes — Taxes,  in  addition  to  those  otherwise  author- 
ized, may  be  voted  by  any  authority  named  in  section  thirty-six  and 
for  any  purpose  specified  in  sections  thirty- six  and  thirty- sevin,  and 
shall  unless  otherwise  directed  by  such  voce,  be  considered  as  annual 
appropriations  therefor  till  changed  bv  furthei  vote,  and  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  yearly,  or  as  directed,  as  are  other  general 
taxes ;  and  all  money  received  from  taxes  of  other  sources  for  such 
library  bhall  be  kept  as  a  separate  library  fund  and  expended  only 
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aoder  direction  of  the  library  trustees  od   properly   autheDticated 
voQcherB. 

Sect.  39.  Trustees — Such  libraries  shall  be  managed  by  trustees 
who  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  trustees  of  other  educacional  insti- 
tutions of  the  university  as  defined  in  this  act;  provided,  unless 
otherwise  specified  in  the  charter,  that  the  number  of  trustees  shall 
be  five ;  that  they  shall  be  elected  b}'  the  legal  voters,  except  that 
in  cities  they  Phall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  with  the  consent  of 
the  common  council,  from  citizens  of  recognized  fitness  for  such 
position ;  that  the  first  trustees  determine  by  lot  whose  t<Tm  of 
otRoe  shall  expire  each  year  and  that  a  new  trustee  shall  be  elected 
or  appointed  annually  to  serve  for  five  years. 

Sect.  40.  Incorporation — Within  one  month  after  taking  ofl3ce, 
the  first  boaid  of  trustees  shall  apply  to  the  regents  for  a  charter  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  establishing  the  librar3\ 

Sect.  41.  Reports — Elvcry  library  or  museum,  which  receives 
state  aid  or  enj  )3'8  any  exemption  from  taxation  or  other  privilege 
not  usually  accorded  to  business  corporations,  shall  make  the  report 
required  bj^  section  twenty- five  of  this  act,  and  such  report  shall 
relieve  the  institution  from  making  any  report  now  required  by 
statute  or  charter  to  be  made  to  the  legislature,  or  to  any  depart- 
ment, court  or  other  authority  of  the  state.  These  reports  shall  be 
summarized  and  transmitted  to  the  legislature  by  the  regents  with 
the  annual  reports  of  the  state  library  and  state  museum. 

Sect.  42.  Use — Every  library  established  under  this  act  shall 
be  forever  free  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  locality  which  establishes 
it,  subject  always  to  rules  of  the  library  trustees,  who  shall  have  the 
authority  to  exclude  any  person  who  willfully  violates  such  rules ;  and 
the  trustees  may,  under  such  conditions  as  they  think  expedient,, 
extend  the  privileges  of  the  library  to  persons  living  outside  such 
locality. 

Sect.  43.     Injuries  to  property — Whoever  intentionall}'  injures, 

defaces  or  destroys  any  property  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  any 

incorporated  library,  reading  room,  museum,  or  other  educational 

institution,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  for 

not  more  tliau  three  3'ears,  or  in  a  county  jail  for  not  more  than  one 

year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  both 

such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sect.  44.      Detention — Whoever   willfully   detains   any   book, 

newspaper,    magazine,   [)amphlet,    manuscript  or    other    property 
6 
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belonging  to  any  public  or  incorporated  library,  reading-room, 
maseam  or  other  educational  institution,  for  thirty  days  after  notice 
in  writing  to  return  the  same,  given  after  the  expiration  of  the  time 
which  by  the  rules  of  such  institution,  such  articles  or  other  property 
may  be  kept,  shall  be  punished  by  a  floe  of  not  less  than  one  nor 
more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not 
exceeding  six  months,  and  the  said  notice  shall  bear  on  its  face  a 
copy  of  this  section. 

Sect.  45.  Transfbel  of  Libraries— Any  corporation,  associa- 
tion, school  district  or  combination  of  districts  may,  by  legal  vote 
duly  approved  by  the  regents,  transfer  the  ownership  and  control  of 
its  library,  with  all  its  appurtenances  to  any  public  library  in  the 
university,  and  ^thereafter  said  public  library  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  any  money,  books  or  other  property  from  the  state  or  other 
sources,  to  which  said  corporation,  association  or  district  would 
have  been  entitled  but  for  such  transfer,  and  the  trustees  or  body 
making  the  transfer  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  of  all  responsibility 
pertaining  to  properly  thus  transferred. 

Sect.  46.  Local  Neglect — If  the  local  authorities  of  any 
library  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  state  money,  fail  to  provide 
for  the  safety  and  public  usefulness  of  its  books,  the  regents  shall 
in  writing  notify  the  trustees  of  said  library  what  is  necessary  to 
meet  the  state*s  requirements,  and  on  such  notice  all  its  rights  to 
further  grants  of  money  or  books  from  the  state  shall  be  suspended 
until  the  regents  certify  that  the  requirements  have  been  met ;  and 
if  said  trustees  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  coaaply  with  such  require- 
ments within  sixty  days  after  service  of  such  notice,  the  regents 
may  remove  them  from  office  and  thereafter  all  books  and  other 
library  property  wholly  or  in  part  paid  for  from  state  monej'  shall 
be  under  the  full  and  direct  control  of  the  regents  who,  as  shall 
seem  best  for  public  interests,  may  appoint  new  trustees  to  carry  on 
the  libraij',  or  may  store  it  or  distribu  e  its  books  to  other  libraiies. 

Sect.  47.  Loans  of  Books  from  State— Under  such  rules  as 
the  regents  may  prescribe,  they  may  lend  from  the  State  library, 
duplicate  department,  or  from  books  specially  given  or  bought  for 
this  purpose,  selections  of  books  for  a  limited  time  to  any  public 
librar}^  in  this  state  under  visitation  of  the  regents,  or  to  any  com- 
tnuiiily  not  yet  having  established  such  library,  but  which  has  con- 
formed to  the  conditions  required  for  such  loans. 
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Smct.  48.  Advice  and  Instruction  from  State  Library  Offi- 
cers— The  trostees  or  librarian  or  any  citizen  interested  in  any 
pablie  library  in  this  state  shall  be  entitled  to  ask  from  the  officers 
of  the  state  library  any  needed  advice  or  instruction  as  to  a  library 
bailding,  farniture  and  equipment,  government  and  service,  rules 
for  readers,  selecting,  buying,  cataloguing,  shelving,  lending  books, 
or  any  other  matter  pertaining  to  the  establishment,  reorganization 
or  administration  of  a  public  library.  The  regents  may  provide  for 
giving  such  advice  and  instruction  either  personally  or  through 
printed  matter  and  correspoadence,  either  by  the  state  library  staff 
or  by  a  library  commission  of  competent  experts  appointed  by  the 
regents  to  serve  without  salary.  The  regents  may,  on  request, 
select  or  buy  book?,  or  furnish  them  instead  of  money  ap])ortioned 
or  may  make  exchanges  and  loans  through  the  duplicate  department 
of  the  state  library.  Such  assistance  shall  be  free  to  residents  of 
this  state  as  far  as  practicable,  but  the  regents  may  in  their  discre- 
tion, charge  a  proper  fee  to  non-residents  or  for  assistance  of  a 
personal  nature  or  for  other  reasons  not  i)roperlv  an  expense  to  the 
state,  but  which  may  he  authorized  for  the  accommodation  of  users 
of  the  library. 

I^'kct.  49.  Use  of  Fees  and  Fines — The  regents  may  use 
receipts  from  fees,  fines,  gifts  from  private  sources,  or  sale  of 
regents*  bulletins  and  similar  printed  matter,  for  buying  books  or 
for  any  other  proper  expenses  of  carr^-ing  on  their  work. 

Sect.  50.  Apportionment  of  Public  Library  Money — Such 
sum  as  shall  have  been  appropriated  by  the  legislature  as  public 
library  money  shall  be  paid  annually  b}'  the  treasurer,  on  the  war- 
rant of  the  comptroller,  from  the  income  of  the  United  States 
deposit  fund,  according  to  an  apportionment  to  be  made  for  the 
benefit  of  free  libraries  by  the  regents  in  accordance  with  their  rules 
and  authenticated  by  their  seal ;  provided  that  none  of  this  mone\^ 
shall  be  spent  for  books  except  tbose  approved  or  selected  and 
furnished  by  the  regents ;  that  no  localit}*  shall  share  in  the  appor- 
tionment unless  it  shall  raise  and  use  for  the  same  purpose  not  less 
than  an  equal  amount  from  taxation  or  other  local  sources ;  that  fur 
any  part  of  the  apportionment  not  payable  directly  to  the  library 
trustees  the  regents  shall  file  with  the  c  mpt  oiler  proper  vouchers 
showing  that  it  has  been  spent  in  accordance  with  law  exclusively 
for  books  for  free  libraries  or  for  proper  expenses  incurred  for  their 
benefit ;  and  that  books  paid  for  by  the  State  shall  be  subject  to 
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return  to  the  regents  whenever  the  library  shall  neglect  -n*  refuse  to 
conform  to  the  ordinances  under  which  it  secured  them. 

Sect.  51.  Abolition — Any  library  established  under  this  act 
may  be  abolished  only  by  a  majority  vote  at  a  regular  annual  elec- 
tion, ratified  by  a  majorit}^  vote  at  th&  next  annual  election.  If  any 
such  libraiy  is  abolished  its  property  shall  be  used  first  to  return  to 
the  regents,  for  the  benefit  of  other  public  libraries  in  that  locality, 
the  equivalent  of  such  sums  as  it  may  have  received  from  the  state 
or  from  other  80urc3S  as  gifts  for  public  use.  After  such  return  any 
remaining  property  may  be  used  as  directed  in  the  vote  abolishing 
the  library ;  but  if  the  entire  library  property  does  not  exceed  in 
value  the  amount  of  such  gilts  it  may  be  transferred  to  the  regents 
for  public  use,  and  the  trustees  shall  thereupon  be  freed  from  further 
responsibility.  No  abolition  of  a  public  library  shall  be  lawful  till 
the  regents  grant  a  certificate  that  its  assets  have  been  properly^ 
distributed  and  its  abolition  completed  in  accordance  with  law. 


KESOLUTIONS  OF  THE    ASSOCIATION  OF 
STATE  LIBRARIAN'S  OI^T  STATE 

LEGISLATION. 


Whereas,  The  laws  governing  the  libraries  of  the  sevi  ral  states 
and  territories  have  been  formed  for  each  without  regard  to  any 
other,  or  to  any  uniformity  among  them,  and  this  diversity  of  legis- 
lation has  resulted  in  many  ways  in  great  loss  to  said  libraries  and 
has  greatly  retarded  their  growth  and  prevented  the  increase  of  their 
usefulness ;  and 

Whereas,  The  state  of  California  has,  by  resolution  of  her  legis- 
lature, instructed  her  librarian  to  call  a  conference  of  the  librarians 
of  the  several  states  and  territories  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
fuloplion  of  an  approximately  uniform  S3^stem  of  laws,  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  government  and  control  of  such  libraries  ; 

Now,  therefore,  we,  the  librarians  of  the  several  states  and  terri- 
tories, in  such  conference  assembled,  do  resolve : 

MAIXTEXAXCE   BV   PERMAXEXT   FUXDS. 

1 .  That  each  state  should  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  a  state 
library,  by  creating  a  fund  that  should  be  continuous  and  not 
dependent  upon  annual  or  biennial  appropriations. 

Most  state  libraries  are  supported  by  annual  appropriations. 
Experience  has  amply  shown  that  this  provisional  system  of  support 
is  wholly  inadequate.  The  appropriations  are  usually  made  regard- 
less of  the  constantly  increasing  needs  of  the  library,  and  are 
generally  exhausted  long  before  the  legislature  again  convenes,  while 
the  succeeding  appropriation  is  rarely,  if  ever,  sufficient  to  supply 
the  deficiency  of  standard  publications  issued  in  the  interval,  and  to 
meet  present  and  future  demands.     To  keep  the  library  abreast 
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with  the  times,  there  shoald  be  a  continaally  accamulatiDg  fund 
devoted  to  its  use. 

California  requires  the  secretary  of  state  to  pay  into  the  state 
treasury  monthly,  all  fees  of  his  office,  to  be  set  apart  as  a  library 
fund.  In  most  slates,  similar  legislation  would  provide  proper  sup- 
port for  the  libraries  without  dependence  on  periodical  appropriations . 
Professer  J.  C.  Rowell  of  the  University  of  California,  says  of  the 
California  system  :  '^  I  should  regard  it  a  very  unfortunate  state  of 
affairs  if  the  librarian  of  the  state  library  were  compelled  during 
each  legislative  session  to  desert  his  sphere  of  duty  in  the  library 
itself  at  the  precise  time  when  his  professional  services  are  most 
needed,  and  turn  himself  into  a  lobbyist  to  raise  a  possible  insuffi- 
cient income  for  the  following  fiscal  year.  The  income  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  state  library  must  not  be  dependent  upon  wire-pulling 
and  political  chicanery." 

2.  That  the  salary  of  each  state  librarian  should  be  made  propor- 
tionate to  the  salaries  paid  other  state  officers  in  the  same  state,  and 
that  tenure  of  office  should  be  made  dependent  on  efficiency  solely, 
and  not  on  changes  of  administration,  political  or  otherwise. 

If  state  libraries  are  to  reach  their  m^xinum  of  usefulness,  the 
librarian's  position  must  be  recognized  as  of  dignity  and  importance  ; 
appointments  should  be  made  with  a  view  to  fitness  ;  terms  of  office 
must  depend  on  efficiency  solely,  and  salaries  should  be  such  as  to 
secure  the  best  of  ability. 

3.  That  each  state  should  provide  by  law  for  speedy  transmission, 
under  the  direction  of  the  state  librarian,  to  all  state  libraries,  and 
to  foreign  governments,  of  all  public  documents,  reports,  laws, 
transactions,  etc.,  published  by  authority,  and  that  these  be  ad- 
dressed directly  to  the  libraries 

A  great  desideratum  in  all  s rate  libraries  is  a  complete  set  of  public 
documents,  reports,  laws,  transactions,  etc.,  published  by  authority 
of  the  Federal  Government  and  of  the  several  states.  The  present 
glaring  deficiency  in  this  respect  is  due  to  the  want  of  proper  laws  in 
each  state  providing  for  a  uniform  system  of  exchange.  In  most 
cases  where  there  is  any  law  on  the  subject,  provision  is  made  for 
transmitting  such  matter  to  the  governor,  secretary  of  state,  or  some 
state  official  other  than  the  librarian,  and  it  is  only  through  the  cour- 
tesy of  such  official  that  these  publications  perhaps  find  their  way 
into  the  state  library,  which  thus  often  loses  most  valuable  publica- 
tions essential  to  the  completeness  and  utility  of  every  publ.c  library. 
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They  are  seldom  fooDd  in  bookstores,  and  their  distributiou  should 
be  soflSdenlly  controlled  b}'  the  btate  librarians  to  secure  their  being 
properly  addressed  and  promptly  forwarded  to  every  .state  library  in 
the  Union.  Provision  should  also  be  made  for  their  regular  distri- 
bulion  to  a  select  list  of  college  and  public  libraries.  The  several 
libraries  should  receive  not  alone  the  regular  sets  of  legislative  docn- 
mentB  issued  as  such,  but  also  copies  in  their  individual  form  of  all 
reports  of  boards,  commissioners  or  state  institutions,  and  of  all 
special  documents  prepared  by  state  authority,  s""  that  sets  of  each 
may  be  placed  in  the  separate  departments  of  the  library;  e.  ^., 
agriculture,  insurance,  taxation,  education,  insanity,  etc. 

4.  That  each  state  should  provide  by  law : 

That  all  books  published  under  its  authority  be  properly  indexed 
by  a  uniform  topical  alphabet,  preserving  the  same  heads  of  reference 
from  year  to  year. 

That  the  title  pages  of  all  statutes  and  journals  of  the  legislature 
show  the  dates  of  convening  and  final  adjournment  of  the  sessions. 

That  law  reports  give  the  extreme  dates  of  the  decisions  on  the 
title  pages,  and  the  date  of  the  rendition  of  each  decision  above  the 
title  of  each  case. 

That  each  volume  of  law  reports  contain  a  table  of  cases,  plaintiff 
and  defendant,  and  vice  versa. 

That  the  name  of  the  state,  with  year  and  number  of  the  legisla- 
ture, where  practicable,  be  lettered  on  the  back  of  every  volume. 

5.  That  each  state  provide  for  the  proper  cataloguing  and 
indexing  under  the  direction  of  the  state  librarian,  of  all  publica- 
tions that  have  been  or  may  be  issued  by  authority  of  the  state. 

The  prevailing  mode  of  lettering,  title-paging  and  indexing  public 
documents  is  exceedingly  perfunctorj*,  inaccurate  and  misleading. 
To  such  an  extent  is  this  criticism  true  that  the  index  of  a  public 
document  often  affords  no  reliable  guide  to  its  contents,  while  out- 
side lettering  and  title  page  itself  often  fail  to  indicate  with  any 
accuracy  or  correctness  the  character  of  the  work.  Hon.  A.  R. 
Spofford,  librarian  of  Congress,  says  of  this  matter:  ^'Believing 
fully  in  the  efficiency  of  united  effort  to  bring  about  any  reform,  I 
hope  that  this  plan  may  be  so  digested  as  to  details  that  a  uniform 
system  may  sooner  or  later  replace  the  heterogeneous  and  vexatious 
methods  of  publication  which  make  public  documents  the  terror  of 
librarians  and  the  despair  of  the  reading  public.  For  examples : 
See  the  indexes  to  almost  any  series  of  state  documents,  with  every 
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leading  topic  sought  in  vain  in  tbe  alphabet,  but  hidden  away  (pos- 
sibly) under  ^report'  or  ^sta^e'  or  some  other  equally  unmeaning 
and  uncertain. term — the  same  document,  moreover,  being  rarely 
indexed  under  the  same  head  in  successive  years.  Neatly  half  the 
states  persist  in  the  stupid  practice  of  anonymous  titles,  subjecting 
all  other  libraries  than  their  own  to  great  cost  in  lettering  the  books. 
There  is  no  hope  of  reforming  this  except  by  positive  statute — state 
printers  and  binders  being  constantly  changed." 

6.  That  each  state  provide  for  the  preparation  and  publication 
of  a  list  of  the  sessions  of  its  legislature,  from  the  first  session  to 
date,  stating  the  time  of  convening  and  adjourning  of  each  session. 

7.  That  each  state  provide  for  the  proper  exchange  and  disposi- 
tion of  duplicate  books. 

Most  states  have  many  duplicates,  which,  though  useless  to  them, 
would  be  of  great  value  to  other  states,  but  have  neither  laws  nor 
facilities  for  exchange  of  such  duplicates. 

New  York  has  just  passed  the  following  law,  which  solves  these 
difficulties:  ''The  regents  shall  have  charge  of  the  preparation, 
publication  and  distribution,  whether  by  sale,  exchange  or  gift,  of 
the  botanical  history,  natural  history,  and  all  other  state  publica- 
tions not  otherwise  assigned  by  law.  To  guard  against  the  waste 
or  destruction  of  state  publicatir  ns,  and  to  provide  for  the  com- 
pletion of  sets  to  be  permanently  preserved  in  American  and  foreign 
libraries,  the  regents  shall  maintain  in  the  state  library  a  duplicate 
department,  to  which  each  state  department,  board  or  bureau  shall 
send  not  less  than  five  copies  of  each  of  its  publications  when 
issued,  and  after  completing  its  distribution,  any  remaining  copies 
which  it  no  longer  requires.  The  above  publications,  with  any 
other  books  and  pamphlets  not  needed  in  the  state  library,  shall 
constitute  the  duplicate  department,  and  the  rules  for  sale,  exchange 
or  distribution  from  it  shall  be  fixed  by  the  regents,  who  shall  use 
all  receipts  from  such  exchanges  or  sales  for  the  increase  of  t)]e 
state  library."     Laws   of  1889,   chapter  529,  title  1,  section  18. 

8.  That  the  governor  of  each  state  and  territory  be  respectfully 
requested  to  submit  the  foregoing  resolutions  to  its  legislature,  and 
to  urge  upon  it  the  adoption  of  the  laws  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
reforms  therein  recommended,  and  also  to  impress  upon  it  the  pro- 
priety of  adopting  memorials  to  Congress  in  favor  of  the  federal 
legislation  hereinafter  suggested. 
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Whereas,  Tbe  national  government  has  thus  far  not  given  to 
the  state  and  territorial  libraries  tbe  aid  and  assistance  which  it  is 
desirable  should  be  given,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved^  That  Congress  should  provide  : 

1.  For  free  transportation  b}'  mail  between  state  libraries. 

2.  By  international  arrangement,  for  free  transportation  of 
books  and  other  printed  matter  between  state  libraries  and  depart- 
ments of  foreign  governments. 

3.  For  a  lower  rate  of  postage  on  books 

4.  That  the  privilege  now  enjoyed  by  the  library  of  Congress 
and  by  societies,  colleges  and  schools,  in  the  exemption  of  books 
from  import  duties  should  be  extended  to  state  libraries. 

Books  addies-sed  to  the  library  of  Congress  are  carried  free 
through  the  mails  because  of  the  high  public  utility  of  this  institu- 
tion. For  the  same  reason  the  official  libraries  of  the  several  states 
should  be  exempt  from  postal  charges  on  matter  transmitted 
between  them,  since  securing  full  sets  of  the  documents  of  each 
state  in  the  libraries  of  the  other  states  is  a  part  of  national  and 
interstate  policy  rather  than  a  mere  local  exigence. 

Great  difficult}'  is  now  experienced  and  great  expense  incurred  in 
trying  to  make  exchanges  between  state  libraries  and  foreign  gov- 
ernments. Whatever  Congress  and  the  Department  of  State  can  do 
to  facilitate  exchanges  and  lessen  expense,  would  benefit  individual 
states  and  the  country. 

Reducing  postage  on  books  would  facilitate  diffusion  of  good 
literature,  and  would  aid  popular  education  through  tbe  libraries  by 
removing  what  the  librarian  of  Congress  recently  characterized  as 
^Hhe  present  unwise  and  unjust  discrimination  against  good  books, 
which  permits  all  the  cheap  libraries  of  novels  to  go  by  mail  at  oie 
cent  a  pound,  while  all  other  books  must  pay  eight  cents  a  pound, 
thus  putting  a  governmen|  premium  upon  trash,  and  taxing  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge  eight  times  as  much  as  the  diffusion  of 
fiction." 

Through  an  apparent  oversight,  state  and  public  libraries  are  not 
mentioned  in  the  statutes  as  entitled  to  import  books  free  of  duty. 
The  rulings  of  the  Treasury  Department  allow  libraries  exemption 
from  duties,  but  the  law  should  be  made  so  explicit  as  not  to  leave 
libraries  dependent  on  the  rulings  of  the  treasury*,  or  the  decisions 
of  collectors  of  customs. 
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Resolved^  Tha*.   the  President  of  the  United  States  be  respect- 
fully reque  ted  to  bring  these  matters  to  the  attention  of  Congress. 


GEXERAL  KE80LUTI0XS. 

Whereas,  State  libraries  are  important  factors  in  the  educational 
system  of  the  several  states  and  territories ;  be  it 

7?f.vo?t?f(?,  That  the  several  state  superintendents  of  public  instruction 
and  the  National  Bureau  of  Education  be  requested  to  unite  with  us  in 
bringing  about  the  above  named  reforms. 

Whereas,  The  American  Library  Association  has  by  the  organized 
eftbrts  of  its  members  accomplished  so  much  for  the  good  of  libraries 
and  will  appreciate  so  fully  the  objects  we  seek  to  obtain ; 

Resolved^  That  we  ask  their  endorsement  of  our  efforts  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  our  libraries,  and  their  co-operation  in  obtaining  action  to 
that  end ;  and 

Besolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  draft  an  address  setting^ 
forth  in  full  the  reasons  and  necessity  for  the  adoption  of  the  reforms 
we  have  recommended,  and  that  said  address  be  made  a  part  of  our 
action,  and  that  said  committee  communicate  these  resolutions  and  address 
to  all  persons  whose  aid  we  seek  in  accomplishing  our  objects. 

Besolved,  ITiat  we  pledge  ourselves  to  use  every  effort  with  our  several 
state  officers,  legislatures  and  members  of  Congress,  and  with  all  who 
can  help  us,  to  secure  their  active  assistance  in  the  accomplishment  of 
these  reforms. 

On  behalf  of  the  association  of  state  librarians,  these  resola- 
tions  are  submitted  to  you,  and  yon  are  respectfully  urged  to  take 
such  action  as  will  help  to  accomplish  the  desired  reforms.

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SCHOOL  LIBRARIES. 

Id  these  days  of  reform  in  every  department  of  human  action  and 
homan  welfare,  the  library  is  coming  to  be  a  very  important  and 
potent  agent  in  the  education  of  the  children  of  our  land.  The  text 
looks  designed  for  daily  use  and  study  in  the  schools  are  now  moi  e 
nameroQS  and  varied  in  their  contents  and  character,  than  in  former 
years.  Beside  these  books  for  study,  it  is  now  deemed  necessary  to 
place  many  other  books  for  reference  and  for  occasional  but  syste- 
matic reading.  In  every  well  equipped  school,  its  books  constitute 
a  miniature  library  Some  of  these  are  for  daily  use  and  reference , 
while  others  are  designed  to  be  read  and  discussed  for  the  purpose 
of  enlarging  the  pupil's  knowledge  upon  special  topics,  to  acquaint 
him  with  the  great  masters  of  thought  and  to  cultivate  his  taste  for 
good  reading.  Text  books  are  not  more  necessary  nor  are  thej^ 
more  highly  prized  in  the  school-room,  than  are  dictiouaries,  gazet- 
eers,  encyclopedias  and  works  of  history,  biography,  fiction  and 
science.  At  the  present  time  the  most  successful  teacher  is  little 
more  or  little  less  than  an  intelligent  and  well  qualified  librarian, 
invested  with  supreme  authority  to  direct  the  reading  and  study  of 
the  patrons  of  bis  limited  library,  to  question  them  as  to  the  results 
of  their  perusal  of  the  books,  and  to  supplement  their  knowledge 
thus  obtained  with  observations  and  criticisms  drawn  from  his  own 
wider  range  of  reading  and  larger  experiences  of  life. 

Hence  the  teacher  of  to-day  is  required  to  know  many  more 
things,  thoughts  and  theories  than  in  former  times.  His  readings 
if  not  his  study,  must  be  much  more  general  and  extensive  if  he 
would  be  counted  in  the  front  rank  of  his  profession.  The  school 
library  is  deficient  which  has  no  books  on  its  shelves  for  the  special 
benefit  of  the  teacher  himself.  The  extent  of  a  school  or  college 
education  consists  at  the  utmost  in  a  limited  knowledge  of  a  few 
great  principles  and  in  the  power  one  there  acquires  of  directing  his 
own  efforts  in  a  further  search  for  knowledge.  The  man  who  knows 
where  in  the  books  to  look  for  desired  facts  and  principles^  has  a 
liberal  education . 

The  student  whose  taste  has  been  so  cultivated  that  he  can  safely 
select  his  own  reading,  has  no  further  need  of  school  training.  He 
and  the  books  can  do  the  rest.  The  great  object  of  a  school  educa* 
tion  is  to  prepare  a  young  man  so  that  he  may  safely  educate  him- 
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self.  The  education  of  the  schools  is  only  an  introduction  to  a 
life-long  system  of  education  by  the  individual  himself.  Education 
in  its  fullest  sense,  reaches  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave.  Half  a 
€entury  ago,  it  was  only  the  man  of  mature  years  who  could  safely 
be  permitted  to  select  his  own  reading.  Now  we  demand  that  our 
school  children  be  introduced  to  ihe  great  works  of  science,  litera- 
ture, art  and  morals.  We  know  that  this  early  education  of  the 
teste  for  good  reading  and  good  morals  is  necessary  to  fit  them  for 
future  self  instruction. 

For  our  children's  sakes,  the  school  library  and  the  teacher's 
library  have  become  requisite  to  every  good  school.  Very  many  of 
the  states  have  recognized  the  supreme  importance  and  great  utility 
of  the  library  in  the  school-room.  In  many  states,  the  school 
library  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  indispensable  equipments  of  a 
Bchool-house,  and  it  is  purchased  from  the  sum  appropriated  for  the 
use  of  schools.  While  Maine  has  cot  been  entirely  unmindful  of 
the  needs  of  the  public  schools  in  this  matter,  yet  she  is  far  behind 
many  of  her  sister  states.  Here  is  a  field  for  investigation  and 
honest  reform  awaiting  the  cultivating  hand  of  the  coming  legisla- 
tors. Let  us  hope  this  question  may  receive  more  attention  than 
many  of  the  more  pretentious  but  less  deserving  subjects  that  often 
force  themselves  upon  the  unwilling  notice  of  the  legislature. 

^^The  best  possible  result  of   a  common   school  education — its 
great  end  and  aim — should  be  to  prepare  the  children  of  the  com-

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free  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

Forty  years  ago,  tbe  traveler  journeying  across  Ibis  State,  fre- 
quently found  his  progress  interrupted  and  his  pocket-book  depleted 
by  the  kei  pers  ol  our  loll  bridges.  It  is  within  the  memor}'  and 
observation  of  many  i  ow  living,  that  oui  villages  and  cities  were 
hampered  in  their  intercourse  with  the  surrounding  country  by  the 
grim  toll  gatherer,  at  the  gate  swung  acioss  the  highway.  The 
merchant  and  the  manufacturer  tt  It  tbe  curse  of  this  barrier  against 
business  and  trade.  Tbe  farmer  with  produce  ior  the  markets^ 
would  often  travel  a  score  of  miles  further  wiih  his  farm  truck,  to 
reach  a  city  where  no  toll  bridge  suxxl  at  its  entrance  like  a  legalizfd 
robber,  to  demand  tribute. 

All  class(  s  were  annoyed  and  interrupted  by  the  restrictions  and 
exactions  of  the  toil  bridge  corporations.  At  length,  the  hatred  for 
this  institution  became  so  general  that  the  toll  bridge  was  abolished. 
New,  convenient  and  substantial  bridges  across  our  rivers  have 
taken  the  place  of  the  offensive  ''three  mile  an  hour"  structures. 
Over  these,  one  may  now  drive  freely  without  let  or  hindrance. 
Tbe  usefulness  of  the  toll  bridge  in  its  day  and  generation  has  never 
been  questioned,  but  no  one  ever  used  it  unless  compelled  so  to  da 
by  business  or  b}^  the  force  of  circumsiauces.  No  one  now  desires 
its  resurrection. 

Doubtless  a  public  library,  .hedged  about  with  restrictions,  and 
exacting  a  fee  for  tbe  use  of  its  books  trom  patrons,  like  the  old  loll 
bridge^  is  in  a  measure  useful  to  the  public.  In  spite  of  its  restric- 
tions and  fees,  its  volumes  will  be  read  by  all  who  feel  the  force  and 
necessity  for  good  reading ;  but  the  great  mass  of  tbe  people,  ta 
whom  a  dollar  means  one  hundred  cents,  will  forego  its  benefits, 
and  refuse  its  conditiooal  offers  of  hospitality.  No  doubt  every 
public  library  in  this  State  can  justif}^  its  restrictions  and  its  pecun- 
iary charges  on  the  gronnd  of  tbe  want  of  funds  to  carry  it  on  in 
any  other  way.  No  such  reason  should  exist  against  the  free  use 
of  tbe  books  by  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  land.  The 
public  library  should  belong  to  no  creed,  class  or  clique.  The  inter- 
eat  of  the  state  and  municipal  governments  in  these  libraries  is  some- 
thing real  and  suhstantiaL  The  children  of  school  age,  whether 
attending  school  or  not,  ought  to  have  tbe  free  use  of  a  public- 
library  and  reading  room.     The  State  owes  it  to  her  citizens,  now 
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beyond  the  school  age,  to  afford  them  the  onrestricted  means  to 
keep  informed  upon  the  subjects  that  touch  their  daily  lives.  Now 
that  the  people  all  over  the  State  are  awakening  to  the  importance  of 
public  libraries^  the  State  and  municipal  authorities  should  by  law 
grant  such  libraries  a  yearly  sum^  eqv^l  in  amount  to  the  fees  that 
are  now  charged  to  patrons^  so  that  any  citizen  can  have  books  from 
the  library,  free  of  charge,  by  feimply  complying  with  the  rules 
necessary  for  good  care  and  safe  return  of  the  volumes.  In  this 
way.  each  librarian  would  become  a  missionary  in  the  work  of 
awakening  an  interest  for  good  reading,  and  increasing  the  number 
of  his  patrons,  and  thereby  increasing  the  revenues  of  his  library. 

Some  one  has  well  said,  ^ ^Education  which  reaches  the  masses  is 
the  power  that  will  secure  the  future  welfare  of  our  country.  The 
library's  mission  is  to  aid  largely  in  this  great  work.  It  must  strive 
hand  in  hand  with  Ibe  family  and  the  school  and  the  church  in 
uplifting  the  people.  The  free  library  will  reach  many  who  never 
enter  a  church  and  who  do  not  go  to  school.  Here  is  common 
ground  for  all  without  distinction  of  caste  or  creed  who  can  profit  by 
good  books." 
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UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION  AND  MAINE  LIBRARIES. 

By  Pkof.  GEOIKiK    L.  LITTLE,  A.  M. 

Last  year  a  new  educational  fac'or,  kDOwn  as  University  Exten- 
sion, was  introduced  into  the  S:ate.  Will  it  prove  a  failure?  Will 
it  prove,  what  is  far  worse,  a  humbug?  Are  the  colleges  that  offer 
these  University  Extension  courses  and  the  people  that  attend  them 
mere  imitators  of  what  is  English,  like  the  dudes  that  walk  Broad- 
way with  trousers  turned  up  because  it  is  muddy  in  London?  The 
answer  maj*  be  found  in  a  brief  statement  of  what  University 
Extension  is.  According  to  one  of  its  prominent  advocates,  it  con- 
sists of  three  things,  a  man,  the  people  and  a  book.  Now  the 
Maine  colleges  think  they  can  supply*  the  man,  the  people  of  Maine 
can  keep  the  experiment  from  being  a  humbug,  and  the  Maine 
libraries  ought  to  prevent  its  being  a  failure. 

Consider  what  this  movement  aims  to  do,  and  the  part  our 
libraries  must  play  will  at  once  become  evident.  It  is  an  endeavor 
to  provide  means  of  education  for  persons  of  all  classes  and  of  both 
sexes  who  are  engaged  in  the  ordinary  occupations  of  life  and 
anable  to  leave  their  homes  for  purposes  of  study.  The  public 
schools  are  for  the  young.  This  is  for  adults.  The  education  they 
offer  is  compulsory  ;  this  is  voluntary.  Their  curriculum  is  limited  ; 
this  is  as  wide  as  human  knowledge.  ^'University  P^xtension  means 
aniversity  education  for  the  whole  nation  organized  upon  itinerant 
lines."  These  itinerant  teachers  must  be  capable  of  presenting  the 
subjects  they  treat  in  an  interesting  light.  A  part,  at  least,  of  their 
audiences  must  be  ready  and  desirous  to  study  these  subjects  along 
the  lines  pointed  out  in  the  syllabuses  the  lecturer  places  in  their 
hands  and  to  do  the  class  work  he  calls  for.  And  then  the  local 
library  must  provide,  not  alone  the  books  to  which  the  lecturer 
defiuitely  refers,  but  also  abundant  collateral  reading.  In  a  word, 
if  the  community  furnishes  workers,  it  must  supply  tools.  New 
recruits  in  the  army  of  education  will  look  to  its  shelves  for  their 
arms  and  accoutrements.  For  the  poor  cannot  and  the  rich  will  not, 
at  the  start,  purchase  for  themselves  the  volumes  they  need  to 
consult. 

When  a  University  Extension  course  is  definitely  arranged,  dupli- 
cates of  certain  books  must  be  at  once  secured  so  that  a  reasonable 
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number  of  people  may  use  the  same  authority  at  the  same  time. 
Excessive  conservatism  in  this  one  particular  may  wreck  an  other- 
wise successful  course.  Managers  and  librarian  alike  must  realize 
the  situation.  It  is  disastrous  for  the  library  to  fail  to  meet  & 
demand  of  this  sort.  Better  far  that  twenty  new  books  go  unbought 
than  allow  twenty  persons  to  struggle  in  vain  after  the  single  copy 
the  library  possesses  of  some  inexpensive  work.  Nothing  tries  the 
patience  of  the  averas;e  individual  more  than  the  repeated  failure  to 
secure  the  book  which  he  wants  and  knows  the  library  has.  A 
slight  discouragement  of  this  kind  at  the  outset  may  turn  aside  from 
a  course  of  study  the  person  most  likely  to  be  benefited  by  it. 

Again  let  the  librarian  have  a  special  list  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  of  all  the  books — or  in  ea«*e  of  a  large  library  of  the  best  books 
— relating  to  the  subject  of  the  course.  Have  the  location  marks  of 
the  bocks  entered  on  this  list  no  that  borrowers  may  secure  them 
with  the  least  possible  delay.  Above  all  persuade  the  lecturer  to 
annotate  this  list,  pointing  out  briefly  the  scope,  merits  and  defects 
of  each  book.  These,  some  one  may  say,  are  trifling  details. 
Doubtless  they  are  in  themselvt^s  and  considered  separately.  Well 
carried  out,  however,  they  are  almost  sure  to  turn  the  tide  of  popu- 
larity and  of  prosperity  t<i  the  library  that  does  not  despise  them. 
NeglecUd  they  not  only  weaken  its  hold  upon  the  community  but 
may  even  nullify  the  educational  power  of  the  University  Extension 
course.  The  lecturer  may  be  interesting,  the  audience  may  be  large 
but  if  the  library  fails  to  supply  means  and  material  for  study  to 
those  whom  the  occasion  has  quickened  to  intellectual  effort,  the 
experiment  has  failed  in  its  intent. 

The  part  of  the  library  in  genuine  University  Extension  has  only 
begun  when  the  lecturer  has  finished  his  coarse  and  gone  away. 
The  management  of  Maine  libraries  must  act  more  and  more  upon 
the  truth  contained  in  the  following  word-j  of  Carlyle :  "But  the 
place  where  we  are  to  get  knowledge,  even  theoretic  knowledge,  is 
the  books  themselves.  It  depends  on  what  we  read  after  all  manner 
of  professors  have  done  their  best  for  us.  The  true  university  of 
these  days  is  a  collection  of  books." 
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(1820-1891).

RLPORT, 


To  the  Legislaticre  of  Maine: 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  and  customs  of  this  State,  I 
submit  to  your  distinguished  consideration,  a  report  of  the 
Maine  State  Library  for  the  years  1893  and  1894. 

The  growth  of  the  library  during  the  past  two  years  has 
been  nearly  double  that  of  any  like  period  of  time  in  its  his- 
tory. Five  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  books 
and  documents  have  been  permanently  added  to  its  collec- 
tions, by  puuhase,  exchanges,  and  donations.  Nearly  four 
hundred  more  volumes  have  been  placed  upon  its  shelves,  by 
binding  pamphlets  and  documents  that  represent  the  accumu- 
lations of  years.  Many  valuable  works  have  thus  been  saved 
from  the  waste  basket  and  junk  shop. 

EXPENDITURES. 

A  summary  of  the  expenditures  of  this  department  will  be 
found  on  the  last  page  of  this  report.  In  no  case  has  an  ap- 
propriation been  overdrawn,  although  the  need  of  more  funds 
has  been  keenly  felt  in  some  depaitments  of  the  library.  By 
comparison  with  the  expenditures  of  similar  institutions  in 
other  states,  and  of  several  of  the  larger  public  libraries 
within  our  own  limits,  it  will  appear  that  the  affairs  of  this 
librarv  have  been  conducted  on  an  economical  basis. 

CATALOGUE. 

Since  the  Librarian's  last  report,  the  card  catalogue  has 
been  completed  and  brought  down  to  date ;  and  its  use- 
fulness in  making  available  the  treasures  of  the  library  is 
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daily  increasing.  Every  book  and  pamphlet  in  the  general 
and  law  departments  is  now  represented  in  the  catalogue  by 
one  or  more  cards  giving  the  author,  title,  place  and  date  of 
publication,  number  and  size  of  volumes,  and  also  the  exact 
locality  of  the  work  upon  the  shelves. 

As  the  Librarian  and  assistant  find  it  often  necessary  to 
explain  to  patrons  the  method  of  indexing,  a  few  words  ui)on 
the  subject  may  not  be  amiss.  The  catalogue  is  in  two  di- 
visions, comprising  a  catalogue  of  authors  and  titles,  and  a 
catalogue  of  subjects.  Each  is  arranged  alphabetically  by  it- 
self in  a  cabinet  of  drawers  lettered  "A^'  to  "Z."  While  the 
author-list  is  useful  in  showing  at  a  glance  what  works  of  a 
given  author  are  on  the  library  shelves,  yet,  in  a  reference 
library  like  this,  the  subject-catalogue  is  of  far  greater  prac- 
tical value,  and  is  used  a  hundred  fold  more  by  the  patrons 
of  the  library. 

The  subject-catalogue,  as  its  name  implies,  is  a  catalogue 
of  subjects.  The  general  rule,  from  which  there  are  few  de- 
viations, has  been  to  make  the  entry  as  specific  as  possible. 
Each  book  is  entered,  not  under  the  general  class  to  which  it  » 
belongs,  but  under  the  particular  subject  of  which  it  treats. 
A  book  about  birds  is  entered  under  "Birds,"  not  under 
"Zoology."  A  book  upon  the  history  of  Maine  comes  under 
"Maine,"  not  under  "History ;"  a  book  upon  finance  under 
"Finance,"  not  under  "Political  Economy."  Thus  under  a 
given  subject  will  be  found  brought  together  all  the  works 
upon  that  subject  which  are  contained  in  the  library.  Thus 
the  subject  "Tariff"  shows  twelve  entries,  "Cai)ital  punish- 
ment" five,  "Lincoln,  Abraham,"  seven. 

There  are  also  many  cross-references  by  which  the  reader 
is  enabled  to  find  not  only  the  books  which  treat  of  his  ' 
special  topic,  but  also  those  upon  kindred  or  related  topics. 
Thus  after  he  learns  what  the  library  has  upon  "Political 
Economy,"  he  is  referred  also  to  "Wealth,"  "Capital,"  "Bank- 
ing," "Wages,"  "Tariff,"  etc. 
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The  more  comprehensive  subjects  are  further  subdivided. 
Names  of  countries  have  such  minor  entries  as  "Art,"  "Ag- 
riculture," "Education,"  "History,"  "Travels."  The  general 
topic  "United  States,  Histori/^  contains  175  separate  entries 
arranged  under  such  subordinate  headings  as  "Colonial  Pe- 
riod," "Revolution,"  "War  of  1812,"  "Mexican  War,"  "Civil 
War." 

A  simple  clue  threads  all  these  seeming  intricacies.  The 
reader  has  only  to  look,  as  in  a  dictionary,  for  the  special 
topic  which  he  wishes  to  consult,  and  if  the  library  can  fur- 
nish anything  about  it,  this  thread  will  guide  him  at  once 
to  the  desired  source  of  information. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  catalogue  should  be 
kept  complete  from  day  to  day.  The  large  and  constantly 
increasing  number  of  books  and  pamphlets  added  to  the  li- 
brary each  year,  renders  it  imperative  that  fully  half  the  time 
of  a  trained  assistant  should  be  occupied  in  cataloguing,  en- 
tering upon  the  accession-book,  and  preparing,  books  and 
documents  for  the  shelves. 

MISCELLANEOUS  BOOKS. 

The  purchases  in  literature,  science,  history,  and  biography, 
have  not  been  numerous,  but  great  care  has  been  exercised  in 
their  selection.  Orations  and  addresses  made  in  diflferent 
parts  of  this  State,  prior  to  1830,  and  such  local  histories  as 
could  be  obtained  during  the  past  two  years,  have  been 
procured.  The  purchase  of  works  of  fiction  has  been 
nearly  discontinued.  The  vast  number  of  these  publications, 
all  of  about  equal  merit,  the  ease  with  which  they  can  be  pro- 
cured by  those  who  wish  to  read  them,  and  the  extremely 
transitory  character  of  such  publications  debar  the  great  mass 
of  novels  from  a  permanent  place  in  the  State  Library.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  will  be  seen  by  examination  of  the  lists 
that  the  number  and  variety  of  magazines  have  been  largely 
increased.  In  this  form  we  now  find  embodied  everything 
pertaining  to   the  material,  political,  moral,  and   intellectual 
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progress  of  the  people,  and  much  that  is  of  a  pennanent  and 
enduring  character  and  value.  These  magazines  bound  in 
sets  become  very  useful  to  the  student,  who  by  the  aid  of 
Poole's  Index  and  other  digests  of  their  contents,  may  pro- 
cure the  best  thought  upon  almost  any  subject. 

LAW  REPORTS. 

The  legislature  of  1893  made  a  special  appropriation  for 
the  purchase  of  such  law  reports  as  were  needed  to  complete 
the  reports  of  the  Decisions  of  the  Supreme  Coui-ts  of  the 
several  States,  and  for  the  purchase  of  the  equity  reports  of 
England. 

By  the  expenditure  of  this  appropriation,  the  law  reports 
of  every  State  in  the  Union  except  Louisiana,  Georgia,  and 
Alabama  have  been  completed.  The  vice  chancery  reports 
of  England,  and  the  United  States  district  and  circuit  reports 
have  been  purchased,  and  all  the  reports  of  the  inferior 
courts  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Texas  have  been 
added  to  the  law  library.  The  latest  Revisions  of  the 
Statutes  of  New  York,  Wisconsin,  California,  Kansas,  Iowa, 
and  Minnesota  have  been  procured  by  purchase  or  exchange, 
besides  many  digests  of  different  states. 

In  the  line  of  law  text  books,  only  such  volumes  have  been 
procured  as  pertain  to  some  new  and  growing  branch  of  the 
law,  in  its  application  to  electricity,  street  railways,  water 
companies,  investments,  corporations,  trusts,  strikes,  con- 
stitutional law,  and  equity. 

The  law  department  of  the  library  is  most  important  and 
useful  to  the  State  and  its  citizens.  It  should  be  made  as 
full  and  complete  in  every  part  as  the  financial  condition  of 
the  State  will  permit.  The  broken  sets  of  the  acts  and  re- 
solves of  all  the  states  now  on  the  shelves  of  this  library, 
should  be  filled  before  it  becomes  too  late  to  procure  the  vol- 
umes needed  for  that  purpose. 
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The  Revised  Statutes,  codes,  and  digests  of  many  states 
are  wanted  for  the  daily  use  and  research  of  the  legal  fra- 
ternity. 

In  view  of  these  needs,  it  is  earnestly  suggested  that  a 
reasonable  appropriation  should  be  made  by  the  legislature 
to  remedy  these  deficiencies. 

EXCHANGES— PUBLIC  DOCUMENTS. 

The  growth  of  the  library  depends  largely  upon  its  ex- 
changes with  other  states  and  institutions.  Within  the  last 
two  years,  this  department  of  the  library  has  been  largely 
increased  over  preceding  years.  There  is  a  constant  and 
growing  demand  for  the  reports  of  the  several  depaiAients, 
not  only  within  our  own  State,  but  also  from  states  and  insti- 
tutions throughout  the  civilized  world.  Australia,  Van 
Dieman's  Land,  and  many  of  the  South  American  Republics 
have  expressed  an  earnest  desire  to  exchange  their  public 
documents,  laws,  and  reports  for  our  own.  Corporations  and 
persons  engaged  in  commerce,  banking,  insurance,  and  manu- 
facturing, send  numerous  requests  to  this  department  for 
reports  relating  to  their  special  bfisiness.  Students  in  social 
science,  political  economy,  and  prison  reform,  are  frequent 
applicants  for  favors.  Often  the  State  receives  donations  of 
great  value  in  return  for  courtesies  extended  to  these  appli- 
cants. 

The  extremely  bulky  form  of  the  volumes  containing  our 
department  reports,  commonly  known  as  public  documents^ 
renders  them  very  inconvenient  for  use  and  costly  to  the 
State.  It  is  suggested  that  reports  of  departments  relating 
to  kindred  subjects  be  l)ound  together  in  volumes  of  medium 
size.  This  practice  prevails  in  some  of  the  states,  and  in 
time  will  prevail  in  all.  The  large  size  of  the  volumes  con- 
taining the  acts  and  resolves,  and  the  very  frequent  calls  for 
the  public  laws  only,  would  seem  to  indicate  the  wisdom  of 
publishing  in  pamphlet  form  a  larger  edition  of  the  public 
laws,  thus  saving  the  cost  of  printing  and  postage  on  the 
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private  laws  and  resolves,  which  are  comparatively  useless 
matter  when  sent  to  individuals  and  institutions  beyond  the 
limits  of  our  own  State. 

DONATIONS. 

The  donations  received  from  the  United  States  constitute  a 
large  and  valuable  addition  to  the  library.  Besides  the  regular 
list  of  congressional  documents,  the  Government  prints  many 
rare  and  valuable  works  upon  special  topics.  These  are  not 
intended  for  general  distribution.     Through  the   courtesy  of 

the  Department  of  the  Interior,  this  library  has  been  the 
recipient  of  a  large  number  of  these  publications.  The  con- 
sulanpeports,  and  publications  relating  to  roads,  road-building, 
food  products,  grasses,  weeds,  insectivorous  pests,  forestry, 
and  other  matters  of  interest  have  been  received  within  the 
past  year. 

The  records  and  proceedings  of  the  various  secret  and 
benevolent  orders  of  the  country  have  been  deposited  in  the 
library  and  bound  into  permanent  form.  The  library  has 
received  large  accessions  from  the  insurance,  railroad,  and 
agricultural  departments  of  our  own  State.  These  books  have 
been  classified  and  arranged  with  all  others  relating  to  the 
same  subjects.  The  Adjutant  General  has  transferred  to  this 
department  reports  received  from  other  states,  so  that  the 
library  now  contains  a  fairly  complete  list  of  all  New  England 
soldiers  in  the  late  war. 

The  historical  papers  and  archives  of  New  Hampshire,  Vir- 
ginia, and  Maryland  have  been  donated  to  the  library,  and 
form  a  valuable  collection. 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  PUBLIC  DOCUMENTS. 

The  duty  of  distributing  public  documents  and  depart- 
ment reports  has  placed  a  large  amount  of  labor  and 
responsibility  upon  this  department,  yet  the  result  of 
this  method  has  been  highly  beneficial.  It  makes  it  pos- 
sible    to    have    some  system   in   distribution,    and   to  hold 
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some  one  responsible  therefor.  Not  the  least  value 
of  this  system,  is  the  fact  that  books  not  immedi- 
ately distributed  are  preserved  and  laid  aside  for  future  use. 

Reports  issued  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago  are  frequently 
called  for  and  greatly  needed  to  complete  a  set  for  pres- 
ent use ;  hence  it  is  highly  important  that  the  library 
should  have  such  control  over  a  portion  of  all  reports  issued, 
and  of  all  books  printed  or  purchased,  by  the  State,  that  the 
librarian  may  be  able  to  preserve  a  few  copies  of  -  each  pub- 
lication, for  future  demands  and  use.  The  call  for  different 
department  reports  varies  from  year  to  year,  but  the  demand 
for  them  by  the  public  both  within  the  State  and  beyond  its 
limits  is  constantly  increasing.  Ofttimes,  were  all  these  re- 
quests complied  with,  there  would  remain  no  reports  for 
legitimate  use  and  official  distribution.  In  several  depart- 
ments, it  is  clearly  evident  that  the  number  of  reports  issued 
is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand  for  them. 

The  provisions  of  the  law  which  requires  a  certain  number 
of  every  report  issued,  to  be  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the 
library,  for  preservation  and  exchange,  is  highly  benefi- 
cial in  its  effects,  enabling  the  librarian  to  extend  the  field  of 
exchanges,  and  to  answer  favorably  every  legitimate  demand 
made  upon  the  library. 

The  general  uncertainty  of  the  law  in  respect  to  the  dis- 
tribution of  documents  and  reports,  should  be  remedied.  The 
deteiTnination  of  the  question  as  to  who  is  by  right  entitled 
to  receive  them,  before  the  calls  of  the  public  are  answered, 
is  not  clear.  This  places  the  determination  of  that  question 
upon  the  librarian  or  the  head  of  a  department,  and  often 
times  leads  to  perplexity  and  embarrassment. 

FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES. 

The  legislature  of  1893  enacted  a  law,  designed  to  en- 
courage the  establishment  of  free  public  libraries  in  the  cities 
and  towns  of  the  State.  By  the  provisions  of  this  law,  every 
free  public  library  is  entitled  to  receive  from  the   State,  a 
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sum  equal  to  ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  appropriated  by  the 
municipality  where  it  is  established.  Several  libraries  of  the 
State  that  seem  clearly  entitled  to  this  slight  aid,  have  failed 
to  file  claims  for  the  same.  In  some  cases,  the  use  to  which 
the  appropriation  from  the  town  has  been  put,  has  created 
technical  olyections  to  the  claim  for  the  State  stipend.  In 
other  eases,  there  has  been  an  apparent  neglect  on  the  part 
of  the  municipal  officers  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  in 
the  premises. 

This  law  was  enacted  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  public 
libraries  to  furnish  the  use  of  their  books  free  to  all  inhabi- 
tants of  the  town  ;  and  wherever  the  town  has  appropriated 
money  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  any  library  free  ^  or  that 
it  may  continue  the  use  of  its  books  free  to  all  the  citizens, 
the  library  is  clearly  entitled  to  the  State  aid,  althouirh  the 
money  raised  by  the  town  is  used  to  employ  a  librarian,  or 
to  pay  rent  of  library  room,  and  not  for  the  purchase  of 
books.  If,  on  investigation,  the  law  is  found  to  be  sus- 
ceptible of  difterent  interpretations,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
legislature  to  modify  its  language  to  conform  to  its  clear  in- 
tent. 

Another  section  of  the  law  provides  for  a  donation  of  books, 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  in  value,  to  every  library 
established  in  a  town  of  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred  inhabi- 
tants, but  by  some  oversight  no  appropriation  was  made  for 
the  purchase  of  these  books.  Five  libraries  have  been  estab- 
lished within  the  past  two  years  that  are  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  law.  It  will  no  doubt  be  the  pleasure  of  this 
legislature  to  do  justice  to  these  libraries  and  their  friends  by 
appropriating  the  sum  that  will  enable  the  State  to  carry  out 
in  good  faith  its  promises  contained  in  the  law. 

From  the  reports  furnished  this  department  it  appears  that 
there  are  thirty-four  free  public  libraries  in  the  State ;  that 
twenty  of  these  receive  aid  from  the  town,  and  that  twelve 
received  the  percentage  of  aid  from  the  State  during  the  year 
of  1894. 
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A  partial  list  of  the  libraries  of  the  State  will  be  found  in 
this  report.  The  great  difficulty  experienced  in  procuring 
exact  information  in  reference  to  them  has  rendered  it  nearly 
impossible  to  present  a  full  list,  and  where  no  information  has 
been  furnished,  the  name  of  the  library  does  not  appear. 

The  semi-private  libraries  owned  bj"^  antiquarian,  historical, 
and  scientific  societies,  as  well  as  the  libraries  of  literary  clubs 
and  high  schools  and  academies,  have  been  omitted  from  the 
list.  There  are  one  hundred  or  more  of  these  libraries  within 
the  limits  of  the  State.  The  very  fact  that  such  associations 
have  been  organized  and  that  their  collections  of  books  have 
been  made  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  members,  is 
strong  evidence  that  the  pressing  need  of  a  library  has  long 
been  felt  and  recognized  by  the  more  intelligent  citizens  of 
nearly  every  community  in  Maine.  Could  the  history  of  the 
free  libraries  now  in  existence  be  known,  their  beginnings  in 
nearly  every  instance  would  be  traced  to  some  such  association, 
formed  at  first  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  few  and  finally 
enlarged  in  its  scope  for  the  good  of  all.  While  the  aims  of 
such  associations  are  commendable,  their  existence  is  only 
temporary  and  their  usefulness  partial.  Could  all  their  efforts 
be  united  and  the  collections  of  books  be  made  available,  the 
number  oi  free  public  libraries  would  rapidly  increase.  Any 
effort  to  create  a  library  limited  to  one,  or  a  hundred  individ- 
uals, to  the  exclusion  of  the  rest  of  the  community,  has  an 
element  of  selfishness  in  it  that  is  calculated  to  lessen  its  value. 

The  phenomenal  growth  of  the  State  Ijibrary  may  fairly  be 
taken  as  a  measure  of  the  growing  interest  of  our  citizens  in 
the  library  movement.  The  people  in  every  considerable 
town  and  village  seem  to  be  impressed  with  the  importance 
of  establishing  a  library  in  their  midst,  or  to  be  engaged  in 
adding  to  the  efficiency  and  value  of  their  collections  of 
books  and  documents.  The  Maine  State  College,  under  the 
inspiration  of  its  president,  ably  seconded  by  its  accomplished 
librarian,  has  opened  a  class  for  instruction  in  library  work. 
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and  there  are  not  wanting  many  other  examples  of  the 
awakening  spirit  of  the  people  in  this  matter.  It  remains  for 
the  Legislature  to  consider  the  wants  and  wishes  of  the 
people  in  this  behalf,  and  to  act  in  a  liberal  and  enlightened 
spirit,  by  still  further  encouraging  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  free  public  libraries.

Laws  Concerning  the  State  Library. 

Sevised  Statutes,  Chapter  2,  Section  72-86,  inclusive,  as  amended 
by  Chapter  315  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1893. 


Sect.  72.  The  state  library  shall  be  under  the  management  and 
control  of  the  governor  and  council  as  a  board  of  trustees,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  are  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  the 
library  and  the  safety  of  its  contents. 

Sect.  73.  They  shall  appoint  a  librarian  of  the  state  library, 
who  shall  hold  office  three  years  unless  sooner  removed,  and  give 
bond  to  the  state  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  governor  and  council. 

Sect.  74.  He  shall  keep  the  library  open  every  day  in  the  year, 
Sundays  and  the  usual  public  holidays  excepted,  during  the  usual 
business  hours ;  and  he  shall  employ  his  leisure  time  in  preparing 
an  index  of  the  public  documents. 

Sect.  75.  All  money  appropriated  by  the  legislature  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  shall  be  expended  by  the  librarian  under  the 
direction  of  the  governor. 

Sect.  76.  The  librarian  shall  report  to  the  legislature  biennially, 
in  January,  the  receipts  and  expenditures  on  account  of  the  library, 
with  a  list  of  all  books,  maps  and  charts  acHjuired  during  the  two 
preceding  years,  specifying  those  obtained  by  purchase,  donation 
and  exchange,  and  those  which  have  been  lost  or  are  missing,  and 
shall  make  suggestions  in  relation  to  the  improvement  of  the 
library. 

Sect.  77.  Books  may  be  taken  from  the  library  by  the  governor, 
members  of  the  council  and  of  the  legislature,  judges  of  the  judicial 
courts,  secretary  of  state,  deputy  secretary  of  state,  treasurer  of 
state,   adjutant  general,  attorney  general,  land   agent,  reporter  of 
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decisions,  counsel  engaged  in  the  argument  of  causes  before  the  law 
courts  in  the  middle  district,  superintandent  of  public  buildings, 
superintendent  of  common  schools,  superintendent  of  the  insane 
hospital,  chaplains,  secretary  and  assistant  secretary  of  the 
senate,  chaplains,  clerk  and  assistant  clerk  of  the  house,  and 
secretary  and  members  of  the  board  of  agriculture,  duiing  the 
session  of  the  board ;  but  this  privilege  to  the  members  of  the  legis- 
lature and  those  officially  connected  therewith,  is  limited  to  the 
time  of  session.  Any  person  taking  books  from  the  library  shall 
first  give  sufficient  personal  security  for  their  return  within  twenty 
days. 

Sect.  78.  The  librarian  shall  cause  such  books  as  are  not 
allowed  to  be  taken  from  the  library,  to  be  labelled  with  the  follow- 
ing words,  'not  allowed  to  be  taken  from  the  library' ;  and  books 
so  labelled  shall  not  be  removed  from  it. 

Sect.  79.  He  may,  on  written  application  of  any  citizen  for 
good  reasons  therein  set  forth,  and  when  he  thinks  it  safe,  deliver 
to  him,  during  the  recess  of  the  legislature,  books  not  so  labelled, 
taking  his  receipt  therefor,  and  fixing  the  time  for  their  return. 

Sect.  80.  No  person  authorized  to  take  books  from  the  library 
shall  have  at  any  one  time  more  than  three  volumes,  nor  shall  the 
same  be  retained  for  more  than  three  weeks ;  and  all  shall  be 
returned  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  annually. 

Sect.  81 .  The  following  books  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  library 
room,  except  for  the  use  of  either  house  or  of  the  committees  of 
the  legislature  during  its  session,  or  for  use  in  the  supreme  judicial 
or  superior  court  in  term  time ;  all  books  presented  by  the  United 
States,  or  any  of  the  states ;  all  works,  books,  and  documents 
relating  to  the  laws  or  legislative  proceedings  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  other  states  or  countries  ;  all  digests,  reports  of  decisions,  and 
works  relating  to  the  science  of  the  law  and  Vattemare's  exchanges. 

Sect.  82.  Every  person  is  answerable  for  all  damage  done  by 
him  to  any  book,  and  in  case  of  the  loss  of  a  volume  belonging  to 
a  set,  he  shall  procui'e  a  new  volume,  or  pay  the  value  of  the  set. 

Sect.  83.  Actions  for  breach  of  the  aforesaid  regulations  may 
be  brought  by  the  librarian  in  his  own  name  in  behalf  of  the  State, 
and,  in  case  of  his  death  or  removal,  the  action  shall  be  prosecuted 
by  his  successor. 
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Sect.  84.  The  governor  may  transmit  to  the  governors  of  the 
several  states,  and  of  the  several  British  North  American 
provinces,  three  copies  of  all  the  laws  and  resolves  published  by 
order  of  the  legislature,  one  copy  of  all  public  documents  printed 
and  bound  by  the  like  order,  and  one  copy  of  the  printed  decisions 
of  the  supreme  judicial  court. 

Sect.  85.  Two  thousand  dollars  shall  be  biennially  appro- 
priated for  the  library,  to  be  expended  in  purchasing  or  otherwise 
procuring  such  books,  maps,  charts,  and  works,  as  are  deemed 
most  useful,  and  in  binding  and  keeping  in  good  condition  the 
books  therein. 

Sect.  86.  The  governor  and  council  shall  from  time  to  time 
cause  to  be  made  and  printed,  a  catalogue  of  all  books,  maps, 
charts,  and  works  in  the  library,  and  such  as  are  annually  added 
thereto. 

ACTS  ADDITIONAL.    CHAPTER  315,  LAWS  OF  1893. 

Sect.  3.  All  books,  documents,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
records,  archives,  maps,  pictures,  and  all  other  works  of  art, 
science  and  literature,  and  all  annual,  biennial,  and  special  reports 
of  departments,  officers,  and  institutions  controlled  or  supported  by 
the  state,  and  all  other  property  appropriate  to  a  general  library, 
if  owned  by  the  state,  and  all  books,  documents  and  publications 
received  by  any  one  through  purchase,  gift,  exchange,  or  loan,  from 
any  source,  for  the  use  of  the  state,  shall  constitute  the  Maine 
State  Library,  and  shall  be  in  charge  and  under  the  general  control 
and  management  of  the  librarian.  All  money  appropriated  by  the 
legislature  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  documents  shall  be  ex- 
pended by  the  librarian  under  the  direction  of  the  governor,  and  all 
books,  documents,  and  other  works  received  by  any  state  official, 
and  designed  as  a  gift  or  exchange  for  the  use  of  the  state,  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  librarian  and  placed  in  the  library. 

Sect.  4.  There  shall  be  procured  and  kept  in  the  library,  full 
and  complete  sets  of  digests,  law  reports,  public  laws,  and  legis- 
lative documents  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several  states ; 
a  full  set  of  English  and  Canada  law  reports,  digests   and  laws ; 
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the  general  works  on  elementary  law  and  practice ;  histories  of  all 
countries,  including  those  of  this  State,  its  counties,  and  towns ; 
works  on  the  arts  and  sciences  with  special  reference  to  agricul- 
ture, forestry,  fishing,  ship  building  and  road  making;  maps, 
charts,  plans,  and  manuscripts,  statistical  and  other  publications 
relating  to  the  financial,  social,  religious,  and  educational  condition 
of  the  world  and  more  especially  of  this  State,  as  fast  as  means 
are  furnished  by  the  State  therefor ;  and  all  the  printed  documents 
of  this  State  and  reports  of  all  departments,  offices,  institutions, 
and  towns,  required  by  law,  not  distributed  by  the  several  depart- 
ments, shall  be  kept  in  the  library. 

Sect.  5.  In  addition  to  the  general  duties  of  his  office,  the 
librarian  shall  solicit  and  receive  all  duplicate  copies  of  books  and 
documents,  and  maintain  a  bureau  of  deposits,  and  exchange  with 
all  other  libraries  and  institutions  of  learning,  and  shall  aid  in  the 
establishment  of  free  public  libraries  in  the  State  by  gifts  of  such 
books  and  documents  as  are  published  or  purchased  by  the  State 
for  distribution. 

Sect.  6.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  distribute  all  the  reports 
of  the  departments  and  institutions  of  the  state,  and  all  books  and 
documents  published  or  purchased  by  the  state,  to  such  nations, 
counties,  municipalities,  corporations,  institutions  and  persons  as 
are  or  may  be  by  law  entitled  to  receive  the  same.  He  shall  also 
supply  the  chief  officers  of  each  state  department  and  institution 
with  such  numbers  of  its  reports  as  the  governor  and  council  may 
order  for  complimentary  and  official  distribution  by  said  officers. 
He  shall  maintain  a  document  department  in  a  room  provided  for 
that  pui*pose,  in  which  shall  be  stored  all  department  reports  and 
the  publications  of  the  state  intended  for  distribution,  and  shall 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  books  and  documents  received,  and 
of  every  book,  document  or  package  sent  out  from  said  department. 
A  clerk  may  be  employed  who  shall  perform  the  duties  pertaining 
to  said  department  under  the  direction  of  the  librarian. 

Sect.  7.  The  governor  and  council  shall  determine  the  num- 
ber of  reports  of  each  department  that  shall  be  published,  in  all 
cases  where  the  number  is  not  fixed  by  law,  and  shall  also  desig- 
nate the  style  of  binding  thereof  and  the  number  to  be  delivered  to 
the  heads  of  departments  for  official  exchanges  and  complimentary 
distribution. 
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Sect.  8.  No  book,  document,  pamphlet  or  report  shall  be  taken 
from  the  library  at  any  time  until  the  same  has  been  charged  to  the 
person  or  persons  applying  for  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings  and  his  assistants  to  see 
that  no  one  is  admitted  to  the  library  rooms  out  of  office  hours  or 
that  any  book  is  taken  therefrom,  without  the  consent  of  the  libra- 
rian. 


Laws  Relating  to  Free  Public  Libraries 

And  State  Aid  in  the  Establishment  and  Maintenance  of  the  Same. 


CHAPTER   242,  PUBLIC  L/VWS   1893. 

AN  ACT   to  amend  Chapter  fifty-five  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 

relating  to  Free  Public  Libraries. 

Section  1.  Section  nine  of  chapter  fifty-five  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  is  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  and  inserting 
the  following : 

'Sect.  9.  Any  town  may  establish  a  free  public  library  therein, 
for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants,  and  provide  suitable  rooms  therefor, 
under  such  regulation  for  its  government  as  the  inhabitants  from 
time  to  time  prescribe ;  and  may  appropriate,  for  the  foundation 
and  commencement  of  such  library,  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  dol- 
lars, and  for  its  maintenance  and  increase  annually,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  dollar,  for  each  of  its  ratable  polls  in  the  year  next 
preceding.' 

Sect.  2.  The  municipal  officers  in  any  town  or  city  where  a 
free  public  library  is  established,  shall  annually,  on  the  first  day  of 
May,  certify  to  the  State  treasurer  the  amount  of  money  appropri- 
ated and  expended  by  said  town  or  city  during  the  preceding  year 
for  the  purchase  of  books  and  documents  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  sucli  free  public  library ;  and  the  State  treasurer  thereupon  shall 
pay  to  said  town  from  the  State  treasury  for  the  purchase  of 
books  for  the  use  of  such  library,  a  sum  equal  to  ten  per  cent  of 
the  amount  so  expended  by  said  town  as  certified  by  its  municipal 
officers. 

Sect.  3.  Any  town  or  city  in  which  there  is  a  library  owned  or 
controlled  by  a  corporation  or  association,  may  appropriate  a  sum 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  yearly,  to  procure  from  such 
library  the  free  use  of  its  books  for  all  the  i  nhabitants  of  the  town 
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or  city,  under  such  restnctions  and  regulations  as  shall  insure  the 
safety  and  good  usage  of  the  books,  and  such  library  may  then  be 
considered  a  free  public  library,  and  said  town  or  city  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  preceding  section,  provided,  that  any 
books  and  documents  purchased  with  said  State  stipend,  and  all 
books  and  documents  donated  by  the  State,  shall  be  and  remain 
the  property  of  said  municipality. 

Sect.  4.  In  every  town  and  city  where  a  free  public  library 
exists,  the  State  librarian  shall  transmit  to  such  library  all  laws, 
Maine  reports,  and  other  documents  which  the  town  or  city  is  by 
law  entitled  to  receive  from  the  State,  and  the  same  shall  be  con- 
stantly kept  in  such  library  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  all  the  citi- 
zens ;  and  the  municipal  ollicers  of  said  town  or  city  shall  transfer 
to  said  library  all  the  laws,  Maine  reports  and  other  documents, 
heretofore  received  from  the  State,  and  now  in  custody  of  any  of 
the  officers  of  said  town  or  city  ;  and  the  ofHcers  of  said  library,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year,  shall  send  to  the  State 
librarian  a  report  containing  a  list  of  all  books  and  documents  pur- 
chased with  the  State  stipend  for  the  preceding  year,  and  of  all 
books  and  documents  received  from  the  State  in  said  library. 

Sect.  5.  The  State  librarian  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  donate  from  the  Maine  State  library  to  any  town  of  less  than 
fifteen  hundred  inhabitants,  and  having  no  free  public  library  owned 
and  conti'olled  by  the  town,  books  purchased  for  that  purpose  not 
exceeding  fifty  per  cent  in  value,  the  books  and  documents  pur- 
chased by  said  town  for  the  puipose  of  founding  la  free  public  li- 
brary therein;  said  donation  in  no  case  to  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Sect.  6.  No  town  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  pro- 
vision, until  its  legal  voters,  at  a  regularly  called  town  meeting, 
have  raised  and  appropriated  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  have  provided  for  the  care,  custody 
and  distribution  of  its  own  books,  and  of  those  to  be  donated  by 
the  State. 

Sect.  7.  The  librarian  or  trustees  of  any  free  public  library 
may  ask  the  governor  and  council  for  advice  in  regard  to  the  se- 
lection of  books,  and  may  receive  instruction  at  the  State  library 
in  cataloguing,  and  any  other  matter  pertaining  to  the  maintenance 
or  administration  of  the  library. 

[Approved  March  21,  A.  D.  1893.] 
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CHAPTER  283,  LAWS   1889. 

AN  ACT  providing  for  the  preservation  of  Local  Histories,  Finan- 
cial and  other  Reports  of  towns,  cities,  counties  and  corporations. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  librarian  of  the  State  library 
to  collect  from  time  to  time  and  preserve  copies  of  the  history  of 
the  towns  and  counties  of  the  State,  when  published,  and  all  other 
publications  relating  to  the  material,  social  and  religious  progress 
of  the  State. 

Sect.  2.  Town  clerks  of  the  several  towns,  city  clerks  of  the 
several  cities,  and  treasurers  of  the  several  counties,  shall  promptly 
transmit  to  the  librarian  of  the  State  library,  copies  of  all  reports 
of  said  towns,  cities  and  counties,  including  all  exhibits  of  town, 
city  and  county  expenditures,  provided,  tliat  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  apply  to  printed  reports  only. 

Sect.  3.  The  directors  of  all  corporations  doing  business  in  the 
State  shall  transmit  to  the  librarian  of  the  State  library,  copies  of 
all  printed  reports,  relating  to  the  affairs  of  said  corporations.

CHAPTER  11,  1887. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  cities  and  towns  to  accept  Legacies,  Deviess 

and  Bequests  and  to  Raise  Money. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  Whenever  the  municipal  officers  of  any  city  or  town 
are  notified  in  writing  by  the  executors  of  any  will,  or  by  the  trus- 
tees created  by  virtue  of  the  terms  thereof,  that  a  devise  or  bequest 
has  been  made  upon  conditions,  by  the  testator  of  said  will,  in 
behalf  of  said  city  or  town,  the  municipal  officers  of  said  city  or 
town,  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  said  notice  to  them,  call   a 
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legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  or  town  qualified  to 
vote  upon  city  or  town  affairs.  Said  municipal  officers  shall  give 
public  notice  in  their  wan-ants,  of  the  object  of  said  meeting,  and 
such  other  notice  as  said  municipal  officers  shall  deem  proper.  At 
such  meeting,  tlie  said  inliabitants  shall  vote  upon  the  acceptance  of 
said  conditional  gift,  devise  or  bequest,  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
legal  voters  present,  then  and  there  vote  to  accept  said  devise  or 
bequest,  in  accordance  with  tlie  terms  contained  in  said  will,  and 
upon  the  conditions  made  by  the  testator,  said  municipal  officers 
of  said  city  or  town,  shall  forthwith  notify  said  executors  or  trus- 
tees in  writing,  of  said  acceptance  by  said  city  or  town  aforesaid, 
or  the  non-acceptance  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  the  executor  or  trustees,  under  any  will, 
have  fully  discharged  their  duties  respecting  the  payment,  delivery 
or  otherwise  of  any  devise  or  bequest  to  said  city  or  town ;  and 
said  city  or  town  have  accepted  said  devise  and  bequest  in  accord- 
ance with  tlie  conditions  of  said  will,  as  set  forth  in  section  one  of 
this  chapter,  then  said  city  or  town  shall  perpetually  comply,  and 
strictly  maintain  and  keep  all  the  conditions  and  terms  contained 
in  said  will,  by  \irtue  of  which  said  devise  or  bequest  was  so  made, 
and  any  city  or  town  so  accepting  said  gift,  devise  or  bequest  and 
receiving  the  same,  or  enjoying  the  benefits  therefrom,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  raise  money  to  carr}^  into  effect  the  requirements  and 
terms  of  said  will,  by  vh-tue  of  which  said  gift,  devise  or  bequest 
was  so  accepted  and  received.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall 
apply  only  to  gifts,  devises,  and  bequests,  given,  devised  and 
bequeathed  to  cities  and  towns  for  educational,  benevolent  and 
charitable  purposes  and  objects,  or  for  the  care,  protection,  repair 
and  improvement  of  cemeteries  owned  by  said  cities  or  towns. 

Sect.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

CH/VPTER  93,   1887. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  Cities  and  Towns  to  accept  lands  and  build- 
ings as  a  Public  Library  or  Art  Gallery. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows  : 

Any  city  or  town  in  the  State  may  accept  by  vote  of  the  people 
thereof,  any  land  or  land  and  buildings  thereon,  to  be  used  as  a 
public  library  or  art  gallery,  or  both  combined ;  also  any  books, 
charts  or  maps  and  any  funds,  the  income  of  which  to  be  used  to 
purchase  books,  maps  or  charts,  and  keep  the  same  in  order. 

[Approved  March  11,  1887.]

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MAINE  STATE  LIBRARY  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Maine: 

'  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Maine   State 
Library  for  the  years,  1905- 1906. 

During  the  past  two  years  many  valuable  additions  have  been 
placed  upon  the  shelves  of  the  library.  The  accession  book 
shows  that  during  the  last  twenty-eight  months  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1906,  bodes  have  been  added  to  the  library  as  follows: 

Purchase 3,621 

Exchange  4,383 

United  States 2,425 

Donation 955 

Total  11,384 

A  larger  number  of  documents  have  been  received  by 
exchange  than  usual,  while  about  the  average  number  have  been 
received  from  other  sources. 

The  first  aim  has  been  to  secure  material  relating  to  the 
historical,  industrial  and  commercial  interests  of  the  State  of 
Maine. 

Important  additions  have  been  made  to  the  reference  section, 
by  completing  broken  sets  of  magazines  and  other  serial  publi- 
cations and  the  purchase  of  new  works.  The  importance  of  the 
law  section  is  recognized  and  has  been  kept  up  to  date  by  the 
addition  of  the  latest  authorized  editions  of  statutes,  digests, 
court  reports  and  legal  periodicals,  and  also  important  text- 
books and  cyclopedias. 

Some  of  the  sets  of  session  laws  of  the  different  states  are  still 
incomplete,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some,  at  least,  of  the  wanting 
volumes  may  yet  be  secured  by  exchange.

The  medical  section  has  been  enriched  by  the  addition  of  some 
of  the  best  recognized  authorities  on  surgery  and  the  general 
practice  of  medicine.  Valuable  additions  have  also  been  made 
to  the  historical  collection. 

Many  valuable  maps  and  pamphlets  which,  owing  to  their  size 
and  form,  could  not  be  properly  shelved,  have  been  mounted  and 
bound  and  made  easily  accessible. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  requests  have  been  received 
from  various  departments  in  different  states  as  well  as  public 
institutions,  for  partial  or  complete  sets  of  the  department 
reports  and  other  publications  of  this  State.  These  requests 
have  been  complied  with,  when  it  has  been  possible  to  secure  for 
the  library  anything  of  equal  value  in  exchange. 

A  number  of  applications  for  the  loan  of  books  have  been 
received  from  the  public  libraries  in  the  State,  and  in  granting 
these  requests  the  rules  of  the  library  have  been  construed  as 
liberally  as  the  proper  protection  of  the  property  of  the  State 
would  permit. 

The  State  officials,  scholars,  club  members  and  people  of  the 
State  in  general  have  patronized  the  library  more  freely  during 
the  past  year  than  ever  before  and  since  fiction  has  been  mostly 
eliminated  from  the  library,  these  demands  have  necessarily 
been  for  books  for  study  purposes  rather  than  recreation. 

The  rapid  increase  in  the  patronage  during  the  last  few  years 
seems  to  foretell  the  future  needs  of  the  library.  Provisions 
should  be  made  for  more  stack  room,  and  for  such  extra  help 
as  will  be  necessary  to  keep  the  library  in  the  front  ranks  of 
progressive  libraries  in  the  country. 

The  main  room  of  the  library  contains  only  such  books  as  are 
intended  for  reference  and  immediate  use.  The  public  docu- 
ments and  department  reports  which  are  saved  for  the  purpose 
of  exchange,  as  well  as  the  newspapers  and  many  other  valuable 
books,  are  arranged  in  the  four  remaining  rooms  in  the  old 
library  and  a  small  packing  room  in  the  basement. 

The  patrons  of  the  library  appreciate  the  great  need  of  more 
commodious  and  convenient  quarters  and  it  seems  only  neces- 
sary at  this  time  to  express  the  hope  that  some  step  will  be  taken 
before  long  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition.  Owing  to  the 
lack  of  stack  room  the  books  cannot  be  properly  shelved  or 
arranged,  which  fact  greatly  increases  the  work  of  the  depart- 
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ment.  When  the  present  library  room  was  completed,  it  was 
said  that  the  steel  stack  would  afford  shelving  for  70,000 
volumes,  and  would  be  sufficient  for  ten  years  growth.  The 
ten  years  expired  in  1901,  and  if  the  estimates  which  have  been 
made  from  time  to  time  are  correct,  the  library  now  contains 
about  95,000  volumes. 

The  congested  conditions  of  the  library  can  be  relieved  to 
some  extent  by  the  erection  of  temporary  stacks  in  the  rooms  of 
the  old  library. 

The  adopted  policy  of  the  State  is  to  supply  its  citizens  with 
the  various  State  publications,  so  that  they  may  be  fully 
informed  as  to  the  work  of  the  departments.  There  seems  to 
be  no  more  satisfactory  way  for  the  economical  distribution  of 
these  publications  than  by  supplying  each  member  of  the  legisla- 
ture with  such  a  number  as  he  can  properly  distribute.  It  is 
difficult  to  tell  before  the  publication  of  a  report  what  the 
demand  will  be,  and  as  the  edition  is  in  most  cases  fixed,  it 
becomes  necessary  to  exercise  the  utmost  care  in  the  distribution 
of  certain  reports,  and  many  times  the  edition  is  exhausted 
before  the  justifiable  demands  are  met. 

The  library  now  receives  from  the  State  bindery  for  distribu- 
tion and  exchange  675  copies  of  each  of  the  reports  of  the  vari- 
ous State  departments  and  institutions.  While  this  number  is 
sufficient  to  supply  the  demand  when  the  legislature  is  not  in 
session,  many  of  the  requests  of  the  members,  in  the  legislative 
year,  must  be  denied  or  referred  to  other  sources. 

During  the  past  two  years  over  7,600  packages  have  been  sent 
out,  and  to  say  that  50,000  State  publications  have  been  dis- 
tributed by  this  department,  would  be  a  conservative  estimate. 

An  increasing  interest  is  manifested  by  the  people  of  the  State 
in  the  free  public  library  movement.  So  pronounced  is  the 
expression  of  this  sentiment,  it  seems  safe  to  venture  the  predic- 
tion that  within  a  decade  there  will  be  very  few  of  the  organized 
places  in  the  State  which  will  not  contain  a  free  public  library 
in  some  form.  This  condition  seems  to  be  the  result  of  a 
natural  tendency  on  the  part  of  our  people  to  educate  themselves, 
coupled  with  the  good  work  of  our  educational  institutions  and 
religious  organizations,  and  also  the  effectual  work  of  the  library 
associations  and  clubs.  The  traveling  library,  which  has  passed 
the  experimental  stage,  has  become  an  active  agent  in  exciting

interest  in  good  reading  and  free  libraries.  By  a  still  more 
hearty  cooperation  and  effort  upon  the  part  of  those  engaged  in 
educational  work — the  school,  church,  grange  and  club — ^the 
field  of  the  traveling  library  could  be  greatly  extended  and  its 
work  increased.  During  the  past  two  years  free  public  libraries 
have  been  established  in  the  towns  of  Yarmouthville,  Damaris- 
cotta  (joined  with  Newcastle),  Weld,  Rumford  Falls,  Bangor, 
Boothbay  Harbor  and  Gray,  and  those  have  received  $700  in 
books  as  provided  for  by  section  17,  chapter  57,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes. 

No  one  doubts  the  efficient  work  that  is  being  done  by  the 
public  libraries,  but  from  such  observations  as  I  have  been  able 
to  make,  I  believe  that  most  libraries  are  deficient  in  books 
relating  to  scientific  subjects.  While  it  is  necessary  that  the 
demands  for  works  of  light  literature  should  be  met  with  the 
best  books  of  that  class,  at  the  same  time  the  wants  of  the  great 
majority  who  work  more  and  read  fewer  and  better  books, 
should  not  receive  secondary  consideration  in  making  additions 
to  a  library.  The  worker  should  be  able  to  find  in  his  public 
library  the  books  which  will  enlighten  him  that  he  may  make 
greater  progress  in  his  chosen  vocation. 

One  of  the  necessary  improvements  in  the  library  is  a  change 
of  the  present  card  catalogue,  which  contains  two  sections — ^sub- 
ject and  author-title  sections — ^into  a  dictionary  catalogue, 
wherein  authors,  titles  and  subjects  are  combined  in  one  alpha- 
bet. While  this  change  will  mean  a  great  deal  of  labor,  it  seems 
to  be  essential  that  it  should  be  done  as  soon  as  possible.  It  also 
seems  necessary  that  some  simple  but  efficient  charging  system 
should  be  inaugurated  to  better  secure  the  contents  of  the  library 
and  save  time  and  labor  in  the  administration  of  its  aflfairs. 
The  value  of  the  library  for  reference  purposes  could  be  greatly 
enhanced  by  the  publications  of  lists  of  books  (in  the  library) 
upon  certain  subjects;  while  this  has  been  done  to  a  certain 
extent  the  work  has  been  of  a  temporary  nature  and  nothing  has 
been  issued  in  printed  form. 

There  is  a  large  number  of  miscellaneous  bound  documents  in 
the  library,  containing  most  valuable  material,  which  is  prac- 
tically lost  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  contents  of  these  volumes 
have  not  been  indexed.  There  is  opportunity  for  analytical 
work  to  be  done  upon  such  documents  which  would  make  these 
now  almost  useless  volumes  invaluable. 
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Realizing  the  value  and  importance  of  such  documents,  and 
knowing  how  difficult  it  is  to  find  anything  in  them,  it  seemed 
wise  to  take  a  step  in  the  right  direction  by  incorporating  in  this 
report  an  index  to  the  contents  of  the  "Maine  Public  Docu- 
ments," from  the  time  they  were  first  published  in  1829  down 
to  1867,  since  which  time  the  volumes  have  been  quite  well 
indexed.  The  work  has  brought  to  light  a  great  amount  of 
material  of  a  statistical  and  historical  nature,  relating  to  the 
State,  and  the  time  and  labor  has  been  well  spent.

HISTORY. 

The  beginning  of  the  Maine  State  Library  may  be  found  in 
the  resolve,  approved  February  3,  1836,  (Res.  ch.  3),  authoriz- 
ing the  Secretary  of  State  to  spend  $500  to  purchase  a  library 
under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  for  the  use  of  the  Legisla- 
.ture.  By  a  legislative  act,  March  22,  1839,  (P.  L.  ch.  402), 
the  books  belonging  to  the  state,  by  purchase  or  donation,  were 
collected  and  deposited  in  the  south  wing  of  the  State  House, 
and  constituted  the  State  Library,  excepting  such  books  as  were 
retained  by  order  of  each  legislative  branch  -in  the  Senate 
Chamber  and  the  Representatives'  Hall.  The  Secretary  of  State 
took  charge  of  the  State  Library  according  to  the  act.  This 
arrangement  continued  for  twenty  years.  The  appropriation 
for  the  Library,  from  1839  to  1859  inclusive,  amounted 
in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $8,015.  The  whole  number  of 
volumes  in  the  library  in  1860  was.  22,181.  The  Committee  on 
the  State  Library  reported  to  the  Legislature  of  that  year,  that 
in  view  of  the  value  and  importance  of  the  library  to  all  depart- 
ments of  the  government,  and  the  necessity  of  a  more  respon- 
sible management  of  its  affairs,  it  should  be  put  under  the  care 
of  a  librarian  clothed  with  suitable  powers  and  definite  duties. 
An  act  of  Legislature  was  passed,  March  13,  1861,  (P.  L.  ch. 
25),  whereby  the  State  Library  was  put  under  the  direct  control 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  as  a  board  of  trustees,  and  they 
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were  authorized  to  appoint  a  State  Librarian.  In  1899  (P.  L. 
ch.  22)  the  work  of  the  library  was  further  extended  by  pro- 
viding that  books  could  be  lent  to  any  responsible  citizen  and  to 
free  public  library  associations.  A  Library  Commission  was 
established  whose  duty  was  the  purchase  and  circulation  of 
traveling  libraries.  The  Legislature  of  1921  (P.  L.  ch.  210) 
revised  and  consolidated  all  the  library  laws  in  one  chapter.  The 
important  changes  in  the  revised  law  are  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  governor  and  council  should  manage  and  control 
the  State  Library  as  trustees. 

2.  The  Library  Commission  was  discontinued  and  the  work 
formerly  done  by  the  Commission  was  turned  over  to  the  State 
Librarian,  who  was  directed  by  the  new  law  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  Commission  under  the  name  "  Bureau  of  Library  Exten- 
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3.  The  law  limits  the  amount  of  money  any  one  city  or  town 
may  receive  from  the  state  as  a  stipend  for  library  purposes 
to  $500.00  each  year. 

The  State  Library  was  located  on  the  top  floor  of  the  south 
wing  of  the  State  House  until  1891,  when  new  rooms  were  pro- 
vided for  it  in  the  west  wing  of  the  enlarged  building.  In  the 
year,  1910,  when  the  State  House  was  still  further  enlarged, 
the  main  portion  of  the  library  was  removed  to  the  second  flooi* 
of  the  north  wing  which  it  occupies  at  the  present  time. 

Work    of   the    State   Library. 

The  first  and  chief  function  of  the  State  Library  has  been  the 
maintenance  of  a  law  library,  begun  for  the  convenience  of  the 
legislature.  The  second  function  of  the  State  Library  has  been 
to  supply  students,  special  investigators  and  the  general  public 
with  reference  books  not  usually  found  in  public  libraries.  The 
third  function  of  the  State  Library  has  been  the  aiding  of  towns 
to  establish  and  support  a  free  public  library.  Maine,  annually, 
appropriates  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars  for  this  special  line 
of  work.  The  fourth  function  of  the  state,  with  reference  to 
libraries,  is  that  which  may  be  called  library  extension.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  four  clearly  defined  duties  the  State  Library  has 
come  to  be  the  center  of  all  library  activity. 

1.  It  is  providing  libraries  for  towns  where  no  local  library 
exists  or  can  be  maintained.     With  the  facilities,  resources  and 
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liberal  provisions  of  law  now  to  be  found  in  the  state,  there  is 
no  reason  why  even  the  smallest  and  poorest  groups  of  the  popu- 
lation should  not  enjoy  the  privilege  of  good  books.  For  such 
groups  the  State  Library  is  providing  traveling  libraries  on  the 
condition  that  the  books  are  to  be  entirely  free  to  all  in  the  com- 
munity. A  small  fee  is  charged  to  cover  the  cost  of  transporti- 
tion. 

2.  It  is  making  a  careful  survey  of  the  field  to  be  covered 
and  gathering  all  the  facts  bearing  on  its  particular  problem. 
By  correspondence,  circulars,  personal  visits,  it  stimulates,  ini- 
tiates, organizes,  or  assists  local  movements  for  a  new  library. 
It  sends  its  organizer  to  outline  plans  for  a  library  campaign,  to 
hold  conferences  with  public  officials,  to  organize  conferences 
and  public  gatherings,  and  to  set  forth  in  formal  or  informal 
addresses  the  best  ideas,  ideals,  and  methods  of  the  modern 
library  movement.  It  furnishes  an  additional  incentive  by  offer- 
ing to  the  community  a  direct  grant  of  new  books.  It  assures 
the  new  enterprise,  fearful  of  its  ability  to  stand  alone,  the  con- 
tinuance of  aid  and  support.  It  maintains  free  for  circulation 
a  library  bulletin.  It  maintains  a  general  headquarters  of 
information  available  for  everyone  whose  thoughts  or  interest 
may  be  directed  to  the  question  of  starting,  assisting  or  endow- 
ing a  library. 

3.  It  provides  aid  to  schools  and  sdhool  libraries.  In  this 
relation  the  following  are  the  most  important  lines  of  work: 
(a)  supplying  the  schools  with  traveling  libraries;  (b)  assisting 
the  schools  in  the  selection,  classification,  and  use  of  books  by 
means  of  catalogued  lists;  (c)  providing  a  central  reference 
collection  and  information  bureau  for  the  use  of  the  schools. 

4.  The  State  Library  is  making  strenuous  efforts  to  bring 
the  people  of  the  state  into  touch  with  their  great  library  in 
the  state  capitol.  This  library,  with  more  than  one  hundred 
thousand  books  and  pamphlets,  and  growing  at  the  rate  of  four 
thousand  volumes  each  year,  should  be  known  and  used  by  a 
very  much  larger  number  of  people  than  at  the  present  time. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  the  chief  function  of  the  State 
Library  is  to  serve  the  judicial,  executiye,  legislative  branches 
of  (the  state  government,  but  in  addition  to  this  it  ought  to 
be  a  great  reference  library  where  information  on  all  useful  sub- 
jects could  be   found.     It  is   a  matter  of   congratulation  that 
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today  the  library  is  prepared  to  supply  almost  any  demand  for 
books  dealing  with  education,  agriculture,  business  methods, 
industrial  occupations,  road  and  bridge  building,  household 
hygiene,  economics  and  all  forms  of  social  service.  The  library 
cooperates  with  colleges,  high  schools  and  academies,  with  socie- 
ties and  women's  clubs  in  providing  special  material  for  debates 
and  club  papers. 

Under  the  law  (P.  L.  ch.  210)  passed  in  1921  we  have 
achieved  in  Maine  the  ideal  library  organization — a  single  agency 
for  all  state  library  activities.  The  Maine  State  Library — 
like  those  in  many  other  states — ^was,  at  its  origin,  designed 
chiefly  for  the  state's  official  family — ^the  legislature,  courts, 
administrative  and  executive  officers.  Gradually,  however,  the 
conception  of  a  state-wide  service  has  developed  and  is  now 
authorized  by  statute. 

Our  library,  therefore,  embraces  within  the  scope  of  its  activ- 
ities the  duties  of  advice,  inspection,  extension,  supervision, 
instruction,  circulation,  distribution  of  public  documents,  allot- 
ment and  distribution  of  stipend  and  founding  grants,  main- 
tenance of  traveling  libraries,  selection,  purchase,  classification 
and  cataloging  of  books,  compiling  and  printing  bibliographical 
and  reference  lists,  doing  reference  and  genealogical  work  by 
mail,  telegraph  and  telephone,  carrying  on  legislative  reference 
work,  collecting  and  preserving  manuscript  and  printed  archives 
of  the  state. 

Departments   of    Library   Work. 

To  systematize  the  work  of  the  library  the  various  duties  out- 
lined above  have  been  assigned  to  different  members  of  the  staff 
with  the  librarian  supervising  all  branches.  The  State  Library 
is  today  a  highly  specialized  institution  with  experts  directing 
its  departments,  and  adjusting  it  to  the  ever-growing  demand 
and  needs  of  a  new  industrial  period.  Several  departments  are 
worthy  of  special  note. 

LEGISLATIVE    REFERENCE. 

The  Legislative  Reference  Bureau  collects  information  on 
past,  present  or  prospective  legislation.     Digests  of  laws  and 
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public  opinion  are  compiled  or  purchased  and  all  legislative 
journals,  documents  and  laws  are  made  easily  accessible.  State 
officials,  citizenship  clubs,  members  of  the  legislature  and  indi- 
viduals interested  in  matters  of  government  are  constant  patrons 
of  this  branch  of  the  library. 

Especial  emphasis  is  placed  on  proper  indexing,  and  under 
the  direction  of  this  bureau  the  Legislative  Record  is  exhaus- 
tively indexed  during  each  session.  The  resolves  of  the  state 
from  1820  to  1921  have  been  indexed  on  cards  and  filed  in  one 
alphabet.  The  private  and  special  laws  for  the  same  period 
have  been  partially  indexed  and  this  work  will  doubtless  be  com- 
pleted before  the  year  has  ended. 


REFERENCE. 

A  library  stands  or  falls  by  the  character  of  its  reference  work. 
All  the  processes  of  book  selection,  purchase,  classification,  cata- 
loging and  shelving  are  but  preparing  the  field  for  the  reference 
librarian  and  all  the  after  routine  of  charging,  shipping  and  dis- 
charging are  but  the  results  of  her  labors. 

The  reference  department  is  the  service  bureau  of  the  library. 
It  is  there  that  the  public  goes  for  information.  It  has  seemed 
a  waste  of  time  to  keep  a  record  of  all  questions  asked,  but  dur- 
ing one  month  of  last  year  two  members  of  the  staff  made  a 
fairly  accurate  count  and  found  that  871  questions  were  an- 
swered by  them  alone — an  average  of  over  thirty-three  (33)  a 
day.  The  time  required  in  answering  these  questions  varied 
from  one  minute  to  two  hours. 


HISTORICAL    RESEARCH. 

The  increasing  interest  in  Maine  history  manifested  by  school 
and  club  programs  and  by  individuals  has  led  to  much  intensive 
research  by  all  libraries.  The  State  Library  has  on  its  shelves 
general  and  town  histories  of  Maine  and  histories  of  Maine 
families.  One  member  of  the  staff  is  specially  assigned  to  the 
care  and  conduct  of  this  work.  The  building  up  of  this  section 
is  one  of  the  special  duties  required  of  the  library  by  statute. 
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shipping. 

When  the  distribution  and  exchange  of  state  publications  was 
made  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  State  Library  the  law  provided 
that  a  document  room  be  established  and  a  document  clerk 
employed.  A  more  correct  designation  would  have  been  a  ship- 
ping room  and  shipping  clerk. 

The  following  summary  of  the  shipping  clerk's  duties  will 
give  some  idea  of  the  time  that  must  be  given  to  this  side  of  the 
library's  work: 

1.  New  books  are  unpacked  and  delivered  to  the  general 
library  or  the  traveling  library  room, — 9,010  last  year. 

2.  State  department  reports,  laws,  court  reports  and  all  other 
state  publications  designed  for  distribution  by  the  library  are 
received,  counted  and  shelved,— about  35,000  in  one  year. 

3.  AM  books  lent  by  mail  and  all  documents  distributed  by 
mail  are  packed  and  shipped  from  this  room — 12,461  last  year. 

4.  All  traveling  libraries  are  trucked  from  or  to  the  receiving- 
door — 1,162  received  and  sent  out  last  year. 

5.  The  shipping  clerk  also  has  charge  of  all  storage  rooms 
in  the  attic  and  must  be  called  upon  whenever  a  book  is  desired 
from  attic,  storehouse  or  the  upper  part  of  the  magazine  room. 
These«  calls  average  three  a  day  and  each  one  takes  from  ten  to 
thirty  minutes. 

CIRCULATION. 

Although  the  usefulness  of  a  library  cannot  be  measured  by 
figures,  yet  statistics  of  circulation  and  reference  are  indicative 
of  growth  and  virility — or  the  opposite. 

The  detailed  record  which  follows  shows  that  the  number  of 
single  books  lent  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year  exceeded  by 
2,445  the  number  lent  during  the  calendar  year  of  1920.  There 
is  each  year  and  has  been  during  recent  years  a  gradual  and  con- 
sistent increase  in  all  branches  of  the  library's  Work,  and  this 
increase  is  necessarily  reflected  in  the  circulation. 

For  the  half  year  January  1,  1921— June  30,  1921,  the  8,793 
books  lent  went  to  two  hundred  forty-one  (241)  different  com- 
munities and  for  the  whole  year  July  1,  1921 — ^June  30,  1922, 
the  15,465  books  went  to  three  hundred  and  seven  (307)  com- 
munities. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  two  classes  which  show  the 
greatest  increase  are  useful  arts  and  general  works.  The 
former  class  includes  books  on  agriculture,  engineering,  home 
economics,  medicine  and  public  hea'th,  business  and  trades;  the 
latter  class  includes,  besides  works  of  reference,  all  bound 
periodicals,  which  are  borrowed  for  reference  purposes  by  clubs, 
schools,  granges  and  individuals. 
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accessioning  and  cataloging. 

The  preparation  of  books  for  use  by  the  public  is  a  long  and 
complicated  process,  one  requiring  judgment,  accuracy  and  tech- 
nical training. 

A  record  is  kept  of  all  books  received.  This  recording  is 
technically  termed  accessioning,  and  the  accession  book  serves 
as  a  perpetual  inventory  of  the  library.  After  a  book  is  acces- 
sioned it  must  be  classified  and  catalogued. 

Classification  is  grouping  according  to  some  definite  plan. 
The  plan  followed  in  the  State  Library  is  the  Dewey  Decimal — 
the  classification  scheme  most  generally  approved  by  library 
authorities.  Each  book  and  pamphlet  must  be  carefully  exam- 
ined to  determine  in  which  group  it  shall  be  placed  and  then 
marked  accordingly. 

Cataloging  is  listing  and  in  modern  libraries  this  listing  is  done 
on  cards.  The  dictionary  form  of  catalog  is  used  in  the  State 
Library,  i.  e.  author,  title  and  subject  cards  are  ;filed  in  one 
alphabet.     Sometimes  one  book  will  require  many  subject  cards. 

The  summary  table  which  follows  shoWs  the  number  of  items 
added  to  the  library  during  the  eighteen  months  period  January 
1,  1921  to  June  30,  1922.  Each  one  of  the  8,175  books  and 
pamphlets  received  was  accessioned,  classified  and  catalogued. 
One  person  in  the  library  does  all  this  work.

There  are  seventy  towns  in  Maine  having  over  two  thousand 
population,  each,  and  of  these  only  nine  are  without  libraries. 
Of  these  nine  towns  four  are  under  five  thousand  population 
and  four  are  under  three  thousand. 

In  addition  to  the  1,128,487  volumes  available  to  the  citizens 
of  the  state  through  public  libraries,  there  are  in  the  Maine 
State  Library  175,000  volumes  which  are  lent  without  restric- 
tion, other  than  that  of  time,  to  anyone  who  desires  to  borrow 
them,  either  in  sets  or  individually,  making  a  total  of  1,303,487 
books, — a  book  and  a  half  per  person  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
entire  state,  1,695  books  per  1,000  population. 

There  are  220  libraries  in  Maine  and  of  these  one  hundred 
and  twenty-six  receive  annual  financial  aid  from  the  state. 
Statistics  are  available  for  only  those  libraries  which  receive 
this  stipend.

Library   Extension    Work, 
library   legislation    1921 

By  an  act  of  the  80th  Legislature  the  library  laws  of  our  state 
were  consolidated.  This  act  resulted  in  establishing,  as  a  part 
of  the  Maine  State  Library,  a  Bureau  of  Library  Extension, 
which  carries  on  in  detail  all  work  formerly  done  by  the  Maine 
Library  Commission. 

By  this  conso'idation  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Library 
Extension  (formerly  the  Maine  Library  Commission)  came 
automatically  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Governor  and  his 
Council,  who  have  always  acted  as  trustees  of  the  State  Library. 
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In  many  states  the  library  extension  work  is  carried  on  by  a 
library  commission,  or  by  a  bureau  under  charge  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  or  the  State  University,  while  the  State 
Library  keeps  a  sufificient  corps  of  workers  to  attend  only  to  the 
demands  of  the  legislators,  a  few  lawyers,  and  some  special 
research  workers  and  students.  In  our  state,  however,  library 
extension  work  is  only  one  branch  of  the  organized  functions 
of  the  Maine  State  Library  and  provides  for  such  activities  as 
the  following: 

Lending  books  by  means  of  traveling  libraries  to  granges,  Boy 
&  Girl  Scout  organizations,  clubs,  etc. ;    manufacturing  estab- 
lishments, department  stores,  lumber  camps,  Sunday  schools, 
high  schools,  rural  schools,  summer  camps  and  summer  schools 
for  boys  and  girls,  summer  resorts,  community  arid  neighbor- 
hood centers,  Study  Clubs,  Women's  Clubs,  Home  Economics 
divisions  and  Farm  Bureau  clubs,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  county  agen- 
cies,   Y.  W.  C.  A.  city  and    county  agencies,    High    school 
teachers,  elementary  school  teachers. 
Aiding  clubs  by  submitting  subjects  for  programmes  and  actual 
study  outlines :  also  lending  sets  of  books  for  study  of  courses 
so  outlined. 
Providing  public  documents  to  free  public  libraries. 
Providing  speakers  to  aid  in  arousing  library  interest  in  a  com- 
munity, or  for  other  purposes  connected  with  library  work. 
Aiding  trustees  to  secure  workers  for  libraries. 
Aiding  public  libraries  to  establish,  build,  equip,  provide  for  pur- 
chase, care  and  distribution  of  books;  safely  invest  funds; 
supplement  book  collections  by  books  from  the  State  Library. 
Aiding  librarians  by  providing,  through  Schools  of  Instruction, 
opportunity  for  study  of  library  methods;     giving  aid    and 
inspiration  to  both  trained  and  untrained  workers  through  the 
holding    of    group    meetings   for    discussion    of    problems; 
instructing  by  correspondence,  in  library  methods. 
Aiding  financially  by  annual   payments  to  free,  tax-supported 

libraries. 
Making  gifts  of  books  to  newly  established  libraries. 
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Field,   Organization   and   Office  Work.

Using  figures  for  the  half  year  previous  to  January,  1921, — 
the  period  from  July  1,  1920  to  December  31,  1920, — in  order 
to  make  a  complete  two  year  statement,  and  comparing  this  two 
year  period  with  that  of  the  years,  1918  and  1919  we  find  that 
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the  book  circulation  increased  from  52,232  in  1:918-1919  to 
73,518  in  July,  1920-July,  1922,  an  increase  of  21,286  books 
read,  more  than  in  the  two  year  period  preceding. 

Since  it  is  impossible  to  secure  complete  figures  for  the  circu- 
lation of  the  High  School  libraries,  teachers'  and  juvenile, 
which  are  used  largely  in  the  schoolrooms  we  can  only  estimate 
the  use  of  the  books  but  it  is  probable  that  more  than  8,000 
books  were  used  for  which  no  figures  were  returned.  Thus  we 
have  an  estimated  increase  of  nearly  30,000  circulation.

The  768,014  people  in  Maine  are  reading  more  and  better 
books  every  year.  The  last  two  years  the  State  Library  has  sent 
out  29,418  more  books  than  in  the  preceding  two  years.  Most  of 
these  books  deal  with  agriculture,  education,  mechanics,  fine  arts, 
history,  biography,  and  poetry. 

Maine  is  a  rural  state.  She  has  two  hundred  towns  without 
libraries.  These  people  depend  on  the  State  Library  for  their 
books.  The  financial  conditions  in  these  towns  will  make  it  diffi- 
cult, if  not  impossible,  for  years  to  come  to  provide  libraries  for 
these  people.  Therefore,  it  seems  to  be  a  wise  policy  for  the  state 
to  see  that  the  youth  of  these  towns  have  the  opportunity  to  secure 
informational  books.  Eighty  per  cent  of  our  boys  and  girls  fin- 
ish their  school  life  in  the  grade  schools.  It  is,  therefore,  only 
through  reading  worth-while  books  that  they  can  fit  themselves 
for  the  responsibilities  of  citizenship  and  prepare  themselves  to 
earn  a  living. 

MORE   ROOM 

The  State  Library  is  urgently  in  need  of  more  room.  The 
shelving  room  is  absolutely  exhausted.  Books  are  being  piled  on 
the  floor  behind  bookstacks.  I,  therefore,  urge  the  legislature  to 
take  action  at  once  to  remedy  this  condition. 

POSSIBI,^  SOI^UTIONS 

(1)  Build  a  new  wing  on  the  State  House  to  be  used  exclu- 
sively for  the  Library.     This  will  cost,  at  le^.§»l,%^Q^$f^. 
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(2)  Double  stack  the  present  library;  that  is,  build  a  floor  on 
top  of  the  present  bookstacks.  The  library  wing  was  designed 
for  this  when  the  plans  were  made.     The  work  would  cost  from 

$75,000  to  $100,000. 

READ   THIS   REPORT 

I  hope  every  member  of  the  legislature  will  read  this  report: 
it  is  not  fiction,  but  facts.  It  is  brief,  all  unnecessary  things  hav- 
ing been  omitted.  It  is  a  report  of  what  the  Library  has  actually 
done.  It  is  a  statement  of  our  stewardship  for  the  last  two  years. 
You  ought  to  know  the  truth  about  the  Library — what  it  has  done 
and  its  value  to  the  people  of  Maine.  This  report  tells  you  how 
we  used  the  people's  money  which  the  legislature  appropriated  for 
the  Library.  This  report  tells  you  the  number  of  towns  and 
people  who  used  the  library. 

The  Library  works  to  make  Maine  the  best  state  in  the  nation 
in  which  to  live  and  earn  a  living.  We  need  your  intelligent 
co-operation  that  the  House  of  Books  may  be  the  House  of  Life. 

ACCESSIONS 

Each  book  and  pamphlet  added  to  the  library  is  accessioned, 
classified  and  catalogued.     One  person,  called  the  cataloguer,  is 

employed  for  this  especial  purpose.

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BULLETIN 

The  Maine  Library  Bulletin  has  had  three  issues — ^July, 
1922,  October,  1922,  and  January,  1923 — the  other  issues  hav- 
ing been  discontinued  by  order  of  the  Governor  and  Council. 

If  this  publication  were  issued  regularly  the  public  libraries  of 
the  state  would  have  a  central  clearing  house  for  library  news  and 
the  State  Library  would  have  a  means  of  communicating  to  the 
public  information  about  the  resources  of  the  Library,  as  well  as 
items  of  general  and  historical  interest  to  Maine  readers. 

CIRCULATION 

The  lending  of  books  one,  two  or  three  at  a  time  to  any  resi- 
dent of  Maine  was  first  permitted  in  1899,  but  not  until  recent 
years  has  the  public  begun  to  realize  that  the  resources  of  the 
State  Library  are  for  everyone. 

The  detailed  record  which  follows  shows  that  the  total  number 
of  books  lent  for  the  year  1922-23  was  21,103  and  for  the  year 
1923-24  it  was  22,913,  an  increase  over  the  preceding  biennial 
period  of  13,418. 
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SHIPPING 

There  were  shipped  to  and  from  the  Library  during  the  year 
1922-23  by  mail' or  express  18,818  parcels,  164  films  and  1230 
traveling  libraries  and  for  the  year  1923-24  there  were  11,900  par- 
cels, 212  films  and  1138  traveling  libraries. 

In  addition  to  mail  and  express  shipments  there  were  about 
3,000  state  publications  distributed  to  members  of  the  legislature, 
government  officials  and  private  individuals. 

These  figures  mean  that  the  shipping  clerk  handles  each  work- 
ing day  an  average  of  fifty-eight  packages,  or  one  every  six 
minutes. 


EXHIBITS 

One  fruitful  method  of  advertising  has  been  by  means  of  ex- 
hibits held  at  various  places  in  the  state  during  conventions  of 
state  wide  interest.  On  such  occasions  several  hundred  books  of 
all  classes  are  displayed  as  attractively  as  possible  with  large  post- 
ers and  signs  showing  the  resources  of  the  Library.  Members  of 
the  staff  are  always  in  attendance  ready  to  answer  questions  and 
distribute  leaflets  descriptive  of  the  work  of  the  Library.  Ex- 
nibits  in  the  last  two  years  have  been  held  at  the  University  of 
Maine  Farmers*  Week,  the  state  teachers*  convention,  county 
teachers'  conventions,  conferences  of  ministers,  nurses,  assessors, 
vocational  supervisors  and  principals  of  secondary  schools,  the 
Maine  State  Sunday  School  Association  and  the  State  Grange. 


LOCALITIES   SERVED 

During  the  year  1922-23  individual  loans  were  made  to  three 
hundred  and  thirty-six  different  localities  and  during  the  year 
1923-24  to  three  hundred  and  sixty-one  different  localities.  Dur- 
ing the  year  1921-22  loans  were  made  to  three  hundred  and  seven 
different  localities.

SUMMER  READING  COURSE 

A  summer  reading  course  for  children  in  the  four  upper 
grades  was  offered  for  the  first  time  in  June,  1924. 

Children  following  this  course  are  required  to  complete  the 
reading  of  at  least  ten  books  on  any  one  list,  learn  at  least  one 

poem  by  heart,  and  take  an  examination  before  receiving  the 
certificate  from  the  State  Library.  The  examinations,  provided 
by  the  Bureau  of  Library  Extension,  and  given  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  librarian  of  the  local  public  library,  consist  of  sim- 
ple questions  such  as  correct  placing  of  characters  in  their  sur- 
roundings, the  feason  why  a  certain  character  appealed  especially, 
which  book  was  enjoyed  the  most  and  why. 

These  examinations  may  be  taken  only  after  ten  of  the  books 
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on  any  one  list  have  been  read.  Each  list  contains  twenty  or 
more  titles,  arranged  in  ten  groups  and  choice  must  be  made  of 
one  title  from  each  group  rather  than  from  any  ten  titles  on  the 
list. 

If  a  child  chooses  to  read  all  of  the  books  on  any  one  list  and 
take  an  examination  theron  he  may  become  entitled  to  receive  his 
certificate  with  the  addition  of  a  blue  seal  bearing  the  stamp  of 
the  Maine  State  Library. 

As  the  project  was  a  new  one  a  conservative  rather  than  an 
extensive  policy  was  followed  and  notice  of  the  course  was  sent 
only  to  the  cities  and  the  larger  Aroostook  County  towns, — 
twenty-five  places  in  all.  In  each  case  a  letter  was  sent  to  the 
Superintendent    of    School    and    one    to    the    librarian.      Eleven 

librarians  replied,  of  those  six  elected  to  undertake  the  course. 
Among  those  was  one  library  that  entered  with  229  pupils  regis- 
tered. 

As  special  editions  are  required,  arrangements  were  made 
whereby  the  libraries  could  borrow  these  books  in  sets,  compiled 
by  grades,  in  the  manner  of  a  traveling  library  and  to  date  as 
many  books  as  have  been  requested  have  been  supplied.

CORRESPONDENCE  COURSE 

In  addition  to  the  Summer  Reading  Course  another  entirely 

new  activity  has  been  undertaken  during  the  past  two  years.     In 

September,  1922,  the  State  Library  first  oflFered  a  correspond- 
ence course  in  library  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau 
of  Library  Extension.  The  course  was  prepared  in  response 
to  a  demand  for  foundation  work  in  preparation  for  a  further 
course  at  some  library  school,  or  to  meet  the  needs  of  those 
already  holding  library  positions. 

The  course  is  limited  to  six  students  and  no  one  mav  be  ad- 
mitted except  those  who  hold  library  positions  or  definitely  in- 
tend to,  or  look  forward  to  at  least  a  summer  course  in  library 
school. 

All  instruction  is  given  under  direction  of  the  Bureau  of 
Library  Extension  and  the  position  of  clerk  in  that  department 
carries  with  it  the  privilege  of  taking  this  course  while  at  the  same 
time  earning  a  salary.  In  the  case  of  the  one  taking  the  course 
under  these  conditions  there  is  the  additional  requirement  of 
attendance  at  a  six  weeks  summer  school  of  library  science  after 
following  the  course. 

In  addition  to  definite  library  science  study  it  is  assumed  that 
a  student  registering  for  the  correspondence  course  will  be  able 
to  pass  an  examination  containing  many  questions  regarding  cur- 
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rent  events,  both  in  the  United  States  and  in  other  parts  of  the 
world.  Presumably  one  taking  such  a  course  would — or  should — 
have  the  tj-pe  of  mind  that  would  show  interest  in  affairs  of  the 
flay,  therefore  no  special  pronsion  is  made  in  the  course  itself 
in  preparation  for  the  examination. 

There  are  special  requirements  in  reading  including  biography, 
science,  juvenile  books,  travel  and  other  subjects,  as  well  as  study 
of  the  Ijest  known  works  of  British  and  American  poets,  and 
selections  from  modern  poets. 

Among  requirements  for  the  taking  and  completion  of  this 
course  are  the  following:  attendance  at  one  of  the  two-day 
Schools  of  Instruction  or  Round  Tables,  held  each  year,  attend- 
ance at  the  two-day  meeting  of  the  Maine  Librarj-  Association, 
at  least  one  week's  study  at  the  State  Library,  with  work  under 
the  direction  of  each  member  of  the  staff  along  each  particular 
line,  and  a  visit  to  a  designated  library  sometime  during  the 
course,  and  a  reasonable  intention  of  completing  the  course, 
through  the  taking  of  the  examination. 

All  books  used  are  provided  for  the  worker  and  the  only  cost 
for  their  use  is  the  return  postage.  There  is  no  charge  for  the 
course. 

TRAVELING    LIBRARIES 

The  State  Library  is  serving  through  its  traveling  library  sys- 
tem 439  of  the  520  cities,  towns  and  plantations  of  the  state. 
There  has  been  a  steady  increase  each  year  in  the  addition  of  new 
town  names  to  the  list  of  those  which  have  received  the  benefits 
of  traveling  libraries.

These  figures  show  an  increase  in  circulation  over  the  two 
year  period  preceding  of  approximately  16,000.  It  may  be  esti- 
mated that  there  is  a  circulation  of  some  5,000  for  the  use  of 
books  in  schoolrooms,  which  it  appears  to  be  impossible  to  secure 
in  actual  statements. 
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SCHOOLS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

July,  1922-June,  1924 

Two  Schools  of  Instruction  were  held  during  the  spring  of 
1922,  one  at  Auburn  and  the  other  at  Bangor.  There  were  pres- 
ent at  the  Auburn  gathering  nineteen  library  workers,  represent- 
ing twelve  libraries.  At  Bangor  seventeen  in  attendance  repre- 
sented nine  libraries. 

It  is  the  constant  endeavor  of  those  conducting  these  schools 

to  keep  them  as  informal  as  possible  and  they  usually  resolve  them- 
selves into  Round  Table  gatherings  in  which  most  of  the  libra- 
rians present  take  active  part.  This  informality  results  in  the 
clearing  up  of  many  problems,  through  discussion  of  them  with 
other  librarians  and  with  the  workers  from  the  State  Library  and 
also  in  closer  acquaintance  of  the  librarians  with  each  other. 
This  latter  fact  is  increased  by  the  arranging  of  these  meetings 
in  places  where  the  librarians  can  be  together  "under  one  roof." 

This  secures  a  spirit  of  comradeship  which  we  believe  is  gradu- 
ally increasing  attendance  at  the  larger  meeting  of  the  Maine 
Library  Association. 

Records  show  that  at  the  latest  of  these  Round  Tables,  held  at 

Gorham,  May,  1924,  at  least  twelve  of  those  present  had  attended 
Round  Table  gatherings  before  when  they  were  held  in  other 

sections  of  the  state,  and  of  these  twelve  three  were  attending  a 
third  and  two  a  fourth  time. 

There  were  forty-five  present  at  this  meeting  and  this  num- 
ber does  not  take  into  account  those  who  attended  the  two  evening 
lectures  at  which  altogether  there  were  some  two  hundred  present.

Education  liberates  the  mind.  People  who  think,  live. 
The  materials  for  thinking  are  found  in  experience,  nature 
and  books.  Books  rule  the  world.  In  books  the  masters 
live  and  in  their  presence  falsehood  and  superstitions 
lose  their  power.  The  library  is  the  center  of  all  educa- 
tional systems,  the  foundation  of  constitutional  government, 
of  economic  success,  and  social  justice. 

EARLY  PROGRESS 

Maine  has  had  libraries  from  early  colonial  times — ^they 
have  evolved  here,  as  elsewhere,  from  the  parish,  club,  and 
association  library  to  the  free  public  library  of  today.  In 
fact,  we  may  be  proud  that  Maine  in  1854  was  the  third  in 
the  United  States  to  adopt  a  free  library  law.  Well  toward 
the  front  have  we  stood  on  those  notable  steps  of  library 
progress — ^the  grant  of  state  aid  in  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  free  public  libraries,  and  the  inauguration 
of  a  traveling  library  system.  In  the  early  days  the  chief 
purpose  of  the  state  library  was  to  furnish  reference  books 
for  the  state  departments,  officials,  legislature  and  the 
courts.  The  policy  gradually  changed  until  all  kinds  of 
literature  were  circulated  and  the  service  was  extended  to 
all  citizens. 
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THE  LIBRARY  AND  THE  NEWSPAPER 

In  one  important  thing  we  are  fortunate,  all  people  are 
becoming  readers.  The  newspaper  in  the  past  three  decades, 
has  raised  the  number  of  those  in  this  country  who  make 
use  of  print  for  recreation  and  information  to  many 
millions.  And  every  day  the  newspaper  gathers  more  and 
prints  more  of  all  that  touches  life.  In  their  magazine 
departments  they  publish  the  novels,  essays,  poems,  dramas, 
histories  and  biographies  of  the  best  writers. 

The  newspapers  are  our  educational  salvation,  for  they 
enable  us  to  acquire,  in  the  simplest  and  quickest  way,  a 
little  of  the  vast  mass  of  information  which  the  world's 
web  of  wires,  reticulation  of  rails  and  fleets  of  ocean  ferries 
will  daily  bring  us.  •  Of  all  outside  agencies  it  is  the  news- 
paper which  helps  to  make  the  library  known.  I  do  not 
need  to  enlarge  on  their  almost  universal  sympathy  for  the . 
work  of  the  library,  their  unfailing  courtesy  toward  it, 
their  readiness  to  print  material  in  regard  to  it. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  EDUCATION 

The  library  and  the  laboratory  have  already  practically 
revolutionized  the  methods  of  higher  education.  In  the 
really  modern  university,  the  chief  building  is  the  library. 
.  .  .  The  Library,  fifty  years  ago  unknown,  has  become 
today  the  center  of  the  institution's  intellectual  activity. 
The  Library  specializes  in  books  dealing  with  every  sub- 
ject by  which  our  people  earn  a  living.  Through  its 
agencies  the  farmer  goes  to  agricultural  college,  the  house- 
wife to  the  school  of  household  economics,  the  bookkeeper 
to  the  college  of  business  administration,  the  road  maker 
to  the  engineering  school.  In  fact,  every  man  and  woman 
of  the  State  is  kept  in  touch  with  the  efficient  way  to  do 
things,  and  through  its  agency  the  last  and  most  worth 
while  ideas  about  everything  in  the  industrial  and  com- 
mercial world  is  taken  to  every  shop,  home  and  man  in 
Maine. 
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WORK  DONE  BY  THE  STATE  LIBRARY 

The  general  reference  bureau  supplies  information  on 
all  subjects.  Within  the  last  few  years  the  work  of  this 
department  has  increased  enormously  as  the  residents  of 
the  state  have  come  to  realize  that  anyone  in  Maine  is 
entitled  to  use  the  library,  not  only  for  purposes  of  general 
culture,  but  also  for  assistance  in  reference  work.  Daily 
this  department  receives  and  answers  requests  for  informa- 
tion on  a  wide  range  of  subjects.  This  department  has  no 
modern  fiction  but  at  the  disposal  of  its  patrons  are  books 
on  masonry,  carpentry,  heating,  painting,  accounting,  sales- 
manship, literature,  journalism,  psychology,  religion,  polit- 
ical science,  law,  education,  commerce,  science,  medicine, 
engineering,  agriculture,  manufacturing,  building,  archi- 
tecture, travels,  biography,  the  domestic  arts,  and  history. 

Whatever  a  patron's  interests  may  be,  the  library  is 
equipped  to  supply  books  along  that  line,  and  it  is  also  ready 
to  furnish  information  on  subjects  for  club  papers,  school 
essays,  college  theses,  debates,  etc.,  thereby  supplementing 
the  resources  of  local  libraries  and  high  schools  and  bringing 
to  the  most  remote  portions  of  the  state  the  advantages  and 
facilities  of  an  up-to-date  reference  library.  Most  residents 
of  rural  districts  are  familiar  with  shopping  by  mail,  but 
only  a  few  states  can  boast  a  mail  order  service  in  reference 
libraries,  issuing  books  one,  two  or  three  at  a  time  to  any 
individual  who  wishes  them. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  almost  daily  additions 
to  the  library,  it  is  not  feasible  to  publish  a  catalog,  but  on 
request  a  list  of  books  on  any  subject  in  which  a  patron  is 
interested  will  be  prepared. 

LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  BUREAU 

The  legislative  reference  bureau  has  special  charge  of 
the  law  section  and  is  in  touch  with  all  the  lawyers  in  the 
state.  Further,  through  this  bureau  every  member  of  the 
legislature  has  placed  at  his  disposal  the  latest  information 
on  any  subject  in  which  he  may  be  interested.  To  make 
this  work  possible,  it  is  necessary  to  collect,  digest  and 
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index  many  periodicals,  reports,  pamphlets  and  books,  and 
all  research  work  must  be  done  between  sessions,  as  during 
the  sessions  the  entire  time  of  at  least  three  members  of 
the  staff  is  spent  in  the  actual  serving  of  the  legislators. 
Among  the  most  important  features  of  this  work  are  the 
collection,  arrangement,  and  filing  of  material  on  public 
questions,  as  the  latest  information  is  rarely,  if  ever,  avail- 
able in  book  form,  and  the  so-called  "ephemeral"  literature 
of  the  day  contains  matter  too  valuable  to  be  thrown  away. 

THE  INDUSTRIAL  BUREAU 

The  industrial  bureau  specializes  in  books  dealing  with 
the  subjects  by  which  Maine  people  earn  a  living.  Through 
its  agencies  the  farmer  goes  to  agricultural  college,  the 
housewife  to  the  school  of  household  economics,  the  book- 
keeper to  the  college  of  business  administration,  the  road 
maker  to  the  engineering  school. 

The  state  library  is  equipped  with  material  useful  to 
industrial  workers :  books  and  pamphlets  descriptive  of  the 
industrial  processes,  biographies  of  industrial  leaders',  trade 
publications,  technical  journals  and  articles  which  will 
interest  tradesmen.  In  a  word,  the  library  gives  attention 
to  literature  on  vocational  work.  More  than  six  thousand 
vocational  books  were  sent  out  in  1925-26. 

HISTORICAL  BUREAU 

The  historical  bureau  has  charge  of  all  matters  relating 
to  the  history  of  the  state,  counties  and  towns,  as  well  as 
all  state  reports.  All  state  documents  and  reports  are 
distributed  by  this  bureau.  The  bureau  interests  itself  in 
all  local  historical  work,  advises  about  writing  local 
histories,  vital  statistics  and  genealogies.  In  1925-26  this 
department  sent  to  patrons  by  parcel  post  more  than  four 
thousand  volumes  dealing  with  history. 

BUREAU  OF  LIBRARY  EXTENSION 

The  Bureau  of  Library  Extension  carries  the  library 
work  to  the  local  communities  through 
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TRAVELING  LIBRARIES.  Collections  of  books  of  every 
description,  carefully  selected  and  widely  advertised,  are 
sent  to  the  remotest  corners  of  the  state  to  provide  reading 
for  recreational,  inspirational  and  educational  purposes. 
Seven  hundred  sets  were  sent  out  in  1925-28,  approximately 
twenty-five  thousand  volumes.  A  library  of  fifty  volumes 
costs  only  $2.50. 

SCHOOLS  OF  INSTRUCTION.  These  schools  are  con- 
ducted in  designated  sections  of  the  state  each  year  and 
consist  of  informal  lectures,  conference  and  actual  practice 
work.  Two  of  these  schools  were  conducted  this  year  with 
an  attendance  of  forty  librarians  and  trustees  at  each. 

CORRESPONDENCE  COURSES.  Correspondence  courses 
in  library  work  are  offered  to  a  limited  number  of  library 
workers  each  year.  These  courses  include  among  other 
requirements,  attendance  at  state  association  meetings,  a 
school  of  instruction,  and  at  least  one  week  at  the  State 
Library  working  under  supervision  in  the  various  depart- 
ments. There  are  twenty-seven  library  workers  actively 
engaged  in  this  course  and  several  on  the  waiting  list  for 
entrance. 

SUMMER  READING.  This  privilege  is  extended  to  the 
children  in  the  public  schools  through  the  public  library 
or  some  organization  willing  to  assume  the  direction  where 
there  is  no  library.  Children  completing  this  course  receive 
a  certificate  from  the  State  Library.  Over  thirty  children 
followed  this  course  during  the  summer  of  1926. 

LIBRARY  PRACTICE  AND  TRAINING.  Opportunity  is 
offered  to  a  limited  number  for  work  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  state  library  under  supervision.  Five  persons 
have  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  during  the  past 
year. 

STATE  AID.  Financial  aid  is  given  in  the  form  of  an 
annual  stipend  to  free  public  libraries  and  in  the  form  of 
a  founding  fund  to  newly  established  libraries.     Nearly 
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twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  paid  to  such 
libraries  this  year. 

ILLUSTRATED  JUVENILE  EDITIONS.  Illustrated  edi- 
tions  of  Juvenile  books  are  lent  to  libraries  for  exhibit 
purposes  during  Children's  Book  Weeks  and  on  such  special 
occasions.  Nearly  two  hundred  such  volumes  are  avail- 
able for  these  occasions. 

LIBRARY  BUILDINGS.  This  office  offers  to  consult  with 
trustees  and  architects  about  Library  building  plans  and 
equipment.  Twelve  such  libraries  have  taken  advantage  of 
this  offer  this  year. 

NEW  LIBRARIES.  New  libraries  may  receive  suggestions 
on  organization,  purchase  of  supplies,  equipment,  securing 
library  workers,  book  selection,  etc. 

MISCELLANEOUS.  Established  libraries  may  write  for 
information  regarding  problems  of  classification  and 
cataloguing  of  individual  books,  salary  schedules,  book 
selection,  publicity  aids,  story  hour  helps,  book  talks,  etc. 

SPECIAL  COLLECTIONS 

MOSHER  COLLECTION.  Two  collections  in  the  library 
are  worthy  of  special  note — ^The  Mosher  books  and  the 
Maine  Author  Collection.  For  thirty-two  years  Thomas 
Bird  Mosher  published  in  Portland  reprints  of  "poetry  and 
prose  for  book  lovers,  chosen  from  scarce  editions  and 
sources  not  generally  known."  Two  complete  sets  of  these 
publications  are  in  the  library,  remarkable  evidence  of  one 
Maine  man's  discrimination  not  only  in  selection  of  content, 
but  of  paper,  typography,  press  work  and  binding. 

MAINE  AUTHOR  COLLECTION.  The  Maine  Author 
Collection  is  a  new  venture  for  the  library,  but  already 
three  hundred  books  have  been  obtained  and  all  native- 
born  sons  and  daughters  of  Maine  are  invited  to  send 
autographed  copies  of  their  works  to  make  this  collection 
as  complete  as  possible. 
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There  are  five  hundred  twenty  municipalities  in  the 
state,  and  one  hundred  thirty-five  of  these  support  free 
public  libraries  from  taxation  funds  and  some  of  these  one 
hundred  thirty-five  are  unable  to  serve  their  communities 
adequately.  If  the  people  of  Maine  are  to  have  library 
service  the  state  library  must  give  it  to  them,  and  if  they 
are  to  survive  in  this  modern  civilization,  they  must  have 
information  and  inspiration.  Books  are  the  tools  of  every 
craft — for  the  mechanic  and  laborer  as  well  as  for  the 
student  and  scholar.  Today  as  never  before  is  it  true  that 
knowledge  is  power. 

STUDENTS  AND  LIBRARY 

Among  the  new  things  in  education  is  the  important 
place  the  library  is  taking.  In  Maine  all  the  colleges  and 
many  of  the  high  schools  are  giving  some  instruction  in  the 
use  of  the  Library.  The  real  need  at  this  time  is  instruc- 
tion in  the  upper  grades  and  in  the  high  schools  on  how  to 
find  information. 

Frank  E.  Barrows,  a  prominent  New  York  lawyer,  says : 
Let  us  suppose  that  a  man  of  education  and  intelligence 
but  who  has  not  been  fortunate  enough  to'learn  much  about 
libraries,  wants  to  find  out  what  information  a  library 
contains  along  a  special  line.  He  can  go  to  a  library  and 
get  a  librarian  to  help  him,  but  if  he  looks  for  books  to 
tell  him  about  libraries,  to  tell  him  about  the  special  field 
that  he  is  interested  in  and  how  to  find  out  what  informa- 
tion is  available  in  that  field,  he  will  find  very  little  to  help 
him.  There  are  quite  a  number  of  elementary  books  on 
the  use  of  libraries — I  mean  books  intended  for  public 
libraries,  for  normal  school  teachers,  etc.,  that  tell  you  about 
library  classification  and  general  reference  works,  and  give 
you  a  general  idea  of  what  a  library  is.  But  we  find  very 
little  is  being  done  in  teaching  college  students  about 
libraries — ^things  that  they  ougl;it  to  know  about  libraries  to 
help  them  in  their  work  after  they  graduate ;  and  if  you  go 
to  special  college  courses,  along  special  lines,  such  as 
technical  and  scientific  lines,  you  find  very  little  indeed  is 
being  done  along  this  line. 
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The  surprising  thing  is  that  it  is  possible  for  a  boy  to  go 
through  the  grades,  high  school  and  college  and  get  an 
education  without  learning  something  about  a  library,  and 
how  to  use  it  to  help  in  his  work.  He  learns  in  his  college 
course  the  general  principles  of  his  specialty,  but  he  can 
learn  only  a  little  of  the  vast  amount  of  information  which 
there  is  in  the  written  literature  on  the  subject.  Why 
should  he  not  be  taught  something  about  this  larger  aspect 
of  his  specialty,  something  about  the  general  field  of  the 
literature  along  the  line  of  his  specialty  ? — ^how  to  make  use 
of  that  information  and  if  he  is  not  in  a  position  to  get  it 
himself,  how  to  ascertain  who  can  help  him  get  it, — in  other 
words,  the  special  librarian? 

In  this  connection,  I  would  like  to  quote  a  letter  from 
Miss  R.  B.  Rankin,  President  of  our  New  York  Special 
Libraries  Association :  "Many  users  of  libraries  are  much 
handicapped  on  account  of  this  lack  of  training.  Even  in 
college  and  university  courses  students  are  not  trained  to 
use  technical  books.  Naturally  it  is  quite  difficult  for  the 
librarians  to  overcome  this  lack  of  training  on  the  part  of 
the  university.  I  have  done  library  work  in  universities 
and  normal  schools  and  in  each  place  have  been  much  struck 
by  the  woeful  lack  of  such  training  and  have  made  special 
efforts  to  overcome  it." 

DIRECTOR  OF  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

All  this  emphasizes  the  fact  that  the  time  has  come  when 
library  science,  or  how  to  find  information,  is  an  important 
and  even  a  necessary  part  of  every  educational  system  and 
every  successful  business  administration.  These  conclusions, 
opinions  and  facts  suggest  that  the  time  has  come  for  the 
state  to  take  some  action  that  will  relate  the  children  of 
the  state  to  the  best  books  in  literature,  science  and  business. 
Therefore,  I  advise  adding  to  the  Library  Staff  a  director  of 
school  libraries.  This  director  must  be  a  trained  librarian, 
who  will  visit  the  libraries  and  teach  the  librarians  in  the 
small  libraries  how  to  serve  their  community  through  help- 
ing the  school  teachers  and  training  the  pupils  to  use  the 
library. 
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If  we  are  to  adequately  train  our  young  people  for  life  we 
must  start  farther  back  than  with  the  girls  and  boys  of  the 
high  school.  If  the  librarian  sends  out  to  the  grades,  from 
the  sixth  up,  groups  of  interesting  books,  the  children  begin 
to  feel  that  the  library  is  really  theirs,  and  they  become  eager 
to  use  it.  If  it  is  possible  to  have  the  individual  child 
return  the  books  after  he  has  read  ^-hem,  it  will  cultivate 
a  familiarity  with  the  workings  of  the  library  and  a  friend- 
ship with  the  librarian  which  will  be  a  great  help  when 
these  same  children  enter  the  high  school.  There  will 
always  be  one  place  wh^^e  they  know  what  to  do. 

There  is  special  need  of  interesting  the  teachers  of  the 
rural  schools  in  the  use  of  the  library.  We  need  their 
hearty  co-operation.  If  the  teachers  are  able  to  show  a 
familiarity  with  the  books  in  the  library  it  will  do  much 
toward  making  the  library  popular  with  the  school. 

No  doubt  there  should  be  a  library  in  every  school  build- 
ing. This  is  recognized  and  provided  for  in  all  modern 
high  schools,  and  the  day  will  come  when  this  will  be  true 
of  grade  school  buildings.  Until  that  day  arrives,  there  is 
no  reason  why  the  state  should  not  make  temporary  provis- 
ions through  the  state  library. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

The  duties  of  the  director  of  school  libraries  should 
include  the  following: 

(1)  Outlining  aims,  plans,  and  policies  for  more  and 
better  school  libraries. 

(2)  Addresses  at  teachers'  and  community  meetings. 

(3)  Publication  of  bulletins  of  information  giving 
expert  advice  in  the  various  problems  of  organ- 
izing a  library. 

(4)  Publication  of  lists  of  books  suitable  for  purchase 
and  for  guidance  in  general  reading. 

(5)  Securing  of  data  through  questionnaires  upon 
which  to  base  recommendations,  advice  and  sug- 
gestions. 

(6)  Planning  courses  of  instruction  in  the  use  of 
books  and  libraries. 
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(7)  Correlating  aims  and  plans  for  more  and  better 
library  service  with  the  various  agencies  of  the 
state  department  of  education  and  the  state 
library. 

(8)  To  give  information  and  assist  in  organizing 
school  libraries  in  the  grades  and  high  school. 

(9)  To  bring  the  local  libraries  into  active  relations 
with  the  public  school. 

(10)     Teaching  librarians  and  teachers  how  they  may 

co-operate   in  making  local   libraries  serve  as 

school  libraries. 

There  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Bangor  Public  Library  one 

person  who  devotes  all  her  time  to  school  and  hospital 

library  work.     Mr.  Boyd,  the  Librarian,  informs  me  that 

this  work  has  been  a  decided  success.     Until  this  or  some 

other  plan  is  developed,  the  state  library  should  be  able  to 

organize  the  vsrork  in  the  schools  on  the  request  and  through 

the  aid  of  the  superintendent,  principals  and  teachers.  There 

can  be  no  justification  or  excuse  for  sending  children  out  of 

the  school  system  without  some  knowledge  in  regard  to  the 

way  of  using  the  libraries  in  the  state. 

VALUE  OF  LIBRARY  TO  THE  YOUTH 

There  are  certain  important  steps  that  need  to  be  taken 
in  training  children  to  love  to  read  that  which  is  worth 
while : 

(1)  They  must  be  given  books  to  read  that  they  can 
read  with  pleasure  in  order  to  form  the  reading 
habit. 

(2)  They  must  be  trained  to  form  the  habit  of  read- 
ing for  information.  This  can  be  done  through 
providing  attractive  books  of  travel  to  read  in 
connection  with  the  study  of  geography ;  interest- 
ing biographies  and  historical  stories  in  connec- 
tion with  the  study  of  history;  other  interesting 
books  in  connection  with  the  study  of  geography, 
history,  science,  English  and  other  subjects  taught 
in  school. 

(3)  They  should  read  books  of  an  inspirational  char- 
acter, books  calculated  to  make  them  begin  to 
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think  what  they  are  to  do  in  life,  and  to  arouse  in 

them  a  desire  to  make  the  most  and  the  best  of 

themselves. 

The  books  which  we  read  develop  and  influence  character 

as  much  as  the  companions  with  whom  we  associate.     No 

school,  therefore,  discharges  its  obligation  to  its  pupils  and 

the  public  which  does  not  inculcate  in  its  students  this 

ambition  to  associate  with  the  most  uplifting  factors  in 

civilization — good  books. 

I  wish,  therefore,  to  make  an  urgent  appeal  to  the  school 
authorities  of  each  school  in  the  state,  constantly  to  im- 
prove the  libraries  which  have  already  been  established  and 
to  begin  the  foundations  for  new  libraries  in  those  schools 
in  which  libraries  have  not  yet  been  organized.

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CIRCULATION 


The  detailed  record  which  follows  shows  that  the  number 
of  books  lent  for  the  year  1924-25  was  22,094  and  for  the 
year  1925-26  it  was  25,059.  The  total,  therefore,  for  the 
two  years  was  47,153,  an  increase  over  the  preceding 
biennial  period  of  3,137. 

The  class  which  had  the  largest  circulation  .was 
sociology  which  includes  books  on  government,  education, 
marketing  and  commerce. 
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SHIPPING 


There  were  shipped  to  and  from  the  Library  during  the 
year  1924-25,  by  mail  or  express,  16,960  parcels,  98  films 
and  1358  traveling  libraries;  and  during  the  year  1925-26 
there  were  21,958  parcels,  70  films  and  1400  traveling 
libraries. 

In  addition  to  mail  and  express  shipments  there  were 
about  2,000  state  publications  distributed  personally  to 
members  of  the  legislature,  government  officials  and  private 
individuals. 

A  total  of  47,153  packages  were  handled  by  the  shipping 
clerk  during  the  biennium — an  average  of  73  each  working 
day,  or  one  every  six  minutes. 

ADVERTISING 

Exhibits  of  books  and  posters  were  made  at  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Maine  Teachers  Association  in  1924  and  in 
1925.  Members  of  the  staff  were  in  attendance  to  answer 
questions  and  distribute  printed  information  about  the 
resources  of  the  Library.  A  display  of  books  was  also  made 
at  the  Helping  Teachers'  Conference  in  Castine  during  the 
suminer  session  of  1925. 

LOCALITIES  SERVED 

EHiring  the  year  1924-25  individual  loans  were  made  to 
402  different  localitieis  and  during  the  year  1925-26  to  404 
different  localities. 

The  records  show  that  there  were  109  localities  served 
in  1925-26  which  were  not  served  in  1924-25.  Adding  the 
295  localities  which  were  served  both  years,  we  find  that 
their ej  were  511  different  localities  served  during  the  biennial 
period  covered  by  this  report.

SUMMER  READING  COURSE 

During  the  past  two  years  forty-five  children  have  taken 
the  summer  reading  course  offered  by  the  State  Library 
and  have  passed  the  examinations  successfully.  Three  of 
these  children  have  received  the  BLUE  SEAL,  which  means 
that  instead  of  completing  the  requirements  on  ten  books 
they  read  the  entire  twenty  and  passed  examinations 
thereon. 

The  libraries  undertaking  this  work  during  this  time 
were  Bath,  Gardiner,  Dixfield,  Lewiston,  Machias  and  Rock- 
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land.  The  libraries  at  Bath,  Gardiner  and  Rockland  car- 
ried on  the  course  for  two  years  in  succession  and  the 
children  undertaking  it  in  such  libraries  were  entitled  to 
select  a  choice,  illustrated  edition  of  some  standard  juve- 
nile book  and  present  it  to  the  library  in  the  name  of  the 
reading  course. 

A  satisfactory  completion  pf  this  course  places  consid- 
erable honor  on  the  children  as  it  is  by  no  means  an  easy 
one.  It  is  not  intended  as  a  reading  "club,"  simply  for 
recreation  or  "browsing."  It  is  not  a  course  for  children 
who  have  read  but  little.  For  such  children  we  recommend 
that  the  library  offer  a  simple  reading  club  which  will  lead 
them  up  to  the  reading  required  in  the  course. 

The  Gardiner  Library  has  undertaken  the  course  for  the 
third  year  in  succession  and  fifteen  boys  and  girls  have 
already  completed  the  reading  for  the  eighth  grade  require- 
ment and  passed  examinations  on  the  books  and  received 
certificates. 

LIBRARY  CORRESPONDENCE  COURSE 

The  correspondence  course  which  was  started  three 
years  ago  with  a  limited  number  of  six  has  now  increased 
so  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  accept  as  students  only 
those  who  are  actually  holding  positions  in  libraries.  There 
are  now  twenty-seven  actively  working  on  the  course  and 
several  waiting  to  be  admitted.  Each  one  of  the  number 
in  the  course  at  present  is  either  librarian  or  an  assistant 
in  a  library  in  Maine. 

TRAVELING  LIBRARIES 

The  traveling  library  project  has  journeyed  far  from 
the  days  when  four  sets  went  each  year  into  selected  sta- 
tions to  the  time  when  seven  hundred  sets  have  gone  as  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  to  individuals,  organizations,  communi- 
ties. 

These  collections  of  books  made  up  in  sets  of  twenty-five 
and  fifty  volumes,  are  compiled  to  suit  the  needs  of  old  and 
young,  rich  and  poor,  teachers,  farmers,  parents. 
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Following  are  tables  of  figures  showing  the  actual  work 
of  the  department  with  statements  of  increases  over  a 
period  of  years :

In  addition  to  the  showing  of  a  nearly  double  increase 
in  circulation  during  a  period  of  five  years,  it  is  of  interest 
to  note  the  comparison  in  increases  in  the  various  types  of 
reading  during  the  two  years  last  past;  for  example  the 
increase  of  juvenile  non-fiction  reading  over  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  is  5,749.  This  can  be  accounted  for  readily  by 
the  fact  that  we  have  constantly  strengthened  that  type  of 
literature  in  our  juvenile  sets  as  we  have  found  that 
children  do  not  really  care  whether  a  book  is  "fiction"  or 
"non-fiction" — so  called,  provided  it  is  interesting.  We  make 
no  distinction  in  the  types  of  literature  thus  sent  out,  the 
distinction  being  made  in  our  office  records  only  at  the  time 
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when  the  sets  are  returned  to  us.  It  is  certainly  gratify- 
ing to  note  this  great  increase  but  that  which  gives  even 
more  satisfaction  is  the  fact  that  over  1,000  more  volumes 
of  adult  non-fiction  were  read  in  our  sets  this  year  than  in 
the  year  previous.  This  is  not  due  to  an  increase  in  in- 
clusion of  that  type  of  reading  material,  but  can  be 
accounted  for  only  by  an  actual  increase  in  interest  *in  this 
substantial  writing. 

In  view  of  the  increases  in  the  non-fiction  the  increase 
in  the  fiction  reading  seems  in  no  way  abnormal  and  we 
cannot  help  looking  forward  with  pardonable  eagerness  to 
the  outcome  of  the  records  during  the  two  years  to  follow.

The  State  Library  objectives  are : 

1.  A  strong  central  organization  to  lead  in  library  develop- 
ment through  the  state,  to  supply  additional  book  service  to  local 
libraries  and  to  give  direct  library  privileges  to  individuals  in  com- 
munities without  libraries  until  local  public  library  service  can  be 
developed. 

2.  Adequate  public  library  resources  within  easy  reach  of 
everyone  in  Maine. 

3.  The  establishment  of  district  system  as  a  basis  for  ade- 
quate rural  public  library  service. 

There  are  two  things  the  librarian  recommends: 

1.  More  room  for  the  library. 

2.  The  addition  to  the  library  staflf  of  a  school  librarian. 
The  first  of  these  recommendations,  he  urges  as  an  absolute 

necessity.    Each  of  these  needs  is  discussed  at  length  in  the  report 
and  ought  to  receive  your  careful  consideration. 

STATE  LIBRARY  SERVICE 

State-wide  library  service  is  the  function  of  the  Maine  State 
Library.  It  aids  in  establishing  local  libraries  and  in  developing 
existing  libraries.  It  supplements  their  book  collections  from  its 
larger  resources.  It  gives  direct  book  service  to  communities, 
groups,  and  individuals  until  adequate  local  library  service  can  be 
established.  It  often  advises  or  supervises  school  and  institutional 
libraries.  It  sets  up  a  program  for  library  development  in  the 
state.  Without  such  leadership,  library  progress  would  be  slow 
and  unsystematic. 
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In  the  establishment  of  public  libraries,  the  help  and  guidance 
of  a  state  agency  is  especially  needed  in  order  to  avoid  costly  mis- 
takes. Assistance  is  given  with  a  view  to  creating  and  holding 
community  interest,  securing  tax  support,  selecting  the  best 
books,  installing  simple  methods  of  caring  for  them,  and  choosing 
a  librarian  able  to  take  full  responsibility. 

Consulting  service  is  also  given  to  established  libraries.  The 
field  agent  meets  with  library  boards,  civic  organizations,  and  ad- 
vises and  helps  the  librarian  with  internal  problems  of  library  ad- 
ministration. Help  is  also  extended  through  correspondence, 
through  the  publication  of  a  bulletin,  through  comparative  sta- 
tistics of  public  libraries,  and  through  library  institutes  or  district 
meetings. 

In  Maine,  advisory  powers  only  have  been  given  the  State  Li- 
brary. Some  right  to  set  standards  has  accompanied  the  distri- 
bution of  the  small  state  grants  in  the  New  England  states,  in 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  Delaware,  and  in  four  Cana- 
dian provinces — Ontario,  British  Columbia,  Alberta  and  Sas- 
katchewan. New  York  now  has  broad  powers  in  setting  stand- 
ards. Where  state  certification  is  required,  as  in  California,  Okla- 
homa, Wisconsin,  and  Ohio,  the  head  of  the  state  library  exten- 
sion agency  is  usually  the  ranking  member  of  the  certification 
board.  In  Maine,  state  aid  is  given  to  all  libraries  on  the  basis  of 
ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  granted  by  the  town.  In  addition  the 
State  pays  part  of  the  expenses  of  librarians  attending  the  library 
institutes.  It  also  furnishes  books  to  libraries  which  are  newly 
founded,  when  towns  have  raised  money  for  this  definite  purpose. 

Taking  the  Library  to  the  People.  In  the  old  days  it  was 
thought  that  a  library  fulfilled  its  mission  when  it  gave  assistance 
to  those  who  made  their  wants  known.  This  position  is  no  longer 
tenable.  The  library  must  go  to  the  people.  It  must  let  the 
people  know  what  it  has  on  its  shelves.  It  must  find  out  and  sup- 
ply what  the  public  needs. 

In  harmony  with  this  idea  the  Librarian  has  prepared  and  dis- 
tributed thousands  of  circulars  giving  detailed  information  about 
the  library  and  how  to  use  it,  and  has  made  many  public  addresses 
before  granges,  boards  of  trade,  and  other  public  gatherings,  ex- 
plaining in  detail  the  resources  of  the  library  and  its  ability  to  sup- 
ply every  kind  of  information  dealing  with  the  development  and 
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progress  of  agriculture,  commerce,  industries  of  all  kinds,  as  well 
as  law,  history  and  education. 

Adult  Education.  Adult  education  is  attracting  nation-wide 
attention.  A  few  years  ago  this  demand  led  the  American  Li- 
brary Association  to  publish  the  ^^Reading  with  a  Purpose'* 
booklets  with  suggested  courses  in  reading.  Of  course  this  was 
only  following  an  idea  which  most  progressive  libraries  had  prac- 
ticed for  a  long  time.  The  heart  of  this  adult  education  idea  lies 
in  simply  directing  the  reading  of  busy  people. 

For  years  the  libraries  have  made  a  special  effort  to  direct  the 
reading  of  young  people  and  to  furnish  worth  while  juvenile 
books.  Today  the  same  service  is  offered  to  adults,  who,  because 
of  the  urgent  demands  of  modern  life,  are  no  longer  able  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  ever  changing  thought  of  the  day,  therefore  the 
librarian  must  know  the  literature  covering  every  phase  of  modern 
life  and  be  ready  to  suggest  the  worth  while  books  to  the  carpen- 
ter, doctor,  the  school  teacher,  the  club  woman  or  the  lawyer. 

A  very  important  consideration  in  planning  for  a  Ubrary  is  that 
it  shall  not  be  merely  a  circulating  station  for  the  disbursement  of 
modern  fiction,  but  one  around  which  centers  the  education  of  the 
community;  a  place  where  books  shall  be  available  for  business 
and  professional  men,  club  women,  students,  teachers,  tradesmen, 
workmen;  a  place  where  those  who  are  obliged  to  leave  school  at 
the  age  of  eighteen  or  younger  may  continue  their  education;  a 
place  which  has  a  right  to  ask  for  adequate  support  from  public 
funds  because  of  actual  educational  service  to  the  community. 

What  such  a  library  can  accomplish  depends  almost  entirely 
upon  the  librarian,  supported  by  the  trustees,  an  adequate  book 
stock  and  public  interest.  It  is  necessary  to  have  a  vision  of  the 
kind  of  work  a  library  should  do — the  kind  of  service  a  library 
should  give  to  the  community.  The  librarian  should  be  deter- 
mined to  have  every  citizen  in  town  use  the  library,  regardless  of 
the  amount  of  effort  it  costs. 

Book  Service  For  Local  Libraries.  Direct  book  service  from 
the  State  Library,  to  the  libraries  of  the  state,  is  a  permanent  and 
important  part  of  the  work  of  the  State  Library.  It  supplies  the 
more  unusual  and  expensive  books  which  are  often  urgently 
needed  by  individual  readers,   but  needed  only  occasionally. 
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These  could  not  and  should  not  be  bought  for  each  library.  The 
state  agency  serves  as  a  central  book  reservoir  for  all  the  libraries 
of  the  state;  it  is  actually  an  economy  rather  than  an  additional 
expense.  When  local  public  libraries  cover  the  whole  field,  the 
State  Library  can  devote  full  attention  to  supplementary  service, 
and  more  adequately  meet  the  needs  of  serious  students. 

The  Visiting  Librarian.  The  visiting  librarian  has  become  a 
necessity  of  modem  rural  life.  A  community  without  a  visiting 
librarian  is  crippled  in  its  educational  activities.  The  State  Li- 
brary is  now  sending  its  extension  director  to  all  parts  of  the 
State,  visiting  libraries  and  communities  without  libraries,  seeking 
to  create  an  interest  in  library  work. 

It  will  be  many  years  before  many  of  our  rural  communities  can 
have  library  service  of  their  own.  The  handicaps  of  rural  life  in- 
cident to  market  conditions,  inadequate  transportation  facilities, 
and  high  taxes,  make  it  practically  impossible  for  these  communi- 
ties to  build  or  maintain  libraries.  The  State  through  its  State 
Library,  the  traveling  libraries,  and  a  visiting  librarian,  must  fur- 
nish the  service. 

LIBRARY  EXTENSION 

Library  workers  are  generally  interested  in  library  extension  be- 
cause there  is  an  increasing  demand  especially  among  the  rural 
communities  for  a  tax  supported  library  in  every  town  where 
population  and  valuation  make  it  possible. 

The  cities  and  large  towns  of  Maine  are  for  the  most  part 
favored  with  efficient  library  service.  Beyond  these  however, 
is  the  open  country  where  for  the  most  part  there  is  very  limited 
library  service,  and  many  communities  are  absolutely  without  the 
advantages  of  the  public  library. 

In  the  old  days  the  farmer  was  more  or  less  isolated.  This  con- 
dition is  rapidly  changing.  The  consolidated  school,  the  county 
extension  agents,  the  marketing  organizations,  are  associating  him 
with  large  community  interests.  The  radio,  rural  free  delivery, 
the  telephone,  and  the  phonograph,  keep  him  in  touch  with  what 
is  going  on  in  the  world,  furnish  him  with  market  reports,  tell  him 
about  good  books,  and  bring  him  good  music.  The  good  roads 
and  automobile  are  solving  his  transportation  problems  and  bring- 
ing his  home  into  close  relations  with  the  town. 
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The  fanner  of  the  new  day  with  the  above  contacts  is  seeking  a 
better  chance  in  life  for  his  home  and  his  children.  The  farmer 
wants  his  children  to  be  better  educated,  more  widely  read,  and 
more  efficient  in  their  relations  with  agriculture.  The  public  li- 
brary, the  greatest  of  all  democratic  institutions  now  enjoyed  by 
the  city  and  big  town  people,  must  be  given  to  the  farmer.  Suc- 
cessful farming  not  only  means  efficiency,  but  also  contentment 
and  satisfaction  with  the  things  of  life.  Those  who  have  made  a 
study  of  rural  life  believe  that  the  things  necessary  are  good 
homes,  roads,  churches,  schools,  libraries,  social  and  recreational 
facilities. 

Here  then  is  the  demand  for  library  extension.  The  question 
is,  "Are  the  librarians  sufficiently  informed  and  interested  in  the 
great  problem  of  rural  life  betterment?"  If  so,  it  seems  that  the 
opportunity  is  at  hand  to  render  a  very  necessary  and  worth  while 
service. 

At  the  start,  two  things  are  absolutely  necessary.  First,  a 
method  must  be  devised  which  will  be  practical,  one  which  will 
secure  results.  Second,  we  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the  li- 
brarians in  the  State.  I  think  we  have  found  a  method  by  which 
we  can  make  at  least  a  start  in  our  campaign. 

In  the  West  a  system  of  county  libraries,  serving  as  centers  for 
the  distribution  of  books  has  been  established.  .  In  New  England 
where  we  have  a  town  form  of  government,  it  is  doubtful  if  the 
county  library  system  can  be  used  to  advantage. 


THE  DISTRICT  SYSTEM 

In  Maine  we  have  adopted  an  extension  plan  known  as  the 
District  System,  using  the  city  or  large  town  library  as  the  natural 
center  of  a  local  area.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  induce  the  sur- 
rounding towns  to  vote  an  appropriation  to  such  a  central  li- 
brary, in  return  for  which  the  people  of  the  town  are  to  have  the 
free  use  of  the  neighboring  library  and  the  service  of  the  staflf  and 
may  also  have  collections  of  books  sent  to  each  community  cen- 
ter. For  instance,  the  towns  of  Dresden,  Farmingdale,  Pittston, 
and  Randolph,  are  being  served  by  the  library  of  the  city  of  Gar- 
diner through  this  plan  of  organization. 
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This  form  of  service  is  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  1925,  Chap- 
ter 175,  Section  30.    The  law  reads: 

Any  town  may  raise  and  appropriate  annually  a  sum  of  money  not 
exceeding  the  legal  limit  established  for  maintaining  free  libraries  ^  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  to  its  inhabitants  the  free  use  of  a  library  lo- 
cated in  adjoining  towns.  Section  31  of  the  same  chapter  reads: 
Two  or  more  adjacent  towns  may  unite  in  establishing  and  main- 
taining a  free  public  library  with  branches  thereof  in  each  town  for  the 
free  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

DIRECTOR  OF  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

The  committee  on  library  extension  of  the  American  Library 
Association  in  their  last  report  devoted  a  chapter  to  the  discussion 
of  the  library  in  the  public  school.  In  this  report  they  say  that 
the  specialized  service  of  the  well  organized  city  school  library — a 
book  laboratory  for  every  department  of  instruction — ^is  outside 
the  scope  of  public  library  extension.  But  the  rural  or  village 
school  library  is  often  suggested  as  a  source  of  general  reading 
matter,  in  the  absence  of  any  other. 

School  laws  require  school  libraries  in  fourteen  states,  permit 
expenditure  of  public  funds  for  them  in  sixteen,  permit  such  ex- 
penditure only  to  supplement  the  use  of  funds  raised  privately,  in 
seven.  There  is  no  legal  provision  in  eleven  states,  but  require- 
ment is  by  state  standards  in  all  but  five. 

Financial  Provision.  A  fundamental  difficulty  is  that  other 
school  needs  are  pressing  and  tax  receipts  often  inadequate.  The 
school  library  is  apt  to  be  neglected  unless  specific  financial  pro- 
vision is  n:ade  for  it.  State  aid  is  given  in  fourteen  states  and  all 
the  Canadian  provinces  except  Quebec;  for  example,  20^  per  child 
in  Wisconsin,  $20.00  for  each  teacher  in  Minnesota,  up  to  $40.00 
per  building  (provided  the  district  appropriates  the  same  amount.) 
In  other  states  the  districts  are  required  to  spend  a  fixed  amount 
annually  from  their  regular  school  funds:  in  California,  not  less 
than  $25.00  per  teacher,  in  Iowa  from  5ff  to  15^  per  child,  in  Kan- 
sas and  Nevada,  at  least  $5.00  per  teacher.  But  in  many  of  the 
st£^tes  the  school  library  is  entirely  dependent  upon  money  raised 
by  the  students  or  by  the  Parent  Teacher  Association.  The  li- 
brary is  still  considered  an  extra,  not  **an  integral  part  of  educa- 
tion." 
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The  most  eflfective  help,  that  of  a  state  school  Ubrary  speciaUst, 
is  given  in  eight  states — Indiana,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  New 
York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee,  and  Wisconsin.  We  con- 
fidently expect  that  great  progress  would  be  made  if  the  State  Li- 
brary had  a  school  librarian  on  its  staff  who  could  instruct  a 
teacher  librarian  in  the  care  and  use  of  books.  The  situation  is 
undoubtedly  improving.  More  careful  supervision  is  raising 
rural  school  standards.  Emphasis  on  silent  rather  than  oral 
reading  and  other  new  teaching  methods  make  books  more  neces- 
sary. In  many  other  states  the  Parent  Teacher  Association  is  de- 
voting interest,  time,  money,  to  the  cause.  The  rural  school  li- 
brary is  on  the  upward  path. 

The  Library  in  the  Public  School.  Among  the  new  things  in 
education  is  the  important  place  the  library  is  taking.  In  Maine 
all  the  colleges  and  many  of  the  high  schools  are  giving  some  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  the  library.  The  real  need  at  this  time  is 
instruction  in  the  upper  grades  and  in  the  high  schools  on  how  to 
find  information. 

The  rural  school  is  rapidly  taking  the  center  of  the  stage  in  edu- 
cational discussions.  We  have  long  pointed  with  pride  to  the 
country  boy  and  girl  in  American  life  as  possessing  in  unusual  de- 
gree the  elements  of  success.  It  is  a  question  if  this  is  true  in  our 
State  today.  On  the  other  hand  the  State  through  its  Depart- 
ment of  Education  is  making  a  notable  contribution  by  its  pioneer 
work  of  training  "helping  teachers.^' 

There  are  certain  important  steps  which  need  to  be  taken  in 
training  children  to  love  to  read  that  which  is  worth  while :  they 
must  be  given  books  to  read  which  they  can  read  with  pleasure,  in 
order  to  form  the  reading  habit ;  they  must  be  trained  to  form  the 
habit  of  reading  for  information.  This  can  be  done  through  pro- 
viding attractive  books  of  travel  to  read  in  connection  with  the 
study  of  geography;  interesting  biographies  and  historical  stories 
in  connection  with  the  study  of  history;  other  interesting  books 
in  connection  with  the  study  of  history,  geography,  science,  Eng- 
lish, and  other  subjects  taught  in  school;  they  should  read  books 
of  an  inspirational  character,  books  calculated  to  make  them  be- 
gin to  think  what  they  are  to  do  in  life,  and  to  arouse  in  them  a 
desire  to  make  the  most  and  the  best  of  themselves. 

The  books  which  we  read  develop  and  influence  character  as 
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much  as  the  companions  with  whom  we  associate.  No  school, 
therefore,  discharges  its  obUgation  to  its  pupils  and  the  public 
which  does  not  inculcate  in  its  students  this  ambition  to  associate 
with  the  most  uplifting  factors  in   civiUzation — good  books. 

All  this  emphasizes  the  fact  that  the  time  has  come  when  library 
science,  the  art  of  making  information  available,  is  an  important 
and  even  a  necessary  part  of  every  educational  system  and  every 
successful  business  administration.  These  conclusions,  opinions 
and  facts  suggest  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  state  to  take  some 
action  which  will  relate  the  children  of  the  state  to  the  best  books 
in  literature,  science  and  business.  Therefore,  I  advise  adding  to 
the  library  staflf  a  director  of  school  libraries.  This  director  must 
be  a  trained  librarian,  who  will  visit  the  libraries  and  teach  the 
librarians  in  the  small  libraries  how  to  serve  their  community 
through  helping  the  school  teachers  and  training  the  pupils  to  use 
the  library. 

If  we  are  to  adequately  train  our  young  people  for  life  we  must 
start  farther  back  than  with  the  girls  and  boys  of  the  high  school. 
If  the  librarian  sends  out  to  the  grades,  from  the  sixth  up,  groups 
of  interesting  books,  the  children  begin  to  feel  that  the  library  is 
really  theirs,  and  they  become  eager  to  use  it.  If  it  is  possible  to 
have  the  individual  child  return  the  books  after  he  has  read  them, 
it  will  cultivate  a  familiarity  with  the  workings  of  the  library  and 
a  friendship  with  the  librarian  which  will  be  a  great  help  when 
these  same  children  enter  the  high  school.  The  library  will  always 
be  one  place  where  they  stand  on  firm  ground. 

There  is  special  need  of  interesting  the  teachers  of  the  rural 
schools  in  the  use  of  the  library.  We  need  their  hearty  coopera- 
tion. If  the  teachers  are  able  to  show  a  familiarity  with  the  books 
in  the  library  it  will  do  much  toward  making  the  library  popular 
with  the  school. 

No  doubt  there  should  be  a  library  in  every  school  building. 
This  is  recognized  and  provided  for  in  all  modern  high  schools,  and 
the  day  will  come  when  this  will  be  true  of  grade  school  buildings. 
Until  that  day  arrives,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  state  should  not 
make  temporary  provisions  through  the  state  library. 

The  duties  of  the  director  of  school  libraries  should  include  the 
following: 
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1.  Outlining  aims,  plans,  and  policies  for  more  and  better 
school  libraries. 

2.  Addresses  at  teachers'  and  community  meetings. 

3.  Publication  of  bulletins  of  information  giving  expert  ad- 
vice in  the  various  problems  of  organizing  a  library. 

4.  Publication  of  lists  of  books  suitable  for  purchase  and  for 
guidance  in  general  reading. 

5.  Securing  of  data  through  questionnaires  upon  which  to 
base  recommendations,  advice  and  suggestions. 

6.  Planning  courses  of  instruction  in  the  use  of  books  and 
libraries. 

7.  Correlating  aims  and  plans  for  more  and  better  library 
service  with  the  various  agencies  of  the  state  department 
of  education  and  the  state  library. 

8.  To  give  information  and  assist  in  organizing  school  li- 
braries in  the  grades  and  high  school. 

9.  To  bring  the  local  libraries  into  active  relations  with  the 
pubUc  school. 

10.     Teaching  librarians  and  teachers  how  they  may  cooperate 
in  making  local  libraries  serve  as  school  libraries. 

There  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Bangor  Public  Library  one  person 
who  devotes  full  time  to  school  and  hospital  library  work.  Mr. 
Boyd,  the  Librarian,  informs  me  that  this  work  has  been  a  decided 
success  and  is  continually  expanding.  Until  this  or  some  other 
plan  is  developed,  the  state  library  should  be  able  to  organize  the 
work  in  the  schools  on  the  request  and  through  the  aid  of  the  su- 
perintendent, principals,  and  teachers.  There  can  be  no  justifica- 
tion or  excuse  for  sending  children  out  of  the  school  system  with- 
out some  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  way  of  using  the  libraries  in 
the  state. 

DEMAND  FOR  TRAINED  LIBRARIANS 

An  important  tendency  in  the  library  world  is  the  demand  for 
trained  librarians.  The  time  has  come  when  the  library  can  no 
longer  fill  its  place  in  the  community  or  carry  on  its  educational 
plan  unless  the  librarian  comes  to  the  work  with  careful  prepara- 
tion. In  most  of  our  states  there  are  a  large  number  of  libraries 
which  do  not  have  librarians  who  have  been  properly  trained  in 
library  methods. 
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A  serious  difficulty  in  connection  with  securing  suitably 
equipped  librarians  in  Maine  is  that  a  large  number  of  towns  can- 
not, or  do  not,  pay  a  salary  which  will  command  the  services  of  a 
Ubrary  school  graduate.  By  far  the  largest  number  of  libraries 
are  in  what  might  be  called  the  small  town  library  class,  where  the 
librarian  has  at  most  only  one  or  two  assistants,  and  salaries  are 
almost  negligible.  In  Maine,  the  State  Library  is  trying  to  solve 
the  problem  of  technical  training  for  its  librarians  through  cor- 
respondence courses  and  library  institutes  where  the  simpler 
methods  of  library  work  are  taught. 

The  importance  of  technical  training  does  not  minimize  the 
necessity  of  a  knowledge  of  books,  their  authors  and  contents. 
Every  librarian  should  be,  must  be,  well  read.  In  the  old  days, 
librarians  were  book  lovers  and  critical  scholars;  it  was  this  type 
of  men  who  organized  and  fostered  library  work.  Today,  the 
value  of  a  cultural  background  for  a  librarian  must  not  be  over- 
looked. The  more  persons,  graduates  of  colleges  and  universities, 
who  can  be  attracted  to  the  library  field,  the  better  for  the  reading 
public. 

MORE  ROOM  FOR  BOOKS 

A  problem  that  must  receive  your  immediate  attention  is 
where  we  are  to  put  the  10,000  volumes  which  will  come  to  the 
library  during  the  next  two  years.  Every  available  shelf  space  is 
now  in  use.  I  invite  you  to  visit  the  library  and  see  conditions  as 
they  exist. 

The  capacity  of  the  main  room,  with  its  furnishings  at  the 
present  time,  is  approximately  seventy  thousand  volumes.  There 
are  shelved  in  a  store  house  outside  the  capitol  building  about 
seventy  thousand  volumes. 

With  available  space  filled  to  full  capacity,  with  more  than 
half  our  books  stored  in  locations  not  easily  accessible  and  with  a 
collection  growing  rapidly  in  size  and  increasing  in  usefulness 
each  year,  the  Library  has  come  to  the  point  where  its  efficiency 
is  vitally  impaired  and  its  development  nearly  at  a  standstill. 

We  have,  here  in  Maine,  conditions  which  are  peculiar  to  our- 
selves; an  area  relatively  sparsely  settled,  with  no  great  cities,  no 
large  universities  or  endowments  to  gather  enormous  collections 
of  books.  The  great  majority  of  our  people  must  depend  on  the 
State  Library  for  technical  and  special  books,  because  this  is  ab- 
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solutely  the  only  library  which  can  meet  their  needs.  Destiny 
seems  to  point  to  the  State  Library  as  the  one  great  library  of  the 
state. 

The  present  conditions  as  outlined  demand  immediate  action. 
You  can  do  one  of  three  things. 

First:  Erect  a  new  building  directly  west  of  the  present  capitol 
on  land  now  owned  by  the  state.  A  State  Library  should  be  con- 
venient to  the  capitol,  of  a  style  of  architecture  that  is  harmonious 
with  it,  so  constructed  as  to  house  all  material  belonging  to  it  for  a 
considerable  period  of  years  to  come,  and  yet  planned  to  allow 
indefinite  future  extension  without  destroying  the  proportions. 

Second:  Increase  the  size  of  the  present  State  House.  This 
second  solution  is  not  only  the  practical  but  the  economical  one : 
to  extend  a  wing  to  the  rear  of  the  capitol  in  harmony  with  the 
design  of  the  present  building.  This  wing  should  be  designed  by 
the  best  library  architect  and  should  be  provided  with  the  most 
modern  library  equipment.  It  should  be  a  home  for  all  the  li- 
brary activities  of  the  State,  and  the  public  documents  now  en- 
trusted to  the  State  Library  for  distribution  or  preservation. 
This  library  wing  should  release  enough  oiBce  space  to  provide 
satisfactory  quarters  for  the  present  overcrowded  conditions  of 
the  State  House. 

Third:  Double  stack  the  present  library.  This  would  provide 
for  an  additional  fifty-one  thousand  volumes.  This  would  be  only 
a  temporary  solution  and  it  is  a  question  if  the  expenditure  would 
be  justified.  However,  this  legislature  ought  not  to  adjourn  with- 
out taking  some  action  in  this  matter.  If  you  believe  financial 
conditions  do  not  warrant  the  extension  in  the  rear  of  the  present 
building,  then  I  advise  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  double 
stack  the  present  library.

CIRCULATION 

The  records  show  that  the  number  of  books  lent  by  the  State 
Library  and  the  traveling  library  for  the  year  1926-27  was  48,039, 
and  for  the  year  1927-28,  49,797.  The  types  of  books  which  had 
the  largest  circulation  were  literature,  and  sociology  which  in- 
cludes books  on  government,  education,  marketing  and  com- 
merce. 
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SHIPPING 

There  were  shipped  to  and  from  the  Library  during  the  year 
1926-27,  by  mail  or  express,  15,199  parcels,  48  films  and  1450 
traveling  libraries;  and  during  the  year  1927-28  there  were  21,212 
parcels,  12  films  and   1582  traveling  libraries. 

About  2,000  state  publications  were  distributed  personally  to 
legislative  members,  government  officials  and  private  individuals. 

BINDING  AND  REBINDING 

During  the  year  1926-27,  22  volumes  of  current  newspapers  and 
299  volumes  of  current  magazines  were  bound  for  the  permanent 
files.    Ill  books  were  rebound  and  mended. 

In  1927-28,  105  volumes  of  newspapers  and  398  volumes  of 
magazines  were  bound,  and  476  books  were  rebound  and  repaired. 

ADVERTISING 

The  State  Library  advertises  systematically  and  continuously 
in  the  following  definite  ways: 

A  descriptive  leaflet  is  enclosed  in  each  letter  mailed  from  the 
library. 

The  Maine  Library  Bulletin,  published  each  quarter,  is  sent  to 
trustees,  librarians,  libraries  and  to  individuals  requesting  it. 
This  publication  contains  items  of  interest  about  Maine,  feature 
articles  about  Maine  and  Maine  people,  news  of  Maine  libraries 
and  a  list  of  the  books  added  to  the  State  Library  during  the  pre- 
ceding three  months. 

Letters  are  sent  out  to  Sunday  School  and  Public  School  Super- 
intendents, to  summer  camps  and  hotels,  to  Grange  Lecturers,  Boy 
Scout  leaders,  ministers  and  other  groups  of  people,  telling  them 
of  books  available  through  the  individual  loan  and  traveling  li- 
brary service. 

Much  advertising  is  done  in  the  Press  and  talks  are  given  by  the 
Librarian  before  clubs.  Boards  of  Trade,  groups  of  teachers,  stu- 
dents, business  men,  etc. 

The  attention  of  the  librarians  is  constantly  called  to  the  re- 
sources of  the  State  Library  available  for  supplementary  material, 
through  the  Ubrary  institutes  and  visits  of  the  Ubrary  visitor  who 
is  a  member  of  the  staff. 
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Exhibits  of  books  and  posters  are  made  at  the  annual  meetings 
of  the  Maine  State  Teachers'  Association,  each  fall.  Members  of 
the  staff  are  in  attendance  at  that  time  to  answer  questions,  lend 
books  and  distribute  information  about  the  hbrary.  A  display  <Jf 
traveUng  hbrary  books  is  sent  each  summer  to  the  Conference  of 
Helping  Teachers  at  Castine. 

Special  exhibits  during  the  period  from  1926-1928  were  held  at 
the  Presque  Isle,  Bangor,  Waterville  and  Lewiston  State  Fairs. 
A  large  exhibit  showing  our  methods  of  pubUcity  was  presented 
at  the  Conference  of  the  All  New  England  Libraries,  held  in  Port- 
land, June,  1928.  This  display  attracted  much  attention  and 
comment  among  the  four  hundred  and  fifty  librarians  present 
from  all  parts  of  New  England. 

Three  large  pamphlet  binders  were  prepared  and  sent  the  Amer- 
ican Library  Association  Conference  at  West  Baden  containing  all 
the  forms  used  by  the  State  Library.  These  were  shown  in  three 
separate  lots,  one  containing  all  forms  used  in  the  traveUng  li- 
brary division,  one  all  forms  used  in  the  individual  loan  division 
and  one  showing  samples  of  all  publicity  leaflets,  folders,  booklets, 
etc.,  distributed  by  the  library.  The  form  letters  shown  in  these 
binders  were  compiled  to  show  a  model,  typical  request  from  an 
imaginary  borrower  and  all  the  replies  incident  to  the  filUng  of 
such  a  request. 

CLIPPING  BUREAU 

A  valuable  addition  to  the  Library's  sources  of  information  is 
the  newspaper  clipping  bureau  which  has  been  in  operation  since 
May,  1927.  The  bureau  was  created  to  meet  the  demand  for  up- 
to-the-minute  material  which  has  great  current  value  but  is  not 
available  in  books  and  magazines.  The  newspaper  has  come  to 
have  a  recognized  standing  as  a  medium  of  reliable  and  accurate 
information,  and  the  use  of  newspaper  articles  in  many  forms  of 
enterprise  is  now  very  general. 

The  range  of  subjects  covered  at  present  by  the  Library  cUp- 
ping  bureau  includes  primarily  those  which  relate  to  Maine,  but 
some  attention  has  been  paid  to  New  England  as  a  unit,  and  some 
clippings  on  general  subjects  have  been  made.  All  Maine  news- 
papers, daily,  weekly  and  Sunday,  are  received  and  cUpped,  to- 
gether with  a  few  selected  papers  from  outside  of  Maine. 

The  material  is  arranged  in  specially  designed  files  and  each 
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clipping  is  marked  with  the  date  of  publication,  and  the  name  of 
the  paper  from  which  it  is  taken  is  indicated.  The  clippings  are 
available  to  the  several  State  departments  and  to  the  general 
j^ublic  on  loan  in  the  same  manner  as  books  from  the  Library 
proper.  Suggestions  are  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  depart- 
ments as  to  special  subjects  which  they  desire  clipped.  The  ex- 
ecutive department  and  the  Maine  Development  Commission  in 
particular  have  made  very  frequent  use  of  the  bureau^s  resources 
for  data  which  would  not  otherwise  have  been  readily  procurable. 

Among  the  topics  covered  by  the  bureau  as  relating  especially 
to  Maine  are  agriculture,  business,  electricity,  fish  and  game,  avi- 
ation, education,  highways,  forestry,  industries,  hotels,  literature, 
publicity,  shipping,  prohibition,  water  power,  social  welfare,  poli- 
tics, art,  music,  radio,  theatres  and  finance. 

While  a  part  of  the  material  is  of  comparatively  temporary 
value,  much  of  it  is  of  permanent  worth  and  will  become  of  in- 
creasing value  among  the  Library^s  assets.  Articles  on  Maine 
history,  art,  literature  and  about  men  and  women  who  have  gone 
from  this  State  to  achieve  distinction  elsewhere  are  examples. 

In  addition  to  its  regular  functions,  the  clipping  bureau  has  re- 
cently been  of  service  to  the  legislative  recess  committee  investi- 
gating the  subject  of  old  age  pensions. 

The  bureau  had  the  active  cooperation  of  the  executive  depart- 
ment in  its  creative  stage,  and  because  the  Library  funds  were  not 
sufficient  to  carry  it,  it  has  been  maintained  jointly  by  the  Library 
and  the  executive  department.  To  continue  this  bureau,  an  ad- 
ditional appropriation  must  be  added  to  the  library  appropriation 
for  salaries. 

LOCALITIES  SERVED 

During  the  year  1926-27  individual  loans  were  made  to  436 
locaUties,  and  during  the  year  1927-28  to  422  different  localities. 

The  records  show  that  there  were  107  localities  served  in  1927- 
28  which  were  not  served  in  1926-27.  Adding  the  localities  which 
were  served  both  years  we  find  that  there  were  511  different  local- 
ities served  during  the  biennial  period  covered  by  this  report.

STATE  AID  TO  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES 

The  Library  Law  of  the  State  of  Maine  allows  a  city,  town  or 
village  corporation  to  raise  whatever  sum  of  money  is  agreed 
upon,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  library.  Money  may  also  be  given 
toward  the  support  of  a  library  in  an  adjoining  town  in  order  that 
the  citizens  in  a  place  having  no  library  may  enjoy  the  benefits  of 
one.  The  law  is  particularly  liberal  in  that  it  places  no  limit  on 
the  sum  which  may  be  raised. 

As  the  "library  idea^'  grows  and  the  need  and  usefulness  of  such 
an  institution  becomes  more  and  more  apparent,  appropriations 
made  by  cities  and  towns  increase  substantially.  This  has  hap- 
pened in  Maine  until  the  sum  which  the  Legislature  provides  for 
the  payment  of  a  stipend  based  on  appropriations  made  by  towns 
for  this  purpose,  has  become  entirely  inadequate  necessitatinga  re- 
duction in  the  per  cent  payable.  This  does  not  aflfect  any  cities  or 
towns  which  raise  a  sum  over  $5,000  as  the  law  limits  the  payment 
of  any  stipend  in  excess  of  $500,  regardless  of  the  amount  appro- 
priated by  the  municipality,  but  it  does  become  rather  a  hardship 
to  some  of  the  smaller  libraries  which  need  every  cent  possible  for 
the  purchase  of  books.  We  commend  the  increasing  appropria- 
tions but  regret  the  necessary  curtailing  of  the  stipend  paid.

SUMMER  READING  COURSE 

The  title  of  this  course  is  somewhat  misleading  as  it  may  be 
taken  at  any  time  in  the  year  but  originally  it  was  ofiFered  to 
school  children  through  the  public  Ubraries  and  summer  seemed  to 
be  the  best  time  to  undertake  such  a  course.  It  is  not  limited  to 
use  through  a  public  library  but  may  be  conducted  by  any 
teacher  or  individual  who  may  wish  to  assume  the  supervision  of 
one  or  more  children  following  the  reading.  The  books  are  fur- 
nished by  the  State  Library  and  consist  of  special  editions  which 
are  required  for  the  course.  Certificates  are  ofiFered  to  those 
reading  each  of  the  books  on  the  list. 

CORRESPONDENCE   COURSE 

The  library  offers  a  correspondence  course  in  library  science  to 
workers  actually  engaged  in  work  in  a  library  in  the  state.  This 
course  covers  a  variety  of  subjects,  including  reference,  classifi- 
cation, periodicals,  simple  cataloguing  and  a  great  deal  of  general 
reading.  Those  entering  the  course  are  required  to  attend  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Maine  Library  Association,  a  Round  Table  conference 
offered  by  the  State  Library,  visit  some  one  approved  Ubrary  and 
work  at  least  one  week  at  the  State  Library,  before  taking  the 
examination  and  completing  the  work.  The  course  ofiFers  no 
guarantee  of  a  position  but  there  is  sufficient  change,  from  time  to 
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time  in  positions  in  the  smaller  libraries  so  that  there  is  a  reason- 
able expectation  for  opportunity  to  benefit  by  the  completion  of 
this  work. 

APPRENTICES  IN  STATE  LIBRARY 

A  feature  of  the  work  which  has  developed  from  a  small  begin- 
ning is  that  of  training  apprentices  in  the  State  Library.  When 
this  work  first  started  entry  was  limited  to  one  person  at  a  time 
for  a  short  period  of  six  months  or  less.  During  the  past  two 
years  there  have  been  two  apprentices  at  a  time  for  a  period  of  ten 
or  twelve  months.  Such  an  arrangement  gives  opportunity  for 
more  detailed  acquaintance  with  all  the  departments  of  the  li- 
brary, as  the  apprentices  work  several  weeks  in  turn  under  direc- 
tion in  each  department  or  else  their  time  is  divided  among  the 
departments  for  an  hour  at  a  time  each  day.  In  either  case  they 
remain  long  enough  to  get  a  definite  amount  of  training.  At  the 
same  time  they  study  a  regular  course  in  library  science  under  the 
direction  of  the  assistant  librarian.  These  apprentices  receive  no 
salary. 

TRAVELING  LIBRARIES 

The  circulation  of  traveling  library  sets  is  increasing  in  a  normal 
and  very  gratifying  way.  Continued  and  systematic  advertising 
proves  to  be  effective  as  shown  by  a  tendency  in  the  circulation, 
to  waver  with  discontinuance  of  advertising  at  any  point.  We 
feel  that  there  should  be  more  extensive  use  of  the  adult  sets  made 
by  people  in  remote  communities.  Special  travel  and  study  club 
collections  are  in  constant  demand  but  the  sets  containing  general 
literature  do  not  circulate  in  proportion  to  the  others.  Juvenile 
collections  cannot  be  supplied  in  the  quantities  desired  and  it  has 
been  necessary  to  place  a  limit  on  their  circulation  by  restricting 
the  sending  of  them  to  towns  where  there  are  free  public  libraries, 
until  all  other  communities  are  supplied. 

These  traveling  libraries  provide  to  people  remote  from  library 
centers,  the  opportunity  to  read  the  best  of  literature  including 
biography,  science,  history,  modern  fiction  and  also  the  finest  of 
juvenile  Uterature  in  best  illustrated  form  for  the   children. 

The  traveling  libraries  provide  for  small  public  libraries  an  op- 
portunity to  secure  fifty  books  by  the  payment  of  a  slight  trans- 
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portation  fee  of  $2.50  instead  of  a  sum  equal  to  at  the  very  least 
$2.00  a  volume,  thus  releasing  book  funds  for  the  purchase  of 
reference  and  other  more  permanent  material. 

The  matter  of  securing  complete  circulation  records  for  the 
traveling  libraries  is  one  which  is  very  difficult  and  we  are  continu- 
ally making  efiForts  for  cooperation  on  the  part  of  patrons  in  pre- 
senting full  returns  showing  the  actual  use  of  the  books  which  we 
send  out.  A  record  of  books  used  may  seem  needless  to  one  asked 
to  keep  it  in  connection  with  one  set  of  books,  but  when  that  one 
set  is  multiplied  by  nearly  800  sent  out  through  the  state,  it  is 
easily  seen  that  the  information  becomes  very  important  for  pur- 
poses of  comparison.  It  is  the  only  way  by  which  the  value  of 
this  book  service  to  our  citizens  can  be  judged,  and  the  only 
method  by  which  our  work  can  be  compared  with  that  of  other 
states,  along  this  line. 

Books  in  the  traveling  libraries  are  selected  with  a  view  to  the 
needs  of  the  general  reader  and  the  general  hterature  included  is 
the  "Readable"  kind, — books  of  popular  science,  biography  and 
history.  Juvenile  books  are  selected  from  the  finest  of  standard 
children's  literature  and  the  editions  are  those  which  most  attract 
through  pictures,  print  and  general  make-up.  Our  aim  in  the 
selection  of  this  literature  is  to  lead  children  to  enjoy  books.  The 
following  tables  show  the  circulation  of  traveling  library  books  for 
the  years  1926-28.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Maine: 

In  accordance  with  the  law  which  requires  the  State 
Librarian  to  report  biennially  to  the  Legislature  on  or  before 
February  first,  I  herewith  submit  my  biennial  report. 

HENRY  E.  DUNNACK,  Librarian. 

The  years  1928-29  show  substantial  advancement  in  the 
growth  and  usefulness  of  the  Maine  State  Library.  The 
statistics  included  in  this  report  give  a  record  of  unusual 
service  to  the  people  of  Maine,  which  has  been  established 
by  the  esprit  de  corps  of  the  staff.  Our  facilities  for  giving 
information  on  all  subjects  are  increasing.  We  are  con- 
stantly strengthening  the  special  reference  collection.  That 
this  service  is  appreciated  is  evident  from  the  constantly 
increasing  circulation,  and  from  the  increasing  number  of 
research  workers  and  students  who  make  use  of  the  library. 

The  people  in  Maine  are  reading  more  and  better  books 
every  year.  In  the  past  two  years  the  State  Library  has  sent 
out  more  books  than  in  the  preceding  two  years.  The 
figures  for  the  past  two  years  were  204,028;  for  the  preceding 
two  years,  178,927,  an  increase  of  25,101.  The  number  of 
non-fiction  books  sent  out  were  27,118  for  1928-29,  and 
27,436  for  1929-30.  Most  of  the  non-fiction  books  circulated 
deal  with  agriculture,  education,  philosophy,  religion,  science, 
mechanics,  fine  arts,  literature,  history,  travel  and  biography. 

Maine  is  a  rural  state.  She  has  two  hundred  towns 
without  public  libraries.  The  people  of  these  towns  depend 
on  the  State  Library  for  their  books.  The  financial  condi- 
tion of  these  towns  will  make  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
for  years  to  come  to  provide  libraries  for  these  people;  there- 
fore, it  seems  to  be  a  wise  policy  for  the  state  to  see  that  the 
youth  of  these  towns  have  the  opportunity  to  secure  infor- 
mational books.  Seventy  per  cent  of  our  boys  and  girls 
finish  their  school  life  in  the  grade  schools.  It  is,  therefore, 
only  through  reading  worth-while  books  that  they  can  fit 
themselves  for  the  responsibilities  of  citizenship  and  prepare 
themselves  to  earn  a  living. 
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Popular  book  reviews,  methods  of  advertising  by  pub- 
lishers and  booksellers,  radio,  the  movies,  and  the  desire  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  advance  of  science,  the  mechanical 
arts,  changing  economic  ideas,  and  market  conditions  create 
an  ever  growing  demand  for  new  books. 

Today  most  industries  are  centralizing  and  becoming 
increasingly  complex  in  their  organizations  and  relations 
with  other  industries.  It  is  necessary  for  manufacturers, 
bankers  and  lawyers  to  keep  in  touch  with  changing  methods, 
transportation  and  markets,  therefore,  the  State  Library  is 
buying  the  most  useful  books,  the  most  important  business 
and  financial  magazines. 

TAKING  THE  LIBRARY  TO  THE  PEOPLE 

In  the  old  days  it  was  thought  that  a  library  fulfilled  its 
mission  when  it  gave  assistance  to  those  who  made  their 
wants  known.  This  position  is  no  longer  tenable.  The 
library  must  go  to  the  people.  It  must  let  the  people  know 
what  it  has  on  its  shelves.  It  must  find  Out  and  supply 
what  the  public  needs. 

Recently  there  was  published  "Books:  Their  Place  in 
a  Democracy,"  by  R.  L.  Duffus.  This  book  is  the  result  of 
a  study  undertaken  for  the  Carnegie  Foundation.  Follow- 
ing are  some  of  the  facts  to  which  Dr.  Duffus  calls  our 
attention: 

L  With  a  population  of  130,000,000  in  the  United 
States,  the  sale  of  100,000  copies  of  a  book  is  unusual. 

2.  The  average  American  buys  only  two  books  each 
year. 

3.  The  average  American  who  buys  two  books  may 
secure  from  a  rental  library  two  books  and  perhaps 
he  reads  two  which  he  borrows,  bringing  his  total 
up  to  six  a  year. 

4.  The  national  bill  for  soft  drinks  is  eleven  times  as 
large  as  the  public  library  bill,  which  is  $150,000,000; 
the  radio  bill  twelve  and  one-half  times  as  large;  the 
moving  picture  bill  twenty-two  times  as  large;  and 
the  candy  bill  twenty-eight  times  as  large. 
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Dr.  Duffus  thinks  we  must  socialize,  libraries;  that  we 
must  take  the  library  to  the  people  who  do  not  have  the 
reading  habit.  "Almost  any  American  community  will  read 
books  if  exposed  to  them."  The  Maine  State  Library  is 
doing  this  very  thing  and  wants  your  help  and  a  little  more 
money  to  increase  this  kind  of  work. 

State-wide  library  service  is  the  special  function  of  the 
Maine  State  Library.  It  aids  in  establishing  local  libraries 
and  in  developing  existing  libraries.  It  supplements  their 
book  collections  from  its  larger  resources.  It  gives  direct 
book  service  to  communities,  groups,  and  individuals.  It 
advises  school  and  institutional  libraries.  It  sets  up  a  pro- 
gram for  library  development  in  the  state.  Without  such 
leadership,  library  progress  would  be  slow  and  unsystematic. 

In  the  establishment  of  public  libraries,  the  help  and 
guidance  of  a  state  agency  is  especially  needed  in  order  to 
avoid  costly  mistakes.  Assistance  is  given  with  a  view  to 
creating  and  holding  community  interest,  securing  tax  sup- 
port, selecting  the  best  books,  installing  simple  methods  of 
caring  for  them,  and  choosing  a  librarian  able  to  take  full 
responsibility. 

Consulting  service  is  also  given  to  established  libraries. 
The  field  agent  meets  with  library  boards  and  civic  organiza- 
tions, and  advises  and  helps  the  librarian  with  internal 
problems  of  library  administration.  Help  is  also  extended 
through  correspondence,  through  the  publication  of  a  bulle- 
tin, through  comparative  statistics  of  public  libraries,  and 
through  library  institutes  or  district  meetings. 

In  Maine,  advisory  powers  only  have  been  given  the 
State  Library.  Some  right  to  set  library  standards  has 
accompanied  the  distribution  of  the  small  state  grants  in 
the  New  England  states,  in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Mary- 
land, Delaware,  and  in  four  Canadian  provinces — Ontario, 
British  Columbia,  Alberta,  and  Saskatchewan.  New  York 
now  has  broad  powers  in  setting  standards. 

Where  state  certification  is  required,  as  in*  California, 
Oklahoma,  Wisconsin  and  Ohio,  the  head  of  the  state  library 
extension  agency  is  usually  the  ranking  member  of  the 
certification  board.  In  Maine,  state  aid  is  given  to  all 
libraries  on  the  basis  of  ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  granted 
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by  the  town.  This  amounts  to  about  $15,000  each  year. 
In  addition  the  State  pays  part  of  the  expenses  of  librarians 
attending  the  library  institutes.  It  also  furnishes  books  to 
libraries  which  are  newly  founded,  when  towns  have  raised 
money  for  this  definite  purpose. 

LIBRARY  EXTENSION 

There  is  an  increasing  demand,  especially  among  the 
rural  communities,  for  a  tax-supported  library  in  every 
town  where  population  and  valuation  make  it  possible.  The 
cities  and  large  towns  of  Maine  are,  for  the  most  part, 
favored  with  efficient  library  service.  Beyond  these,  how- 
ever, is  the  open  country  where,  for  the  most  part,  there  is 
very  limited  library  service.  One  hundred  and  seventy-five 
towns  are  absolutely  without  the  advantages  of  any  kind  of 
a  library. 

In  the  old  days  the  farmer  was  more  or  less  isolated. 
This  condition  is  rapidly  changing.  The  consolidated  school, 
the  county  extension  agent,  the  marketing  organizations, 
are  associating  him  with  large  community  interests.  The 
radio,  the  rural  free  delivery  and  the  telephone  keep  him  in 
touch  with  what  is  going  on  in  the  world,  furnish  him  with 
market  reports,  tell  him  about  good  books,  and  bring  him 
good  music.  Good  roads  and  the  automobile  are  solving  his 
transportation  problems  and  bringing  his  home  into  close 
relation  with  the  town. 

The  farmer  of  the  new  day,  with  the  above  contacts,  is 
seeking  a  better  chance  in  life  for  his  home  and  his  children. 
The  farmer  wants  his  children  to  be  better  educated,  more 
widely  read,  and  more  efficient  in  their  relations  with  agri- 
culture. The  public  library,  the  greatest  of  all  democratic 
institutions  now  enjoyed  by  all  the  city  and  big  town  people, 
must  be  given  to  the  farmer.  Successful  farming  not  only 
means  efficiency,  but  also  contentment  and  satisfaction  with 
the  things  of  life.  Those  who  have  made  a  study  of  rural 
life  believe  that  the  things  necessary  are  good  homes,  good 
roads,  churches,  schools,  libraries,  and  wholesome  social  and 
recreational  facilities. 
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Here,  then,  is  the  demand  for  library  extension.  At  the 
start  two  things  are  absolutely  necessary:  first,  a  method 
must  be  devised  which  will  be  practical,  one  which  will 
secure  results;  second,  we  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the 
librarians  of  the  state.  I  think  we  have  found  a  method  by 
which  we  can  make  at  least  a  start  in  our  campaign  in  Maine. 

In  the  West  a  system  of  county  libraries,  serving-  as  cen- 
ters for  the  distribution  of  books  has  been  established.  In 
New  England,  where  we  have  the  town  form  of  government, 
it  is  doubtful  whether  the  county  library  system  will  work 
to  the  advantage  it  does  in  the  West.  In  Maine  we  have 
adopted  an  extension  plan  known  as  the  District  System, 
using  the  city  or  large  town  library  as  the  center  of  a  local 
area.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  induce  the  surrounding 
towns  to  vote  an  appropriation  to  such  a  central  library,  in 
return  for  which  the  people  of  these  towns  are  to  have  free 
use  of  the  neighboring  library  and  the  services  of  the  staff, 
and  may  also  have  collections  of  books  sent  to  each  com- 
munity. For  instance,  the  towns  of  Dresden,  Farmingdale, 
Pittston,  and  Randolph  are  being  served  by  the  library  of 
the  city  of  Gardiner;  Moose  River  by  the  Jackman  Library; 
Newcastle  by  the  Damariscotta  Library;  Porter  by  the 
Kezar  Falls  Library;  and  Topsham  by  the  Brunswick  Li- 
brary. If  the  selectmen,  local  librarians,  and  school  teachers 
will  cooperate,  this  system  may  be  largely  extended  and  at 
very  little  added  expense. 

This  form  of  service  is  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  1925, 
Chapter  175,  Section  30.     It  reads: 

Any  town  may  raise  and  appropriate  annually  a  sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  the  legal  limit  established  for  maintaining 
free  libraries,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  its  inhabitants  the 
free  use  of  a  library  located  in  adjoining  towns. 

Section  31  of  the  same  chapter  reads: 

Two  or  more  adjacent  towns  may  unite  in  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  free  public  library  with  branches  thereof  in  each 
town  for  the  free  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 
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ADULT  EDUCATION 

Adult  education  is  attracting  nation-wide  attention.  A 
few  years  ago  this  demand  led  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation to  publish  the  Reading  With  a  Purpose  booklets  with 
suggested  courses  in  reading.  Of  course  this  was  only  follow- 
ing an  idea  which  most  progressive  libraries  had  practiced 
for  a  long  time.  The  heart  of  this  adult  education  idea  lies 
simply  in  directing  the  reading  of  busy  people. 

For  years  libraries  have  made  a  special  effort  to  direct 
the  reading  of  young  people  and  to  furnish  worth-while 
juvenile  books.  Today  the  same  service  is  offered  to  adults, 
who,  because  of  the  urgent  demands  of  modern  life,  are  no 
longer  able  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  ever-changing  thought 
of  the  day;  therefore,  the  librarian  must  know  the  literature 
covering  every  phase  of  modern  life  and  be  ready  to  suggest 
the  worth-while  books  to  the  carpenter,  the  doctor,  the 
school  teacher,  the  club  woman  and  the  lawyer. 

A  very  important  consideration  in  planning  for  a  library 
is  that  it  shall  not  be  merely  a  circulating  station  for  the 
disbursement  of  modern  fiction,  but  one  around  which  centers 
the  education  of  the  community;  a  place  where  books  shall 
be  available  for  business  and  professional  men,  club  women, 
students,  teachers,  tradesmen,  workmen;  a  place  where 
those  who  are  obliged  to  leave  school  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
or  younger  may  continue  their  education;  a  place  which  has 
a  right  to  ask  for  adequate  support  from  public  funds  because 
of  actual  educational  service  to  the  community.  The  average 
public  library  is  spending  too  large  a  proportion  of  its  funds 
for  fiction.  Most  of  these  books  are  of  little  permanent 
value.  At  least,  they  should  be  selected  with  care  and  only 
the  very  best  should  be  purchased  so  that  the  tax  payers' 
money  would  be  used  to  build  a  permanent  collection  of 
valuable  reference  books. 

What  a  library  can  accomplish  depends  almost  entirely 
upon  the  librarian,  supported  by  the  trustees,  an  adequate 
book  stock,  and  public  interest.  It  is  necessary  to  have  a 
vision  of  the  kind  of  work  a  library  should  do,  the  kind  of 
service  a  library  should  give  to  the  community.  The  libra- 
rian should  be  determined  to  have  every  citizen  in  town  use 
the  library,  regardless  of  the  amount  of  effort  it  costs. 


LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  11 

BOOK  SERVICE  FOR  LOCAL  LIBRARIES 

Direct  book  service  from  the  State  Library  to  the  li- 
braries of  the  state  is  a  permanent  and  important  part  of 
the  work  of  the  State  Library.  It  lends  the  more  unusual 
and  expensive  books  which  are  often  urgently  needed  by 
individual  readers,  but  needed  only  occasionally.  These 
could  not  and  should  not  be  bought  for  each  library.  The 
state  agency  serves  as  a  central  book  reservoir  for  all  the 
libraries  of  the  state;  it  is  actually  an  economy  rather  than 
an  additional  expense.  When  local  public  libraries  cover 
the  whole  field,  the  State  Library  can  devote  full  attention 
to  supplementary  service,  and  more  adequately  meet  the 
needs  of  serious  students. 

THE  VISITING  LIBRARIAN 

The  visiting  librarian  has  become  a  necessity  of  modern 
rural  life.  A  community  without  a  visiting  librarian  is 
crippled  in  its  educational  activities.  The  State  Library  is 
now  sending  its  extension  director  to  all  parts  of  the  State, 
visiting  libraries  and  communities  without  libraries,  seeking 
to  create  an  interest  in  library  work. 

It  will  be  years  before  many  of  our  rural  com- 
munities can  have  library  service  of  their  own.  The  handi- 
caps of  rural  Hfe  incident  to  market  conditions,  inadequate 
transportation  facilities,  and  high  taxes,  make  it  practically 
impossible  for  these  communities  to  build  or  maintain 
libraries.  The  State  through  its  individual  loan  collection, 
the  traveling  libraries  and  a  visiting  librarian  must  furnish 
the  service. 

TRAINED  LIBRARIANS 

An  important  tendency  in  the  library  world  is  the  de- 
mand for  trained  librarians.  The  time  has  come  when  the 
library  can  no  longer  fill  its  place  in  the  community  or  carry 
on  its  educational  plan  unless  the  librarian  comes  to  the 
work  with  careful  preparation.  In  most  of  our  states  there 
are  a  large  number  of  libraries  which  do  not  have  librarians 
who  have  been  properly  trained  in  library  methods. 
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A  small  but  well  selected  library  in  charge  of  a  competent 
person  is  much  more  useful  and  efficient  than  a  great  number 
of  books  in  charge  of  a  person  who  has  no  training  in  library 
work,  or  ability  to  teach  people  how  to  find  and  use  the 
information  in  the  library. 

The  librarian  should  receive  at  least  the  same  pay  as  the 
teacher  in  the  high  school  and  in  the  small  communities  at 
least  the  same  pay  as  the  common  school  teachers.  A  serious 
difficulty  in  connection  with  securing  suitably  equipped 
librarians  in  Maine  is  that  a  large  number  of  towns  cannot, 
or  do  not,  pay  a  salary  which  will  command  the  services  of  a 
library  school  graduate.  By  far  the  largest  number  of 
libraries  are  in  what  might  be  called  the  small  town  library 
class,  where  the  librarian  has  at  most  only  one  or  two 
assistants,  and  salaries  are  almost  negligible.  In  Maine, 
the  State  Library  is  trying  to  solve  the  problem  of  technical 
training  for  its  librarians  through  correspondence  courses 
and  library  institutes  where  the  simpler  methods  of  library 
work  are  taught. 

The  importance  of  technical  training  does  not  minimize 
the  necessity  of  a  knowledge  of  books,  their  authors  and 
contents.  Every  librarian  should  be,  must  be,  well  read. 
In  the  old  days,  librarians  were  book  lovers  and  critical 
scholars ;  it  was  this  type  of  men  who  organized  and  fostered 
library  work.  Today,  the  value  of  a  cultural  background 
for  a  librarian  must  not  be  overlooked.  The  more  graduates 
of  colleges  and  universities  who  can  be  attracted  to  the 
library  field,  the  better  for  the  reading  public. 

MORE  ROOM  FOR  BOOKS 

For  the  last  fifteen  years  the  state  librarian  has  called  the 
attention  of  the  legislature  to  the  need  of  more  room  in  the 
State  Library.  Finally  in  1929  the  legislature  passed  the 
following  resolve: 

RESOLVED:  That  the  governor  and  council  are  hereby  di- 
rected to  take  immediate  steps  to  obtain  plans  and  specifications 
for  such  enlargement  and  alteration  of  the  present  state  house, 
or  in  their  discretion,  for  such  alteration  of  the  present  state 
house  and  construction  of  such  building  adjacent  and  con- 
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uenient  thereto,  and  in  a  style  of  architecture  harmonious  there- 
with, as  will  provide  ample,  convenient  and  fire-proof  apart- 
ments for  the  state  library,  the  various  departments  of  the  state 
government  and  the  records  and  documents  thereof,  and  to  allow 
for  normal  growth,  and  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  the 
legislature  and  its  committees;  and  a  sum  not  to  exceed  ten 
thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  expense  of  such 
plans  and  specifications;  and  the  governor  and  council  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  contract  for,  prosecute  and  super- 
intend the  construction  and  completion  of  said  alteration  or 
new  building  at  a  total  cost  not  in  excess  of  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  at  such  time  as  in  their  discretion  there  is  a  suffi- 
cient surplus  of  revenue  available  after  making  provision  for 
such  other  expenditures  as  under  any  act  or  resolve  have  priority 
over  the  expenditure  herein  provided  for,  said  sum  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council;  and 
which  sum  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  cost  of  such  enlarge- 
ment, alteration  and  construction  under  the  circumstances 
aforesaid,  provided,  that  such  expenditures  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  twenty-five  and  twenty- 
six  of  chapter  two  of  the  revised  statutes. 

This  resolve,  Chapter  95  of  the  Resolves  of  1929,  will 
have  to  be  passed  again  by  the  Eighty-Fifth  Legislature, 
such  action  being  made  necessary  by  an  act  passed  in  1929, 
Chapter  123  of  the  Private  and  Special  laws  of  that  year. 
This  act  supplements  the  resolve  above  referred  to,  and 
provides  that  the  funds  for  this  and  other  construction  for 
which  resolves  were  passed  in  1929  should  be  taken  from  the 
surplus  revenue  of  the  State  for  "each  of  the  years  ending 
June  30,  1929,  and  June  30,  1930."  This  building,  not  hav- 
ing been  begun  prior  to  June  30,  1930,  there  is  then  no 
authority  for  taking  from  the  surplus  revenue  of  the  current 
year  to  apply  to  these  purposes,  unless  and  until  the  terms 
of  Chapter  95,  Resolves  of  1929,  are  again  passed  by  the 
Legislature. 

Under  this  resolve  preliminary  plans  have  been  made 
but  nothing  definite  is  in  sight.  I  do  not  believe  it  is  wise, 
or  that  the  people  of  Maine  would  wish  to  have  this  project

longer  delayed.  I  therefore,  suggest  that  the  legislature 
make  definite  financial  provision  for  new  quarters  for  the 
State  Library. 

The  conditions  in  the  library  are  absolutely  deplorable. 
Every  possible  change  that  would  provide  additional  room 
has  been  made.  Books  are  now  being  placed  on  the  floor 
between  the  stacks.  It  is  no  longer  possible  to  carry  on  the 
necessary  work  without  loss  of  time  and  serious  inefficiency 
in  the  management  of  the  library. 

SUPERVISOR  OF  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

The  most  urgent  need  at  this  time  is  the  addition  to  the 
library  staff  of  some  one  trained  in  library  work  who  can 
supervise  library  work  in  our  schools. 

The  relation  of  the  library  to  the  educational  institutions 
of  the  state  is  a  subject  of  importance.  We  have  studied  the 
library  conditions  in  the  towns  having  high  schools  and  find 
that  only  a  few  towns  have  libraries  that  can  adequately 
meet  the  modern  demands  for  reference  materials.  Only  a 
few  of  the  larger  cities  have  libraries  that  meet  in  any  reason- 
able way  the  needs  of  the  schools.  No  matter  what  changes 
take  place  or  how  great  the  possible  increase  of  town  or  high 
school  libraries,  it  will  be  many  years  before  they  can  supply 
the  demands  of  the  schools  for  books  and  information. 

To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  modern  school  the  State 
Library  has  been  giving  special  attention  to  building  up  its 
educational  section.  We  are  cooperating  with  the  State 
Department  of  Education  and,  in  accordance  with  their 
advice,  securing  every  kind  of  magazine,  book,  debating 
material  and  other  educational  publications  that  will  furnish 
the  schools,  especially  in  rural  sections,  necessary  reference 
material. 

Among  the  new  things  in  education  is  the  important 
place  the  library  is  taking.  In  Maine  all  the  colleges  and 
many  of  the  high  schools  are  giving  some  instruction  in  the 
use  of  the  library.  The  real  need  at  this  time  is  instruction 
in  the  upper  grades  and  in  the  high  schools  on  how  to  find 
information  in  a  library. 

A  fundamental  difficulty  is  that  other  school  needs  are 
pressing  and  tax  receipts  often  inadequate.     The  school 
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library  is  likely  to  be  neglected  unless  specific  financial  pro- 
vision is  made  for  it.  State  aid  is  given  in  fourteen  states 
and  all  the  Canadian  provinces  except  Quebec ;  for  example, 
20c  per  child  in  Wisconsin ;  $20.00  for  each  teacher  in  Minne- 
sota, up  to  $40.00  per  building  (provided  the  district  appro- 
priates the  same  amount).  In  other  states,  the  districts  are 
required  to  spend  a  fixed  amount  annually  from  their  regular 
school  funds:  in  California,  not  less  than  $25.00  per  teacher; 
in  Iowa,  from  5c  to  15c  per  child;  in  Kansas  and  Nevada, 
at  least  $5.00  per  teacher,  but  in  many  of  the  states  the 
school  library  is  entirely  dependent  upon  money  raised  by 
the  students  or  by  the  Parent-Teacher  Associations.  The 
library  is  still  considered  an  extra,  not  "an  integral  part  of 
education." 

All  this  emphasizes  the  fact  that  the  time  has  come  when 
library  science,  or  how  to  find  information,  is  an  important 
and  even  a  necessary  part  of  every  educational  system  and 
every  successful  business  administration.  These  conclusions, 
opinions  and  facts  suggest  that  the  time  has  come  for  the 
state  to  take  some  action  that  will  relate  the  children  of  the 
state  to  the  best  books  in  literature,  science  and  business. 
I  therefore  advise  adding  to  the  library  staff  a  director  of 
school  libraries.  This  director  must  be  a  trained  librarian 
who  will  visit  the  libraries  and  teach  librarians  in  the  small 
libraries  how  to  serve  their  community  through  helping  the 
school  teachers  and  training  the  pupils  to  use  the  library. 

The  duties  of  the  director  of  school  libraries  should  in- 
clude the  following: 

1.  Outlining  aims,  plans,  and  policies  for  more  and 
better  school  libraries. 

2.  Addresses  at  teachers'  and  community  meetings. 

3.  Publication  of  bulletins  of  information  giving  expert 
advice  in  the  various  problems  of  organizing  a  library. 

4.  Publication  of  lists  of  books  suitable  for  purchase  and 
for  guidance  in  general  reading. 

5.  Planning  courses  of  instruction  in  the  use  of  books 
and  libraries. 

6.  Correlating  aims  and  plans  for  more  and  better 
library  service  with  the  various  agencies  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education  and  the  State  Library. 
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7.  Giving  information  and  assistance  in  organizing 
school  libraries  in  the  grades  and  high  schools. 

8.  Bringing  the  local  libraries  into  active  relations  with 
the  public  schools. 

9.  Teaching  librarians  and  teachers  how  they  may  co- 
operate in  making  local  libraries  serve  as  school 
libraries. 

There  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Bangor  Public  Library  one 
person  who  devotes  all  her  time  to  school  and  hospital 
library  work.  Mr.  Boyd,  the  librarian,  informs  me  that  this 
work  has  been  a  decided  success.  Until  this  or  some  other 
plan  is  developed,  the  State  Library  should  be  able  to  or- 
ganize the  work  in  the  schools  on  the  request  and  through 
the  aid  of  the  superintendent,  principals  and  teachers.  There 
can  be  no  justification  or  excuse  for  sending  children  out  of 
the  school  system  without  some  knowledge  of  how  to  use 
the  libraries  in  the  state. 

EQUIPMENT 

During  the  two-year  period  under  consideration,  it  has 
been  necessary,  at  some  sacrifice  to  the  book  stock,  to  secure 
some  rather  expensive  filing  equipment.  New  catalogue 
cases,  the  largest  single  item,  will  be  adequate  for  fifteen  to 
twenty  years.  File  cases  for  correspondence  were  neces- 
sitated as  the  work  has  so  increased  that  the  former  files 
would  not  contain  the  letters  even  if  packed  in  closely,  not 
to  mention  the  impossibility  of  arranging  them  so  that  they 
could  be  consulted  daily  without  loss  of  time. 

MAINE  LIBRARY  BULLETIN  FEATURE  ARTICLES 

In  addition  to  many  timely  articles  of  historical  value 
relating  to  Maine  history  and  people,  each  issue  of  the  Maine 
Library  Bulletin  has  a  feature  article  involving  careful  re- 
search. These  historical  items  and  articles  are  of  interest 
to  the  general  reader  of  the  periodical  and  they  are  par- 
ticularly valuable  to  Maine  librarians  who  use  them  in  their 
reference  work.  The  feature  articles  contain  material  not 
readily  found  elsewhere, — in  fact,   information  not  to  be 
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found  in  any  one  place  but  gathered  into  form  for  immediate 
use  in  this  Bulletin.  A  few  of  them  recently  completed  are : 
The  Seal  of  the  State  of  Maine;  James  G.  Blaine,  including 
articles  on  the  Blaine  House  and  the  Blaine  Memorial;  The 
State  Bird ;  Who's  Who  of  Maine  Publishers  and  Journalists ; 
Who's  Who  of  Maine  Artists;  Maine  Women  Fiction  Writers; 
Women  Poets  of  Maine;  an  article  on  Maine  Museums  with 
a  directory;  a  biographical  sketch  of  John  F.  Stevens,  of 
Maine,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Panama  Canal. 

SUMMER  READING  COURSE 

This  reading  course  is  not  of  the  nature  of  a  vacation 
reading  club,  such  as  those  which  a  large  number  of  children 
enter  for  purposes  of  general  reading,  but  is  a  course  limited 
to  a  small  number  of  children  who  can  be  personally  super- 
vised in  their  reading  and  who  take  examinations  at  the  end 
of  the  course  and  receive  a  certificate.  The  requirement  for 
the  certificate  is  that  ten  books  shall  be  read  and  a  satis- 
factory test  passed.  If  a  child  reads  all  twenty  books  which 
are  on  the  list  and  passes  the  examination  he  is  entitled  to 
a  blue  seal  certificate. 

The  course  is  not  widely  advertised  because  of  the 
amount  of  personal  supervision  involved  and  only  children 
who  have  become  well  started  on  the  road  to  reading  are 
eligible.  For  those  who  wish  to  read  for  amusement  and  in 
a  general  way,  there  are  many  clubs  just  suited  to  their 
needs.  This  one  is  given  under  supervision  of  a  parent, 
teacher,  or  librarian.  Books  are  provided,  in  special  editions, 
by  the  State  Library  in  traveling  library  form,  if  desired. 

APPRENTICE  COURSE 

Apprentice  work  in  the  State  Library  began  about  six 
years  ago  in  a  very  small  way  and  has  increased  gradually 
from  one  student  at  a  time  for  a  period  of  six  months  or  less 
to  four  regular  students  staying  one  full  year.  In  the  be- 
ginning there  were  practically  no  requirements  for  entrance, 
but  the  course  has  so  developed  that  during  this  last  two- 
year  period,  requirements  for  admission  have  been  formu- 
lated.   Following  is  a  statement  of  facts  about  the  work: 
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The  apprentice  course  is  given  free  of  cost  to  the  student, 
other  than  that  for  board  and  room  in  Augusta  and  a  possible 
attendance  at  a  Round  Table  meeting  or  a  Maine  Library 
Association  conference  during  the  year.  The  applicant 
should  be  a  graduate  of  the  classical  course  of  high  school, 
or  eiquivalent,  and  should  not  be  more  than  thirty-five  years 
of  age.  There  is  no  remuneration  in  connection  with  the 
course.  Students  are  given  training  in  all  departments  of 
the  library  in  return  for  assistance  rendered.  The  same 
hours  are  followed  as  those  kept  by  the  library  staff.  A 
personal  interview  is  required. 

Preference  is  given  to  those  applying  who  intend  to 
further  this  training  either  by  attendance  at  library  school, 
college,  or  library  training  school.  The  course  gives  the 
groundwork  which  enables  the  student  to  decide  whether 
she  wishes  to  pursue  this  calling.  No  guarantee  is  made  to 
secure  positions  for  students,  but  it  is  true  that  there  is 
generally  a  place  for  the  real  worker  who  is  equipped  and 
interested  and  determined  to  study  and  increase  knowledge 
and  has  the  urge  to  become  a  librarian. 

CORRESPONDENCE  COURSE 

The  correspondence  course  in  library  science  was  es- 
tablished about  ten  years  ago  and  was  originally  limited  to 
six  but  there  was  such  an  immediate  demand  from  so  m.any 
librarians  of  small  libraries  throughout  the  state  to  enter 
the  course  that  it  became  necessary  to  remove  the  restriction 
on  the  number  and  to  place  the  requirement  that  the  appli- 
cant must  be  employed  in  a  library.  Thus  the  course  aims 
first  of  all  to  take  care  of  the  librarians  already  in  library 
positions  in  Maine,  who  possibly  may  never  be  able  to 
secure  further  training — even  a  six  weeks  summer  course — 
but  who  are  eager  to  fit  themselves  as  well  as  they  can  for 
the  work  which  they  are  doing. 

NEWSPAPER  CLIPPING  BUREAU 

The  State  Library's  newspaper  clipping  bureau  was 
started  in  1927  as  a  part  of  the  reference  department  of  the 
Library.  All  Maine  daily  papers  and  the  majority  of  the 
Maine  weeklies  are  received  and  carefully  scanned  for  items

and  articles  on  topics  pertaining  to  the  state, — its  industries, 
education,  agriculture,  historical  events,  stories  of  towns, 
places  and  institutions,  biographical  and  personal  sketches 
of  Maine  people  who  have  achieved  in  various  fields  of 
endeavor,  both  at  home  and  elsewhere. 

Clippings  are  filed  in  a  special  file  and  are  used  to  supple- 
ment the  regular  reference  resources  of  the  library  for  Maine 
material.  They  are  especially  valuable,  as  often  they  are 
the  only  source  of  information  on  a  comparatively  new  or 
strictly  local  subject;  and  in  all  cases,  newspaper  informa- 
tion, of  necessity,  is  up-to-date. 

ADVERTISING 

A  certain  percentage  of  Maine's  population  is  without 
public  library  service.  This  much  is  true  but  it  can  never 
be  true  that  any  person  in  Maine  need  be  without  books. 
The  Maine  State  Library  is  able  to  supply  the  needs  of  far 
greater  numbers  of  its  citizens  than  it  is  doing  at  present. 
It  is  a  matter  of  wonderment  that  there  are  still  people  in 
Maine  who  are  not  aware  that  the  State  Library  lends  books 
to  everyone.  Constant  attention  to  advertising  in  every 
conceivable  manner  fails  to  bring  adequate  results  and  while 
there  are  new  borrowers  each  month  being  added  to  our 
rolls,  it  too  frequently  happens  that  someone  comes  to  the 
State  House  on  a  visiting  trip,  picks  up  a  book  in  the  library, 
looks  at  it  longingly,  lays  it  down  with  a  sigh  and  says,  "I 
can't  take  it  with  me.  I  live  too  far  away."  Inquiry  brings 
forth  the  astonishing  information  that  in  some  way  the 
wide  net  of  publicity  has  failed  to  ensnare  a  Maine  citizen 
living  within  three  hundred  miles,  within  fifty,  perhaps  even 
within  ten  miles  of  195,000  volumes  available  for  borrowing. 
Immediate  personal  service  provides  the  necessary  informa- 
tion which  enables  the  citizen  to  depart  entirely  happy  in 
the  knowledge  that  he  may  send  a  postcard  and  request  the 
books  he  wishes,  to  be  sent  to  him  by  mail,  at  any  time, 
and  at  any  distance. 

Advertising  is  not  left  to  "our  loving  friends"  but  is 
conducted  in  a  systematic  way,  comprising  newspaper,  radio, 
and  personal  letter  publicity,  exhibits  at  conventions  of 
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teachers,  women's  clubs,  and  other  large  gatherings,  leaflets 
enclosed  in  all  mail  issued  from  the  State  Library  daily,  and 
in  many  detailed  and  personal  ways  as  well. 

The  Maine  Library  Bulletin,  published  each  quarter,  is 
sent  to  trustees,  librarians,  libraries  and  individuals  request- 
ing it.  Letters  are  sent  out  to  school  officials,  sunmier  camps 
and  hotels,  grange  lecturers,  scout  leaders,  ministers  and 
many  other  groups  of  people,  telling  them  of  books  available 
through  the  individual  loan  and  traveling  library  service. 

Much  advertising  is  done  in  the  press  and  talks  are  given 
by  the  librarian  before  clubs,  boards  of  trade,  groups  of 
students,  teachers,  business  men  and  others.  The  attention 
of  librarians  is  constantly  called  to  the  resources  of  the  State 
Library  available  for  supplementary  material,  through  the 
library  institutes  and  visits  of  the  library  visitor  who  is  a 
member  of  the  staff. 

Three  entirely  new  methods  were  tried  this  spring,  but 
too  recently  to  bring  definite  results.  On  the  special  "potato 
train"  sent  from  Aroostook  County  into  the  South  to  ad- 
vertise Maine  seed  potatoes,  the  State  Library  placed  two 
traveling  libraries  composed  of  history  and  travel  literature 
about  the  places  through  which  the  train  passed,  fiction 
relating  to  those  sections  of  the  country  and  some  modern 
detective  stories  for  amusement  purposes.  Travel  pam- 
phlets were  secured  in  advance  from  these  cities  and  were 
made  available  for  consultation  on  the  train. 

A  list  of  books,  with  brief  annotations,  was  prepared  and 
sent  out  to  vocational  supervisors  of  the  state.  This  list 
did  not  include  technical  books  but  those  for  relaxation  and 
inspirational  reading. 

An  exhibit  of  books  was  held  at  the  Literature  Day  of 
the  Maine  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs.  A  special  group 
of  books  of  Maine  poets  was  displayed  together  with  photo- 
graphs of  the  authors  and  in  some  cases  autographed  copies 
of  their  works.  A  list  of  these  authors  giving  dates  of  birth 
and  the  published  works  of  the  authors  was  prepared  and 
distributed. 

SHIPPING  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  1928-29  there  were  handled  by  mail  or 
express  37,859  parcels  as  compared  with  21,212  of  the  pre- 
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vious  year.  Some  of  this  increase  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  a  legislative  year  entails  more  receiving  and  sending 
than  other  times ;  however,  by  no  means  all  of  this  increase 
is  so  accounted  for  but  may  be  assigned  to  actual  increase 
in  use  of  the  library.  There  were  1532  traveling  library  sets 
shipped. 

For  the  year  1929-30  there  were  24,883  parcels  and  1540 
traveling  libraries  as  compared  with  1532  of  the  previous 
year,  showing  a  normal  increase  in  this  work  which  has  been 
almost  constant  over  a  period  of  years.  The  motion  picture 
films  are  borrowed  so  infrequently  as  to  make  a  record 
negligible.  No  provision  has  been  made  for  their  care  and 
they  have  deteriorated  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  very 
difficult  to  use  them  at  all,  unless  the  borrower  is  expert  in 
the  field. 

The  usual  number  of  state  publications,  about  2,000, 
were  distributed  personally  to  legislative  members,  govern- 
ment officials  and  individuals.  These  are  not  included  in 
the  above  shipping  figures  for  parcels. 

BINDING 

An  important  part  of  library  work  is  the  care  given  to 
the  volumes  on  our  shelves.  As  books  are  returned  from 
borrowers  through  the  mails  and  over  the  desks,  they  are 
inspected  carefully  for  weakened  bindings,  loose  or  torn 
pages,  and  those  in  need  of  repair  are  set  aside.  A  shipment 
of  the  books  needing  attention  is  sent  to  the  bindery  each 
week.  Careful  rebinding  not  only  more  than  doubles  the 
life  of  the  books,  but  keeps  them  clean  and  attractive.  A 
branch  of  this  work  that  takes  much  time  is  the  preparation 
for  the  bindery  of  magazines  and  newspapers  which  are  to 
be  kept  in  our  permanent  files.  Some  magazines  are  bound 
once  a  year,  some  six  times;  and,  as  the  last  three  numbers 
of  all  magazines  are  allowed  to  circulate,  shipments  are  com- 
ing and  going  to  and  from  the  bindery  constantly.  News- 
papers are  checked  and  sent  the  same  way  as  soon  as  a 
volume  is  complete.  During  the  year  1928-29,  35  volumes 
of  current  newspapers  and  320  volumes  of  current  magazines 
were  bound  for  the  permanent  files,  and  423  books  were 
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rebound  and  mended.  During  1929-30,  25  volumes  of  news- 
papers and  174  volumes  of  magazines  were  bound,  and  277 
books  rebound  and  repaired. 

LOCALITIES  SERVED 

During  the  year  1928-29  individual  loans  were  made  to 
four  hundred  seventy-six  localities;  during  the  year  1929-30 
to  four  hundred  sixty-one  localities.  One  hundred  and  one 
of  the  places  served  in  1929-30  were  not  on  the  list  of  the 
preceding  year;  so,  during  the  period  covered  by  this  biennial 
report,  five  hundred  seventy-seven  communities  were 
reached.  There  is  no  way  of  determining  how  many  persons 
in  each  of  these  five  hundred  seventy-seven  localities  have 
benefited  by  this  book  service,  but  probably  every  loan  that 
is  made  means  service  to  more  than  one  person. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  out- 
of-state  loans,  twenty-one  in  all  for  this  period.  While  books 
are  not  generally  circulated  outside  of  the  state,  material 
on  Maine  is  lent  in  response  to  requests  from  persons  doing 
research  work,  literary,  historical,  or  economic,  pertaining 
to  this  state. 

LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE 

Any  one  at  all  familiar  with  the  work  of  a  legislature 
knows  the  absolute  need  of  an  adequate  legislative  reference 
library  and  the  greater  need  of  competent  people  to  direct 
the  work.  The  value  of  any  library  is  measured  by  the 
efficiency  of  its  staff  of  workers,  and  this  is  especially  true 
of  legislative  work. 

Just  as  law  has  become  increasingly  social  in  its  relation 
to  life  so  the  work  of  modern  law  makers  deals  mote  and 
more  with  social  and  economic  problems.  This  change 
makes  it  necessary  to  have  accessible  accumulated  informa- 
tion on  a  vast  number  of  problems  that  only  a  carefully 
organized  legislative  reference  library  can  furnish. 

The  State  Library  has  been  adjusting  itself  to  do  this 
work.  A  college  graduate  with  library  training  is  in  charge 
of  this  part  of  the  library  work  and  there  is  in  the  library 
a  section  devoted  to  legislative  work,  where  pamphlet  infor- 
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mation  is  filed,  bills  and  reports  of  other  state  legislatures 
covering  many  subjects  are  accessible,  and  where  books  on 
subjects  likely  to  come  before  the  legislature  are  assembled 
so  that  the  members  will  find  this  information  at  their 
immediate  service. 

ACCESSIONS 

The  table  which  follows  shows  the  number  of  items  added 
to  the  library  for  the  periods  July  1,  1928,  to  June  30,  1929, 
and  July  1,  1929,  to  June  30, 1930,  with  totals  for  the  two- 
year  period.

TRAVELING  LIBRARIES 

The  State  Library  is  serving  through  its  traveling  library 
system  391  of  the  520  cities,  towns,  and  plantations  of  the 
state.  The  circulation  of  traveling  library  sets  is  steadily 
increasing  each  year  with  a  marked  sign  of  progress  in  the 
adult  non-fiction.  According  to  our  records  more  extensive 
use  of  the  adult  sets  has  been  made  by  people  in  remote 
communities.  Juvenile  collections  are  in  great  demand  and 
requests  for  special  libraries  seem  to  be  increasing  which  it 
is  impossible  always  to  fulfill  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  libraries  would  require  special  orders  of  books 
and,  after  being  made  up,  would  be  used  only  by  the  one 
request.  This  is  one  of  the  big  problems  we  have  to  en- 
counter. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  sent  to  secondary 
schools  alone  2,250  volumes  in  traveling  library  collections. 
This  does  not  take  into  account  the  quantity  of  individual 
loan  material  sent  out  for  the  use  of  students  in  debate  work, 
prize  speaking,  essay  writing,  and  special  study.    The  travel- 
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ing  library  books  are  for  the  most  part  general  reading, 
supplementary  to  literature  and  history  courses,  and  general 
science.  This  record  gives  indisputable  proof  of  the  appre- 
ciation of  the  high  schools  and  academies  of  the  state  for  the 
traveling  library  service.

The  years  1930-32  show  substantial  growth  in  the  usefulness 
of  the  Maine  State  Library.  The  records  also  show  a  remarkable 
interest  in  library  work  throughout  the  state.  New  libraries 
have  been  established  in  three  towns.  East  Corinth,  Topsham 
and  South  Windham,  and  new  buildings  have  been  erected  at 
Damariscotta  Mills,  Kingfield,  Solon  and  Strong.  Eight  libra- 
ries have  been  remodelled.  Nineteen  libraries  have  received 
$22,960  in  gifts. 

State-wide  library  service  is  the  special  function  of  the  Maine 
State  Library.  It  aids  in  establishing  local  libraries  and  in  devel- 
oping existing  libraries.  It  supplements  their  book  collections 
from  its  larger  resources.  It  gives  direct  book  service  to  com- 
munities, groups,  and  individuals.  It  advises  school  and  insti- 
tutional libraries.  It  sets  up  a  program  for  library  development 
in  the  state.  Without  such  leadership,  library  progre&s  would  be 
slow  and  unsystematic.  Consulting  service  is  also  given  to  es- 
tablished libraries.  The  field  agent  meets  with  library  boards 
and  qivic  organizations,  and  advises  and  aids  the  librarian  with 
internal  problems  of  library  administration.  Assistance  is  also 
extended  through  correspondence,  through  the  publication  of  a 
bulletin,  through  comparative  statistics  of  public  libraries,  and 
through  library  institutes  or  district  meetings. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand,  especially  among  rural  com- 
munities, for  better  library  opportunities.  The  cities  and  large 
towns  of  Maine  are  favored  with  efficient  library  service.  Beyond 
these,  however,  is  the  open  country  where,  for  the  most  part, 
there  is  a  very  limited  library  service.  I  think  we  have  found 
methods  by  which  we  can  provide  adequate  library  service  to  all 
the  people. 
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THE  DISTRICT  SYSTEM 
In  the  West  a  system  of  county  libraries,  serving  as  centers 
for  the  distribution  of  books,  has  been  established.  In  New 
England,  where  we  have  the  town  form  of  government,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  the  county  library  system  would  work  to  such 
advantage  as  it  does  in  the  West.  In  Maine  we  have  adopted 
an  extension  plan  known  as  the  District  System,  using  the  city 
or  large  town  library  as  the  center  of  a  local  area.  An  effort  is 
being  made  to  induce  the  surrounding  towns  to  vote  an  appro- 
priation to  such  a  central  library,  in  return  for  which  the  people 
of  these  towns  are  to  have  free  use  of  the  neighboring  library  and 
the  services  of  the  staff,  and  may  also  have  collections  of  books 
sent  to  each  community.  Seven  of  these  districts  have  been 
established  and  the  results  are  far  more  satisfactory  than  were 
anticipated.  'We  believe  this  system  is  a  possible  solution  of  the 
library  problem  where  the  town  form  of  government  prevails. 

THE  BOOKMOBILE  AND  LIBRARY  EXTENSION 

The  second  method  is  the  use  of  a  bookmobile.  This  takes  the 
library  direct  to  the  people.  It  has  been  used  in  many  places, 
and  generally  with  success.  Here  in  Maine  the  equipment  is  a 
Dodge  ton-and-a-half  truck  with  special  body  made  to  specifi- 
cations, which  will  shelve  six  hundred  volumes  in  such  a  way  that 
they  may  be  readily  consulted  on  tables  formed  by  lowering  the 
doors  on  the  sides  and  rear  of  the  body. 

We  started  this  project  in  August,  1931,  and  the  work  was 
largely  experimental.  In  the  first  place  we  made  a  careful  sur- 
vey of  library  conditions  in  every  town  in  Maine  (a  summary 
of  this  survey  was  published  in  the  Maine  Library  Bulletin  of 
July  and  September,  1932)  so  that  we  knew  the  general  condi- 
tions. In  the  second  place,  the  bookmobile  was  out  under  the 
direction  of  a  recent  graduate  of  one  of  our  Maine  Colleges  and 
Columbia  University  Library  School,  who  knew  Maine  people 
and  conditions.  It  was  thought  wise  to  devote  the  first  year  to 
a  tour  of  inspection  of  all  the  small  libraries  in  the  state  in  prepar- 
ation for  taking  up  the  work  in  detail.  The  bookmobile  visited 
four  hundred  and  thirty-four  towns,  traveled  more  than  four 
thousand  miles,  thousands  of  books  were  lent  to  individuals, 
and  one  hundred  and  one  traveling  libraries  placed  in  rural  com- 
munities. 


^ 
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Our  plan  for  1932  was  to  do  intensive  work  in  three  counties. 
We  made  a  careful  study  of  local  needs,  school  facilities  along 
book  lines  and  club  possibilities.  Contact  was  made  with  all 
civic  organizations  and  toWn  oflScials.  We  expected  to  secure 
the  cooperation  of  persons  interested  in  promoting  rural  better- 
ment. This  plan  was  temporarily  abandoned  because  we  did 
not  have  suflScient  money.  We  hope  with  the  return  of  normal 
conditions  to  go  on  with  the  work. 

THE  FOUR-H  CLUB  PROJECT 

The  third  method  adopted  in  Maine  is  carried  on  through 
cooperation  with  the  farm  bureau  and  4-H  clubs.  This  plan  has 
just  been  inaugurated.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  at  the  head 
of  agricultural  extension  work  in  Maine  a  man  who  is  intensely 
interested  in  library  work,  Mr.  Arthur  Deering  of  the  University 
of  Maine.  Through  the  help  of  the  county  agents  we  are  plac- 
ing travelling  libraries  in  the  4-H  clubs  and  reading  has  becom^ 
one  of  their  projects.  Clubs  in  four  counties  have  been  supplied 
with  these  collections.  One  of  our  extension  workers  meets  with 
the  club,  explains  the  methods,  talks  about  the  authors  and  the 
books,  and  makes  every  effort  to  create  an  interest  in  the  project. 
The  libraries  contain  juvenile  books,  books  about  the  home  and 
garden,  travel,  biography,  poetry  and  history. 

No  method  of  approach  we  have  tried  promises  greater  suc- 
cess than  the  4-H  club  project.  It  takes  us  to  the  very  center  of 
the  rural  problem;  it  brings  us  into  contact  with  the  most  inter- 
ested person  in  the  community  —  the  club  leader;  it  brings  us 
with  the  books  into  personal  relation  with  the  alert  boys  and  girls 
of  the  locaUty. 

In  Maine  we  hope  to  have  a  box  of  good  books  in  each  of  the 
4-H  clubs.  Out  of  these  clubs  in  many  instances  will  develop 
libraries;  from  among  these  young  people  will  come  men  and 
women  who  will  support  libraries;  and  more  important  than  all 
else,  there  will  come  a  generation  of  intelligent  readers,  who,  if 
country  life  is  saved,  will  be  the  leaders  in  that  achievement.

SHIPPING  DEPARTMENT 

All  state  publications  for  distribution  are  sent  out  by  the 
state  library.  During  the  years  1930-1932  the  number  of  pack- 
ages handled  by  mail  and  express  was  67,856. 

LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  BUREAU 

The  Legislative  Reference  Biireau  serves  the  legislature  and 
general  public  on  matters  of  legislative  interest.  The  Bureau 
collects  and  has  available  material  and  information  on  questions 
before  the  public  and  the  legislatures.  Material  will  be  gathered 
on  request  and  lent  to  any  citizen  of  the  state.  The  Bureau 
answers  questions  on  the  status  of  legislation  proposed,  passed, 
or  before  the  Maine  Legislature  or  that  of  other  states.  An  Index 
to  the  Private  and  Special  Laws  and  Resolves  of  Maine  is  kept 
from  1820  to  date.  The  records  of  the  legislature,  the  laws  of 
Maine,  bills  of  the  various  Maine  legislatures  and  court  reports 
are  on  file  at  the  library.  The  law  division  of  the  Maine  State 
Library  constitutes  the  most  complete  law  library  in  the  state. 

CLIPPING  BUREAU 

The  newspaper  clipping  bureau  continues  to  be  an  important 
source  of  current  reference  material  on  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  life  of  the  state, — industries,  education,  agriculture,  histori- 
cal events,  stories  of  towns,  places,  institutions,  biographical  and 
personal  sketches  of  Maine  people  who  have  achieved,  both  at 
home  and  elsewhere.  A  newspaper  item  thus  clipped  and  filed 
in  a  special  file  is  especially  valuable  as  often  it  is  the  only 
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information  to  be  had  on  a  local  subject  or  one  that  is  compara- 
tively new. 

From  the  newspaper  material  currently  filed  a  series  of  books 
has  been  started  which  give  the  material  in  a  more  permanent 
form  and  supply  some  gaps  which  have  been  felt  by  searchers  for 
Maine  information.  Among  these  books  are  one  volume  on 
"Early  History  of  Aviation  in  Maine*';  two  on  "Maine  Indus- 
tries'*; and  single  volumes  on  "Sailing  Ships  of  Maine,"  "Maine 
Academies,"  "Maine  Highway  Bridges,"  "Old  Maine  Taverns," 
"Historic  Maine  Houses,"  "Maine  Railroads."  These  are  loose 
leaf  books  and  are  supplemented  as  additional  material  is  found. 
Others  are  contemplated  or  in  preparation. 

APPRENTICE  COURSE 

Our  apprentice  course  has  become  an  established  part  of  the 
library.  After  its  very  uncertain  start  with  one  student  for  a 
short  period  of  time,  it  is  now  in  the  eighth  year  and  a  class  of 
four  regular  students  has  been  maintained  each  year  for  the  past 
three  years.  While  no  position  after  completion  of  the  course 
is  guaranteed,  we  have  found  that  our  students  have  been  ab- 
sorbed into  their  various  lines  of  work  and  study  with  none  left 
unprovided  for  at  this  time. 

There  is  no  cost  to  the  student  except  for  room  and  board  nor 
is  there  any  remuneration  in  connection  with  the  course.  Stu- 
dents are  given  training  in  all  divisions  of  the  library,  including 
legislative  reference,  Maine  and  general  reference,  cataloguing, 
extension  work,  care  of  public  documents,  routine  of  all  types  with 
especial  emphasis  on  accuracy  and  reliability  in  detail  of  work. 
Those  completing  the  course  invariably  state  that  they  feel  they 
have  gained  something  which  will  be  of  value  to  them  in  whatever 
line  of  work  they  may  choose  to  follow, 

TRAVELING  LIBRARIES 

The  State  Library  has  served  through  its  traveling  library 
system  483  of  the  520  cities,  towns,  and  plantations  of  the  state. 
The  circulation  of  traveUng  library  sets  is  steadily  increasing 
each  year  with  a  marked  sign  of  progress  in  the  adult  non-fiction. 
According  to  our  records  more  extensive  use  of  the  adult  sets  has 
been  made  by  people  in  remote  communities.    Juvenile  coUec- 
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tions  are  in  great  demand  and  requests  for  special  libraries  seem 
to  be  increasing. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  sent  to  secondary  schools 
alone,  3,500  volumes  in  traveling  library  collections.  This  does 
not  take  into  account  the  quantity  of  individual  loan  material 
sent  out  for  the  use  of  students  in  debate  work,  prize  speaking, 
essay  writing,  and  special  study.  The  traveling  library  books 
are  for  the  most  part  general  reading,  supplementary  to  literature 
and  history  courses,  and  general  science.

DISCARDED  BOOKS 

Each  year  several  hundred  books  are  discarded  from  the  trav- 
eling libraries  in  the  Bureau  of  Library  Extension.  The  books 
which  are  not  too  badly  worn  and  soiled  are  singled  out  and  dis- 
tributed to  State  Institutions  and  rural  districts  where  they  still 
continue  to  serve  individuals  who  long  for  good  books.  Two 
thousand,  sixty-four  books  have  been  discarded  for  the  periods 
1930-32. 

NEW  LIBRARY  BUILDINGS  AND  GIFTS 

New  library  buildings  have  been  erected,  or  old  buildings 
remodelled,  in  the  following  places:  Camden,  Damariscotta  Mills, 
East  Corinth,  Kingfield,  North  Monmouth,  South  Windham, 
Topsham.  Additions  have  been  made  to  the  following  libraries: 
A  children's  room  at  the  Lithgow  Public  Library,  Augusta;  a 
children's  room  at  the  Louis  T.  Graves  Memorial  Library,  Ken- 
nebunkport.  The  Naples  Library  has  mo\ed  into  the  old  post 
office  which  has  been  remodeled.  The  Dixfield  Library  has 
moved  to  larger  quarters  on  the  same  street.  To  the  Belfast 
Library  has  been  added  a  new  wing  which  is  known  as  the 
Gammans  Reading  Room.  The  Portland  Public  Library  has 
been  remodelled  extensively  and  the  Nathan  &  Henry  B.  Cleaves 
Law  Library,  also  of  Portland,  has  been  remodeled. 

In  addition  to  these  buildings,  nineteen  libraries  have  received 
in  gifts  $22,960.

In  April,  1935,  I  will  have  served  twenty  years  as  State 
Librarian.  During  these  years  there  has  been  a  steady 
growth  of  libraries.  The  number  of  public  libraries  has 
during  that  period  increased  from  114  to  274.  The  number 
of  volumes  in  libraries  at  the  present  time  is  1,676,126,  with 
an  annual  circulation  of  3,701,864.  Interest  in  library  work 
is  evident  not  only  from  this  great  increase  in  the  number 
of  libraries  but  also  in  the  increase  of  appropriations  by  the 
towns.  In  1930  the  towns  of  Maine  appropriated  $186,- 
322.54;  in  1931,  $193,425.70;  in  1932,  $194,774.45.  By  this 
time  the  depression  was  in  full  swing,  but  in  the  midst  of 
all  the  financial  disasters  that  overtook  our  towns,  in  1933 
there  was  appropriated  $173,523.45.  In  1934  the  total 
appropriation  for  the  libraries  in  the  State  was  cut  to  $148,- 
370.13.  While  this  is  a  serious  cut  in  financial  support, 
nevertheless,  in  view  of  conditions,  the  towns  have  given 
generous  support  to  their  libraries. 

In  Maine  we  have  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  stipend  or 
tax  supported  libraries,  one  hundred  and  eight  non-stipend 
libraries,  twenty-three  industrial  organizations  with  libraries, 
forty-two  libraries  of  such  organizations  as  the  grange, 
ninety-one  school  libraries,  four  college  libraries,  twenty- 
one  law  libraries,  forty-eight  hospital  Hbraries,  and  five 
miscellaneous  libraries. 
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LIBRARY  PLANNING 

At  the  present  time  there  is  a  movement  in  many  states 
to  organize  a  citizens  committee  who  will  cooperate  with 
the  libraries  in  providing  library  facilities  for  all  our  people. 
In  some  states  the  objective  has  been  partly  realized  by 
organization  of  county  libraries.  On  account  of  our  town 
form  of  local  government,  it  is  doubtful  if  this  would  be 
a  success  in  Maine.  A  few  years  ago  we  worked  out  a  dis- 
trict system,  using  the  city  or  large  town  as  the  center  of 
a  local  area.  This  system  provides  that  the  surrounding 
towns  will  vote  an  appropriation  to  such  a  central  library, 
in  return  for  which  the  people  of  these  towns  are  to  have 
free  use  of  the  central  library.  Nine  of  these  districts  have 
been  established  in  Maine. 

However,  in  addition  to  a  possible^  district  system,  there 
remains  much  to  be  done  by  way  of  consolidating  libraries, 
extending  the  work  in  public  schools,  where  there  is  a  great 
need  of  library  information.  This  is  especially  true  in  our 
rural  districts.  Two  projects  are  now  under  way:  one  under 
the  4-H  Clubs  in  Maine,  where  last  year  we  placed  24  travel- 
ing library  collections,  a  total  of  600  books.  The  second  is 
a  project  being  carried  out  at  the  present  time  under  the 
direction  of  the  Department  of  Education.  Last  year  the 
State  Library  sent  40  traveling  library  collections,  a  total 
of  1000  books,  to  18  towns. 

The  Bookmobile  project,  inaugurated  in  1931,  presented 
an  opportunity  for  valuable  work  in  the  rural  districts. 
The  Business  and  Professional  Women's  Clubs  presented 
the  State  Library  Department  with  a  Dodge  ton  and  a  half 
truck,  with  a  special  body  made  to  specifications,  which 
shelved  600  volumes.  In  1932  the  Bookmobile  visited  334 
towns,  traveling  4000  miles.  Thousands  of  books  were  lent 
to  individuals. 

On  account  of  the  severe  cut  in  our  appropriation,  we 
have  been  unable  to  carry  on  this  work  during  the  past 
year.  This  project  should  not  be  abandoned.  I  hope  the 
legislature  will  increase  our  appropriation,  that  this  work 
may  continue. 
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LIBRARY  OBJECTIVES 


Reading  is  a  vital  factor  in  good  living.  It  is  equally 
a  force  in  maintaining  the  institution  of  democracy;  we 
inust,  therefore,  provide  opportunities  for  continuing  self- 
education  through  well  developed  library  planning  so  that 
every  citizen  may  have  available  such  printed  material  as 
will  give  him  information  to  satisfy  his  intellectual  curiosity 
and  improve  his  opportunities  for  earning  a  living. 

The  educational  process  must  not  end  with  school  days, 
but  must  continue  through  life.  Education  is  necessary  if 
democracy  is  to  be  effective.  An  informed  electorate  is  the 
only  safeguard  of  democracy.  In  all  plans  for  improving 
the  cultural  and  economic  condition  of  people,  a  definite 
place  must  be  found  for  the  library. 

The  objectives  of  the  library  are  to  assemble  and  pre- 
serve books  and  related  materials  in  organized  collections 
and,  through  stimulation  and  guidance,  to  promote  their 
use  to  the  end  that  children,  young  people,  men,  and  women 
may  have  opportunity  and  encouragement: 

To  educate  themselves  continuously; 

To  improve  their  ability  to  participate  usefully  in  activ- 
ities in  which  they  are  involved  as  citizens; 

To  equip  themselves,  and  keep  themselves  equipped,  for 
efficient  activity  in  useful  occupations  and  practical  affairs; 

To  make  such  use  of  leisure  time  as  will  promote  per- 
sonal happiness  and  social  well-being. 

OUTLINE  WORK  OF  STATE  LIBRARY 

The  detailed  work  of  the  State  Library  is  carried  on  under 
the  following  headings: 

Traveling  Libraries.  Collections  of  books  of  every 
description,  carefully  selected,  are  sent  to  the  remotest  cor- 
ners of  the  State  to  provide  reading  for  recreational,  inspira- 
tional and  educational  purposes.  Twelve  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  sets  were  sent  out  in  1932-34. 

Schools  of  Instruction.  These  schools  are  conducted 
in  designated  sections  of  the  State  each  year  and  consist  of 
informal  lectures,  conference  and  actual  practice  work. 
Two  of  these  schools  were  conducted  with  an  attendance 
of  sixty-one  librarians  and  trustees. 
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Correspondence  Course.  The  Correspondence  Course, 
started  more  than  ten  years  ago,  and  open  at  that  time  to 
any  applicant,  has  necessarily  been  limited  during  the  past 
three  years  to  those  actually  occupied  in  a  library.  This  is 
in  no  sense  a  regular  training  course,  but  it  is  offered  to 
enable  those  holding  library  positions  in  small  town  libraries, 
who  have  no  hope  of  definite  library  training,  an  opportunity 
to  carry  on  their  work  to  best  advantage  to  both  themselves 
and  their  patrons.  As  the  course  has  now  been  offered  over 
a  period  of  years,  we  are  aware  that  it  is  of  real  value  for 
this  definite  purpose.  We  try  to  make  the  work  personal, 
and  deal  with  the  special  problems  in  the  libraries  of  those 
taking  the  course.  There  are  about  twenty  entered  at  the 
present  time,  some  studying  regularly  throughout  the  year, 
others  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  seasons  in 
their  library  work  which  permit  them  the  extra  time  neces- 
sary for  the  course. 

Apprentice  Course.  The  Apprentice  Course,  started 
some  twelve  years  ago  with  no  limit  as  to  acceptance,  has 
come  to  be  in  such  demand  that  it  is  possible  to  hold  certain 
standard  requirements  for  entrance,  such  as  graduation  from 
a  classical  course  of  a  Grade  A  High  School,  or  its  equivalent. 
The  course  is  one  year  in  length,  giving  actual,  practical 
experience  in  all  departments  of  the  library.  It  does  not 
fit  one  for  librarianship  but  is  only  a  stepping  stone  to  fur- 
ther library  study.  The  history  of  those  who  have  completed 
the  course  shows  three  in  large  city  libraries  in  New  England ; 
one  in  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library,  where  she  was  accepted 
in  the  second  grade,  and  is  steadily  progressing  through  the 
different  grades  of  the  system,  by  examination  at  intervals; 
three  in  Simmons  College  by  reason  of  having  proved  to 
themselves  through  taking  this  course  that  they  wished  to 
become  librai'ians ;  one  as  a  student  assistant  in  a  college 
library  in  New  England;  and  one  on  our  own  staff  at  the 
State  Library.  This  year  we  have  had  an  unusually  fine 
offering  of  applicants,  including  one  with  previous  library 
experience  and  four  who  are  college  graduates.  In  deciding 
on  the  entrance  of  applicants,  we  keep  uppermost  the  fact 
that  the  course  is  for  those  who  most  need  it  and  who  may 
thus  be  helped  to  a  definite  decision  regarding  a  profession. 
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Summer  Reading.  This  privilege  is  extended  to  the 
children  in  the  public  schools  through  the  public  library  or 
some  organization  willing  to  assume  the  direction  where 
there  is  no  library.  Children  completing  this  course  receive 
a  certificate  from  the  State  Library.  Over  thirty  children 
followed  this  course  during  the  summer  of  1933-34. 

Library  Practice  and  Training.  Opportunity  is  offered 
to  a  limited  number  for  work  in  the  various  departments  of 
the  State  Library  under  supervision.  Five  persons  have 
availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  during  the  past  year. 

State  Aid.  Financial  aid  is  given  in  the  form  of  an 
annual  stipend  to  free  public  libraries  and  in  the  form  of  a 
founding  fund  to  newly  established  libraries.  $6,688.89  was 
paid  to  such  libraries  this  year. 

Reference  Work.  The  library  supplies  information  on 
all  subjects.  Within  the  last  few  years  the  work  of  this 
department  has  increased  enormously  as  the  residents  of 
the  State  have  come  to  realize  that  anyone  in  Maine  is 
entitled  to  use  the  library,  not  only  for  purposes  of  general 
culture,  but  also  for  assistance  in  reference  work.  Daily 
this  department  receives  and  answers  requests  for  informa- 
tion on  a  wide  range  of  subjects. 

Whatever  a  patron's  interests  may  be,  the  library  is 
equipped  to  supply  books  along  that  line,  and  it  is  also 
ready  to  furnish  information  on  subjects  for  club  papers, 
school  essays,  college  graduate  theses,  debates,  etc.,  thereby 
supplementinjg  the  resources  of  local  libraries  and  high 
schools  and  bringing  to  the  most  remote  portions  of  the 
State  the  advantages  and  facilities  of  an  up-to-date  reference 
library. 

There  are  517  municipalities  in  the  State;  274  of  these 
support  public  libraries,  but  many  of  these  libraries  are 
unable  to  serve  their  communities  adequately.  There  are 
243  towns  without  libraries.  These  towns  must  depend  on 
the  State  Library  for  their  books.  It  is  evident  from  these 
facts  that  the  State  Library  must  for  many  years  not  only 
supplement  the  work  of  the  libraries  in  the  small  towns, 
but  must  continue  to  furnish  reading  matter  to  these  towns 
without  any  library  service. 
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The  State  Library  is  a  center  for  Maine  information  of 
all  kinds.  Besides  general  reference  work,  much  Maine 
research  work  is  carried  on.  Included  in  the  Maine  section 
are  state,  town  and  county  histories,  family  histories,  direc- 
tories, such  vital  records  as  have  been  published,  census 
records,  all  the  official  publications  of  the  State,  including 
the  legislative  ones,  town  reports,  Maine  Registers,  bound 
files  of  newspapers  and  periodicals  published  in  the  State, 
and  books  descriptive  of  Maine  geographically,  educationally, 
industrially,  sociologically.  Special  files  are  kept  for  the 
preservation  of  pamphlets,  documentary  material,  and  gen- 
eral descriptive  and  biographical  items,  including  manu- 
script material  prepared  in  answer  to  research  questions. 
The  contents  of  these  files  are  available  for  both  reference 
and  loan.  We  are  interested  not  only  in  assembling  Maine- 
ana,  but  in  making  it  accessible  to  the  public,  and  any 
person  doing  Maine  research  work  is  assured  in  advance  of 
our  cordial  cooperation  and  assistance. 

An  important  part  of  the  reference  service  is  the  prepa- 
ration of  bibliographies  about  Maine.  All  these  bibliog- 
raphies are  available  for  reference  use  at  the  library,  most 
of  them  may  be  borrowed,  and  a  few,  including  a  list  of 
references  for  use  in  connection  with  the  course  on  Maine 
outlined  in  the  Elementary  School  Curriculum,  are  available 
for  distribution.  Among  the  important  bibliographies  in 
preparation,  available  for  reference  use  at  the  library  but 
not  for  loan,  are  an  annotated  list  of  biographies  of  dis- 
tinguished Maine  persons,  a  check  list  of  early  Maine  news- 
papers including  the  holdings  of  all  libraries  in  the  State  as 
well  as  of  this  one,  and  a  list  of  State  and  local  maps  includ- 
ing the  United  States  Coast  Charts  and  Geological  Survey 
topographic  maps,  and  a  special  collection  of  mounted  and 
bound  maps  pertaining  to  the  Northeastern  Boundary  con- 
troversy. M.uch  special  research  work  has  been  done  in  con- 
nection with  the  projects  of  the  various  federal  alphabetical 
agencies,  including  several  Hsts  of  Maine  buildings  of  historic, 
architectural,  or  associative  interest,  prepared  for  the  use  of 
the  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey. 

The  State  Library  makes  a  point  of  keeping  in  touch 
with  the  work  of  Maine  authors  and  with  books  about 
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Maine.  The  reference  files  contain  much  biographical  data 
not  available  elsewhere. 

About  a  dozen  years  ago  the  Librarian  started  a  Maine 
Author  Collection,  an  exhibit  collection  of  books  written  by 
persons  born  in  Maine  or  resident  here  during  their  creative 
years.  This  collection  now  numbers  several  hundred  auto- 
graphed volumes,  many  of  them  with  interesting  inscrip- 
tions. In  addition  to  the  collection  we  are  assembling  bio- 
graphical and  critical  material  about  our  authors,  constitut- 
ing a  reference  source  of  much  present  interest  and  great 
future  value  for  all  students  of  Maine's  literary  history. 
The  response  from  our  authors  has  been  very  encouraging 
and  indicates  an  increasing  interest  in  our  project.  We 
hope  that  as  the  collection  becomes  more  widely  known 
every  Maine  writer  will  take  pride  in  having  his  or  her  work 
represented  here.  At  present,  emphasis  is  placed  on  the 
work  of  contemporary  authors,  but  books  by  those  of  other 
periods  are  gradually  being  collected  whenever  it  is  possible 
to  obtain  first  editions  or  autographed  copies  of  their  works. 

The  work  of  the  Maine  research  department  includes 
the  preparation  of  material  for  the  Library  Bulletin  which 
has  been  published  intermittently  since  1911.  The  latest 
issue  was  printed  in  April,  1933,  but  manuscript  has  been 
prepared  regularly  for  subsequent  issues  in  the  expectation 
that  publication  will  at  some  time  be  possible.  The  Bulletin 
assembles  in  form  convenient  for  reference  use  material  not 
readily  available  in  print  elsewhere  and  is  a  valuable  refer- 
ence tool  for  librarians  and  students. 

Legislative  Reference.  The  reference  work  of  this 
bureau  consists  of  compiHng  and  supplying  information  in 
response  to  questions  on  current  legislative  and  related 
problems.  The  reference  work  is  done  not  only  for  members 
of  the  legislature,  but  for  State  departments  and  citizens  of 
the  State  as  well,  and  is  carried  on  at  all  times.  The  work 
covers  a  wide  range  of  subjects  and  takes  many  different 
forms.  The  Bureau  makes  digests  of  legislation  upon  given 
subjects.  It  also  compiles  the  best  available  information 
upon  both  sides  of  public  questions  of  current  interest.  It 
collects  information  upon  how  proposed  laws  have  worked 
out  elsewhere.     It  brings  together  the  history  of  Maine 
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legislation  and  proposed  legislation.  The  Bureau  keeps 
up-to-date  and  accurate  information  upon  public  questions; 
the  Bureau  has  access  to  all  the  principal  sources  in  which 
such  information  is  published — public  documents,  books 
and  pamphlets,  newspapers  and  magazines.  When  necessary 
it  also  sends  out  letters  to  get  information  not  available  in 
published  form.  All  services  rendered  are  free  and  strictly 
nonpoHtical  and  nonpartisan.  Every  citizen  of  the  State 
has  a  right  to  make  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  Legislative 
Reference  Bureau. 

Maine  Public  Documents.  Work  has  progressed  on  the 
arrangement  and  collection  of  Maine  Public  Documents, 
making  them  more  useful.  Department  reports  have  been 
gathered  in  as  complete  sets  as  possible,  one  set  placed  in 
the  safe  for  a  permanent  file,  and  a  second  set  arranged  for 
reference  use  and  lending.  The  miscellaneous  publications 
of  each  department  have  been  shelved  with  the  reports  of 
that  department.  A  card  file  has  been  compiled  giving 
information  about  the  reports.  From  this  file  one  can 
quickly  learn  what  reports  have  not  been  printed,  and  in 
what  years;  the  date  of  the  first  and  last  reports  printed; 
any  change  in  name  of  departments;  the  period  covered  by 
the  reports,  together  with  the  information  on  establishment 
of  departments;  transfer  of  bureaus  and  citations  to  the 
laws  transferring  or  establishing  them. 

Binding  and  Rebinding.  During  1932-33  there  were  83 
magazines  and  39  newspapers  bound  for  the  permanent 
files.  108  books  were  rebound  and  repaired.  In  1933-34 
there  were  132  magazines  and  38  newspapers  bound  while 
109  books  were  rebound  and  repaired.

Augusta  Vital  Records,  2  v 1,000 
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Civil  Works  Administration.  Maine  department  re- 
ports have  been  analysed  under  a  Civil  Works  Administra- 
tion project  so  that  a  wealth  of  information  is  now  available 
and  can  be  put  to  the  uses  intended.  An  article  on  Island 
titles  of  Maine  in  the  1914  report  of  the  Forest  Commissioner 
is  now  easily  located.  The  valuable  material  on  the  habits 
and  natural  history  of  the  lobster  in  the  reports  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Sea  and  Shore  Fisheries  has  been  made  avail- 
able. These  two  examples  alone  show  the  value  of  this 
analysis  which  has  entered  in  the  general  catalogue  these 
special  articles  found  in  the  annual  and  biennial  reports  of 
the  departments  where  formerly  these  articles  were  located 
only  after  a  long  search. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  cataloguing  de- 
partment, the  following  projects  were  undertaken  by  the 
three  Civil  Works  Administration  skilled  workers  who  were 
employed  at  the  State  Library  from  February  to  May,  1934: 

Analytical  subject  entries  were  added  to  the  catalogue 
for  biographical  sketches  (obituaries)  appearing  in  the  Maine 
Supreme  Court  reports. 

Three  sets  of  periodicals  not  indexed  in  the  Reader's 
Guide  were  analyzed  for  local  history  and  genealogy. 

Work  was  begun  on  an  index  to  the  genealogies  contained 
in  recent  town  histories  and  genealogical  publications  sup- 
plementing Munsell's  Index  to  Genealogies.  This  project 
is  still  unfinished. 

A  beginning  was  made  on  tabulated  continuation  cards 
for  the  department  reports  of  other  states  received  previous 
to  the  year  1922.    This  project  remains  incomplete. 

The  Maine  Guide-Book  which  has  been  in  preparation 
for  some  years  received  much  needed  aid  and  the  work 
progressed  to  a  great  extent,  but  there  is  still  a  vast  amount 
to  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of  research  before  this  will 
be  complete.  There  was  also  a  beginning  on  some  important 
listing  of  old  Maine  newspapers,  which  is  still  unfinished. 
Thus  it  seems  that  while  some  of  the  projects  were  com- 
pleted several  others  remain  until  the  time  when  some 
special  provision  can  be  made  to  have  them  carried  out  to 
completion. 
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The  library  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  sufficient 
assistance  to  have  all  the  books  carefully  dusted,  including 
removal  from  the  floor  and  a  thorough  washing  of  that. 
The  shelves  in  the  main  library,  the  business  office  and  the 
extension  division  were  cleaned  and  the  storehouse  received 
a  complete  renovation.  This  was  done  under  direct  super- 
vision of  the  State  Library  by  workers  provided  from  time 
to  time  during  the  winter,  some  days  as  many  as  six  men 
reporting  for  duty,  and  at  other  times  only  one  or  two; 
but  for  the  most  part,  during  a  period  of  three  months, 
March,  April,  and  May,  there  was  at  least  one  man  on  full- 
time  duty  as  assigned  by  the  Civil  Works  Administration.

Bureau  of  Library  Extension.  The  duties  of  the  Library 
Extension  of  the  Maine  State  Library  are  to  promote,  or- 
ganize and  supervise  free  libraries;  to  acquire,  prepare,  and 
circulate  traveling  libraries;  to  supply  information,  advice, 
and  assistance  or  instruction  on  any  matter  pertaining  to 
library  methods,  organization  or  administration  of  libraries;

to  employ  all  suitable  efforts  to  bring  within  the  reach  of 
the  people  of  the  State,  and  awaken  their  desire  for,  increased 
opportunities  and  facilities  for  reading  and  study. 

Traveling  Libraries.  The  State  Library  has  served 
through  its  traveling  library  system  487  of  the  517  cities, 
towns,  and  plantations  of  the  State.  In  the  years  covered 
by  this  report,  1932-34,  1265  traveling  library  collections 
have  been  distributed.  More  extensive  use  of  the  general 
or  adult  sets  is  being  made  in  the  remote  communities. 

Each  year  the  Maine  State  Library  endeavors  to  find 
new  fields  in  which  to  place  its  traveUng  libraries.  Special 
library  projects  have  been  arranged  through  the  Farm 
Bureau  groups  and  the  Education  Department. 

Farm  Bureau  Project.  The  Farm  Bureau  project  began 
in  1932  with  four  counties.  The  extension  worker  met  with 
the  clubs  (both  Farm  Bureau  and  4-H  Clubs),  explained  the 
methods,  talked  about  the  authors  and  books,  and  made 
every  effort  to  create  an  interest  in  the  project.  No  method 
of  approach  we  have  tried  promises  greater  success  than 
this  project.  It  takes  us  to  the  very  center  of  the  rural 
problem;  it  brings  us  into  contact  with  the  most  interested 
person  in  the  community — the  club  leader;  it  brings  us  with 
the  books  into  personal  relation  with  the  alert  boys  and  girls 
of  the  locality. 

Out  of  these  clubs  in  many  instances  will  develop  public 
libraries;  from  among  these  young  people  will  come  men  and 
women  who  will  support  libraries;  and  more  important  than 
all  else,  there  will  come  a  generation  of  intelligent  readers, 
who,  if  country  life  is  saved,  will  be  the  leaders  in  that 
achievement. 

This  Farm  Bureau  project  has  been  extended  to  seven 
counties  with  plans  to  introduce  it  to  four  more  new  counties 
for  1934-35.  Libraries  have  been  used  in  Kennebec  6,  Knox- 
Lincoln  3,  Penobscot  3,  Piscataquis  3,  Waldo  6,  Washington 
3. 

Department  of  Education  Project.  Through  the  De- 
partment of  Education  a  project  was  started,  whereby 
schools  with  very  poor  or  no  school  facilities,  could  secure 
two  traveling  libraries  each — one  for  the  lower  grades  and 
one  for  the  upper  grades.     Forty  of  these  collections  were 
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made  up  with  twenty-five  volumes  in  a  set.  The  books  were 
selected  with  great  care  and  an  effort  made  to  include  titles 
necessary  for  a  good  background  of  literature  and  to  supple- 
ment the  various  subjects  in  the  school  curriculum.  The 
hbraries  will  be  exchanged  among  the  communities  each 
year.  Following  is  the  list  of  towns  where  the  books  have 
been  placed:  Amherst,  Brooks,  Buckfield,  Coopers  Mills, 
Eastport,  Etna,  Grand  Isle,  LaGrange,  Mapleton,  Oakfield, 
Oakland,  Otisfield,  Oxford,  Penobscot,  Richmond,  Shirley, 
Washington,  West  New  Portland.

Gifts  to  New  Libraries.  Under  the  benefits  of  Sec.  36 
of  Chap.  210  of  the  laws  of  1921,  which  reads  as  follows: 
"The  State  Library  shall  donate  to  any  town  having  no  free 
public  library  owned  or  controlled  by  the  town  books  pur- 
chased for  that  purpose  not  exceeding  fifty  per  cent  in  value 
of  the  books  and  documents  purchased  by  said  town  for  the 
purpose  of  founding  a  free  public  library  therein;  said  dona- 
tion in  no  case  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,"  the  following 
libraries  have  received  books  during  the  past  two  years: 
South  Windham,  $50;  Gorham,  $50. 

New  Library  Buildings,  1932-34.  New  library  build- 
ings have  been  erected,  or  old  buildings  remodelled,  in  the 
following  places:  Deer  Isle,  East  Machias,  Lisbon,  Old 
Town,  Orrington,  Sanford,  Solon.  A  new  children's  room 
has  been  added  to  the  Waterville  Public  Library,  and  the 
Sanford  (Springvale)  Library  has  moved  to  new  quarters 
and  has  a  new  reading  room.

New  Stipend  Libraries.  The  State  pays  from  7  to  10 
per  cent  to  any  town  making  an  appropriation  from  taxation 
funds  for  the  support  of  a  library.  During  the  two  year 
period  with  which  this  report  is  concerned,  nine  towns  have 
been  added  to  the  list  of  those  appropriating  funds  for 
library  purposes:  Bluehill,  Bucksport,  Brownville,  Buxton, 
Corinth,  Deer  Isle,  Lisbon,  Southport,  Windham.  Stipends 
were  paid  to  150  libraries  during  the  period  covered  by  this 
report.

Some  years  ago  much  was  said  and  done  about  Adult  Educa- 
tion. Although  less  attention  is  now  given  to  the  problem,  the 
need  remains,  and  we  are  constantly  furthering  the  advance  of 
education.  If  intellect  is  to  live  and  be  a  vital  factor  in  our 
time,  books  must  be  available  to  citizens  who  are  not  near  large 
library  centers.  Those  who  are  remote  need  books  for  recrea- 
tion and  for  sharpening  the  mind ;  those  in  professions,  who  are 
strengthening  the  foundations  of  our  civilization,  as  well  as 
those  who  are  attending  to  the  mechanics  of  keeping  it  balanced, 
need  a  base  on  which  to  depend  for  the  necessary  stimulation. 

The  Maine  State  Library  is  an  important  source  of  educa- 
tional opportunity.  It  serves  the  school  children,  beginning 
with  those  in  the  lowest  grades  and  carrying  on  through  the 
high  school  years;  but  what,  also,  of  the  service  to  that  remain- 
ing 70%  of  our  population  in  Maine,  who  do  not  go  into  higher 
educational  fields?  This  is  the  point  at  which  the  State  Library 
becomes  indispensable,  the  time  when  it  enters  the  field  of  adult 
education  and  furnishes  abundant  opportunity  to  those  who 
wish  to  continue  their  learning. 

If  the  schools  train  the  minds  of  coming  citizens,  shall  the 
libraries  fail  in  their  mission  to  provide  the  means  for  the  ex- 
ercise of  those  trained  minds?  Is  not  the  library  under  obliga- 
tion to  continue  the  inheritance  which  is  bestowed  on  it  by  the 
public  schools  when  their  work  is  complete? 
I'll  Our  Maine  State  Library  is  extensively  used  and  appreciated 
by  the  citizens  of  this  state  as  well  as  by  those  visitors  who  are 
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with  us  for  brief  periods  of  the  year.  It  is  a  source  of  legal  in- 
formation for  lawyers.  It  aids  members  of  the  Legislature  to 
form  opinions  from  unbiased  information.  It  is  a  boon  to  stu- 
dents as  well  as  to  general  readers.  It  furnishes  verification  of 
historical  facts  to  writers  of  Maine  histories  and  novels  depict- 
ing Maine  life.  It  specializes  in  lending  individual  books  to 
those  writing  club  papers,  to  speechmakers,  to  mechanics,  nature 
lovers,  scientists,  and  those  in  all  walks  of  life  throughout  our 
state.  Whole  collections  of  books  for  recreational  reading  are 
available  to  groups,  conmiunities,  organizations,  and  summer 
camps. 

More  Room  for  Books 

A  problem  that  must  receive  your  immediate  attention  is 
that  of  where  we  are  to  place  books  which  will  come  to  the 
library  during  the  next  two  years.  Every  available  foot  of  shelf 
space  is  now  in  use.  I  invite  you  to  visit  the  library  and  see 
conditions  as  they  exist. 

With  available  space  filled  to  capacity,  and  more  than  half 
of  our  books  stored  in  locations  not  easily  accessible;  with  the 
collection  growing  rapidly  in  size  and  increasing  in  usefulness 
each  year,  the  library  has  come  to  the  point  where  its  efficiency 
is  vitally  impaired. 

We  have,  here  in  Maine,  conditions  which  are  peculiar  to 
ourselves:  an  area  relatively  sparsely  settled,  no  great  cities, 
no  large  universities  or  endowments  to  gather  enormous  collec- 
tions of  books.  The  majority  of  our  people  must  depend  on  the 
State  Library  for  technical  and  special  books. 

The  present  conditions  as  outlined  demand  inunediate  action. 
You  can  do  one  of  two  things. 

First:  Increase  the  size  of  the  present  State  House.  This 
solution  is  not  only  the  practical,  but  also  the  economical  one: 
to  extend  the  wing  to  the  rear  of  the  capitol  in  harmony  with 
the  design  of  the  present  building.  The  new  wing  should  be  a 
home  for  all  the  library  activities  of  the  state,  the  Department 
of  Education,  and  the  Museum.  This  library  wing  should  re- 
lease enough  office  space  to  provide  satisfactory  quarters  for  the 
present  overcrowded  conditions  of  the  State  House. 

Second :  Double  stack  the  present  library.  This  would  pro- 
vide for  fifty-one  thousand  volumes. 
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This  legislature  ought  not  to  adjourn  without  taking  some 
action  in  this  matter.  If  you  believe  financial  conditions  do 
not  warrant  the  extension  in  the  rear  of  the  present  building, 
then  I  advise  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  double  stack 
the  present  library. 

The  following  pages  of  this  report  show  in  further  detail  the 
various  activities  of  the  library,  the  carrying  on  of  which  is 
greatly  retarded  by  totally  inadequate  space  and  unfavorable 
working  conditions. 

OUTLINE  OF  STATE  LIBRARY  SERVICE 

Correspondence  Course.  The  Correspondence  Course, 
which  has  been  conducted  for  twelve  years,  continues  in  a  normal 
way,  without  advertising  of  any  kind,  because  it  fills  a  definite 
need  in  the  library  work  of  our  state.  Librarians  who  cannot 
attend  library  school,  or  even  get  to  Round  Table  gatherings, 
can  secure  aid  in  their  problems  and  direction  in  carrying  on 
the  technical  details  of  their  libraries,  through  this  source.  The 
course  is  offered  only  to  those  who  are  actually  working  in 
libraries  in  Maine,  and  may  be  adapted  to  meet  specific  needs. 

There  is  no  time  limit  for  the  completion  of  the  work;  thus 
no  librarian  feels  under  pressure  to  get  the  lessons  done  at  any 
definite  time.  Books  necessary  to  carry  on  the  general  reading 
and  technical  studies  are  lent  by  the  State  Library  for  indefinite 
periods.    There  is  no  charge  for  the  course. 

Apprentice  Course.  The  Apprentice  Course  develops  in 
value,  both  to  the  student  and  to  the  State  Library,  as  the 
advantages  of  fourteen  years'  experience  incrccise.  A  strict 
requirement  of  a  broad,  cultural  background  and  a  classical 
education  has  made  it  possible  to  select  promising  students  who 
have  proved  the  value  of  the  course. 

The  usefulness  of  the  course  to  the  State  Library  was  realized 
during  the  summer  of  1936  when  it  became  necessary  to  have 
a  place  filled  temporarily.  A  former  student,  who  had  supple- 
mented her  training  with  two  college  years  and  two  years  of 
work  in  a  college  library,  carried  on  the  work  easily  by  reason 
of  her  familiarity  with  it,  and  her  additional  education  and 
experience. 
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A  new  feature  of  the  apprentice  course  is  the  extension  of 
the  work  into  a  second  year.  The  student  fitted  to  continue  is 
chosen  to  become  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  State  Library  for 
one  year,  receiving  a  salary  and  becoming  responsible  for  circu- 
lation work.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  is  open  again 
to  another  student.  If  no  student  is  qualified  to  continue  the 
second  year,  the  library  reserves  the  right  not  to  appoint. 

Legislative  Reference.  The  Legislative  Reference  Bureau 
seeks  to  provide  a  readier  means  of  information  with  regard  to 
all  matters  of  legislative  interest  than  would  otherwise  be  avail- 
able. The  first  purpose  of  legislative  reference  work  is  to  aid 
the  members  of  the  legislature  in  discharge  of  important  duties 
which  they  are  delegated  to  perform.  Material  is  collected  on 
important  questions  to  be  considered  at  the  coming  session  of 
the  legislature.  Every  bill,  as  soon  as  introduced,  is  made  the 
subject  of  investigation  and  study  by  the  Legislative  Reference 
Bureau.  The  introduction  of  an  important  measure  is  a  signal 
to  collect  from  every  available  source  whatever  may  throw  light 
on  the  need,  utility,  and  expediency  of  proposed  legislation. 

This  library  is  a  depository  for  documents  of  all  descriptions 
relating  to  any  phase  of  legislation,  from  all  states  and  the  Fed- 
eral Government.  It  is  a  place  where  one  can  secure  without 
delay  a  law  upon  any  subject,  or  a  case  upon  any  law.  The 
service  consists  of  ascertaining  and  acquiring  information  on 
subjects  that  will  be  considered  during  sessions  of  the  legislature, 
and  the  locating,  compiling,  and  digesting  of  information  on 
legislation  pending  or  enacted  in  one  or  more  of  the  states.  The 
legislative  reference  service  provides  a  comprehensive  research 
on  legislative  problems,  summarizes  and  digests  information 
relating  to  legislation  of  the  Federal  Government  or  of  the 
states;  gathers  material  setting  forth  the  social  and  economic 
effects  of  statutes  of  the  legislation  enacted  in  this  state  or  else- 
where; makes  such  investigation  into  legislative  governmental 
institutions  as  will  aid  the  legislature;  keeps  and  files  copies  of 
all  bills,  resolutions,  amendments,  memorials,  reports  of  com- 
mittees, journals,  and  other  documents  printed;  assists  and 
cooperates  with  any  recess  committees  created  by  the  legislature 
or  the  governor;  maintains  an  exchange  service  with  the  legis- 
lative reference  bureaus  of  other  states. 
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The  service  is  available  not  only  to  the  legislature  and  state 
departments,  but  also  to  private  citizens,  and  loans  are  con- 
stantly made  to  citizens  in  all  parts  of  the  state.  Information 
is  supplied  on  legislative  and  related  subjects  in  response  to 
requests,  many  of  which  involve  extensive  research.  All  re- 
quests are  treated  as  confidential.  This  service  is  maintained 
not  only  during  the  legislative  session  but  between  sessions  as 
well. 

The  Clipping  Bureau.  The  Newspaper  Clipping  Bureau 
is  maintained  as  a  division  of  the  library's  Maine  reference  de- 
partment. All  Maine  daily  papers  and  the  greater  number  of 
Maine  weeklies  are  carefully  clipped  for  material  on  Maine  that 
is  of  value  to  persons  engaged  in  the  varied  fields  of  state  re- 
search.   News  pictures  are  plentifully  included. 

As  this  mass  of  material  has  grown  in  bulk  and  importance, 
it  has  become  the  practice  to  segregate  it  by  subject  and  to 
preserve  the  most  valuable  of  it  in  clipping  books.  The  more 
temporary  material  is  kept  as  loose  clippings  in  a  vertical  file. 

There  are  now  more  than  fifty  of  the  clipping  books  in  the 
library,  all  of  which  are  receiving  constant  additions  and  revi- 
sions. New  books  are  started  from  time  to  time  as  demand 
appears.  Because  of  the  unique  character  and  increasing  value 
of  these  books,  they  have  been  withdrawn  from  general  circu- 
lation, but  may  be  used  under  special  arrangement.  The  mate- 
rial in  the  books  is  arranged  with  a  view  to  making  it  as  easy 
as  possible  to  use,  and  marginal  tab  indexes  have  been  made 
for  several  of  the  volumes.  A  special  volume  for  each  of  the 
counties  in  the  state  is  a  feature  of  the  collection.  The  titles 
show  such  wide  variations  as  these:  Maine  Islands,  Tide  Mills, 
Maine  Manufacturing  Industries  (4  vols.).  Old  Maine  Manners 
and  Customs,  Maine  Winter  Sports,  Firemen  and  Firemen's 
Musters,  Notable  Maine  Churches,  Maine  Inventors,  to  name 
only  a  few. 

The  Clipping  Bureau  contributes  regularly  to  other  depart- 
ments of  the  library:  all  book  reviews  and  literary  material 
pertaining  to  Maine  writers  and  Maine  in  literature  are  clipped 
for  the  library's  well-known  Maine  Author  Collection;  all  reports 
of  town  meetings  and  city  elections  are  clipped  for  the  Legis- 
lative Reference  Bureau;  special  clipping  work  is  done  for  any 
state  department  on  request. 
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A  card  index  is  maintained  by  the  Clipping  Bureau  of  state- 
wide organizations,  including  the  name  and  address  of  the  pre- 
siding officer  of  each,  secured  as  reports  of  their  annual  meetings 
and  elections  appear  in  the  newspapers.  A  list  of  prominent 
summer  residents  is  another  continuation  activity  kept  up  by 
day-to-day  scanning  of  the  papers. 

The  remainder  of  the  Clipping  Bureau  assistant's  time  is 
devoted  to  various  special  tasks  of  indexing,  listing  and  classi- 
fying material  not  otherwise  readily  available  for  use.  During 
the  past  two  years  a  card  file  of  genealogical  reference  has  been 
made,  to  serve  as  a  supplement  to  the  standard  genealogical 
indexes  in  the  library.  This  file  is  also  a  (Continuation  which  is 
constantly  growing. 

Newspapers.  The  State  Library's  collection  of  Maine 
newspapers  is  of  increasing  importance.  With  the  possible 
exception  of  the  Bowdoin  College  Library,  there  is  not  elsewhere 
in  Maine  a  collection  of  the  news  publications  of  the  state  so 
comprehensive  as  the  one  owned  by  the  State  Library.  The 
second  edition  of  Griffin's  Press  of  Maine  lists  the  titles  of  about 
four  hundred  newspapers  issued  in  the  State  of  Maine  from  the 
first  issue  of  the  Falmouth  Gazette  in  1785  until  1874.  A  list 
of  those  published  subsequent  to  that  date  would  doubtless  add 
several  hundred  more  titles,  but  of  many  of  these  newspapers 
of  the  past  there  are  no  copies  in  existence.  This  fact  empha- 
sizes the  importance  of  collecting  and  preserving  either  complete 
files  or  scattered  issues  of  the  survivors  and  while  the  present 
collection  at  the  State  Library  is  far  from  complete,  it  shows 
a  slow  but  steady  growth  which  indicates  an  increasing  interest 
in  it  as  the  logical  repository  for  newspapers  of  historical  interest. 
Single  issues  of  long  dead  publications  which  have  little  value 
for  news  interest  are  often  valuable  as  examples  of  the  type  of 
news  publications  in  the  periods  covered.  Many  of  these  papers, 
established  solely  to  further  the  interests  of  one  political  party 
or  another,  and  ceasing  to  exist  when  the  campaign  ended,  give 
an  interesting  light  on  pre-radio  methods  of  campaigning. 

Several  years  ago  the  library  began  a  survey  of  the  news- 
papers available  for  reference  use  in  the  libraries  of  the  state, 
including  the  county  law  libraries,  many  of  which  have  excellent 
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collections  of  local  newspapers.  All  information  which  has  been 
received  has  been  carefully  noted,  and  is  arranged  so  that  it  is 
readily  available  for  reference  use  at  the  State  Library.  Addi- 
tional data  is  added  as  acquired  and  information  in  regard  to 
the  ownership  of  very  old  newspapers  by  individuals,  societies, 
etc.,  is  also  noted.  Very  few  of  these  early  papers  (those  pub- 
lished prior  to  1830)  have  been  reported,  so  one  is  forced  to 
conclude  that  files  of  them  are  practically  non-existant  in  library 
collections.  The  result  of  this  newspaper  survey  also  indicates 
that,  with  the  exception  of  the  larger  libraries,  such  as  those  at 
Bangor  and  Portland,  there  are  comparatively  few  newspaper 
collections  in  the  libraries  of  the  state  and  in  many  instances 
such  collections  as  exist  are  not  available  for  general  use. 

Mr.  Frederick  Fassett's  detailed  and  interesting  study.  News- 
papers in  the  District  of  Maine  1785-1820,  lists  over  thirty  news- 
papers published  in  the  District  dliring  that  period.  As  many 
of  these  changed  titles  almost  as  frequently  as  they  changed 
hands  (the  Gazette  of  Portland  appeared  under  eight  different 
names),  the  list  of  titles  is  somewhat  longer.  At  the  time  of 
Maine's  admission  to  the  Union  (1820),  there  were  seven  newsr 
papers  published  in  the  state,  many  of  them  having  originated 
as  organs  for  or  against  the  question  of  separation.  The  current 
issue  of  the  Maine  Register  lists  sixty-seven  news  publications 
in  Maine,  including  those  issued  by  the  four  Maine  colleges, 
nearly  all  of  which  are  received  at  the  Maine  State  Library. 
With  the  exception  of  a  few  very  rare  items  which  are  in  the 
library  safe,  bound  volumes  of  current  and  old  newspapers  are 
housed  in  a  building  where  they  are  accessible  for  reference  use. 
They  are  at  the  service  of  the  general  public  as  well  as  of  the 
library  and  the  other  departments  of  the  state,  and  are  used 
as  sources  for  political  and  social  history,  for  the  verification  of 
birth,  death  and  marriage  dates,  and  for  general  information 
not  available  elsewhere. 

Bibliographies.  The  Maine  State  Library  does  not  issue 
a  printed  catalog.  Information  about  the  resources  of  the 
library  and  the  books  available  for  reference  and  loan  is  circu- 
lated by  means  of  bibliographies.  These  bibliographies,  which 
are  constantly  in  process  of  preparation  or  revision,   include 
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(I)  lists  of  recent  additions  to  the  library,   issued  quarterly, 

(II)  selected  lists  of  books  on  special  subjects,  (III)  mimeo- 
graphed lists  of  books  on  miscellaneous  subjects,  recommended 
for  general  reading,  and  (IV)  lists  of  books,  references,  and  sub- 
jects of  special  Maine  interest. 

(I)  The  quarterly  lists  of  current  additions  to  the  library 
are  available  in  January,  April,  July  and  October.  These  lists 
are  distributed  to  local  libraries,  and  may  be  consulted  there 
as  well  as  borrowed  from  the  Maine  State  Library. 

(II)  The  special  bibliographies  cover  books  on  the  wide 
range  of  subjects  included  in  the  library  collection.  These  lists 
are  usually  limited  to  the  more  recent  publications  available  on 
the  subjects  listed.  Additions  are  made  to  the  lists  as  new  items 
are  acquired  by  the  library  and  revisions  are  made  at  frequent 
intervals.  If  there  is  no  available  list  on  a  subject  in  which  a 
patron  is  especially  interested,  one  is  prepared  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. These  are  book  lists,  taking  the  place  of  a  subject  cata- 
log; they  are  not  research  bibliographies.  Among  the  longer 
lists  of  this  type  are  Antiques,  Handicrafts j  Modern  Dramas 
Vocations,  The  House  and  Its  Furnishings,  and  Youth;  a  List  of 
Books  for  Workers  with  Young  People, 

(III)  The  miscellaneous  lists  containing  suggestions  for 
general  reading  are  always  much  in  demand.  They  usually  have 
brief  annotations,  and  are  not  necessarily  limited  to  recent  pub- 
lications. Among  the  most  popular  ones  are  An' Arm  Chair, 
Reading  List  and  Books  for  Your  Leisure  Hours,  There  are  also 
lists,  differing  slightly  in  content  from  the  subject  lists,  which 
cover  the  interests  of  special  groups  such  as  business  men, 
teachers,  journalists,  etc.  The  library  frequently  has  occasion 
to  prepare  such  lists  for  use  in  connection  with  extension  work 
of  other  departments. 

(IV)  The  special  Maine  lists  make  available  information  in 
regard  to  the  library's  extensive  resources  in  the  field  of  Maine- 
iana.  They  differ  from  the  general  lists  described  above  in  that 
they  include  references  as  well  as  titles  of  books  and  there- 
fore give  more  detailed  information  about  available  material  on 
special  Maine  subjects.  There  are  also  lists  on  subjects  such 
as  Maine  Buildings  of  Architectural  Interest,  Maine  Celebrities, 
Literary  Shrines  of  Maine,  and  Fiction  with  Maine  Settings, 
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which  patrons  find  very  useful.  Long  lists  of  books  on  Maine 
subjects  are  prepared  from  time  to  time,  and  are  usually  mimeo- 
graphed. The  latest  list  of  this  type  is  What  to  Read  about  Maine. 
There  are  also  lists  on  Maine  Indians^  State  Publications  on 
Maine  Geology,  and  various  other  subjects  for  which  the  demand 
for  material  is  extensive.  A  much  used  list  is  the  one  on  Maine 
history  prepared  for  use  in  connection  with  the  teaching  of 
Maine  history  as  required  by  the  Elementary  School  Curriculum. 

Maine  Author  Collection.  The  Maine  Author  Collection, 
comprising  several  hundred  volumes,  was  started  fifteen  years 
ago,  and  has  increased  steadily  in  interest  and  value.  The 
books,  autographed,  inscribed  presentation  copies,  are  written 
by  persons  born  in  Maine  or  resident  here  during  their  creative 
years,  or  have  a  Maine  background,  and  are  shelved  in  the  State 
Librarian's  office,  where  visitors  are  always  welcome. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  the  response  and  interest  which 
our  Maine  authors  have  manifested  in  this  project,  and  the 
pride  which  is  indicated  in  Maine's  recognition  and  in  repre- 
sentation in  the  collection. 

In  addition  to  the  revealing  and  frequently  amusing  inscrip- 
tions, the  volumes  of  correspondence  and  the  vertical  file,  in 
which  may  be  found  biographical  and  critical  material,  pictures 
when  available,  book  reviews  and  other  relevant  information, 
offer  a  constantly  expanding  source  of  great  reference  value  to 
future  students  of  Maine's  prominence  in  literature. 

During  the  past  five  years  Maine  has  entered  a  literary 
Renaissance,  producing  best  sellers,  prize-winning  plays  and 
poetry,  and  outstanding  contributions  in  the  world  of  science, 
education,history,  art  and  religion.  The  significant  features  of 
Maine  books  are  stylistic:  excellence  in  character  delineation, 
in  local  atmosphere,  in  traditions  and  memories  of  past  glories, 
and  in  the  famous  Maine  laconic  wit. 

These  Maine  writers,  novelists,  poets,  playwrights,  trans- 
lators, columnists,  historians,  artists,  educators,  essayists  and 
humorists,  are  being  assured  of  a  place  of  honor  in  the  future 
by  the  Maine  Author  Collection. 

Works  Progress  Administration.  A  card  indexing 
project,  conducted  by  the  Maine  State  Library  under  the  bene- 
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fits  of  the  Works  Progress  Administration,  may,  perhaps,  be 
best  described  by  quoting  a  paragraph  from  a  recent  publication 
of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census,  entitled  ''Census  of 
Business,  1935,  and  Other  Census  Activities,^'  as  follows: 

''Books  shipped  like  gold  ...  37  tons  of  census  volumes 
recently  shipped  from  Washington  to  St.  Louis  .  .  .  The  reason: 
these  irreplaceable  records  represent  the  most  valuable  available 
source  from  which  thousands  of  people  may  determine  their 
ages  in  the  procuring  of  old-age  pensions  and  passports,  and  in 
establishing  place  of  birth.  From  the  first  census  in  1790  to 
the  fifteenth  census  in  1930,  the  volumes  of  original  population 
schedules  provide  the  only  permanent  record  of  the  individual 
American — all  individual  Americans  enumerated  in  the  great 
national  censuses.  For  many  years  these  documents  have  been 
used  for  genealogical  research  and  the  exact  determination  of 
recorded  age  and  place  of  birth.  The  enactment  of  old-age 
pension  laws  has  greatly  increased  the  use  of  these  invaluable 
Census  records.  .  .  The  Bureau  of  the  Census  is  therefore  com- 
piling a  card  index  of  individuals  by  families  and  place  of  resi- 
dence from  the  1900  Census  schedules  which  will  have  the  greatest 
usefulness  in  connection  with  social-security  laws." 

The  State  Library  has  the  original  manuscript  records  of 
the  1850,  the  1860,  and  the  1870  census  in  Maine,  and  two 
Works  Progress  Administration  workers  are  engaged  in  preparing 
an  index  of  these  volumes.  They  are  doing  the  work  on  scrap 
cards  which  are  then  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  and  copied 
on  typewriter  paper  of  the  regulation  size,  so  that  the  census 
of  each  city  or  town  may  be  bound  in  pamphlet  form,  convenient 
for  consultation.  For  reasons  of  economy,  this  index  is  of  heads 
of  families,  and  does  not  include  the  names  of  all  the  children 
in  each  family,  but  even  in  this  abbreviated  form,  it  has  already 
proved  valuable  in  assisting  applicants  for  old-age  pensions. 
The  indexing  of  Portland,  the  largest  city,  and  thirteen  other 
cities  and  towns  is  now  complete,  and  work  is  being  done  on 
the  towns  in  Washington  County  and  Hancock  County.  This 
is  a  good  beginning,  but  only  the  beginning  of  a  project  which 
will  be  extremely  useful  when  completed. 

The  idea  as  it  originated  with  us,  was  in  full  progress  before 
we  received  the  pamphlet  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the 
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Census  describing  the  work  which  is  being  done  at  St.  Louis  as 
a  * 'white-collar'*  project.  That  project  was  to  employ  approxi- 
mately 2500  workers  for  a  period  of  about  one  year.

Binding  and  Rebinding.  During  1934-35  there  were  105 
magazines  and  40  newspapers  bound  for  the  permanent  files. 
69  books  were  rebound  and  repaired.-  In  1935-36  there  were  169 
magazines  and  44  newspapers  bound,  while  168  books  were 
rebound  and  repaired.  Several  items  worthy  of  special  mention 
were  sent  to  the  bindery  during  this  period.  A  typewritten 
manuscript  of  the  History  of  Madawaska^  translated  from  the 
French  by  Marie  Antoinette  Page,  was  bound.  A  number  of 
manuscripts  compiled  by  various  chapters  of  the  D.  A.  R.  on 
local  history  and  genealogy  were  bound  and  added  to  the  library's 
shelves.

Bureau  of  Library  Extension.  In  the  successful  opera- 
tion of  anything  which  moves,  be  it  automobile,  streamline  train, 
or  airplane,  three  things  are  required — a  strong,  well-built 
machine,  a  capable  pilot  to  direct  its  course,  and  the  right  kind 
of  motive  power.  If  any  one  of  these  is  weak,  faulty,  or  in- 
efficient, the  machine  may  stop,  slow  up,  or  crash. 

In  the  library  field,  no  matter  how  small,  these  same  factors 
are  indispensable  if  the  service  is  to  fulfill  its  purpose.  There 
must  be  a  satisfactory  plant,  well-equipped;  there  must  be  a 
librarian  who  knows  the  business,  to  direct  it;  and  there  must 
be  a  well-informed,  alert  staff  to  make  it  go. 

The  State  Library  has  served  through  its  traveling  library 
system,  477  of  the  515  cities,  towns  and  plantations  of  the  state. 
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Many  of  the  towns  are  divided  into  small  villages  and  hamlets, 
of  which  we  are  serving  103.  In  the  years  covered  by  this  re- 
port, 1934-36,  1,437  traveling  library  collections  have  been 
distributed,  an  increase  of  172  sets  over  the  previous  report. 
The  extent  to  which  the  traveling  libraries  are  used  is  made 
evident  through  the  various  projects  that  are  either  expanded 
or  developed  each  year. 

Farm  Bureau  Project.  The  Farm  Bureau  project  has 
been  extended  to  all  sixteen  counties.  In  1932  when  the  project 
began,  only  four  counties  were  included.  Since  then,  as  new 
counties  have  been  added,  the  service  has  been  extended  to 
three  new  communities  in  each  of  the  counties. 

One  new  library  is  compiled  each  year  for  each  county.  The 
oldest  group  in  the  county  has  the  new  set  first.  The  remaining 
groups  use  the  older  sets  which  are  rotated  in  a  certain  order. 

From  the  four  years'  experience  with  this  project,  there  can 
be  shown  only  a  beginning  of  constructive  work,  but  we  believe 
what  has  been  accomplished  justifies  the  establishment  of  this 
enterprise,  and  warrants  its  continuation.  It  takes  us  to  the 
very  center  of  the  rural  problem  and  reaches  father,  mother, 
boy  and  girl. 

Department  of  Education  Project.  A  project  started 
in  1934  through  the  Department  of  Education,  whereby  schools 
with  very  poor  or  no  library  facilities  could  secure  two  traveling 
libraries  each — one  for  the  lower  grades,  and  one  for  the  upper 
grades — ^was  continued,  but  in  a  different  way.  Sets  were  placed 
in  all  the  schools  of  one  community.  Letters  were  sent  to  each 
teacher  explaining  the  use  of  the  libraries,  and  an  annotated  list 
of  the  books  was  enclosed,  giving  a  bit  of  information  about 
each  title  and  the  author.  Last  year  these  education  sets  were 
used  in  the  general  circulation  of  traveling  libraries  where  dis- 
tribution was  more  widespread. 

The  books  have  been  selected  with  care  and  an  effort  made 
to  include  titles  necessary  for  a  good  background  of  literature, 
and  to  supplement  the  various  subjects  in  the  school  curriculum. 
John  Tigert,  former  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education, 
has  said,  '*When  one  considers  education  in  its  broad  and  proper 
connotation,  in  its  effort  to  produce  intelligent,  right-minded 
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and  right-acting  citizens,  one  cannot  fail  to  see  that  the  library 
is  as  truly  educational  as  is  the  school,  and  to  recognize  in  the 
library  which  is  free  and  public,  an  agency  which  aids,  supple- 
ments, and  extends  the  work  of  the  public  schools." 

Summer  Camp  Libraries.  Each  year  many  of  the  travel- 
ing libraries  are  used  by  individuals  and  groups  in  the  summer 
camps.  This  summer  camp  activity  aids  in  keeping  in  circula- 
tion many  sets  of  books  which  would  otherwise  lie  idle  during 
the  months  when  the  schools  are  not  in  session.  Nature  sets 
are  very  much  in  demand. 

Special  letters  were  sent  this  last  year  to  all  the  summer 
camps  in  Maine,  explaining  how  the  libraries  could  be  secured, 
and  the  different  types  available.  Thirty-nine  libraries  were 
sent  out  in  1934;  forty-six  libraries,  in  1935. 

Colonial  Dames.  For  several  years  the  Colonial  Dames 
organization  has  given  annually  a  certain  amount  of  money  to  be 
used  to  furnish  traveling  libraries  to  schools  in  remote  communi- 
ties. In  1934  forty  sets  were  placed.  Since  1935  the  check  has 
not  been  given  for  the  use  of  traveling  libraries,  but  is  used  to 
purchase  books  as  gifts  to  the  schools  for  permanent  use,  and 
with  the  idea  of  furnishing  a  nucleus  toward  a  school  library. 

Illustrated  Juvenile  Books.  During  the  last  ten  years 
the  production  of  children's  books  in  the  United  States  has  more 
than  doubled,  indicating  an  increased  interest  in  children's 
reading  throughout  the  country.  Book  Week,  observed  every 
year  since  1919,  has  been  an  important  factor  in  this  development. 

Publishing  houses  and  bookstores  are  creating  special  depart- 
ments so  that  children's  literature  has  expert  attention.  Li- 
brarians are  enlarging  their  children's  book  sections  to  include  a 
generous  collection  of  the  new  books  and  the  fine  new  editions  of 
the  old  favorites.  Schools,  recognizing  the  value  of  outside 
reading,  are  appropriating  larger  amounts  for  school  libraries. 
From  all  sides,  parents  and  children  are  receiving  suggestions 
about  the  pleasure  of  reading  and  of  owning  books. 

The  Bureau  of  Library  Extension  has  a  special  collection 
of  illustrated  juvenile  books  for  exhibit  purposes  and  for  use 
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during  Book  Week.  The  books  are  of  high  literary  quality  on  a 
wide  variety  of  themes.  During  the  last  two  year  period,  1,324 
illustrated  juvenile  books  h^ve  been  lent.  More  and  more  we  are 
realizing  that  a  book  background  is  one  of  the  best  equipments 
for  life  that  can  be  provided  for  any  child.

Summer  Reading  course.  On  application  of  a  parent, 
librarian,  or  teacher,  a  summer  reading  course  is  available  for 
children.  The  course  may  be  taken  at  any  time  in  the  year,  but 
originally  it  was  offered  in- the  summer,  as  that  seemed  the  best 
time  to  undertake  such  a  course.  Examinations  are  given  and 
a  certificate  is  presented  to  each  child  who  completes  the  required 
reading.  Twenty-one  children  have  followed  the  course  in  the 
last  two  years.

New  Stipend  Libraries.  During  the  two  year  period  with 
which  this  report  is  concerned,  four  towns  have  been  added  to 
the  list  of  those  appropriating  funds  for  this  purpose:  Eustis 
(Stratton),  Kingfield,  LaGrange,  and  Warren. 

Gifts  and  Bequests  to  Maine  Libraries,  1934-36. 
Kennebunkport,  $500  (anonymous  donor);  Newfield,  $2,000  from 
the  will  of  Philip  G.  Brown  in  honor  of  his  mother;  Portland, 
three-fourths  new  income  from  1000  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the 
J.  B.  Brown  Co.,  from  the  will  of  the  late  Philip  G.  Brown; 
Mount  Desert  (Somesville),  $1,000  from  the  will  of  Mrs.  Edith 
Pryor;  Belfast,  a  fund  from  the  will  of  the  late  Ben  D.  Fields,  of 
Belfast;  Kezar  Falls,  $1,000  from  the  late  Dr.  Frank  G.  Devereaux 
of  Portland;  Kennebunk,  $100  (an  anonymous  gift);  Rockland, 
through  the  will  of  the  late  Lucy  Famsworth  of  Rockland,  a  lot 
to  be  purchased  and  a  $75,000  three  story  building  to  be  erected, 
the  building  to  be  used  for  stores,  offices,  library  and  a  hall. 

New  Library  Buildings,  1934-36.  New  library  buildings 
have  been  erected,  or  old  buildings  remodelled,  in  the  following 
places:  Tenant's  Harbor,  Richmond,  Hartland,  Strong,  Amherst, 
Fayette,  Warren  Memorial  Library  renovated  (enlarged  and 
modernized);  Augusta — Kennebec  County  Law  Library — com- 
pletely redecorated  with  walls  and  ceiling  painted  and  woodwork 
varnished.  All  pictures  were  reframed  in  dull  gold  to  harmonize 
with  the  room. 
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The  libraries  in  the  following  towns  received  attention  in 
cleaning  and  repairs  through  Federal  and  town  funds:  Auburn, 
Augusta,  Buckfield,  Biddeford,  Carmel,  Castine,  Eliot,  Fort 
Fairfield,  Hollis,  Isleboro,  Dover-Foxcroft,  North  Jay,  Jonesport, 
Kennebunkport,  Cape  Porpoise,  Lewiston,  Mercer,  Milo,  New- 
port, North  Berwick,  Oakland,  Old  Town,  Orrington,  Kezar  Falls, 
Presque  Isle,  Rockland,  Sanford,  East  Sebago,  Southwest  Harbor, 
Topsham,  Tremont,  Waldoboro,  Westbrook,  Wilton,  South 
Windham,  Winslow,  Yarmouth,  Bowdoinham,  Hanover,  Hodg- 
don,  Kittery,  Naples,  and  Sedgwick. 

Miscellaneous.  General  correspondence  has  been  carried 
on  with  libraries.  Booklists  have  been  compiled  on  various  sub- 
jects for  libraries,  individuals  and  schools,  including  advice  on 
the  purchase  of  books  of  reference  and  special  editions  for  children. 
Cataloguing  and  classification  questions  have  been  answered. 
Building  plans  and  suggestions  for  the  establishment  of  libraries 
have  been  submitted  and  attendant  questions  answered. 

Exhibits  have  been  held  at  Teachers'  Conventions  and 
similar  occasions.  Round  Tables  have  been  conducted  each 
spring,  and  book  talks  given  at  Book  Week  programs.  Parent 
Teacher  Associations  and  Women's  Clubs. 

It  is  the  constant  aim  of  the  State  Library  to  bring  its  activi- 
ties to  the  attention  of  those  who  have  not  been  aware  of  the 
opportunities  offered,  and  to  continue  prompt  and  attentive 
service  to  those  who  are  already  availing  themselves  of  its 
privileges.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Maine: 

In  accordance  with  the  law  which  requires  the  State  Librarian 
to  report  biennially  to  the  Legislature,  on  or  before  February 
first,  I  herewith  submit  my  biennial  report. 


The  State  of  Maine  and  the  Maine  State  Library  suffered  an 
almost  irreparable  loss  this  year  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Henry  E. 
Dunnack,  who  served  as  State  Librarian  for  years  with  dis- 
tinguished credit  to  himself  and  unmeasured  value  to  the  state. 
His  high  standards  of  character,  fine  literary  knowledge,  wise 
judgment,  ability  as  a  writer  and  speaker,  sympathetic  efforts 
to  aid  and  assist  in  all  educational  movements,  plus  his  constant 
courtesy  and  delightful  companionship  rendered  him  a  most 
unusual  and  desirable  public  servant. 

As  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  men  and  women  of  affairs, 
you  are  acquainted,  doubtless,  with  the  purpose  of  the  Maine 
State  Library,  which  is  a  constituent  element  of  the  Maine 
Department  of  Exlucation,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Education.  The  Maine  State  Library  is  the 
library  of  all  the  people  of  Maine,  and  endeavors  to  extend  its 
services  and  its  benefits  to  children  and  adults,  to  young  and  old. 
The  services  of  the  library  are  constricted  only  by  the  demands 
upon  it.  Through  its  various  departments  and  wide  circulation 
it  reaches  into  thousands  of  homes,  meeting  requests  for  whole- 
some and  instructive  books,  giving  information  and  guiding 
reading  along  specialized  lines,  answering  questions  and  assist- 
ing teachers  and  scholars  in  hundreds  of  our  schools. 

The  Maine  State  Library  has  achieved  an  enviable  reputa- 
tion over  the  years  as  a  department  of  proven  usefulness  and 
efficient  service.  We  ask  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  the 
Maine  Legislature  in  maintaining  and  improving  our  service. 

I  am  impelled  to  call  attention  to  the  lamentably  crowded 
limitations  of  the  library  buildings  in  order  that  the  legislators 
may  have  fair  and  full  understanding  of  conditions.     As  you 
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are  all  aware,  there  has  been  agitation  for  many  years  for  a  new 
library  building,  and  past  legislators  have  made  provisions  for 
such  construction,  when  it  is  possible  to  find  the  requisite  funds. 
That  the  library  is  not  now  urging  the  erection  of  a  commen- 
surate library  building,  is  not  because  of  lack  of  necessity  — 
rather  because  of  realization  that  the  state  at  the  moment  is 
not  well  able  to  finance  such  an  expensive  project,  and  of  hopeful 
belief  that  when  financial  conditions  have  improved,  a  new 
library  building  will  be  the  first  of  new  construction  undertaking. 

The  total  appropriation  for  the  Maine  State  Library  was 
$40,500  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  with  June  30,  1938,  and  the 
same  amount  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  with  June  30,  1939.  In 
addition  the  library  has  the  use  of  an  estimated  income  of  $1,300. 
The  library  has  not  had  the  advantage  enjoyed  by  some  depart- 
ments, of  increased  appropriations  year  by  year.  In  1929-30, 
its  appropriation  and  revenue  was  in  excess  of  $53,000;  in  1930- 
31,  it  was  $52,450;  the  following  year  it  was  $51,950.  In  later 
years  there  have  been  gradual  reductions. 

For  purposes  of  clear  understanding,  the  Legislature  should 
be  informed  that  not  all  the  appropriation  made  for  the  library 
is  available  for  what  might  be  termed  the  general  purposes  of 
the  library:  circulation,  salaries  and  maintenance.  By  order  of 
the  Legislature,  the  State  Library  pays  from  its  appropriation 
stipends  to  public  libraries  in  the  state,  for  the  printing  of  the 
Maine  Reports,  for  Vital  Statistics,  and  a  founding  fund  for 
libraries.  Of  the  appropriation  of  $40,500  set  up  for  the  library 
foi;  the  fiscal  year  1938-39,  the  sum  of  $11,520  will  be  devoted 
to  the  above  purposes,  leaving  $28,980  for  the  general  operating 
expenses  of  the  library,  including  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  traveling  libraries  which  are  sent  upon  application  to 
libraries,  to  schools,  to  granges,  women's  clubs  and  any  group 
willing  to  assume  the  slight  responsibility  requested,  continue 
to  meet  with  approval.  In  the  last  biennium,  the  circulation  of 
books  through  the  traveling  libraries  has  increased,  as  has  the 
number  of  libraries  circulated.  The  circulation  attained  from 
this  source  was  160,488  volumes,  with  non-fiction  books  for 
juveniles  showing  a  very  satisfactory  advance. 

There  has  been  a  gratifying  progress  of  late  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  talking  book  machines  for  the  needy  blind,  a  most  worthy 
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Federkl  enterprise,  the  machines,  furnished  without  cost,  being 
dispatched  from  the  library  upon  orders  approved  by  the  De- 
partment of  Health  and  Welfare. 

If  the  Legislature  favors  a  slightly  increased  appropriation 
to  the  Maine  State  Library,  I  believe  that  the  educational  value 
of  the  department  could  be  largely  advanced  at  relatively  small 
expense  by  the  appointment  of  a  traveling  librarian  to  assist  in 
the  handling  of  school  libraries,  and  by  an  extension  of  our 
traveling  library  service. 

The  following  pages  of  this  report  show  in  more  detail  the 
activities  of  the  library. 

OUTLINE  OF  STATE  LIBRARY  SERVICE 

Correspondence  Course.  The  Correspondence  Course 
offered  to  workers  in  Maine  libraries  evidently  has  nothing  to 
fear  from  the  thirteenth  year  of  its  existence,  since  students  are 
entering  regularly  and  continuing  the  course  as  usual.  It  is 
essentially  a  course  adapted  to  the  individual  librarian  as  related 
to  the  particular  library  in  question  and  is  therefore  not  con- 
ducted in  any  routine  manner,  and  aims  to  enable  the  librarian 
to  carry  on  the  work  in  the  most  efficient  way  with  the 
least  amount  of  cumbersome  detail,  as  well  as  to  inspire  her  with 
a  spirit  of  helpful  service  to  the  community  in  which  she  lives. 

The  course  is  open  to  anyone  actually  employed  in  one  of 
our  Maine  libraries.  Necessary  books  are  supplied  by  the  State 
Library  and  there  is  no  cost  for  the  course  other  than  the  postage 
incurred  in  returning  books. 

Apprentice  Course.  The  Apprentice  Course,  in  its  six- 
teenth year,  does  not  lack  for  promising  applicants.  Students 
of  a  classical  education  from  a  high  school  of  good  standing  are 
accepted.  There  are  always  a  sufficient  number  of  these  appli- 
cants so  that  we  are  able  to  keep  our  high  standard  of  entrance 
requirements.  We  welcome  young  girls  who  are  willing  to  devote 
a  year  to  intensive  training,  under  direct  supervision  in  the 
following  phases  of  library  work:  legislative  and  legal  reference, 
research  and  general  reference,  government  documents,  cata- 
loguing and  classification,  continuations,   preparing  books  for 
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circulation,  binding,  listing  traveling  libraries,  compiling  bibliog- 
raphies, becoming  acquainted  with  the  three  types  of  vertical 
files  maintained  by  the  State  Library,  filing  reports  and  periodi- 
cals, routine  including  sending,  discharging,  overdues,  renewals, 
reserves — each  of  these  items  entailing  absolute  accuracy  and 
dependability,  so  furnishing  some  of  the  most  important  dis- 
cipline to  the  mind. 

Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  fact  that  this  course  is  only  a  step- 
ping stone  to  the  whole  field  of  librarianship,  and  students  are 
encouraged  to  continue  their  education  and  training  in  the  pro- 
fession. Three  of  our  apprentices  have  graduated  recently  from 
Simmons  College  in  the  library  school ;  another  was  accepted  by 
Simmons  College  for  entrance  and  assigned  a  scholarship  requir- 
ing a  high  educational  rating;  another  completed  two  years  at 
Bates  College;  one  left  to  enter  Colby  College  and  still  another 
is  on  her  way  through  the  University  of  Maine. 

Not  to  recite  a  complete  list  of  positions  acquired  by  grad- 
uates from  the  course,  we  have  selected  a  majority  indicating 
fairly  the  general  trend.  Two  graduates  are  in  charge  of  divi- 
sions in  the  Carpenter  Memorial  Library,  Manchester,  New 
Hampshire;  one  was  accepted  in  the  second  grade  of  the  Brook- 
lyn (N.  Y.)  Public  Library  Training  Course,  and  is  now  a  mem- 
ber of  the  regular  staff  in  that  library,  supplementing  her  educa- 
tion by  studies  at  Columbia  University  Library  School;  one  is 
in  the  government  documents  section  of  the  Bridgeport  (Conn.) 
Public  Library,  her  special  experience  in  that  work  here  having 
fitted  her  for  that  position;  another  has  progressed  through  the 
second  grade  of  our  own  course  to  full  membership  on  the  staff, 
in  charge  of  circulation,  and  recently,  through  promotion,  to 
become  Legislative  Reference  Librarian;  another  has  recently 
been  appointed  librarian  of  one  of  our  progressive  Carnegie 
libraries. 

The  second  grade  of  the  course  is  not  necessarily  open  to 
any  one  of  a  year's  class,  since  we  reserve  the  right  not  to  ap- 
point, considering  only  those  of  unusual  ability,  personality, 
background  and  special  qualifications  for  the  work,  which  is 
actually  a  temporary  position  on  the  staff  of  the  State  Library. 

There  are  no  apprentices  wishing  positions  who  are  not  occu- 
pied in  some  field,  most  of  them  in  library  work,  and  a  few  in 
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other  lines  until  an  opportunity  occurs  in  the  library  profession. 
We  do  not  guarantee  to  place  our  graduates,  but  we  do  endeavor 
to  keep  in  mind  the  right  person  for  the  right  place. 

Legislative  Reference  Bureau.  The  duties  and  func- 
tions of  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau  are  to  maintain  a 
special  library  on  legislative,  municipal  and  other  public  matters 
in  general  as  well  as  those  solely  of  interest  in  Maine.  This 
special  library  is  comprised  largely  of  data  on  public  questions 
of  current  interest  to  members  of  the  Legislature,  state  and  local 
officers,  professional  and  civic  organizations,  schools  and  colleges, 
debating  clubs  and  citizens  of  the  state.  The  material  in  this 
collection  consists  of  pamphlets;  magazine  articles;  reprints  of 
important  laws  of  the  several  states  and  Federal  government; 
reports  of  the  various  associations  such  as  the  National  Tax 
Association,  American  Bar  Association,  and  National  Conference 
of  Commissioners  on  Uniform  State  Laws;  typewritten  digests; 
newspaper  clippings;  reports  of  officers,  boards  and  commissions 
of  this  and  other  states;  the  court  reports  and  the  laws  of  all 
the  states  and  of  Canada  and  England ;  reports  of  special  inves- 
tigations by  the  Federal,  state  and  municipal  governments  and 
by  professional  and  non-official  societies  and  organizations. 

The  bureau  keeps  and  files  copies  of  all  bills,  resolutions, 
memorials,  reports  of  committees,  journals  and  other  documents 
printed  by  the  Maine  Legislature;  assists  and  co-operates  with 
recess  committees  created  by  the  Legislature  or  the  Governor; 
maintains  an  exchange  service  with  the  legislative  reference 
bureaus  of  other  states;  digests  legislation  on  questions  before 
the  Legislature  or  which  may  be  brought  before  the  Legislature. 
The  history  of  Maine  legislation  is  quickly  found  from  the  Legis- 
lative Record,  laws  of  Maine,  bills  of  the  various  Maine  Legis- 
latures, and  the  Maine  Reports  on  file  at  the  library.  An  Index 
to  the  Private  and  Special  Laws  and  Resolves  of  Maine  is  kept 
from  1820  to  date. 

When  special  legislative  investigations  are  being  conducted 
or  when  public  questions  of  importance  are  under  discussion, 
material,  embodying  facts,  arguments,  statistics  and  opinions 
on  both  sides,  is  accumulated,  which  is  lent  free  of  cost  to  any 
school,  club,  organization,  library  or  resident  of  the  state. 
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The  research  or  reference  service  furnishes  information  on 
legislative  and  related  subjects  in  response  to  specific  requests, 
many  of  which  involve  detailed  investigation.  All  requests  are 
treated  as  confidential.  The  service  is  available  not  only  during 
the  legislative  session,  but  also  between  sessions. 

The  Clipping  Bureau.  "Where  can  I  find  something  about 
the  manufacture  of  pearl  essence  from  herring  scales?**  The 
information,  and  practically  the  only  available  information,  is 
in  a  newspaper  clipping  book  which  is  one  of  several  volumes 
in  the  library  clipping  bureau. 

'*I  would  like  some  information  about  the  Pownal  State 
School.**  This  request  is  answered  by  material  contained  in  a 
newspaper  clipping  book  on  state  institutions,  and  hard  to  find 
elsewhere. 

A  student  desires  to  write  a  paper  on  the  academies  of  the 
state,  many  of  which  are  of  ancient  lineage  and  extended  history. 
Materials  for  such  a  paper  have  been  gathered  together  in  two 
volumes  of  clippings  and  are  available  in  convenient  form; 
otherwise,  the  search  would  require  much  time  and  many  sepa- 
rate sources. 

A  man  from  another  state,  writing  a  book  on  the  steamboat 
history  of  the  Maine  coast,  was  delighted  and  somewhat  amazed 
to  find  in  the  State  Library  a  whole  book  on  the  subject,  made 
up  of  newspaper  clippings. 

These  are  random  instances  of  the  way  in  which  the  news- 
paper clipping  bureau  assists  and  supplements  the  general  refer- 
ence department  of  the  library.  Clippings  on  a  wide  variety  of 
subjects  are  made  from  all  Maine  daily  and  weekly  papers,  and 
filed  by  a  special  worker.  These  pertain  to  Maine  business, 
industry,  history,  art,  literature,  antiques,  places  and  edifices  of 
importance;  in  short,  everything  so  far  as  can  be  foreseen,  about 
which  patrons  of  the  library  may  now  or  in  future  desire  infor- 
mation. 

When  there  is  a  demand,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  clippings 
on  a  subject  have  been  accumulated,  these  are  combined  into 
a  loose-leaf  book.  This  form  makes  possible  the  addition  of  new 
material  as  it  appears  and  thus  the  books  may  be  kept  up  to 
date  while  retaining  older  material  of  permanent  value. 
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During  the  eleven  years  since  the  clipping  bureau  was  estab- 
lished, the  number  of  these  unique  books  has  grown  to  more 
than  eighty  volumes.  Each  of  these  is  constantly  receiving 
additions  and  new  books  are  being  started.  Loose  clippings  are 
available  for  library  use  and  loan,  as  well  as  those  in  book  form. 

The  clipping  bureau  also  supplies  current  newspaper  infor- 
mation for  the  legislative  reference  and  other  divisions  of  the 
library,  and  does  clipping  on  request  for  other  state  departments. 

A  by-product  of  the  daily  newspaper  reading  necessary  for 
this  work  is  the  establishment  of  an  index  of  state-wide  organi- 
zations. This  is  kept  as  a  card  file  and  is  constantly  revised  for 
current  names  and  addresses  of  officers,  thus  again  supplying  a 
fund  of  information  which  would  be  difficult  or  impossible  to 
find  elsewhere. 

This  is  the  key  to  the  value  of  the  newspaper  clipping  bureau : 
to  supplement  the  regular  reference  sources  on  Maine  material 
by  providing  information  which  is  not  otherwise  available. 

Reference.  There  was  a  time  when  the  public  sought  its 
library  only  *'to  get  something  to  read.*'  Used  and  enjoyed  as 
a  source  of  supply  by  the  book-hungry  public,  patrons,  except 
such  of  them  as  happened  to  be  students,  expected  the  fare 
provided  to  be  more  or  less  recreational  reading — not  necessarily 
all  fiction,  but  books  without  any  special  connection  with  the 
practical  side  of  living. 

The  public  has  learned  that  a  library,  besides  circulating 
books  on  every  subject,  is  a  readily  accessible  source  of  general 
information.  A  library's  success  is  measured  by  its  usefulness, 
and  it  should  welcome  every  chance  to  remind  its  public  that 
it  has  usable  books.  Despite  all  a  library  can  do  to  advertise 
its  services,  every  librarian  knows  the  surprise  with  which  pa- 
trons fall  on  books  on  antiques,  or  cookery,  or  creating  a  job  at 
home,  exclaiming,  **Why,  I  didn't  know  that  the  library  had 
that  kind  of  book!'* 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  the  patron  whose  faith  in  the 
library's  ability  to  produce  desired  information  on  any  and  every 
subject  is  so  firm  that  it  is  almost  embarrassing.  Reference 
service  develops  in  the  librarian  a  sort  of  detective  instinct  in 
locating  material,  but  no  one  has  as  yet  developed  the  sleight 
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of  hand  skill  to  produce  offhand  a  book  which  has  not  yet  been 
written,  as  we  are  not  infrequently  expected  to  do.  Probably 
every  reference  librarian  has  a  list  of  unwritten-book  wants  and 
can  suggest  subjects  for  books  for  which  there  is  a  waiting  mar- 
ket. Before  the  booksellers,  even  before  the  magazine  editors, 
a  reference  library  becomes  conscious  that  public  interest  is 
swinging  in  a  certain  direction.  It  might  be  said  that  one  can 
tell  by  circulation  figures  when  a  subject  is  coming,  when  it  has 
arrived,  and  when  it  is  passing  out  of  public  interest. 

One  of  the  interesting  features  of  the  reference  library  is  the 
variety  and  multiplicity  of  its  tools.  The  service  of  the  reference 
library  is  not  dependent  on  the  knowledge  and  memory  of  the 
staff.  In  addition  to  the  catalogue,  which  is  the  foundation  of 
all  reference  library  service,  highly  specialized  indexes,  guides, 
annotated  bibliographies,  Who's  Who's,  yearbooks,  encyclope- 
dias and  dictionaries  on  special  subjects  are  provided  to  simplify 
library  work  and  facilitate  reference  service  in  every  field.  That 
there  are  such  tools  and  that  they  are  available  for  general  use, 
often  occasions  pleased  surprise  on  the  part  of  the  average  pa- 
tron, whose  experience  with  reference  books  includes  only  the 
dictionary,  an  encyclopedia,  and,  possibly,  the  Reader's  Guide  to 
Periodical  Literature, 

Bibliographies.  In  addition  to  the  printed  guides  to  in- 
formation which  we  have  mentioned,  there  are  tools  which  each 
library  creates  to  meet  its  especial  needs,  such  as  reference  files 
and  bibliographies.  Since  the  Maine  State  Library  does  not 
issue  a  printed  catalogue,  information  about  the  resources  of 
the  library  and  the  books  available  here  for  reference  and  for 
loan  is  circulated  by  means  of  bibliographies.  These  include 
(I)  lists  of  recent  additions  to  the  library,  (II)  selected  lists  of 
books  on  special  subjects,  (III)  mimeographed  lists  of  books  on 
miscellaneous  subjects  recommended  for  general  reading,  and 
(IV)  lists  of  books,  references  and  subjects  of  especial  Maine 
interest,  and  are  lent  for  one  week. 

Vertical  Files.  Of  particular  use  in  supplying  information 
on  subjects  about  which  there  is  little  book  or  magazine  material, 
are  reference  files,  usually  referred  to  as  Vertical  Files.  Every 
library  offering  even  a  minimum  reference  service  should  main- 
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tain  at  least  one  such  file.  The  Maine  State  Library  has  several, 
in  which  pamphlets,  clippings,  magazine  articles,  bibliographies, 
and  pictures  are  carefully  sorted  and  arranged,  available  for 
immediate  use  for  reference  or  for  loan.  There  are  special  files 
for  general  information,  for  legislative  data,  and  for  Maine  items, 
historical,  descriptive,  economic  and  biographical. 

Occupational  File.  Recently  the  library  has  commenced 
a  file  devoted  entirely  to  occupational  matters.  This  contains 
all  sorts  of  information,  arranged  by  occupations,  ^nd  includes 
everything  which  might  be  useful  or  interesting  to  a  person 
specializing  in  any  occupation,  whether  as  a  hobby  or  a  profes- 
sion. This  file  supplements  our  large  collection  of  catalogued 
material,  books  and  pamphlets,  on  occupations  and  handicrafts. 

Vocational  Guidance.  In  common  with  all  public  libra- 
ries, we  note  increasing  dependence  on  the  library  as  an  agent 
in  vocational  guidance  and  adult  education.  Within  the  past 
few  years  we  have  widely  increased  our  already  extensive  collec- 
tion of  technical  books  and  books  in  the  fields  of  useful  and  fine 
arts.  It  is  rather  amazing  how  much  assistance  a  library  can 
give  to  a  person  seeking  to  acquire,  to  hold,  or  to  create  a  job; 
we  have  so  much  occupational  material  that  answering  vocational 
inquiries  is  one  of  the  pleasantest  parts  of  the  reference  library's 
work. 

In  addition  to  general  manuals  on  vocational  guidance  and 
psychology,  including  the  always  popular  psycho-inspirational 
books  on  how  to  lift  yourself  by  your  own  boot-straps,  and 
practical  books  on  jobs  in  general,  such  as  Pitkin's  New  Careers 
for  Youth,  Leuck*s  Fields  of  Work  for  Women,  and  Platt*s  Book 
of  Opportunities  (a  dictionary  of  3500  occupations),  there  are 
books  on  individual  occupations  ranging  from  very  simple 
manuals  to  advanced  technical  works  for  readers  of  specialized 
knowledge. 

The  library  also  uses  much  pamphlet  material  on  individual 
occupations,  such  as  the  Career  leaflets  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Education  and  the  publications  of  the  Institute  for  Research, 
now  numbering  about  ninety  titles.  Each  of  these  pamphlets 
is  devoted  to  a  single  occupation,  and  briefly  discusses  the  qual- 
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ities  and  skills  requisite  in  that  occupation,  the  possibilities  of 
success  in  it,  and  gives  suggestions  for  training  courses  and  books 
to  read  or  study.  It  sometimes  happens  that  information  is 
requested  about  an  occupation  on  which  we  have  no  material, 
in  which  case  the  library  makes  it  a  point  to  acquire  at  once 
a  book  on  that  subject,  if  there  is  one  worth  acquiring. 

Maine  Maps.  The  library,  always  alert  for  items  of  especial 
value  in  Maine  interest,  has  recently  secured  a  small  but  well- 
chosen  collection  of  early  maps  of  the  state,  dating  from  the 
middle  of  the  eighteenth  to  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
Comprising  a  cartographic  record  of  nearly  a  century,  the  maps 
record  not  only  the  changes  of  boundaries,  but  also  a  slowly 
increasing  geographic  knowledge  of  Maine.  We  now  have  an 
excellent  collection  of  maps  of  Maine,  second  to  none  in  New 
England.  Probably  the  most  valuable  section  of  the  Maine 
map  collection  is  the  series  contained  in  the  official  Northeastern 
Boundary  documents  and  papers,  used  by  the  British  and  Amer- 
ican commissioners  at  the  time  of  the  Northeastern  Boundary 
Controversy  which  was  settled  by  the  Webster-Ashburton 
Treaty  in  1842. 

Several  years  ago,  the  Library  of  Congress  obtained  permis- 
sion to  have  photostatic  copies  made  of  many  Maine  maps  not 
at  that  time  in  the  Library  of  Congress  map  collection.  We  are 
proud  of  our  map  collection,  and  we  regret  that  at  present  much 
of  it  has  to  be  buried  treasure,  so  far  as  accessibility  to  the  public 
is  concerned,  owing  to  our  present  lack  of  space.  To  a  public 
which  is  increasingly  visual  minded,  maps  present  history  and 
geography  in  an  especially  attractive  form,  and  we  regret  that 
our  maps  and  much  other  interesting  pictorial  material  cannot 
be  viewed  more  conveniently. 

Although  we  specialize  in  matters  of  Maine  interest,  and  are 
generally  recognized  as  authorities  on  the  printed  and  documen- 
tary sources  of  information  about  the  state,  we  do  not  limit  our 
reference  service  to  Maine  and  legislative  subjects.  It  is  our 
aim  to  supply  the  public  with  information  about  everything  in 
which  it  is  interested.  We  do  not  answer  contest  questions,  do 
exhaustive  genealogical  research,  or  appraise  books,  antiques,  or 
other  articles;  otherwise,  there  is  no  reference  service  which  we 
are  not  willing  to  undertake  to  execute  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 
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Maine  Author  Collection.  The  Maine  Author  Collec- 
tion is  comprised  of  several  hundred  inscribed,  presentation 
books;  a  vertical  file,  preserving  reviews,  newspaper  clippings, 
biographical  data,  and  pictures;  and  the  volumes  of  correspon- 
dence with  the  authors. 

It  is  continually  enlarging,  as  more  books,  written  by  those 
born  in  or  closely  connected  with  this  state,  are  published.  Our 
literary  roster  includes  many  famous  names,  recipients  of  prizes 
and  fellowships,  and  persons  in  varied  professions. 

Maine  authors'  subjects  are  as  diverse  as  the  writers:  the 
results  offer  to  students  a  veritable  tapestry  of  topics,  ranging 
from  the  absorbing  history  of  a  river  to  a  novel  pungent  with 
native  laconism,  from  the  arresting  beauty  of  poems  to  a  scholarly 
treatise,  from  a  narrative  rich  in  Colonial  history  to  a  concise 
guidebook  for  stenographers.  All  bear  evidence  of  thoroughness, 
ability  and  excellence. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the  literary  production  of  Maine 
has  been  increased  by  at  least  a  hundred  books,  some  of  which 
are  certain  to  endure  in  worth  beyond  the  customary  season  or 
two  enjoyed  by  most  best  sellers.  It  is  a  matter  for  pride  and 
satisfaction  that  these  representations  of  contemporary  literature 
are  awarded  in  the  overcrowded  space  of  the  library  a  niche  of 
appreciation  and  esteem. 

Our  state's  contribution  to  current  belles-lettres  has  often 
been  underestimated,  occasionally  exaggerated,  but  future  re- 
searchers on  the  subject  will  have  as  a  vast  source  of  authentic 
and  valuable  information  the  Maine  Author  Collection.

Binding.  During  1936-38,  211  books  and  155  magazines 
ha\e  been  bound  or  rebound.  Forty-three  Maine  newspapers 
have  been  bound  for  the  library's  permanent  file  of  the  Maine 
papers.  The  library  has  continued  to  bind  in  book  form  the 
newspaper  clipping  books,  permitting  more  convenient  use. 
Two  of  these  books  now  in  constant  use  are  Maine  Authors 
Appraise  Maine,  and  Bangor ,  1834-1934,  Centennial  of  Incorpora- 
tion. Sabin's  Dictionary  from  Vol.  20  to  Vol.  29  has  been  bound 
to  conform  with  the  earlier  volumes,  making  our  set  complete.

Bureau  of  Library  Extension.  The  Bureau  of  Library 
Extension  is  charged  by  law  with  promoting  the  establishment 
of  public  and  free  libraries,  aiding  in  their  organization,  inspect- 
ing and  supervising  their  operation.  It  serves  as  an  information 
bureau  on  library  subjects,  and  assists  in  suggestions  relating 
to  the  incorporation  of  libraries.  It  operates  a  large  system  of 
traveling  libraries  to  provide  reading  opportunities  to  libraries, 
rural  schools,  high  schools,  farm  bureau  groups,  families  and 
communities.  It  endeavors  to  aid  the  people  of  the  entire  state 
to  provide  new  or  better  opportunities  for  reading  and  study. 

Of  the  515  municipalities  in  the  state,  277  have  public  libra- 
ries and  many  of  these  libraries  are  unable  to  serve  their  com- 
munities adequately.  There  are  238  towns  without  libraries. 
These  towns  must  necessarily  depend  on  the  State  Library  for 
their  books.  Thus  the  State  Library  must  not  only  supplement 
the  work  of  libraries  in  the  small  towns,  but  also  continue  to 
furnish  the  reading  facilities  to  those  towns  without  local  library 
service. 

Traveling  Libraries.  During  the  past  two  years  which 
this  report  covers,  1,472  traveling  libraries  have  been  circulated. 
Although  a  small  gain  over  the  previous  report  is  evident,  more 
books  have  been  circulated  with  a  noticeable  increase  in  adult 
non-fiction,  juvenile  fiction,  and  juvenile  non-fiction.  What  the 
state  books  mean  to  the  people  who  receive  them  can  be  appre- 
ciated only  by  some  of  the  personal  comments  or  letters  that 
tell  a  little  of  the  story: 
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"We  are  returning,  by  parcel  post,  our  extension  library, 
and  wish  to  express  our  satisfaction  and  thanks  for  its  use 
at  so  low  a  price/' 

"The  fifth  and  sixth  grade  pupils  appreciate  very  much 
the  books  that  you  let  us  read.  I  have  read  'The  Little  Lame 
Prince'  and  'Little  Sally  Dutcher,'  both  of  which  I  especially 
enjoyed.  I  think  I  like  'Little  Sally  Dutcher'  the  better  be- 
cause it  told  about  the  way  early  settlers  in  our  country 
lived.    Some  of  my  classmates  read  all  the  books.'' 

"I  feel  the  books  are  in  very  good  condition,  as  when  I 
received  them.  This  privilege  is  one  of  which  I  am  most 
grateful  and  I  shall  continue  passing  on  the  plan  to  my 
friends." 

"We  plan  to  have  another  box  later,  and  would  like  the 
very  first  of  your  lists.  I  hope  to  get  down,  but  know  your 
choice  cannot  be  beaten,  as  this  box  proved.  We  loved  them, 
and  Mrs.  —  read  them  from  soup  to  nuts!  I  nibbled  here, 
and  there,  and  everywhere,  having  a  perfectly  beautiful 
time." 

Summer  Camp  Libraries.  The  summer  camps  continue 
to  borrow  sets  of  books  which  serve  as  book  reservoirs,  either  for 
instruction  on  nature  subjects  or  as  a  source  for  recreational 
reading.  We  have  lent  107  libraries  to  camps,  an  increase  of 
twenty-two  over  the  previous  report. 

Farm  Bureau  Project.  The  Farm  Bureau  Project  has 
continued  to  expand  in  the  six  years  of  its  development.  No 
other  form  of  library  service  has  seemed  to  reach  better  the  very 
center  of  family  life  in  rural  communities  than  this  method.  One 
new  library  is  compiled  each  year  for  each  county,  with  the 
oldest  group  in  the  county  using  the  new  single  set  first  and  the 
remaining  groups  using  the  previous  sets  of  books. 
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Following  is  an  outline  summary  by  county  of  the  distribu- 
tion of  Farm  Bureau  Libraries  for  the  last  two  years:

Book  Week.  A  great  many  weeks  have  come  and  gone,  but 
Book  Week  continues  to  flourish.  Originally  called  Children's 
Book  Week,  the  participation  of  more  and  more  high  schools  in 
the  observance  from  year  to  year  prompted  the  omission  of  the 
first  word  in  obeisance  to  the  *teen  age  group  who  are  very  con- 
scious of  being  children  no  longer. 

The  wider  vistas,  the  freedom  and  vitality  in  the  writing  of 
books  for  children  today,  grew  out  of  the  recognition  that  chil- 
dren are  people,  as  varied  in  their  interests  and  moods  as  grown- 
ups. Parents,  teachers,  and  librarians  now  guide  children's 
reading  with  a  gentler  hand,  realizing  that  if  reading  is  to  be  a 
lifelong  joy  and  adventure,  it  must  be  as  free  and  unrestricted 
as  possible.  As  Anne  Carroll  Moore  has  stated,  "Nothing  short 
of  continuous  natural  exposure  to  many  books  of  different  kinds 
and  values,  and  abiding  faith  in  the  power  of  literature  itself  to 
transform  taste  and  create  new  interests  in  the  world  of  books, 
will  make  reading  for  fun  a  reality.'' 
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The  Bureau  of  Library  Extension  has  a  special  collection  of 
standard  and  illustrated  juvenile  books  which  has  been  growing 
over  a  period  of  years  and  is  used  to  great  advantage  during 
each  Book  Week  in  November  and  for  exhibit  purposes  only. 
The  collection  includes  many  favorites  of  former  years,  books 
of  fairy  and  folk  tales  which  always  have  been  loved  by  children. 
The  great  classics  which  are  books  for  all  times  have  by  no  means 
been  neglected  and  are  available  in  many  attractive  new  editions. 
A  mingling  of  the  new  with  the  old  is  the  ideal  combination, 
and  if  many  books  are  accessible  to  children,  the  young  readers 
may  be  counted  upon  to  make  their  own  discoveries,  following 
new  trails  in  the  books  which  give  them  a  factual  and  historical 
background  for  the  process  of  growing  up  in  the  modern  world, 
and  finding,  too,  in  the  great  books  of  the  past  the  enchantment 
in  which  many  generations  of  children  before  them  have  de- 
lighted. 

During  the  last  two  year  period,  2,224  books  have  been  lent 
from  the  standard  and  illustrated  juvenile  collection.  Thus  the 
opportunity  to  find  the  individual  books  which  will  have  the 
power  to  stir  the  child  and  lead  him  on  to  further  adventures  in 
reading  has  been  an  important  objective. 

Talking  Book  Machines.  The  talking  book  is  the  latest 
adequately  developed  instrument  in  the  field  of  reading  for  the 
blind.  The  talking  book  itself  is  so  new  that  many  a  person 
who  might  benefit  from  it  has  not  yet  heard  of  it,  or  does  not 
really  understand  what  it  is. 

Actually  the  talking  book  is  a  phonograph  which  will  play 
records  of  books  read  by  expert  professional  readers.  They  are 
furnished  by  United  States  government  funds,  appropriated  by 
Congress  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  which  in  turn  allots  a 
certain  number  of  machines  to  a  central  agency  in  each  state. 

The  talking  book  records  are  also  provided  by  special  govern- 
ment funds  and  are  distributed  on  loan  by  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress to  the  adult  blind  through  its  twenty-seven  distributing 
libraries,  located  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States.  The 
talking  book  records  may  be  sent  through  the  mails  free  of  post- 
age under  the  same  conditions  which  apply  to  embossed  books 
for  the  blind. 
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The  Maine  State  Library,  in  conjunction  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Welfare,  has  been  allotted  sixty-four  of  the 
electric  machines  and  thirty-five  of  the  spring-driven  or  hand- 
wound  type.  The  machines  have  arrived  in  four  different  ship- 
ments, the  first  one  arriving  in  May,  1936.  The  Department  of 
Health  and  Welfare  has  charge  of  recommending  the  names  of 
applicants  and  the  State  Library  serves  as  the  distributing  agent 
in  placing  the  machines.  Thirty-eight  of  the  electric  machines, 
and  seven  of  the  spring-driven  have  been  placed. 

Persons  eligible  to  borrow  talking  book  machines  must  be 
(a)  in  an  economic  situation  which  renders  them  unable,  without 
undue  sacrifice,  to  buy  a  talking  book  machine;  (b)  suffering 
from  a  defect  of  vision  which  makes  it  impossible  or  unsafe  for 
them  to  read  ordinary  print  books;  (c)  possessed  of  sufficient 
intelligence  to  enjoy  reading;  (d)  likely  to  give  the  instrument 
and  talking  book  records  proper  care. 

The  talking  book  records  cannot  be  secured  from  the  State 
Library  but  may  be  borrowed  directly,  free  of  charge,  from 
Perkins  Institution  Library,  Watertown,  Massachusetts.  This 
library,  which  serves  New  England,  is  one  of  the  finest  of  the 
twenty-seven  regional  libraries. 

It  is  our  hope  that  all  these  machines  may  be  placed  before 
the  end  of  the  year,  in  order  that  more  needy  adult  blind  readers 
may  derive  an  early  benefit  from  their  use. 

Conclusion.  In  addition  to  the  major  projects  which  this 
report  covers,  both  general  and  special  correspondence  has  been 
carried  on.  Information,  advice,  assistance,  and  instruction  on 
matters  pertaining  to  library  methods  and  administrative  prob- 
lems in  several  libraries  have  been  given.  Material  has  been 
prepared  and  arranged  for  special  exhibits.  A  Round  Table 
meeting  has  been  conducted  each  spring.  Book  lists  have  been 
prepared  as  suggestions  in  answer  to  inquiries  for  special  editions 
of  children's  books,  books  of  reference,  and  books  for  purchase 
in  a  library.  Thus,  it  is  our  objective  to  employ  all  suitable 
efforts  to  bring  within  the  reach  of  the  people  of  the  state,  and 
to  awaken  their  desire  for,  increased  opportunities  and  facilities 
for  reading  and  study. 
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Bookmobile.  The  Bookmobile  which  was  presented  to  the 
State  Library  in  1931  by  the  Business  and  Professional  Women's 
Clubs  has  had  a  rather  varied  existence. 

The  first  year  was  experimental.  Before  the  Bookmobile 
started  its  travels,  advertising  material  was  sent  in  advance  to 
librarians  and  interested  patrons  in  order  that  citizens  would  be 
prepared  for  its  arrival,  and  be  on  hand  to  borrow  books  from 
the  shelves  or  make  requests  for  other  material  to  be  sent  directly 
from  the  State  Library. 

Two  workers  visited  libraries,  towns  and  small  villages,  over 
definite  routes  for  a  period  of  approximately  three  months. 
They  called  at  434  towns,  lent  5,010  books,  received  101  applica- 
tions for  traveling  libraries  and  104  requests  for  traveling  library 
lists,  and  covered  4,519  miles. 

Since  lack  of  funds  made  it  impossible  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  Bookmobile  as  was  planned,  the  car  was  used  occasionally 
to  deliver  traveling  libraries  to  the  summer  camps,  to  visit  a 
town  for  special  library  work,  or  to  attend  an  exhibit  sponsored 
by  the  State  Library,  until  the  fall  of  1936,  when  it  was  sold. 

If  the  project  could  have  been  maintained,  a  second  itinerary 
would  have  been  suggested,  planning  to  concentrate  on  one  or 
more  counties  rather  than  on  the  whole  state.  In  this  way  more 
intensive  work  could  have  been  accomplished  and  an  endeavor 
made: 

(a)  to  place  a  traveling  library  with  an  individual  or  group 
in  each  town  of  the  county; 

(b)  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  new  public  libraries; 

(c)  to  inaugurate  the  District  System  which  encourages 
towns  without  libraries  to  aid  in  the  support  of  a  central 
library  in  that  area  and  receive  library  service; 

(d)  to  gain  new  patrons  for  the  State  Library.

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New  Stipend  Libraries.  During  the  two  year  period  with 
which  this  report  is  concerned,  two  towns  have  been  added  to 
the  list  of  those  appropriating  funds  for  library  purposes:  East 
Machias  and  Veazie.  The  latter  town  appropriates  money  so 
that  citizens  may  have  the  use  of  the  Bangor  Public  Library. 

Gifts  to  New  Libraries.  In  conformity  with  the  law,  the 
following  libraries,  during  the  past  two  years,  have  received 
books  in  value  of  these  amounts:  East  Machias,  $25;  Athens, 
$100;  Strong,  $100. 

Gifts  and  Bequests  to  Maine  Libraries,  1936-38.  Bel- 
fast, $1,000,  bequest  from  Emma  Worden,  and  $4,500  from  a 
MacDonald  fund;  Lovell,  $250;  Bluehill,  $2,250;  China,  $435; 
South  Bridgton,  $97;  Fryeburg,  $500  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank 
L.  Mark;  Woodstock,  $100  from  Lena  Felt  Estate;  Gorham, 
$5,000  under  the  will  of  Lucia  Emery;  Farmington,  $1,000  from 
the  F.  W.  Butler  fund,  $1,000  from  Charles  J.  Goodwin;  Liver- 
more  Falls,  $100  from  estate  of  Georgia  Eustis;  Thomaston, 
$2,000  bequest  from  Cassandra  Washburn,  $6,446.70  as  a  Me- 
morial Library  Building  Fund — the  principal  to  be  kept  for  a 
future  building  and  the  income  to  be  used  for  books  and  general 
expenses;  Houlton,  $500  from  the  W.  P.  Mansur  Fund;  Kenne- 
bunkport,  $500  bequest;  Scarboro,  $900  bequest;  Machias,  $100 
for  the  purchase  of  juvenile  books;  Guilford,  $1,000  bequest 
under  the  will  of  John  Houston;  Belfast,  a  gift  of  a  new  furnace 
boiler;  Kennebunk,  $1,000  legacy  from  Walter  L.  Dane;  Bethel, 
$161.25  bequest  from  Mrs.  O.  M.  Mansur;  Bar  Harbor,  $200 
from  Mrs.  Walter  Ladd;  Wiscasset,  $3,000  for  the  restoration 
of  the  roof  to  its  original  lines;  Southwest  Harbor,  $140.11; 
Tremont,  $250;  Bangor,  a  bequest  from  Mrs.  Mary  Ellison 
Curran,'  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  to  accumulate  until 
the  principal  should  be  $10,000 — the  interest  then  to  be  used  for 
the  purchase  of  non-circulating  reference  books;  Waterville,  $50 
from  the  Library  and  Music  Departnient  of  the  Waterville 
Woman's  Club. 

New  Library  Buildings,  1936-38.  New  library  buildings 
have  been  erected  in  the  following  towns:  Bethel,  Sanford,  Nor- 
way and  East  Corinth. 
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Funds  have  been  presented  or  plans  are  being  made  for  new 
library  buildings  at  Springvale,  Newport,  Dixfield,  Stonington, 
Van  Buren,  Wayne,  Limestone,  Mars  Hill,  East  Parsonsfield  and 
China.  Brewer  is  to  have  a  library  in  a  room  in  the  new  Munici- 
pal Building. 

Library  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  following  towns: 

Hallowell.  A  railroad  accident  near  the  library  damaged  the 
building,  necessitating  repairs,  which  have  now  been  effected. 

Waterford.  Following  a  recent  fire,  the  library  has  been 
rebuilt  on  a  larger  scale. 

North  Gorham.  The  library  has  completed  a  new  non-fiction 
room.

In  accordance  with  the  law  which  requires  the  State  Librarian 
to  report  biennially  to  the  Legislature,  on  or  before  February  first, 
I  herewith  submit  my  biennial  report. 


The  Maine  State  Library,  as  its  name  implies,  is  the  library  of 
the  people  of  Maine.  The  services  of  the  library  are  available  to 
any  resident  of  our  state,  and  it  is  the  constant  effort  of  the  library 
staff  to  meet  all  calls  upon  it.  Books  are  lent  without  expense  to 
the  borrower  except  for  postage  charged.  Magazines  and  clippings 
are  available  on  loan. 

Primarily  the  objective  of  the  State  Library  is  the  improvement 
of  the  educational  and  cultural  advantages  of  our  people  through 
worth  while  reading.  There  is  also  available  a  legal  section  of  some 
65,000  volumes,  which  has  established  the  Maine  State  Library  as 
the  best-equipped  law  library  east  of  Boston.  For  lighter  reading, 
borrowers  in  groups  may  secure  traveling  libraries  which  are  boxes 
of  books,  comprising  fiction,  juveniles,  biography,  history  and 
science.     More  than  700  traveling  libraries  are  lent  annually. 

Reference  work  constitutes  a  large  part  of  the  valuable  service 
of  the  State  Library.  Inquiring  patrons  may  obtain  factual  informa- 
tion on  almost  all  subjects,  or  be  directed  along  the  lines  of  desired 
reading.  The  reference  librarians  are  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
their  fields  and  know  where  to  look  for  the  answer.  Attorneys  find 
the  legal  section  valuable  while  many  educators  and  the  general 
public  recognize  and  appreciate  the  assistance  that  can  be  obtained 
at  the  Maine  State  Library. 

In  the  past  year  the  State  Library  has  strengthened  its  legal 
library  by  the  purchase,  beginning  with  the  year  1939,  of  the  five 
sections  of  the  National  Reporter  system  that  it  has  not  previously 
carried.  We  now  have  the  complete  system  as  currently  issued,  and 
hope  eventually  to  be  able  to  acquire  the  volumes  issued  previous  to 
1939  of  the  five  sections  recently  added. 

The  library  for  two  years  has  been  endeavoring  to  improve  its 
reference  section  of  the  annual  reports  of  cities  and  towns  and  has 
been  successful  in  securing  many  back  numbers;  more  than  100 
complete  volumes  of  these  reports  have  been  bound  and  placed  on 
our  shelves.  The  city  and  town  clerks  have  been  urged  to  aid  us  in 
completing  our  files  so  that  many  more  complete  volumes  may  be 
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bound,  and  have  been  very  helpful;  but  there  are  many  back  num- 
bers still  needed.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  very  worth  while  under- 
taking as  our  town  reports  are  in  frequent  use. 

While  the  annual  appropriations  for  the  Maine  State  Library 
have  been  materially  reduced  in  the  past  decade,  the  services  of  the 
library  have  not  been  curtailed,  although  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  use  as  much  money  for  the  purchase  of  books  as  was  used  ten 
years  ago.  The  appropriation  for  the  library,  plus  the  revenue, 
was  in  excess  of  $53,000  in  1929-30,  while  this  amount  was  reduced 
to  $40,000  for  1939-40. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  remembered  that  a  very  consid- 
erable proportion  of  the  money  appropriated  for  the  Maine  State 
Library  is  not  available  for  the  general  operating  purposes  of  the 
library.  Included  in  the  library  appropriation  are  the  stipends  paid 
to  the  public  libraries  of  the  state,  approximately  $8,000  annually; 
the  expense  of  printing  the  Maine  Reports,  for  which  $2,420  is  set 
up;  and  amounts  for  the  publication  of  Vital  Statistics,  $1,000  a 
year;  and  the  founding  fund  for  new  libraries,  $100;  a  total  of 
$11,520. 

The  library  is  but  the  custodian  of  the  appropriations  just  men- 
tioned; and  when  these  were  subtracted  from  the  library  legislative 
appropriation,  and  other  revenue,  there  was  left  to  the  library  the 
amount  of  $29,780  for  the  general  operating  expenses,  circulation, 
salaries,  maintenance  and  the  purchase  of  books.  It  is  obvious  that 
any  financial  curtailment  must  be  reflected  in  lessened  book  pur- 
chases. Were  more  funds  available,  such  could  be  beneficially  ex- 
pended by  an  extension  of  the  traveling  library  service,  including 
the  use  of  bookmobiles,  and  by  the  employment  of  a  traveling 
librarian  to  aid  in  the  handling  of  school  libraries. 

In  the  last  two  years,  the  Maine  State  Library  has  placed  many 
of  the  machines  of  the  Books  for  the  Blind  project,  operated  by  the 
library  and  tlie  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Federal  government.  This  is  an  extremely  beneficial  ser- 
vice for  the  blind,  and  the  library  has  on  hand  a  number  of  ma- 
chines available  for  use.     Any  inquiries  will  be  gladly  answered. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  state  that  the  library  desires  constantly  to 
increase  its  services  to  the  people  of  Maine.  We  realize  that  thou- 
sands of  our  residents  do  not  understand  that  the  220,000  volumes 
of  the  Maine  State  Library  are  at  their  service,  that  library  and 
research  questions  will  be  cheerfully  answered.  It  is  our  constant 
endeavor  to  bring  to  the  knowledge  of  our  people  the  resources  and 
services  of  their  State  Library. 

Extension  Courses.  The  correspondence  course  continues  in 
its  fifteenth  year  with  a  normal  enrollment.  It  is  conducted  in- 
formally with  relation  to  the  specific  needs  of  the  individual  worker. 
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Courses  in  library  science  have  been  found  unsatisfactory,  ex- 
cept as  actually  worked  out  in  practice,  therefore  this  course  is 
offered  only  to  those  employed  in  a  Maine  library  and  has  proved 
helpful  to  many  a  librarian  developing  the  lessons  in  her  own 
library. 

Directed  reading  courses  are  offered  in  special  subjects  and 
also  along  lines  of  recreational  reading,  meeting  the  needs  of  those 
remote  from  libraries  and  not  having  access  to  book  lists  from 
which  to  select  their  own  reading. 

The  apprentice  course,  conducted  for  eighteen  years,  shows 
development  especially  worth  noting  as  it  relates  to  a  need  in  the 
small  libraries  within  our  state.  Maine  can  hardly  look  forward, 
even  distantly,  to  a  certification  plan  such  as  is  gradually  being 
adopted  in  Massachusetts,  and  for  years  to  come,  perhaps  always, 
must  fill  positions  through  the  employment  of  high  grade  local 
intelligence  and  persons  of  rare  influence  in  their  community,  but 
who  may  not  know  the  technical  details  of  library  science. 

We  do  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  workers  coming  to  us  from 
other  states,  and  with  a  high  order  of  education  and  training,  also 
those  residents  in  our  state  who  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  re- 
ceive such  advantages,  are  very  desirable,  but  we  must  face  the  fact 
that  only  a  few  libraries  in  Maine  can  ever  pay  for  such  service. 
With  this  in  mind  we  are  gradually  strengthening  and  extending  the 
"apprentice"  course  to  meet  the  professional  term  "training"  course. 

Legislative  Reference  Bureau.  The  telephone  rings.  A 
lawyer  in  Bangor  urgently  needs  a  certain  court  decision  to  help  in 
preparing  his  case.  The  representative  from  Cornish  wants  to  know 
how  much  money  was  appropriated  for  road  construction  in  his 
town.  The  senator  from  Somerset  wants  to  see  the  act  incorporat- 
ing the  town  of  Detroit.  A  citizens  group  in  Knox  County  is  in- 
terested in  town  manager  form  of  government,  and  requests  a  list  of 
towns  operating  under  this  form,  with  samples  of  charters  granted. 

These  are  single  examples  of  questions  which  this  part  of  the 
State  Library  is  called  upon  to  answer.  With  a  nearly  one  hundred 
per  cent  complete  set  of  state  and  Federal  court  reports,  a  partially 
complete  set  of  the  National  Reporter  system,  digests  and  citations 
to  make  these  reports  more  useful,  state  and  Federal  statutes,  a  legal 
textbook  section,  law  periodicals  with  index,  a  good  English  and 
Canadian  section,  a  current  file  of  pamphlet  items  on  subjects  of 
public  and  governmental  interest,  we  are  able  to  offer  exceptional 
service  to  persons  anywhere  in  the  state. 

Improvements  during  the  past  two  years  include  moving  to  al- 
low room  for  expansion  and  addition  of  the  five  remaining  sections 
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of  the  Reporter  system  (Southern,  South  Eastern,  South  Western, 
North  Western  and  Pacific)  beginning  with  1939.  Lists  of  legal 
texts  currently  added  have  been  sent  to  the  county  law  libraries  for 
posting.  Letters  have  been  sent  to  members  of  the  Maine  legisla- 
ture to  acquaint  them  with  the  facilities  offered.  As  further  oppor- 
tunities are  presented,  we  encourage  the  continued  and  widened  use 
of  the  law  section.

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  town  and  county  reports. 
Town  reports  for  which  sets  are  complete  from  a  certain  date  have 
now  been  bound  in  volumes  convenient  to  use.  Binding  has  greatly 
increased  the  protection  against  loss  and  wear.  There  are  now 
eighty  per  cent  of  the  Maine  cities  and  towns  for  which  we  lack 
reports  of  miscellaneous  dates.  We  are  endeavoring  to  locate  these 
missing  issues.  The  town  clerks  have  already  cooperated  in  some 
instances,  but  help  from  any  source  would  be  appreciated. 

The  Newspaper  Clipping  Bureau.  The  newspaper  clipping 
bureau  supplements  the  general  reference  department  of  the  library 
by:  (1)  supplying  daily  information  unavailable  in  book  form; 
(2)  accumulating  items  on  particular  subjects  which  ultimately 
form  permanent  information. 

Clippings  on  a  wide  variety  of  topics  are  made  from  all  Maine 
daily  and  weekly  papers,  by  a  special  worker.  The  greater  part  of 
the  material  clipped  pertains  to  Maine  business,  industry,  art,  litera- 
ture, antiques,  places  and  edifices  of  interest  and  importance. 

Clippings  of  permanent  value  are  transferred  into  books,  each 
book  containing  one  subject,  and  become  part  of  the  general  refer- 
ence department.  Like  printed  books,  the  clipping  books  vary  in 
size,  according  to  the  amount  of  material  available.  Clippings  are 
mounted  on  uniform  sheets  and  placed  in  loose-leaf  binders  so  that 
new  items  may  be  added  as  they  appear.  In  this  way  the  books  are 
kept  up-rto-date  and  may  be  expanded  or  subdivided,  as  circum- 
stances warrant.  Loose  clippings  are  preserved  in  a  steel  file  until 
ready  for  book  form,  and  are  available  for  consultation. 

The  clipping  bureau  also  supplies  current  newspaper  informa- 
tion for  the  legislative  reference  division  and  other  divisions  of  the 
library,  and  clips  on  request  for  other  state  departments. 

A  by-product  of  the  daily  newspaper  reading  necessary  for  this 
work  is  the  establishment  of  an  index  of  state-wide  organizations, 
which  is  kept  as  a  card  file  and  revised  for  current  names  and  ad- 
dresses, thus  supplying  information  which  would  be  difficult  or  im- 
possible to  find  elsewhere.     Another  by-product  is  the  making  of 
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miscellaneous  lists  as  of  chambers  of  commerce,  notable  summer 
visitors  and  similar  compilations. 

Reference  Work.  The  library,  which  has  been  called  "the 
happy  hunting  ground  of  the  fact-finder,"  has  many  sources  of  in- 
formation at  its  command.  Patrons  who  take  it  as  a  matter  of 
course  that  an  adult  reference  library  shall  have  on  its  shelves  en- 
cyclopedias, directories,  year-books.  Who's  Who  and  similar  refer- 
ence books  are  often  astonished  by  the  number  of  special  library 
tools  which  are  guides  to  the  location  of  requested  data  in  literature, 
art,  science,  biography  and  economics — ^tools,  one  may  add,  which 
never  have  a  chance  to  become  rusty.  In  the"  reference  section,  also, 
are  many  books  which  experience  has  demonstrated  are  needed  for 
use  in  answering  some  of  the  miscellaneous  and  often  surprising 
questions  which  arrive  daily  by  mail,  by  telephone,  even  by  tele- 
graph, as  well  as  by  personal  inquiry.  We  do  not  answer  contest 
questions,  do  detailed  genealogical  research,  or  appraise  books, 
maps,  antiques,  or  other  articles;  otherwise,  there  is  no  reference 
inquiry  which  we  are  not  ready  to  try  to  meet. 

Besides  locating  answers  to  specific  questions,  statistical,  lit- 
erary, biographical,  or  scientific,  we  assemble  material  for  study, 
and  for  use  in  the  preparation  of  essays,  speeches,  articles  and  club 
papers.  Books,  magazines,  and  miscellaneous  data  garnered  in  the 
library's  many  special  reference  files  are  used  in  answering  re- 
quests for  study  material.  Maine  is  our  special  field,  but  an  equal 
amount  of  work  is  done  along  general  reference  lines. 

Our  equipment  for  reference  work  is  excellent.  The  greatest 
need  of  the  reference  department  is  a  picture  file.  To  a  public 
which  is  increasingly  visual-minded,  picture  service  is  important; 
but  owing  to  our  limitations  of  space,  it  is  not  feasible  to  b^in  such 
a  file,  even  if  its  contents  were  limited  to  Maine. 

Typed  lists  which  are  issued  quarterly  keep  our  patrons  in  touch 
with  recent  additions  to  the  library,  and  lists  of  books  on  special 
subjects  are  available  for  loan.  We  believe,  however,  that  a  patron 
wishing  to  read  on  a  special  subject  will  find  it  as  satisfactory  to  ask 
us  to  prepare  a  bibliography,  since  an  unannotated  list  of  book 
titles  is  often  confusing. 

Reference  service  in  a  library  is  of  two  kinds :  the  informational 
type,  which  may  or  may  not  be  entirely  impersonal;  and  the  guid- 
ance or  suggestive  type,  in  which  the  personal  element  is  an  im- 
portant factor.  Stress  is  laid  on  "the  great  latent  opportunity  for 
informal  education  that  exists  in  the  library."  Reading  may  be  a 
favorite  indoor  sport;  but  there  are  times  when  a  reference  librarian 
almost  ceases  to  think  of  books  as  something  to  read,  and  considers 
them  only  in  the  light  of  something  to  use. 
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It  is  a  good  thing,  therefore,  in  all  but  very  large  libraries,  to 
include  in  the  duties  of  a  reference  librarian  the  function  of  "read- 
er's adviser,"  although  we  consider  "reader's  assistant"  a  more  apt 
term.  Fitting  books  to  readers  is  one  of  the  pleasantest  features  of 
a  librarian's  work.  A  large  percentage  of  our  service  is  by  mail, 
and  our  correspondence  files  attest  that  gauging  a  reader's  needs 
may  be  done  by  letter  as  well  as  by  personal  interview.  We  feel 
that  we  do  adequately  meet  the  requirements  of  "the  three  most  im- 
portant factors  in  reading  satisfaction:  accessibility,  readability,  and 
reader  interest." 

Maine  Author  Collection.  Maine  has  always  been  an  in- 
spiration to  poets  and  artists;  and  authors  in  late  years  have  dis- 
covered a  vast  untapped  reservoir  of  historical  romance  in  our  state. 
Maine  is  increasingly  productive  of  the  best  in  literature  for  enter- 
tainment and  for  education;  and  attracts  from  other  states  writers 
who  are  sensitive  to  her  beauties,  history  and  possibilities. 

The  Maine  Author  Collection  reflects  the  recent  prevailing  in- 
clination toward  more  learned  works.  The  Maine  State  Library  has 
continued  to  accumulate  all  available  data  about  our  authors,  who 
have  been  most  generously  cooperative  in  assisting  us  to  maintain 
an  exhibit  complete  with  all  books  of  all  Maine  authors. 

In  the  past  two  years,  we  have  added,  through  the  kindness  of 
our  writers,  many  volumes  on  various  subjects:  a  history  of  radio, 
a  newspaperman's  sketches  of  Maine  life  and  character,  an  erudite 
study  of  mysticism,  an  autobiography  of  a  college  professor,  a 
volume  of  delightful  Maine  essays,  a  biography  of  a  noted  impre- 
sario, several  charming  children's  stories,  reminiscences  of  a  famous 
poet,  and  Maine  novels. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  future  housing  improvements  will  render 
it  possible  for  the  Maine  Author  Collection  to  receive  adequate 
protection  and  display  room.

Bureau  of  Library  Extension.  Traveling  Libraries.  Be- 
ginning with  just  five  libraries,  the  Bureau  of  Library  Extension  now 
has  700  traveling  libraries  and  services  489  of  the  510  municipalities 
in  Maine.    These  libraries,  which  are  made  up  into  sets  of  twenty- 
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five  and  fifty  volumes  each,  are  distributed  in  rural,  grade  and  high 
schools,  farm  bureaus,  4-H  clubs,  boys'  and  girls'  summer  camps, 
granges,  public  libraries  and  numerous  other  places. 

A  general  collection  contains  two-thirds  modern  fiction  and 
one-third  non-fiction  and  children's  books.  School  and  camp  libra- 
ries are  made  up  according  to  the  grades  and  ages  of  the  children. 
Any  library  may  be  kept  six  months.  The  only  charge  is  a  fee  of 
$1.25  for  each  twenty-five  volume  set,  which  covers  the  transporta- 
tion charges  both  ways.

Book  Week.  Book  Week  has  grown  to  country-wide  signifi- 
cance, and  has  extended  deep  into  school  and  community  life 
through  simultaneous  action  along  a  planned  pattern.  It  has  be- 
come a  great  and  growing  crusade  over  a  period  of  twenty-one  years, 
and  is  firmly  established  as  one  of  the  best  methods  of  promoting 
the  reading  of  better  books.  During  Book  Week  in  November  of 
each  year,  2,490  books  have  been  lent  from  the  standard  and  illus- 
trated juvenile  collection  for  exhibit  purposes. 

Talking  Book  Machines.  Because  many  blind  men  and 
women  have  been  unable  to  master  "finger-reading,"  books  have 
been  recorded  for  them  on  phonographic  discs.  These  discs  are 
known  as  Talking  Books. 

The  Talking  Book  reproducer  is  a  combination  of  electric 
phonograph  and  radio  set,  and  entirely  contained  in  a  single  unit, 
so  that  when  closed  it  may  be  carried  as  a  suitcase. 

The  Maine  State  Library,  in  conjunction  with  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Welfare,  has  received  six  allotments  of  machines  since 
1936  for  distribution  in  Maine,  making  a  total  of  148  machines.  Of 
this  number,  thirty-eight  are  the  spring  driven  models  which  require 
no  electricity.  The  allotments  of  Talking  Book  Machines  are  listed 
as  follows:

During  the  last  two  year  period,  ending  June  30,  1940,  eighty-eight 
Talking  Book  machines  have  been  lent. 

Summer  Reading  Course.  On  application  of  a  parent,  libra- 
rian or  teacher,  a  summer  reading  course  is  available  for  children. 
The  course  may  be  taken  at  any  time  in  the  year,  but  originally  it 
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was  offered  in  the  summer,  as  that  seemed  the  best  time  to  undertake 
such  a  course.  Examinations  are  given,  and  a  certificate  is  presented 
to  each  child  who  completes  the  required  reading.  Thirty-one  chil- 
dren have  followed  the  course  in  the  last  two  years.

New  Stipend  Libraries.  During  the  two  year  period  with 
which  this  report  is  concerned,  four  towns  and  one  plantation  have 
been  added  to  the  list  of  those  appropriating  funds  for  library  pur- 
poses: Belfast,  Bluehill,  Naples  and  South  Bridgton.  Dallas  Planta- 
tion appropriates  money  so  that  the  citizens  may  have  the  use  of 
the  Rangeley  Public  Library.  The  number  of  stipend  libraries  in 
the  state  is  178,  and  the  number  of  non-stipend  libraries  is  103, 
making  a  total  of  281  libraries. 

District  System.     In  Maine  we  have  adopted  an  extension 

fdan  known  as  the  District  System,  using  the  city  or  large  town 
ibrary  as  the  center  of  a  local  area.  An  effort  is  being  made  to 
induce  the  surrounding  towns  to  vote  an  appropriation  to  such  a 
central  library,  in  return  for  which  the  people  of  these  towns  are  to 
have  free  use  of  the  neighboring  library  and  the  services  of  the 
staff,  and  may  also  have  collections  of  books  sent  to  each  community.

New  Library  Buildings,  1938-1940.  New  library  buildings 
have  been  erected  in  the  following  towns:  Bluehill,  Dixfield,  Gar- 
land, North  Haven,  Springvale  and  Wayne.  New  libraries  have 
been  started  at  Cundy's  Harbor,  Georgetown,  Hampden  Highlands, 
Lincolnville,  Madawaska,  Turner,  and  Fort  Kent.  Interest  is  being 
shown  in  starting  new  libraries  at  Harmony,  Mount  Vernon,  Vance- 
boro  and  Wytopitlock. 
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To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Maine: 

In  accordance  with  the  law  I  submit  to  the  Legislature  my 
first  report  as  Librarian,  in  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  my  service 
in  the  State  Library.  In  presenting  this  report  I  endeavor  to 
make  it  supplementary  to  preceding  ones  and  it  is  necessarily 
brief. 

My  chief  effort  has  been  to  continue  within  the  present 
appropriation  and  with  no  view  toward  financial  expansion  under 
current  conditions.  This  has  entailed  a  considerable  reappor- 
tionment of  budget  estimates  which  have  been  thrown  out  of 
balance  by  the  immediate  need  for  books  on  defense  and  related 
war  subjects  and  by  unavoidable  and  sometimes  unreasonable 
costs  of  maintaining  a  law  library  in  keeping  with  tradition  and 
necessity.  Provision  should  eventually  be  made  for  the  law 
library  outside  the  general  funds  as,  at  the  present  time,  nearly 
one-half  of  the  regular  book  fund  is  expended  for  legal  material, 
necessary  to  continue  its  high  standard. 

Book  circulation  is  declining  throughout  the  country  and 
with  us  here  in  the  State  Library,  but  there  is  no  indication  that 
the  need  for  library  service  is  diminishing;  reference  demands 
on  our  experienced  and  trained  librarians  is  rapidly  increasing. 
An  immense  amount  of  totally  new  work  is  involved  in  receiving, 
caring  for  and  making  readily  available  information  caused  by 
world  conditions  and  the  staff,  by  skillfully  contrived  plans,  has 
adapted  files  for  this  new  need. 

A  policy  of  working  interiorly,  strengthening  the  present 
service  established  by  Dr.  Henry  E.  Dunnack  and  sustained  by 
Mr.  Oliver  L.  Hall,  is  gradually  simplifying  the  basis  of  action 
through  elimination  of  items  many  times  duplicated  and  no 
longer  of  historical  or  current  value.  The  State  Library  has 
become,  through  long  custom,  a  storage  place  for  material  not 
of  further  use  to  other  departments  and  organizations,  such  as 
surplus  reports  of  state  departments,  law  associations  and  special 
societies.  After  careful  consultation  correct  disposal  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  publishers  or  owners 
of  such  items.  Much  of  this  work,  put  in  process  by  my  im- 
mediate predecessor,  Mr.  Hall,  has  been  continued  with  actual 
manual  labor  on  the  part  of  the  staff  members,  for  which  I 
register  deep  appreciation.  Hours  of  careful  thought  have  been 
devoted  by  members  of  the  staff  to  clearing  discrepancies  in  our 
library  laws,  preparatory  to  inclusion  in  the  Revision  of  the 
Statutes  and  certain  laws  which  need  actual  change  have  been 
prepared  to  offer  to  the  Legislature  for  passage. 
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I  wish  to  express  "gratitude  for  the  unfailing  courtesy  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  of  the  Legislature  at  a  hearing  on 
the  library  budget,  three  days  after  my  appointment  to  office, 
and  for  consideration  in  allowing  the  total  budget  as  presented 
by  the  preceding  Librarian,  without  change,  making  the  pathway 
far  easier  than  it  could  otherwise  have  been :  also  to  the  Legis- 
lature for  making  this  amount  available  in  tinal  passage. 

The  State  Library  seems  to  be  omitted  from  the  conscious- 
ness of  private  benefactors  who  would  find  their  financial  gifts 
appreciated ;  although  this  report  does  not  rec^uire  acknowledg- 
ment of  special  gifts  of  money  it  appears  appropriate  to  mention 
our  gratefulness  to  many  borrowers  of  books,  who  address  the 
State  Library  as  though  it  were  a  personality,  and  with  the 
realization  that  someone  definitely  interested  in  their  request  will 
handle  it  with  judgment.     These  people  give  us  courage. 

A  constant  emphasis  on  friendliness  with  the  public  libraries 
in  Maine  has  met  with  cordial  response  from  the  librarians  and 
I  feel  that  the  State  Library  should  be  equipped  to  do  more  for 
these  libraries  than  it  can  now  do.  I  realize  that  the  time  is  not 
right  to  ask  for  additional  funds  but  since  the  law  indicates  that 
the  Librarian  in  the  biennial  report  make  suggestions  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Library  it  seems  proper  to  present  a  plan 
for  some  future  period — call  it  post-war  planning.  Maine  is 
without  bookmobiles  and  county  or  regional  libraries.  Our 
neighbors  in  New  Hampshire  and  \"ermont  are  far  beyond  us 
in  this  respect  but  I  am  not  at  all  certain  Maine  conditions  war- 
rant an  initial  outlay  and  the  current  expense  of  such  a  project. 
We  tried  bookmobile  service  in  1931  without  success,  and  my 
personal  feeling  is  that  the  bond  now  existing  through  direct 
mail  service  to  citizens  can  be  increased  with  no  additional  cost, 
but  that  the  bond  between  the  State  Library  and  the  school  and 
public  libraries  should  be  increased  by  the  addition  to  the  library 
staff  of  a  Library  Adviser,  who  shall  be  a  frequent  visitor  in  all 
libraries,  not  in  a  supervisory  capacity  but  to  help,  in  the  most 
human  sense  of  the  word  which  is  to  "befriend." 

No  additional  law  is  necessary  to  permit  such  work.  The 
position  was  created  in  1917  and  your  present  State  Librarian 
appointed  to  the  task,  but  as  the  office  and  other  extension  work 
increased  it  became  necessary  to  curtail  the  advisory  phase  of 
the  work.  Our  libraries  have  been  rationed  on  this  service  for 
years.  No  undertaking  of  this  work  should  be  made  with  an 
appropriation  of  less  than  $3,000,  since  lack  of  funds  was  the 
cause  of  discontinuance  of  the  service  before,  and  too  much  is  at 
stake  in  organization  and  morale  to  take  any  further  risk.  Dur- 
ing the  first  two  years  of  such  a  service  one  Adviser  could  take 
care  of  both  school  and  public  library  needs,  but  the  work  ought 
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to  grow  so  that  eventually  it  should  be  necessary  to  divide  the 
duties  and  appoint  an  Adviser  for  School  Libraries,  as  presented 
in  the  report  made  by  the  State  Librarian  in  1928.

Staff  changes  have  been  more  frequent  than  usual.  The 
position  of  Assistant  State  Librarian,  made  vacant  by  the  pro- 
motion of  the  former  assistant  to  the  office  of  State  Librarian, 
was  filled  by  a  graduate  of  our  Apprentice  Course,  who  holds 
degrees  from  the  University  of  Maine  and  from  Simmons  Col- 
lege in  the  Library  School. 

The  Legislative  and  Law  Librarian,  graduate  of  our  Ap- 
prentice Course,  left  to  accept  a  position  as  librarian  of  a  public 
library  and  we  were  fortunate  to  secure  the  return  of  a  former 
member  of  our  staff  who  previously  occupied  that  very  position 
and  was  later  Assistant  State  Librarian. 

The  office  of  Documents  Assistant,  discontinued  for  a  period 
of  years,  has  been  restored  and  once  again  our  Apprentice  Course 
supplied  the  assistant,  a  graduate  of  Colby  College,  who  through 
summer  leaves  of  absence  is  continuing  study  toward  a  degree 
from  Simmons  College  in  the  graduate  Library  School. 
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Law  and  Legislatiye  Reference.  The  two  year  period 
covered  by  this  report  has  witnessed  the  longest  legislative  ses- 
sion in  the  history  of  the  state,  January  1  to  April  26,  1941,  and 
in  addition  three  special  sessions,  July  22-26,  October  21-23,  1940, 
and  January  12-24,  1942.  During  these  periods  the  entire  time 
of  one  assistant  and  half  of  the  time  of  another  was  given  to 
serving  the  members  and  officers  of  the  legislature.  Although 
the  1942  special  session  was  only  twelve  days  in  length,  it  never- 
theless afforded  an  excellent  opportunity  to  demonstrate  the 
usefulness  of  the  legislative  reference  collection,  because — of  the 
twenty-six  public  laws  enacted,  material  on  the  subjects  covered 
by  twenty-one  of  them  was  consulted  by  either  a  legislator  or 
an  interested  citizen. 

When  the  legislature  is  not  in  session  the  demand  for  legis- 
lative and  governmental  material  is  not  so  intense,  but  it  is  con- 
stant. Unemployment,  labor,  welfare,  civil  service  and  person- 
nel are  some  of  the  subjects  wanted  by  applicants  for  federal 
and  state  positions.  Legal  textbooks  and  court  decisions  are 
borrowed  by  lawyers  and  jurists,  and  the  laws  of  other  states  are 
used  by  departmental  officials  as  well  as  lawyers.  The  questions 
coming  in  on  one  March  day,  typical  of  all  days,  were  for  in- 
formation on  legislative  history  of  Board  of  Normal  Schools; 
exemption  of  veterans  from  taxation;  cost  of  printing  and  pub- 
lishing Legislative  Record;  state  employment  retirement  sys- 
tems of  other  states ;  act  of  incorporation  of  a  Maine  town. 

Two  of  the  most  valuable  helps  available  in  this  section  are 
the  indexes  to  the  private  and  special  laws  and  to  the  resolves 
of  this  state.  Entries  for  the  laws  passed  by  the  special  sessions 
of  1940  and  1942  and  the  regular  session  of  1941  have  been  made 
and  correlated  with  the  previous  ones,  so  that  the  indexes  are 
now  complete  from  1820  to  1942. 

Indexes  have  also  been  made  to  the  legislative  bills  and 
documents  of  the  1940,  1941  and  1942  sessions.  These  have  been 
typewritten  and  bound  with  the  documents  for  library  use. 

Two  important  additions  which  have  been  made  to  the  ma- 
terial in  this  section  are 

State  Tax  Guide  Service.  This  gives  a  concise  and 
up-to-date  outline  of  the  taxing  system  of  each  state,  by 
states  and  by  subjects.  It  is  a  loose-leaf  service  and  so 
is  always  current. 

The  United  States  Law  Week.  This  is  another 
loose-leaf  service.  It  contains  the  opinions  of  the 
United  States  Supreme  Judicial  Court  within  one  day  of 
their  announcement,  and  the  federal  laws  immediately 
after  signature  by  the  President.  It  also  has  a  sum- 
mary of  pending  legislation. 
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One  pressing  need  is  relief  from  congestion  in  the  store- 
house. Authority  will  be  asked  of  the  1943  legislature  to  dis- 
card old  legislative  publications  no  longer  of  historical  or 
financial  value. 

Additions  to  the  general  law  collection  are  continually  being 
made  by  exchange  or  purchase  in  compliance  with  the  statutes 
and  in  an  attempt  to  make  the  law  library  adequate  to  the  needs 
of  courts,  lawyers,  departments  of  government  and  the  general 
public.

Binding.  Priorities  have  dimmed  the  future  of  binding  and 
rebinding  our  books  in  a  two-fold  manner:  1,  by  the  rise  in 
prices  and  2,  by  the  curtailment  of  material  and  delivery  ser- 
vices. Binding  is  a  very  positive  factor  in  the  library's  service- 
rendering  capacities  since  it  guarantees  a  long  and  useful  life- 
time to  books  which  otherwise  become  too  badly  worn  to  circu- 
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late.  Many  useful  state  reports,  typewritten  and  manuscript, 
mounted  newspaper  clippings,  and  similar  material  are  made 
available  for  state-wide  circulation  by  strong  bindings. 

Town  Reports.  One  of  the  most  "useful  projects"  of  the 
Maine  State  Library  is  the  annual  crusade  for  collecting  com- 
plete files  of  town  and  county  reports.  Reasonable  success  has 
been  achieved  in  this  campaign,  carried  on  through  the  years 
and  we  are  exercising  our  collective  wits  to  supply  the  constant 
demand  for  information  of  this  nature  by  adding  to  our  sets 
through  every  available  means.  Attics  at  housecleaning  time 
often  yield  treasures  of  this  kind  and  we  are  grateful  to  the 
friends  who  remember  us  in  this  way.  One  brother  and  sister 
gave  us  some  valuable  missing  numbers,  in  memory  of  their 
father  who  took  the  care  to  preserve  them.  These  were  bound 
by  us,  with  the  inscription  included  in  the  front  of  the  volume.

Research.  By  individual  and  inter-library  loans  and  by 
correspondence,  as  well  as  by  work  at  the  library,  special  ref- 
erence service  is  available  to  our  patrons.  Owing  to  our  liberal 
lending  policy,  and  the  fact  that  a  member  of  the  staff  is  avail- 
able to  assist  persons  engaged  in  special  research  work,  the 
Maine  State  Library  is  in  touch  with  much  of  the  creative  work 
which  is  being  done  about  Maine  in  the  fields  of  history,  biog- 
raphy and  economics.  Novelists  and  short-story  writers,  seek- 
ing to  create  Maine  backgrounds  or  verify  historical  data,  have 
long  been  among  our  most  appreciative  patrons.  Tangible  evi- 
dences of  the  fruitfulness  of  work  done  here  reach  us  often. 
Acknowledgments  in  prefaces  to  books,  fiction  and  non-fiction, 
copies  of  articles  and  special  reprints,  unprinted  data  such  as  a 
recently  received  manuscript  list  of  vessels  built  in  Washington 
County,  and  much  delightful  correspondence  testify  to  the  prac- 
tical value  of  our  reference  service. 

Every  summer  brings  many  research  students  to  work  here. 
Among  the  recent  ones  is  a  young  man  who  has  chosen  as  the 
subject  of  his  thesis  aspects  of  early  Maine  architecture  and  who 
is  literally  thrilled  by  our  Bulfinch  plans.  Another,  on  a  travel- 
ling fellowship  from  Harvard,  who  is  making  a  study  of  local 
tales  of  New  England,  has  found  an  informational  gold-mine 
in  our  clipping  books  and  miscellaneous  data.  Our  map  collec- 
tion, which  we  consider  one  of  our  most  important  assets, 
brought  us  last  year  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  from  two  members  of 
the  Library  of  Congress  staff,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Russell  LeGear,  who 
found  our  maps  so  interesting  that  they  devoted  a  day's  vacation 
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to  them,  much  to  our  advantage.  Our  reference  service  is  not 
limited  to  Maine  topics  and  we  often  have  the  pleasure  of  aiding 
in  the  preparation  of  works  on  general  subjects  by  placing  at 
the  disposal  of  authors  at  their  homes  the  extensive  resources 
of  our  general  book  collection. 

Supplying  information  on  Maine  subjects  means  ranging  a 
wide  field.  In  the  same  morning  we  may  be  asked  to  locate 
biographical  data  about  an  obscure  Maine  artist,  verify  half  a 
dozen  dates,  suggest  the  most  interesting  books  to  read  about  a 
special  part  of  the  state,  identify  a  Maine  wildflower  or  two, 
give  the  address  of  a  bee  specialist,  locate  sources  of  information 
on  such  recent  industrial  problems  as  the  quantity  curing  of  car- 
rageen or  the  harvesting  and  shipping  of  peat  moss,  and  direct 
a  professional  geologist  to  such  printed  data  as  may  be  available 
about  some  mineral  product  of  possible  value  in  defense  industry. 

Geology  is  one  of  several  topics  in  which  there  is  a  wide- 
spread and  continual  interest.  Probably  it  is  not  an  exaggera- 
tion to  say  that  we  average  a  request  a  day  for  something  con- 
nected with  Maine  geology,  and  although  there  is  no  general 
work  on  the  subject,  a  mass  of  miscellaneous  material,  including 
bibliographies,  clipping  books,  pamphlets  and  special  indexes, 
added  to  the  librarian's  long  experience  in  using  possible  sources 
of  information,  makes  it  possible  to  give  library  service  both  to 
the  professional  geologist  and  to  the  amateur  whose  interest  in 
becoming  better  acquainted  with  our  rocks  and  minerals  is  in  its 
initial  stages. 

Aside  from  Maine  interests,  helping  to  meet  the  public's  de- 
mand for  occupational  books  has  always  seemed  to  be  one  of  the 
reference  department's  most  rewarding  activities.  Although 
during  the  past  year  emphasis  in  the  acquisition  of  technical 
books  has  been  on  those  meeting  the  special  needs  of  workers  in 
defense  industries,  our  collection  of  books  in  the  vocational  and 
occupational  field  in  general  has  not  been  dormant.  We  are 
pleased  to  note  an  increasing  affiliation  between  the  library  and 
the  Vocational  Division  of  the  Department  of  Education.  As 
always,  our  varied  and  extensive  collection  of  books  on  every 
type  of  hobby  and  handicraft  is  in  constant  use. 

Our  collection  of  source  material  increases  steadily.  Among 
the  especially  interesting  manuscript  items  added  since  our  last 
report  are  papers  on  the  State's  relations  with  its  Indian  wards, 
and  on  the  progress  of  welfare  work  in  Maine,  both  the  result 
of  projects  carried  on  in  1934-35  by  the  Bureau  of  Welfare  and 
transferred  to  us  by  that  department.  We  continue  to  be  a  de- 
pository of  manuscript  genealogical  records  compiled  by  the 
Maine  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 
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The  Maine  State  Library's  most  remarkable  acquisition  in 
many  years  is  the  complete  set  of  the  original  Bulfinch  plans  of 
the  Maine  Capitol,  a  long  lost  treasure  recently  discovered  and 
presented  to  the  library  by  the  Treasury  Department  of  Maine. 
Aside  from  its  special  interest  to  us,  this  collection  ranks  as  an 
important  addition  to  source  material  on  the  architecture  of  the 
early  Republic.  In  the  opinion  of  Miss  Florence  Stiles,  libra- 
rian of  the  Library  of  Architecture  of  the  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  which  has  one  of  the  major  collections  of 
Bulfinch  plans,  our  collection  is  more  extensive  than  that  owned 
by  any  library,  and  it  may  be  considered  one  of  the  most  com- 
plete series  of  original  plans  extant  dealing  with  any  one  build- 
ing of  the  early  nineteenth  century.

Newspaper  Clipping  Bureau.  The  library's  newspaper  clip- 
ping bureau  has  been  operative  for  about  fifteen  years.  It  was 
established  primarily  to  supplement  the  general  reference  and 
research  departments  with  special  reference  to  Maine  persons 
and  affairs,  but  from  time  to  time  the  bureau  has  taken  on  other 
duties  growing  out  of  constant  daily  scanning  of  the  Maine 
daily  and  weekly  papers. 

Information  is  gathered  on  a  wide  variety  of  subjects  relat- 
ing to  Maine's  present  and  past — more  particularly  data  which 
is  not  available  in  book  or  magazine  form.  This  material  is 
available  to  the  public  either  on  loan  or  for  use  at  the  library. 
As  the  permanent  character  of  the  newspaper  material  has  re- 
sulted in  large  accumulations  they  have  come  into  use  by  many 
of  the  numerous  writers  on  Maine  topics  and  often  turn  up  sur- 
prisingly desirable  items. 

In  order  to  preserve  the  clippings  and  to  classify  them  they 
have  been  made  into  books.  The  clippings  are  mounted  on  uni- 
form sheets  and  placed  in  loose-leaf  binders,  and  additions  are 
constantly  being  made  to  most  of  them.  This  revision  keeps 
the  books  up-to-date  and  provides  for  expansion  or  subdivision 
as  the  amount  of  available  material  warrants. 

The  clipping  bureau  also  supplies  current  information  for 
'Other  departments  of  the  library  and  on  request  does  clipping 
ior  other  departments  of  the  state. 

By  daily  newspaper  reading  it  is  possible  to  keep  a  check 
of  other  information  which  is  useful  to  have  but  hard  to  find. 
To  this  end  files  have  been  set  up  and  are  maintained,  listing 
names  and  chief  officers  of  state-wide  organizations,  chambers 
of  commerce  and  kindred  activities.

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Maine  Author  CoUectioiL  The  Maine  Author  Collection  in- 
creases each  year  through  our  diligence  in  following  the  work 
of  Maine  writers,  and  through  their  generous  interest.  The 
books  present  arresting  testimony  of  the  versatility  and  impor- 
tance of  this  group  of  authors,  ranging  from  historical  novel  to 
inspirational  essay,  from  cook  book  to  juvenile  story. 

The  accumulation  of  this  notable  exhibit  requires  constant 
attention  to  new  publications,  reviews  of  books  by  Maine  authors^ 
and  lists  of  out  of  print  books,  that  we  may  be  certain  to  know 
of  all  titles  which  may  properly  be  included  in  the  collection. 
The  work  calls  for  correspondence  with  authors,  securing  bio- 
graphical data,  and  orderly  recording  and  filing  of  letters,  in- 
formation and  books.  The  worth  of  the  project  is  continually 
apparent  in  the  service  which  we  are  able  to  render  students  and 
researchers  by  means  of  availability  of  such  information;  and 
the  value  of  the  collection  for  the  future  is  augmented  with  each 
new  author  recognized  and  each  new  volume  acquired.

Cataloguing  and  Classifying.  The  cartoonist  was  funny  but 
wrong  when  he  portrayed  the  librarian  saying  "We  have  our 
own  catalogue  system.  You'll  find  the  books  on  aviation  on  the 
top  shelf  and  the  books  on  mining  in  the  basement."  Catalogu- 
ing, which  indicates  on  cards  by  a  sufficient  and  useful  number 
of  headings  the  subject  matter  in  books  and  classifying,  which 
is  a  form  of  systematizing  world  knowledge  covered  in  books 
by  grouping  them  on  shelves  are  phases  of  library  science  car- 
ried on  in  most  libraries  of  this  size  as  distinct  fields  of  work. 
In  our  State  Library,  however,  the  position  of  Catloguer  is  com- 
bined wath  that  of  Classifier  and  includes  also  the  training  of 
apprentices  in  these  subjects ;  also  the  care  of  government  docu- 
ments which  come  to  us  as  a  Depository  Library  and  require  a 
rather  complicated  method  of  filing.  Genealogical  research  was 
formerly  performed  under  this  supervision  but  for  some  years 
it  has  been  impossible  to  offer  this  service  to  our  citizens,  owing 
to  limitations  of  time.

Library  Extension.  This  important  division  of  the  State 
Library  was  originally  a  separate  department,  with  a  Board  of 
Commissioners.  In  1921  this  Commission  was  abolished  by  law 
and  the  work  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Libra- 
rian. Functioning  as  a  bureau  of  that  department  it  promotes 
and  guides  the  organization  of  free  public  libraries,  provides  in- 
formation and  advice  on  library  methods,  and  assistance  in 
administration  of  libraries,  conducts  round  table  and  instruction 
groups,  and  aids  public  libraries  financially. 

Traveling  Libraries.  The  traveling  libraries  consist  of  gen- 
eral sets  for  adults,  sets  for  boys  and  girls  of  all  ages,  nature 
sets  especially  adapted  for  camp  and  school  use.  Collections 
are  compiled  in  advance  into  groups  of  twenty-five  volumes  each 
and  are  lent  for  a  period  of  six  months,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$L25  which  is  used  to  cover  transportation  charges  both  ways. 
Fiction  and  juvenile  books  can  be  secured  only  through  these 
traveling  library  collections. 
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An  experiment  was  introduced  this  year,  cooperating  with 
the  Department  of  Education,  in  response  to  an  urgent  need 
for  books  both  factual  and  supplementary  on  particular  subjects 
in  the  grade  schools.  One  of  the  subjects  brought  to  our  at- 
tention was  "dairying/'  which  is  studied  as  a  unit  for  a  period  of 
three  to  six  weeks.  Two  traveling  libraries  have  been  made 
with  books  selected  to  cover  all  phases  of  dairying  for  grades 
three  to  six.  Accompanying  each  library  is  an  annotated  list  of 
the  books  included,  which  gives  to  the  teacher  a  better  idea  of 
what  information  is  embodied  and  for  whom  the  stories  are  best 
suited.  Similar  libraries  may  be  arranged  later  to  cover  other 
important  units  of  study  in  the  elementary  grades. 

During  the  past  two  years  which  this  report  covers,  1,338 
traveling  libraries  have  been  distributed  and  circulated  as  fol- 
lows:

Book  Week.  Each  year  after  Hallowe'en  and  before 
Thanksgiving,  comes  Children's  Book  Week.  After  23  years,  it 
still  derives  its  great  success  from  the  enthusiasm,  the  good  will, 
the  resourcefulness,  and  the  hard  work  of  individuals.  In  every 
program  and  exhibit  there  must  be  reflected  a  love  of  books  and 
a  desire  to  share  the  joys  of  reading,  and  these  cannot  be  man- 
ufactured. Boys  and  girls,  uncannily  quick  at  uncovering  a 
sham,  are  equally  alert  in  recognizing  the  genuine.  Their  en- 
thusiastic response  in  the  observance  of  Book  Week  gives  proof 
of  the  validity  of  its  purpose.  Year  by  year  more  people  share 
the  responsibilities  of  Book  Week,  but  it  is  still  the  librarians 
who  are  the  natural  coordinators  in  their  communities.  All 
agencies  look  to  them,  as  specialists  in  books,  for  help  and  in- 
spiration. 

In  1940,  the  slogan  "Good  Books — Good  Friends,'*  was 
made  vivid  and  used  to  rally  the  friends  of  children  and  of  books. 
It  emphasized  the  educational,  cultural  and  social  significance 
of  books  in  the  modern  world,  and  showed  the  importance  of 
books  in  developing  an  understanding  of  other  nations,  other 
races  and  groups.  In  1941,  the  theme  was  "Forward  With 
Books",  which  sounded  a  stirring,  patriotic  call  to  books  and  the 
reading  road  to  progress.  Attention  was  focused  on  the  divers- 
ity of  books  and  their  universal  appeal,  with  emphasis  as  well 
on  the  immortals  of  each  age  level  or  the  books  that  help  boys 
and  girls  in  pursuit  of  their  hobbies,  future  vocations  or  special 
interests. 

From  the  Standard  and  Illustrated  Juvenile  Collection 
which  has  expanded  over  a  period  of  years,  2,658  books  have 
been  lent  to  libraries  and  schools  in  the  last  two  years,  for  ex- 
hibit purposes  during  Book  Week. 

Talking  Book  Machines.  Through  a  WPA  project  spon- 
sored by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  supervised  by  the  Ameri- 
can Foundation  for  the  Blind,  the  State  Library,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare,  has  been  granted 
ten  allotments  of  talking  book  machines  to  date,  including  two 
types  of  models — electric  and  spring-driven.  The  machines  are 
lent  free  of  charge  to  needy  adult  blind  persons  on  long-tenn 
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loans.  During  the  past  two  year  period  sixty-two  machines  have 
been  lent.     The  allotments  are  listed  as  follows :

The  Library  of  Congress,  under  an  Act  of  Congress,  ar- 
ranges for  the  publication  of  talking  books  and  distributes  them 
to  27  regional  libraries  for  the  blind  throughout  the  United 
States.  From  these  regional  libraries  they  are  lent  without 
charge  to  blind  borrowers.  The  Perkins  Institution  Library, 
W'atertown,  Massachusetts,  is  the  distributing  agency  for  Maine 
and  serves  all  New  England.  Talking  books,  packed  in  special 
containers,  pass  free  of  charge  through  the  mails. 

There  is  at  present  an  urgent  need  for  funds  to  provide  for 
repair  service  on  these  talking  book  machines.  Until  April  15, 
1942,  a  free  repair  service  was  provided  in  New  York  on  gov- 
ernment-owned talking  book  machines.  The  machines  or  parts 
needing  repair  were  shipped  at  a  special  rate  of  one  cent  per 
pound.  This  repair  project  was  forced  to  close  on  June  30,  1942, 
because  all  funds  had  become  exhausted. 

A  bill  (H.R.7273)  has  been  introduced  in  Congress  to  in- 
sure a  permanent  repair  project  for  government-owned  machines, 
which  would  make  it  unnecessary  to  deny  the  use  of  the  talking 
book  machines  to  those  who  cannot  afford  the  cost  of  repairs. 
If  this  bill  is  not  passed,  the  matter  of  repair  service  will  become 
a  real  problem,  and  it  behooves  us,  if  possible,  to  find  some  way 
whereby  a  repair  service  can  be  maintained.  At  present  six 
machines  which  were  sent  to  New  York  for  repair  prior  to  April 
15,  1942,  have  not  been  returned  to  the  State  Library.  They 
are  in  a  government  warehouse  for  safe  keeping  because  repairs 
could  not  be  completed  before  June  30,  1942.  In  addition  to 
these  machines  in  New  York,  seven  other  machines  have  been 
returned  to  the  State  Library  which  cannot  be  used  or  reas- 
signed because  of  the  need  of  a  complete  check-up  and  repairs 
by  one  who  is  a  specialist  in  this  line  of  work.  It  is  hoped  that 
bill  H.R.7273  will  be  passed. 

Stipend  Payments  in  Maine  Cities  and  Towns.  A  stipend  is 
paid  annually  to  all  towns  which  appropriated  money  from  taxa- 
tion funds  for  the  support  of  a  free  public  library,  distributed 
as  follows :

Seven  new  towns  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  those  appro- 
priating funds  for  library  purposes — Addison,  Brooklin,  East- 
port,  Etna,  Harpswell  (Cundy's  Harbor),  Island  Falls,  and 
South  Bristol.  The  number  of  stipend  libraries  in  the  state  is 
187,  and  the  number  of  non-stipend  libraries  is  87,  making  a  total 
of  274  public  libraries. 

Gifts  to  New  Libraries.  A  founding  fund  of  $100  in 
books  was  given  to  the  Fort  Kent  Public  Library  and  $50  in 
books  to  the  Van  Buren  Public  Library,  in  conformity  with  the 
law  which  provides  for  gifts  to  new  libraries.

bary ;  Kennebunk,  $500  as  a  trust  fund  from  the  will  of  Daniel 
Remick;  Lewiston,  $10,247  gift  from  Mrs.  Edward  C.  True,  to 
provide  a  special  library  in  the  Central  Maine  General  Hospital, 
as  a  memorial  to  her  husband;  Limestone,  $5,000  for  construc- 
tion of  the  Robert  A.  Frost  Memorial  Library,  given  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Aubrey  C.  Frost  of  Caribou  in  memory  of  their  son; 
Machais,  $100  as  an  anonymous  gift  to  the  libary ;  Portland, 
Trust  fund  (unascertained)  from  estate  of  Jane  L.  Burbank,  to 
be  used  to  buy  books  for  the  Branch  Library ;  Topsham,  bequest 
of  house  and  lot  in  will  of  late  Sarah  Whitten,  to  be  known  as 
the  Whitten  Public  Library;  Tremont,  $9,310  from  the  will  of 
the  late  Rhoda  Mitchell  Lawson  Watson,  for  purchase  of  books 
for  the  Bass  Harbor  Memorial  Library. 

New  Library  Buildings  and  New  Libraries,  1940-42.    A  new 

library  building  has  been  erected  in  Limestone.  New  librarle:^ 
which  have  been  established  in  buildings  not  their  own  or  in 
remodeled  homes  are  China,  Island  Falls,  and  Van  Buren. 

Maine  has  a  new  Branch  Library,  located  on  Pleasant 
Avenue,  in  Portland.  It  fills  a  need,  long  felt  in  the  Woodfords 
and  Deering  districts,  and  marks  a  successful  culmination  of 
literally  years  of  campaigning  to  obtain  such  a  branch.  The 
Trustees  of  the  Portland  Public  Library  voted  to  give  to  the 
branch  the  name,  "Jane  L.  Burbank  Branch."  The  decision  gives 
credit  to  Miss  Burbank's  interest  in  establishing  a  branch  of  the 
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library  in  the  Woodfords  district  and  of  her  never-ceasing  effort 
to  see  it  become  a  reality.  The  Trustees  themselves  were  equally 
interested ;  so  were  various  organizations,  notably  the  Pathfinders 
Club,  and  many  individuals ;  but  it  was  not  until  the  City  Council 
became  convinced  of  the  need  and  acted  with  vision  to  increase 
the  funds  appropriated  for  library  maintenance,  that  the  Branch 
became  possible.  In  September,  1940,  it  was  opened  for  service, 
but  Miss  Burbank  lived  only  a  few  months  to  see  her  dream  jus- 
tified. At  her  death  in  July,  1941,  she  left  most  of  her  estate  in 
trust  to  be  used  eventually  to  purchase  books  for  this  Branch. 
In  view  of  the  facts,  designation  by  the  Trustees  of  this  branch 
as  the  "J^t^^  L.  Burbank  Branch"  of  the  Portland  Public  Library 
seems  eminently  fitting  as  a  recognition  of  public  service.

To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Maine: 

As  Librarian  of  the  Maine  State  Library  I  submit  my  report 
covering  the  period  from  July  1,  1942  through  June  30,  1944. 
State  Library  reports  in  preceding  years  have  carried  detailed 
description  of  work  in  specific  fields  of  our  service.  Such  state- 
ments, with  the  exception  of  that  of  the  extension  work,  are 
omitted  from  this  report  so  that  emphasis  may  be  placed  on  under- 
takings and  changes  affecting  the  Library  as  a  whole. 

Probably  the  changes  of  most  interest  to  the  citizens  of  Maine 
who  enjoy  the  privileges  of  our  Library  are  two  of  lending  routine : 
first,  discontinuance  of  the  postage  refund  on  outgoing"  packages 
of  books,  no  longer  necessitating  the  return  of  petty  sums  to  the 
Library;  second,  release  of  limitations  on  loans  of  genealogical 
items  for  the  duration  of  the  war,  thus  permitting  patrons  to 
borrow  three  books  of  this  class  at  one  time,  instead  of  one. 

Lawyers  and  legislators  frequenting  the  Library  find  more 
table  space  available  to  them — still  insufficient  but  not  totally  in- 
adequate. This  has  been  made  possible  through  a  plan  for  taking 
care  of  more  material  in  our  Book  Annex.  Other  features  of  this 
plan,  started  seven  years  ago,  were  well  within  sight  of  completion 
when  a  real  blow  to  the  programme  came  through  unavoidable 
loss  of  space,  thereby  effacing  many  hours  of  labor  by  the  staff 
and  extra  assistants.  Further  effective  work  in  the  Annex  must 
be  deferred  until  the  War  has  come  to  an  end. 

A  change  in  the  law  relating  to  the  reports  of  departments 
of  the  State  permits  the  reduction  from  three  hundred  to  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  reports  to  be  deposited  with  the 
State  Library  for  distribution  and  exchange.  Section  18,  chapter 
333,  Public  Laws,  1943  indicates  the  manner  of  distribution  of 
these  reports.  The  law  still  requires  that  ten  copies  of  each  leaflet 
or  pamphlet  publication  of  each  department  be  deposited  with  the 
State  Library. 

Our  book  buying  policy  has  been  indicated  by  the  current 
demands  for  scientific  and  technical  materials  induced  by  training 
courses  in  the  services  and  industries.  The  Legislature  was  gen- 
erous in  providing  extra  funds  for  such  purchases.  Our  post  war 
work  is  already  in  progress  through  our  recognition  of  the  necessity 
for  building  a  stock  of  vocational  and  rehabilitation  items,  also 
general  reading  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  returning  to  a  different 
mode  of  life,  and  particularly  in  our  preparedness  to  take  care  of 
the  intellectual  requirements  of  the  interim  of  adjustment.     Condi- 
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tions  have  led  us  to  defer  purchases  which  would  normally  have 
been  made  to  maintain  the  background  of  a  library  such  as  this; 
therefore  it  has  seemed  wise  to  establish  a  deferred  list,  assuring 
eventual  purchase  of  foundation  items. 

The  law  library  continues  up-to-date.  If  any  law  collection 
is  kept  active  it  must  bend  to  seemingly  extreme  prices,  apparently 
necessitated  by  a  limited  selling  field.  Our  funds  have  been 
strained  but  we  have  kept  our  sets  unbroken  and  refused  to  lower 
our  standards. 

Increased  interest  in  government  has  brought  additional  prob- 
lems to  our  Library.  The  trend  of  ideas  in  our  times  has  taxed 
and  enlivened  the  intelligence  of  the  StaflF  members,  who  must 
necessarily  prepare  themselves  to  meet  new  topics,  daily,  and  handle 
them  with  expedition.  Standard  works  of  political,  social  and 
economic  thought  as  well  as  current  information  on  the  countries 
of  the  world  are  availal)le,  supplemented  by  publications  relative 
to  war  conditions. 

We  lack  exhibition  space  for  certain  choice  items  and  have  too 
often  been  obliged  to  refuse  rare  gifts  because  of  inadequate 
facilities.  One  of  our  most  important  and  highly  prized  items  was 
the  original  manuscript  of  ARUNDEL,  which  the  author  removed 
for  the  above  reason.  As  long  as  it  remained  here,  however,  it 
was  kept  in  the  safe  and  made  available  to  many  writers  and 
students  who  found  it  a  source  of  real  inspiration.  We  hope  that 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  our  State  can  provide  for  the  care 
and  display  of  valuable  possessions  which  rightly  belong  in  a  State 
Library.  My  preceding  report  carried  a  description  of  our  set 
of  original  drawings  of  the  State  Capitol,  by  Charles  Bulfinch, 
Architect,  1892.  Through  the  clear-sightedness  and  generosity  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  these  plans,  heretofore  impossible  to 
consult  because  of  their  fragile  condition,  have  been  perfectly 
mounted  and  bound  in  such  form  that  architects  and  students  may 
study  them.  Among  our  so-called  collections  are  the  following: 
Maine  Imprints,  Maine  Authors,  World  War  I  posters,  North- 
eastern Boundary  manuscripts,  and  occasional  rare  items  not 
related  to  Maine,  such  as  a  Kelmscot  Press  copy  of  Hand  and  Soul, 
by  Dante  Gabriel  Rossetti,  printed  for  Way  and  Williams,  Chicago, 
1895. 

By  law  the  State  Librarian  is  required  to  make  in  the  biennial 
report  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  Library.  It  re- 
quires no  law  to  induce  me  to  present  as  a  postwar  activity  the 
necessity  for  a  Library  Visitor.  This  is  merely  a  ceremony  of 
setting  forth  previous  attempts,  as  originally  presented  by  Dr. 
Henry  E.  Dunnack  in  the  thirty-ninth  report  and  as  urged  by 
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Mr.  Oliver  L.  Hall  in  the  forty-fourth  report.  I  reluctantly  call 
this  long  standing  need  "postwar  planning",  but  since  it  is  the  kind 
of  library  expansion  advocated  throughout  the  United  States  under 
the  heading  postwar,  it  may  be  well  to  adopt  that  name,  especially 
if  it  may  receive  more  immediate  attention.  Maine  will  ced:ainly 
be  standing  remote  in  the  intellectual  world  if  its  library  service 
cannot  receive  this  consideration.  There  is  no  other  equal  field 
for  the  continuance  of  education  and  if  our  librarians  are  to  have 
the  time  and  spirit  to  give  to  building  that  continuing  source  ,of 
knowledge  for  our  citizens  it  is  plain  that  the  service  of  the  State 
Library  must  extend  to  librarians  of  our  small  public  libraries, 
who  will  welcome  help  in  problems  of  cataloguing,  discarding, 
and  assimilating  materials  in  order  to  clear  the  way  to  the  more 
important  matter  of  assisting  patrons.  An  understanding,  experi- 
enced worker  going  into  a  town  for  a  day  or  two  can  give  courage 
to  a  librarian  and  conserve  her  vitality  for  those  who  look  to  the 
library  for  helpful,  unhurried  assistance  and  the  kind  of  advice 
which  will  enable  the  residents  of  our  small  communities,  including 
those  returning  from  the  services,  to  read,  study  and  systematize 
their  knowledge  so  that  they  may  take  up  the  torch  with  a  com- 
prehension of  tomorrow's  needs. 

Beyond  the  reach  of  the  town  library,  groups  may  be  formed 
to  use  the  State  Traveling  Library  Collections  and  from  this  be- 
ginning establish  public  libraries.  A  Library  Visitor  can  extend 
the  use  of  these  Traveling  Library  Collections,  making  urban  book 
privileges  available  to  rural  communities. 

No  change  in  our  library  law  is  necessary  to  establish  this 
work  and  I  am  including  in  my  budget  an  amount  sufficient  to 
establish  and  carry  it  on  in  a  proper  manner.  I  have  not  inter- 
viewed any  librarians  or  any  organizations,  nor  have  I  tried  to 
"harness"  power  of  any  kind  behind  my  petition.  The  Legislature 
has  been  generous  and  reasonable  in  granting  previous  requests 
and  I  hope  that  they  may  have  the  confidence  to  grant  this,  which 
will  bring  to  our  citizens  the  opportunity  through  books  to  judge 
wisely  in  the  postwar  world. 

Library  Extension.  With  the  exception  of  the  few  changes 
necessitated  by  the  war  and  noted  elsewhere  in  this  report,  the 
service  rendered  by  this  bureau  has  been  continued  on  the  same 
basis  as  in  the  past. 

Traveling  Libraries.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  war 
has  not  seriously  curtailed  the  use  made  of  the  traveling  libraries. 
From  letters  of  appreciation  for  this  service  received  from  users 
of  both  the  adult  and  juvenile  libraries,  it  is  evident  that  the  need 
for  such  service  is  as  imperative  in  time  of  war  as  in  more  peace- 
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ful  days.  Reading  interests  change  with  the  times  and  as  these 
newer  interests  are  ascertained,  books  in  line  with  current  thought 
are  selected  for  traveling  library  use.  Just  as  in  all  libraries, 
postwar  interests  will  be  considered.  The  future  would  seem  to 
present  many  opportunities  for  increasing  the  use  of  traveling 
libraries.  That  our  men  and  women  in  the  service  are  developing 
a  deeper  appreciation  of  the  better  type  of  literature  has  been 
proven  by  reports  from  various  agencies,  which  are  providing 
them  with  books  while  in  the  service.  When  they  return  home  to 
village  and  farm  that  appreciation  may  well  be  encouraged  by 
making  good  books  available  to  them  and  where  adequate  public 
library  service  is  lacking,  traveling  libraries  should  provide  this 
essential  service.  The  record  of  traveling  libraries  distributed 
during  the  biennium  follows :

Farm  Bureau  Project.  In  July,  1943,  a  change  was  made 
in  the  method  of  distributing  traveling  libraries  to  Farm  Bureau 
groups.  These  groups  are  now  treated  as  any  other  groups  or 
individuals  using  the  traveling  libraries.  Instead  of  routing  the 
libraries  through  the  various  county  agents,  individuals  or  neigh- 
borhood groups  now  apply  directly  to  the  Bureau  of  Library 
Extension  for  traveling  libraries,  which  are  lent  for  the  usual  six 
months  period  instead  of  for  three  months  as  under  the  former 
project  plan.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Miss  Nason  and  the  county 
home  demonstration  agents,  the  present  method  of  distributing  the 
libraries  was  properly  publicized. 

Illustrated  Juvenile  Collection.  During  the  past  year,  this 
collection  has  been  revised  and  decreased  in  size  in  an  attempt 
to  form  a  moderate-sized  basic  collection  of  the  best  editions  of 
standard  juveniles.  With  the  exception  of  the  Newbery  and 
Caldecott  award  books,  all  of  which  are  included,  the  number  of 
modem  titles  now  in  this  collection  is  limited. 
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Each  year  during  Book  Week,  ten  books  from  the  collection 
may  be  borrowed  and  used  for  exhibition  purposes  only.  The 
borrower  pays  the  return  postage  on  the  books. 

Discards,  As  in  the  past,  books  no  longer  needed  for  travel- 
ing library  purposes  have  been  distributed  to  state  institutions. 
During  the  past  year,  several  other  agencies  have  also  been  served  in 
this  way.  Requests  were  received  from  >;arious  war  housing  pro- 
jects for  books,  since  these  housing  areas  are  without  public  library 
facilities.  This  need  has  been  supplied  in  part  by  giving  them  both 
adult  and  juvenile  books  discarded  from  the  traveling  libraries. 
The  projects  so  served  include  the  following :  Portland  Housing 
Area,  Lambert  Park  and  Hyde  Park  at  Bath,  and  Admiralty 
Village   at   Kittery. 

Over  a  period  of  years,  a  collection  of  standard  non-fiction 
titles  in  good  condition  formerly  used  in  traveling  libraries  had 
accumulated.  In  the  spring  of  1943,  a  list  of  these  books  was 
mimeographed  and  distributed  to  a  limited  number  of  small  libra- 
ries to  be  checked  for  titles  which  they  might  find  useful.  As  a 
result,  1,012  books  in  this  collection  were  sent  to  some  seventeen 
libraries  within  the  state. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  distributed  to  all  agencies  be- 
tween July  1,  1942  and  June  30,  1944  was  5,649. 

Organisation  Work.  This  work  consists  of  advising  libra- 
rians and  trustees  of  public  libraries  on  the  problems  of  ad- 
ministration and  technique.  It  is  accomplished  both  by  means  of 
correspondence  and  by  personal  visits.  Numerous  requests  for 
information  and  help  on  various  problems  have  been  answered  by 
letter  and  in  several  cases  books  dealing  with  the  problems  at  hand 
have  been  lent  to  those  persons  desiring  them.  Visits  have  been 
made  to  the  public  libraries  of  the  following  towns :  Bar  Harbor, 
Cape  Elizabeth,  New  Gloucester,  Norway,  Richmond,  Skowhegan, 
South  Paris,  Topsham,  Wiscasset  and  Yarmouth. 

Round  Tables.  Dut  to  war  conditions,  it  l^ecame  necessary 
to  simplify  the  method  of  conducting  the  Round  Tables  as  much 
as  possible.  Instead  of  arranging  a  formal  program,  a  very 
informal  discussion  plan  has  l)een  instituted.  W^en  the  announce- 
ment of  a  meeting  is  sent  out,  each  librarian  is  requested  to  submit 
a  topic  which  she  would  like  to  have  discussed  at  the  forthcoming 
meeting.  From  the  topics  received  a  few  days  before  each  meet- 
ing, an  order  of  the  day  is  made  up.  Each  meeting  is  conducted 
by  a  member  of  the  State  Library  staff.  This  plan  has  proved 
workable  and  seems  to  have  been  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 
Librarians  and  tl'ustees  have  graciously  and  helpfully  shared  in  the 
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discussions,  which  have  proved  very  worth  while.  It  is  agreed  that 
these  small  group  meetings  are  a  valuable  source  of  help  and  in- 
spiration during  these  difficult  days. 

The  following  Round  Tables  have  been  held :  May  27,  1943 
at  Pittsfield,  conducted  by  Miss  Stuart,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Stubbs 
and  Miss  Shaw,  with  eighteen  present ;  May  10,  1944  at  Norway, 
conducted  by  Miss  Shaw,  with  twenty-one  present ;  May  18,  1944 
at  Belfast,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Stubbs,  with  fourteen  present ;  May 
24,  1944  at  Yarmouth,  conducted  by  Miss  Stuart,  with  nineteen 
present. 

Talking  Book  Machines.  In  July,  1943,  the  project  of  pro- 
viding talking  book  machine  service  to  the  blind,  formerly  carried 
on  by  this  bureau,  was  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Welfare.

The  towns  of  Fort  Kent,  Madawaska,  Standish,  and  Turner 
have  been  added  to  the  list  of  those  appropriating  funds  for  library

Gifts  and  Bequests  to  Maine  Public  Libraries,  1942-1944, 
With  pride,  the  munificent  Stodder  Fund  of  the  Bangor  Public 
Library  is  here  mentioned.  The  larger  part  of  this  bequest  of 
$1,020,791.82  made  by  George  Tyler  Stodder  and  James  Chester- 
man  Stodder  was  received  in  1942  and  1943.  The  board  of  editors 
of  Who's  Who  in  America  has  posthumously  awarded  a  citation  to 
the  donors  for  outstanding  memorial  gifts  to  an  American  library.

In  Falmouth,  a  library  association  has  l)een  organized  and 
funds  are  being  collected  to  \yt  used  for  a  public  library  building, 
which  will  be  a  memorial  to  Falmouth  men  and  women  serving  in 
the  present  war  as  well  as  to  those  who  have  served  in  past  wars.

To  my  staff  I  express  deep  appreciation  for  the  cheerfulness 
with  which  they  have  faced  these  trying  times.  I  am  aware  that 
all  too  frequently  they  have  deprived  themselves  of  social  activities 
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that  they  might  meet  the  stress  of  the  office  with  vitality  and  poise 
each  day.  Such  a  staff  is  indeed  a  treasure  to  which  I  pay  personal 
tribute.  Staff  changes  have  continued  with  amazing  frequency. 
The  Assistant  State  Librarian  is  "on  military  leave"  and  the  Law 
&  Legislative  Reference  Lil)rarian  has  carried  l)Oth  positions,  with 
the  title  of  Acting  Assistant  State  Librarian.  A  temporary  posi- 
tion, created  to  ease  this  complicated  situation,  has  been  filled  four 
times  in  a  period  of  ten  months;  each  time  we  have  been  able  to 
secure  former  staff  members,  a  particularly  necessary  feature  in 
a  special  library  of  this  kind  where  familiarity  with  the  location  of 
materials  is  as  much  a  requirement  as  the  knowledge  of  how  to  use 
them.

REPORT 


July  1,  1946— June  30,  1948 


The  report  of  this  biennium  covers  one  year  of  my  predecessor's 
term  of  office  and  one  year  of  mine.  The  change  from  one  ad- 
ministration to  another  was  made  with  little  disturbance  to  the 
staff  or  public,  as  I  had  been  Deputy  Librarian  for  fourteen  years 
and  continued,  so  far  as  practicable,  the  policies  of  previous  years. 

The  crowded  conditions  in  the  State  Library  have  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  legislature  and  the  public  again  and  again, 
during  the  last  twenty-five  years.  Although  politicians,  patrons, 
and  public  and  private  citizens  have  agreed  that  * 'something 
should  be  done,"  the  only  result  has  been  that  a  third  of  our 
annex  stackroom  has  been  taken  for  use  by  other  departments. 

It  is  true  that  at  various  times  the  legislature  has  enacted  laws 
or  resolves  providing  for  the  constructing  of  a  wing  or  a  new 
building  for  the  use  of  the  Library  and  other  departments,  but 
no  work  has  been  done  under  any  of  these  acts. 

The  Maine  State  Building  Commission,  created  by  Chapter  76 
of  the  Private  and  Special  Laws  of  1941,  has  approved  plans  for 
a  State  office  building  to  be  erected  at  the  rear  of  the  State  House. 
Certain  members  of  the  Commission  have  assured  the  State 
Librarian  that,  after  the  office  building  is  completed  and  after 
various  offices  now  in  the  State  House  have  been  transferred  to 
it,  additional  space  on  the  same  floor,  but  not  attached,  will  be 
given  to  the  Library. 

While  such  a  result  will  not  be  as  dignified  and  integrated  as 
a  State  Library  should  be,  it,  nevertheless,  will  provide  more 
convenient  space  for  the  public  and  the  staff,  and  enable  us  to 
get  all  the  Library's  possessions  under  one  roof.  At  present  they 
are  in  three  different  buildings  and  many  are  practically  in- 
accessible. 

The  following  pages  carry  details  of  our  work  and  show  that 
much  can  be  accomplished  even  under  very  difficult  working 
conditions.

Circulation    Statistics  never  adequately  reflect  the  work  done 

by  a  public  library,  and  they  are  exceptionally 
unrevealing  in  reporting  State  Library  service.  Because  most  of 
our  loans  are  made  in  response  to  written  requests,  we  must  make 
a  more  careful  selection  than  is  necessary  when  the  patron  makes 
his  call  in  person.  After  selection,  the  material  to  be  lent  is  care- 
fully wrapped  and  mailed.  Also  mailed  at  the  same  time  is  a 
form  letter,  containing  date  due  for  return,  list  of  books  sent  and 
any  other  pertinent  information.  Book  card  records  are  kept  in 
the  usual  manner,  and  an  additional  "town"  card  record  is  made 
for  each  shipment.  The  fact  that  people  take  the  time  to  write 
for  books  and  still  more  time  to  wrap  and  remail  them  to  us 
(no  small  task  in  homes  distant  from  a  post  office),  indicates  a 
keen  desire  for  reading.  The  total  number  of  books  circulated 
was  as  follows:

These  figures  show  an  increase  over  the  previous  biennium  in 
general  library  loans  of  8,561. 

During  the  years  1946-47  loans  were  made  from  the  general 
library  to  patrons  in  418  localities;  in  the  year  1947-48  to  438 
localities.  Of  the  691  post  offices  in  the  state,  501  were  reached 
by  this  service. 

Shipping  During  this  biennial  period  11,844  packages  were 
shipped  by  mail  or  express,  and  an  equal  number 
were  received;  18,937  letters  were  sent  from  the  general  library 
and  3,831  from  the  extension  division.  Approximately  3,000 
postal  cards  were  also  mailed. 

Advertising  In  years  gone  by,  the  State  Library  has  had  ex- 
hibits at  conventions  and  meetings  of  state  organi- 
zations, but  such  projects  were  necessarily  suspended  during  the 
war  years.  In  October  of  1947  space  was  secured  at  the  State 
Teachers*  Convention  in  Lewiston.     Two  members  of  the  staff

were  present  and  were  constantly  busy  answering  questions. 
They  returned  with  more  than  150  requests  for  books,  traveling 
libraries  and  reference  service.  The  Librarian  spoke  to  the  divi- 
sion of  school  librarians  at  this  same  convention,  and  exhibited 
books  useful  to  the  profession. 

In  September,  1947,  an  exhibit  of  professional  books  was  made 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Maine  Library  Association.  A  part 
of  our  colored  prints  collection  was  shown  at  the  same  time. 

Photographs  from  the  Maynard  Workshop,  in  Massachusetts, 
were  displayed  in  the  Library  and  adjoining  corridors  at  the 
time  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Maine  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs,  January  21-24,  1948. 

In  December,  1946,  small  notices  advertising  the  State  Library 
service  were  inserted  in  weekly  newspapers,  as  follows:  Kittery 
Press,  Fort  Fairfield  Review,  Aroostook  Republican,  Machias 
Valley  News  Observer,  Presque  Isle  Star  Herald,  Advertiser- 
Democrat  (Norway),  Sanford  Tribune  and  Advocate,  Bethel 
Citizen,  Calais  Advertiser,  The  York  Weekly,  Houlton  Pioneer 
Times  and  Eastport  Sentinel.  In  December,  1947,  and  January, 
1948,  there  were  four  feature  articles  about  State  Library  service 
in  the  Kennebec  Journal  and  Portland  Sunday  Telegram.  These 
were  not  initiated  by  the  Library,  but  were  the  result  of  inter- 
views with  reporters  given  at  their  request. 

In  1947,  lists  of  books  recommended  for  reading  from  pre- 
school to  ninth  grades  were  compiled  by  the  Extension  Section 
and  mimeographed,  and  a  supplement  was  issued  early  in  1948. 
These  lists  have  proved  very  helpful  to  teachers,  parents  and 
librarians. 

For  many  years  the  Library  has  had  printed  leaflets  describing 
its  service.  These  have  been  revised  and  reprinted  and  have 
been  distributed  at  state-wide  meetings  and  on  other  occasions 
when  we  felt  this  advertising  would  be  productive. 

A  special  leaflet  was  issued  in  February,  1947.  It  contained 
representations  of  the  State's  emblems,  with  short  descriptions, 
and  a  few  additional  historical  paragraphs.  The  preparation  of 
this  leaflet  entailed  quite  a  little  research,  but  it  has  proved  so 
useful  that  we  hope  to  issue  similar  ones  in  the  future. 

Binding     From  July  1,  1946,  to  June  30,  1948,  the  following 
material  was  bound:  483  books,  154  volumes  of  town 
reports,  179  magazine  volumes,  and  52  newspaper  volumes.

Town  A  renewed  effort  has  been  made  to  obtain  as  many 
Reports  as  possible  of  the  missing  Maine  city,  town  and  plan- 
tation reports.  Letters  were  sent  to  the  clerk  of  each 
municipality  asking  him  to  furnish  the  needed  reports,  if  avail- 
able; and  if  they  were  not  available  in  the  town  offices  he  was 
asked  to  suggest  some  person  in  the  town  who  might  have  some 
of  them.  On  the  whole,  the  results  have  been  very  favorable. 
Many  of  the  town  officers  furnished  the  reports;  several  older 
residents  of  towns  were  willing  to  part  with  reports  they  had 
kept  through  the  years;  and  certified  copies  were  made  of  a  few 
rejxjrts  when  the  Library  was  unable  to  obtain  the  originals. 
A  few  of  the  towns  whose  reports  were  completed  to  date  through 
these  efforts  are:  Baldwin,  Linneus,  New  Portland,  Pembroke 
and  Wesley.  As  soon  as  the  Library  obtains  enough  consecutive 
annual  reports  of  a  town,  these  are  bound  together  for  permanent 
files.  The  reports  are  invaluable  for  the  records  they  contain, 
and  they  are  used  constantly  in  research  work.  The  Library  is 
greatly  indebted  to  the  persons  who  are  helping  to  complete  this 
collection.

A  checklist  of  all  state  publications  received  by  the  Library 
is  issued  each  quarter  in  mimeographed  form.  The  list  is  mailed 
to  all  libraries  and  heads  of  state  departments  in  Maine,  to  state 
libraries,  and  to  such  other  institutions  and  individuals  as  wish 
to  receive  it.  The  reports,  bulletins  and  other  publications  of 
the  state  departments  are  the  best  sources  of  current  and  his- 
torical information  about  the  state's  work,  and  the  Library 
checklist  is  a  means  of  advertising  them  throughout  the  country. 
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Gifts    The  items  received  by  gift  are  too  many  to  list  separately, 
but  special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  following:

Maine        The  exhibit  collection  of  autographed  books  written 
Authors     by  Maine  authors  has  been  increased  by  a  hundred 
books.    The  value  and  usefulness  of  these  books  be- 
come more  apparent  each  year. 

Law  and  Much  of  the  material  used  in  reference  work  on 
Legislative  legislative  questions  is  found  in  law  books,  so  the 
Reference      combining  of  the  two  sections  under  one  head 

works  very  satisfactorily.  An  important  project 
started  a  few  years  ago  was  brought  to  completion  in  1947  —  the 
filling  in  of  all  missing  volumes  of  the  National  Reporter  System. 
We  now  have  the  entire  system,  and  are  continuing  subscriptions 
to  its  various  parts. 

We  have  continued  the  American  Digest  by  the  purchase  of 
the  Fifth  Decennial,  only  a  portion  of  which  has  yet  been  pub- 
lished. Many  new  books  have  been  added  to  the  legal  texts  and 
the  usual  exchange  with  other  states  has  kept  the  session  laws 
to  date.  Several  states  have  had  new  codes  or  revisions  of  their 
statutes  compiled  and  published  by  private  firms.  The  result 
has  been  that  we  have  been  obliged  to  purchase  copies  for  our 
library  instead  of  receiving  them  free,  as  in  former  times. 

The  legislative  reference  files  and  shelves  have  been  in  constant 
revision,  as  much  of  its  material  is  of  necessity  ephemeral.  The 
expense  of  securing  items  for  this  section  is  small,  but  a  great 
deal  of  time  must  be  spent  in  acquiring  and  making  it  available. 
The  use  made  of  it  fully  justifies  its  existence. 

The  librarian  in  charge  of  this  section  spent  two  days  in  Boston 
in  January,  1948,  visiting  law  libraries  and  studying  the  work- 
ings of  the  Legislative  Reference  section  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Library. 
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Reference  The  time  spent  in  dealing  with  questions  which 

and  Research    come  to  the  State  Library  varies  from  a  minute 

to  several  hours.  Patrons  come  in  person,  tele- 
phone, or  write.  We  have  helped  authors  to  verify  backgrounds 
for  their  stories,  clubs  to  plan  programs,  teachers  to  gather  mate- 
rial for  unit  work,  historians  to  find  source  materials,  students 
to  decide  upon  their  careers,  and  hundreds  to  brighten  or  im- 
prove their  lives  through  recreational  and  informational  reading. 

Through  inter-loan  arrangements  with  other  libraries,  we  have 
borrowed  technical  books  and  magazines  for  state  department 
and  division  heads.  There  is  hardly  a  minute  of  any  day  when 
some  state  employee  is  not  using  the  State  Library  for  reference 
and  research. 

As  a  background  for  work  in  this  section  we  have  not  only  the 
catalogue  of  our  books,  but  also  many  indexes  to  material  of  all 
kinds.  In  addition  we  maintain  two  large  vertical  files,  one  gen- 
eral and  one  confined  to  Maine. 

We  also  make  typewritten  bibliographies  on  many  different 
subjects,  and  continually  add  to  and  correct  them.  Several 
copies  are  made  at  one  time  and  are  lent  as  needed. 

A  selected  list  of  recent  books  is  prepared  and  mimeographed 
every  two  months.  It  is  mailed  to  all  libraries  in  the  State,  and 
to  such  individuals  and  institutions  as  wish  to  be  placed  on  the 
mailing  list. 

Microfilm     Because  the  last  available  shelf  space  for  bound 

newspapers  had  been  used  and  binding  costs  had 
soared,  the  matter  of  microfilm  was  investigated.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Bangor  Public  Library  and  Guy  P.  Gannett, 
Publisher,  who  owned  the  negatives,  we  were  able  to  purchase 
microfilm  positives  of  the  Bangor  Daily  News,  Maine  Labor 
News,  Portland  Press  Herald,  Portland  Sunday  Telegram  and 
Kennebec  Journal  from  January  1,  1948,  to  June  30,  1948,  and 
to  order  future  ones. 

A  Recordak  reading  machine  was  also  purchased,  capable  of 
taking  either  35  mm.  or  16  mm.  film. 

A  saving  of  ninety-eight  per  cent  in  space  fully  warrants  this 
change  of  procedure  in  the  preservation  of  newspapers.  The  ex- 
pense of  buying  film  is  about  the  same  as  binding  has  been  in 
past  years. 
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From  the  Photoduplication  Service  of  the  Library  of  Congress 
we  purchased  16  mm.  microfilm  of  the  Maine  Senate  and  House 
Journals  previous  to  the  issuance  of  printed  copies.  It  is  possible 
now  to  consult  in  the  Library  any  legislative  journal  from  1820 
to  date.  The  photographing  of  the  original  journals  was  done 
in  the  Library  August  22-23,  1947,  by  a  representative  from  the 
Library  of  Congress.  At  the  same  time  other  original  items  such 
as  the  Journal  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  and  the  first 
State  Treasurer's  cash  book,  were  also  photographed.  If  at  any 
time,  therefore,  some  of  the  state's  original  records  should  be 
destroyed,  it  would  be  possible  to  purchase  microfilm  copies  of 
them. 

Meetings  The  Library  was  represented  in  1947  at  the  Maine 
Library  Association's  annual  meeting  in  Portland  in 
September,  a  meeting  of  the  Association  Council  in  Waterville, 
December  13,  and  two  meetings  of  the  Larger  Libraries  of  Maine 
in  Waterville  in  April  and  November.  In  1948,  we  attended 
meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association  at  Simmons 
College  in  Boston,  January  29;  the  New  England  College  Libra- 
rians in  Waterville,  April  2;  the  Association  Council  in  Water- 
ville, April  9;  the  Larger  Libraries  of  Maine  in  Orono,  April  28; 
the  Maine  Historical  Society  in  Portland,  June  9;  the  American 
Library  Association  at  Atlantic  City,  June  13-19;  and  the  Ameri- 
can Association  of  Law  Libraries  at  New  York,  June  20-24. 

International  Since  November,  1934,  we  have  been  a  deposi- 
M ind  Alcove  tory  for  books  given  by  the  Carnegie  Endow- 
ment for  International  Peace  to  encourage  a 
wider  knowledge  of  international  relations.  Twelve  books  were 
sent  each  year  with  the  understanding  that  they  would  be  in  turn 
lent  to  citizens  of  the  State,  especially  to  those  in  small  communi- 
ties. Another  provision  was  that  they  should  be  shelved  apart 
from  our  general  collection  and  plainly  marked  '* International 
Mind  Alcove."  The  service  was  discontinued  by  the  Endowment 
in  1948.  The  same  type  of  books  will  be  purchased,  of  course, 
because  the  greatest  service  libraries  can  give,  in  these  times,  is 
to  acquaint  the  general  reader  with  what  people  in  other  lands 
are  thinking,  how  they  are  living  and  how  they  are  governed. 
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Apprentice  One  person  onl}'  has  taken  the  apprentice  course 
Course  this  biennium — Priscilla  A.   Foster  of  Rockport. 

She  will  complete  her  one-year  course  July  twenty- 
eighth.  There  are  three  graduates  of  the  course  on  the  regular 
staff  at  the  present  time. 

Traveling  The  circulation  of  the  sets  containing  books  for 
Libraries  adults  has  decreased,  but  there  is  a  very  definite  in- 
crease in  the  collections  for  children.  During  the 
summer  months,  when  the  schools  are  closed,  many  juvenile 
traveling  libraries  are  borrowed  by  public  libraries  to  augment 
their  resources,  so  that  children  may  have  access  to  plenty  of 
good  reading  material  during  the  vacation  season.

Aid  to  Advice  in  problems  of  administration  and  technique 

Public  has  been  given  to  librarians  and  trustees  by  visits 
Libraries    and  by  correspondence.    Miss  Shaw  has  visited  the 

libraries  of  Appleton,  Camden,  Cape  Elizabeth,  Cape 
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Porpoise,  East  Sumner,  Fort  Fairfield,  Gray,  Lisbon  Falls,  Liver- 
more,  Machias,  Monson,  New  Gloucester,  Newfield,  North 
Haven,  North  Lovell,  Northeast  Harbor,  Old  Town,  Paris  Hill, 
Shirley  and  West  Paris. 

Miss  Hill  has  visited  libraries  in  Bethel,  Andover,  Waldoboro, 
Wiscasset,  South  China,  Casco,  North  Livermore  and  Naples. 

Librarians  of  public,  school,  camp  and  institutional  libraries 
have  called  at  the  State  Library  for  advice  and  have  asked  for 
help  by  mail.  No  record  has  been  kept  of  this  service,  but  it  has 
been  considerable. 

A  correspondence  course  for  untrained  librarians  will  be  started 
in  the  summer  of  1948.  It  will  be  similar  to  the  one  given  for 
many  years  by  Miss  Theresa  C.  Stuart  before  World  War  H,

Each  meeting  has  been  conducted  by  a  member  of  our  staff. 
Special  guests  at  the  1948  meetings  were  Miss  Alice  M.  Wetherell 
of  Bangor  Public  Library,  and  Miss  Lysla  L  Abbott  of  Portland 
Public  Library,  who  discussed  children's  literature  and  gave 
demonstrations  of  storytelling. 
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Survey     In  the  fall  of  1946,  a  survey  of  the  resources  and  services 
of  the  public  libraries  in  Maine  was  begun.    Early  in 
1947  the  results  were  published  in  a  fifteen-page  booklet. 

The  publication  has  been  most  useful  to  us  and  to  the  other 
libraries  in  the  State.  Many  copies  have  been  requested  by 
libraries  and  institutions  outside  the  State.  The  Extension  Libra- 
rian did  all  the  work  of  gathering  the  information  and  putting 
it  in  proper  form  for  the  printer. 

Discards  As  usual,  books  no  longer  needed  for  traveling  library 
purposes  have  been  distributed  to  state  institutions. 
Other  agencies  to  which  these  books  were  sent  are  housing  projects 
at  Hyde  Park  and  Lambert  Park  in  Bath,  Redbank  Village  and 
Sagamore  Village  in  Portland,  and  Fairview  Acres  in  Presque 
Isle;  and  newly  organized  or  re-organized  public  libraries  in 
Columbia  Falls,  Amherst  and  East  Sumner.  Following  the  1947 
forest  fires,  sixty-five  juvenile  books  were  sent  to  the  public 
library  in  the  village  of  Newfield,  to  help  fill  in  the  losses  suffered 
both  by  the  library  and  the  school.  The  total  number  of  dis- 
carded books  distributed  in  this  manner  between  July  1,  1944, 
and  June  30,  1948,  was  5,932. 

Books  withdrawn  from  the  general  library  were  normally  too 
old  or  worn  to  be  used  again.  The  exceptions  were  sent  to  small 
public  libraries. 

Sales  As  was  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian  for  1944- 
of  Laws  46,  the  work  of  selling  the  revised  statutes  and  session 
laws  was  not  an  activity  which  we  wanted,  but  it  is 
one  which  would  not  be  too  difficult  to  carry  on  if  there  were 
more  room  in  suitable  quarters  near  or  in  the  Library.  After  the 
State  has  paid  for  the  preparation,  printing  and  binding  of  these 
books,  it  seems  ridiculous  to  expose  them  to  danger  of  mildew 
and  theft.  The  Library  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  their  safe- 
keeping under  present  conditions  of  storage.  Postal  rates  on 
this  type  of  mail  will  be  doubled  January  1,  1949,  so  the  cost  of 
this  work  will  be  increased.

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Personnel    Theresa  C.  Stuart,  State  Librarian,  retired  from  the 

State's  service  May  1,  1947.  She  first  came  to  the 
Library  in  August,  1917,  to  take  charge  of  all  extension  activities. 
During  her  first  year  in  that  position  392  traveling  libraries  were 
lent,  and  in  her  final  year  as  extension  head,  there  were  791. 

Her  personal  interest  in  the  librarians  of  local  libraries  through- 
out the  State  encouraged  them  to  make  themselves  and  their 
libraries  more  efficient  and  useful  to  their  communities.  She  pre- 
pared, and  carried  on  for  many  years,  correspondence  courses  for 
librarians  and  their  assistants;  schools  of  instruction  were  held 
under  her  direction  each  year  and  constant  advice  and  counseling 
were  given  by  correspondence.  No  other  person  in  library  work 
was  better  known  in  Maine.  She  became  Assistant  State  Libra- 
rian in  1927  and  Librarian  in  January,  1941.  Since  Miss  Stuart's 
retirement  her  assistance  and  counsel  have  been  of  inestimable 
service  to  us  all. 

Mrs.  Marion  Cobb  Fuller  was  retired  for  physical  disability 
on  January  16,  1947.  She  had  been  Research  Librarian  since 
1922.  During  her  service  she  acquired  a  knowledge  of  Maine  and 
its  literature  that  few  can  equal.  Our  inability  to  make  use  of 
her  information  and  interest  has  been  a  distinct  loss  to  the 
Library. 

Request  will  be  made  to  the  Budget  Committee  for  money  to 
make  possible  the  employment  of  a  classifier  who  would  act  as 
an  assistant  cataloguer.  The  cataloguer  is  carrying  a  load  too 
heavy  for  one  person  and  one  that  would  be  impossible  if  the 
present  incumbent  had  not  had  many  years  of  experience  in  it. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  beginning  of  World  War  II  every 
position,  for  which  money  has  been  appropriated,  has  been  filled. 

On  the  staff  at  the  present  time  are  seven  college  graduates. 
Nine  members  have  formal  library  training,  varying  from  a  sum- 
mer course  to  graduate  library  school,  and  they  have  backgrounds 
of  experience  in  public,  college  and  county  library  work. 

The  securing  of  such  well-qualified  people  has  not  been  accom- 
plished with  ease  as  the  salaries  are  too  small  to  compete  with 
similar  positions  in  other  libraries.  The  ten-days  vacation  is  also 
a  great  deterrent.  I  know  of  no  library  in  the  country  which 
has  less  than  a  three-weeks  vacation,  and  it  is  usual  to  have  a 
month.    It  is  sometimes  several  months  before  a  vacancy  can  be 
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filled,  and  then  it  is  because  the  State  of  Maine  itself  or  the  work 
of  the  State  Librar\*  is  the  attraction. 

There  is  a  delightful  community  of  spirit  among  the  members 
of  the  staff.  Pride  in  the  Library  and  its  ser\ice.  and  hope  for 
its  increased  usefulness  in  the  future,  bring  a  "joy  of  the  work- 
ing" to  even  the  most  routine  task.  The  State  is  fortunate  to 
have  such  personnel. 

More  A  free  public  library  in  every  community  of  the 

Extension     State  was  the  goal  at  the  turn  of  the  century.   I'ntil 
Service  such  an  ideal  had  been  achieved,  extension  service 

by  state  libraries  and  commissions  was  considered 
a  temporary,  but  necessary,  expedient.  Through  the  years,  how- 
ever, it  has  become  evident  that  a  great  many  communities  can 
never  afford  to  establish  public  libraries  because  of  the  small 
population.  Many  others  very  feebly  support  libraries  already 
established.  There  are  154  towns  and  plantations  in  the  State 
with  less  than  one  hundred  people,  and  there  are  424  with  less 
than  a  thousand,  so  that,  today,  there  are  175,000  people  in 
Maine  who  have  no  local  library,  and  100,000  more  who  have 
ver\'  inadequate  ones.  Xinety-nine  of  our  public  libraries  are 
open  less  than  ten  hours  a  week,  some  only  one  hour.  The  Maine 
State  Library  at  the  present  time  can  try  to  meet  this  need  only 
by  mail.  The  State  should  have  a  regional  or  area  service,  with 
deposits  of  books  at  the  center  of  each.  From  these  centers, 
library  service  could  be  given  to  individuals,  schools  and  com- 
munities by  bookmobiles,  or  similar  devices,  and  encouragement 
and  advice  would  be  available  for  small  or  weak  libraries.  A  great 
many  states  now  operate  a  regional  librar>'  system.  Outstanding 
are  our  neighboring  states  of  New  Hampshire  and  \'ermont, 
which  have  far  fewer  residents  than  Maine. 

The  modern  world  is  a  challenging  one.  We  must  know  more 
and  use  our  knowledge  in  more  technical  and  political  ways  than 
did  our  fathers.  Education  through  reading  should  Ik*  easily 
available  to  all  ages,  for  an  informed  people  is  the  core  of  the 
democratic  idea.

Suggestions  for  Itnprovetnent 

The  law  states  that  "the  librarian  shall  report  to  the  legislature 
biennially  .  .  .  and  shall  make  in  such  report  suggestions  in  re- 
lation to  the  improvement  of  the  library." 

The  improvements  most  essential  today  for  the  continuance 
of  good  service  to  the  residents  of  Maine  divide  into  three  classes: 

Salaries 

The  Legislature  should  be  seriously  concerned  over  the  state's 
failure  to  pay  adequate  salaries  to  certain  classes  of  its  profes- 
sional employees. 

So  far  as  the  Library  is  concerned,  any  technically  trained 
member  of  its  staflf  could  get  a  higher  salary,  either  in  Maine  or 
outside  the  state.  Fledgling  graduates  of  library  schools,  with 
no  experience,  command  as  much  or  more  than  does  our  Deputy 
State  Librarian,  who,  in  addition  to  professional  training,  must 
have  the  wisdom  which  can  only  be  acquired  by  years  of  activity 
in  library  work. 

If  the  classification  and  pay  survey,  now  being  conducted  by 
the  Public  Administration  Service,  should  recognize  these  in- 
equalities, and  propose  proper  adjustments,  it  will  be  within  the 
province  of  the  Legislature  to  correct  them. 

Bookmobile  service 

Nearly  a  third  of  the  people  of  Maine  have  no  access  to  free 
public  libraries,  except  by  mail. 

Other  states  have  met  a  similar  challenge  by  the  use  of  book- 
mobiles, and  the  9Sth  Legislature  will  be  asked  to  establish  such 
a  service  for  Maine. 


Adequate  space 

Nothing  has  been  done  to  relieve  the  crowded  conditions  which 
have  so  long  existed  in  the  Library.  Very  little  improvement  has 
been  suggested  by  the  Ernst  and  Ernst  Space  Survey  recently 
conducted  and  no  provision  for  growth  or  a  reading  room  has 
been  made.  With  at  least  a  million  and  a  quarter  dollars  already 
invested  in  a  library,  with  a  trained  and  competent  staff,  an 
eager  and  needy  public,  it  is  disgraceful  and  almost  ridiculous 
that  the  state  has  neglected  for  twenty-five  years  to  correct  con- 
ditions which  are  uncomfortable  and  hazardous  for  both  public 
and  staff,  and  which  seriously  limit  good  service. 


WORK  OF  THE  BIENNIUM 
Inventory 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  mopping-up  operations,  the  in- 
ventory of  the  Library's  holdings,  started  in  July,  1948,  was 
finished  on  June  30,  1950. 

Many  books  which  had  been  missing  were  found  and  others 
which  were  actually  lost  were  stricken  from  the  records.  Errors 
in  lettering  and  on  catalogue  cards  were  corrected.  Over  two 
thousand  books  were  discarded,  and  many  were  mended  or  re- 
bound. 

No  previous  inventory  had  been  taken  since  1911,  when  the 
Library  was  moved  into  its  present  quarters. 

Each  member  of  the  staff  spends  at  least  fifteen  minutes  each 
day  in  checking  the  shelves  for  errors  in  shelving,  so  that  the  good 
accomplished  by  the  inventory  will  not  be  lost. 

Law  and  Legislative  Reference 

Over  40%  of  the  members  of  the  1949  Legislature  made  active 
use  of  the  Legislative  Reference  services  and  facilities — many  of 
them  in  response  to  letters  sent  prior  to  the  session  urging  early 
submission  of  problems  requiring  reference.  Other  legislative 
officials,  counsel  and  agents  had  frequent  recourse  to  library 
materials.  The  entire  program  of  this  section  of  the  Library  is 
based  on  the  desire  to  provide  adequate  reference  and  research 
materials  for  the  Legislature  and  its  committees.     At  all  times 
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citizens  of  the  state  are  welcome  to  use  this  collection,  but  the 
needs  of  legislators  are  deemed  of  prime  importance.  Between 
sessions  much  time  is  spent  in  acquiring  up-to-date  materials  for 
the  forthcoming  session.  The  newspapers  are  checked  for  men- 
tion of  subjects  having  potential  interest,  and  legislative  develop- 
ments in  other  states  followed  closely. 

Large  numbers  of  texts  have  been  added  to  the  law  collection, 
and  these  were  noted  in  a  special  list  prepared  for  the  1949  mid- 
summer meeting  of  the  Maine  State  Bar  Association.  The  Re- 
porter System  and  the  state  session  laws  and  court  reports  were 
kept  up-to-date.  Subscriptions  were  placed  for  all  Shepard  cita- 
tors  accompanying  the  Reporter  System  not  previously  available 
in  the  library.  A  modest  start  toward  the  building-up  of  the 
collection  of  legal  periodicals  has  been  made  by  binding  runs  of 
several  journals  which  had  not  been  bound  before.  Rebinding 
of  a  set  of  the  Maine  laws  in  heavy  duty  library  bindings  also  has 
progressed. 

The  Index  to  members  of  the  Maine  Legislature,  covering  1820- 
1934,  presented  to  the  Maine  State  Library  by  Bowdoin  College, 
has  been  housed  for  ready  consultation  and  brought  to  date  by 
the  addition  of  entries  for  the  period  1935-1950. 

A  special  list  of  materials  on  taxation  and  finance  was  prepared 
for  distribution  at  the  public  meeting  held  by  invitation  of  Gov- 
ernor Payne  to  discuss  taxation  problems  in  Maine. 

The  librarian  for  this  section,  Edith  L.  Hary,  was  granted  a 
year's  leave  of  absence  for  special  study  beginning  September  22, 
1949.  She  completed  in  June  a  full  scholastic  year  of  post- 
graduate work  in  the  field  of  law  and  legislative  reference  libra- 
rianship.  The  remainder  of  her  leave  will  be  spent  in  visiting 
state  and  law  libraries  in  New  York,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Wis- 
consin, Minnesota  and  Washington,  to  observe  their  administra- 
tive and  other  procedures.  One  week  will  be  spent  in  attendance 
at  the  annual  sessions  of  the  American  Association  of  Law  Libra- 
ries in  Seattle.  Upon  completion  of  an  acceptable  report  on  these 
visits  she  will  be  awarded  a  Master  of  Science  degree  by  Simmons 
College. 

Circulation 

All  the  library  processes  of  book  selection,  purchase,  catalogu- 
ing, reference  and  research  come  to  fruition  in  the  personal  con- 
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tact  between  library  assistant  and  patron.  The  lending  of  a  book, 
therefore,  represents  **far  more  than  the  eye  can  see,*'  for  it  is 
the  culmination  of  the  efforts  of  an  efficient  and  professionally 
competent  staff. 

The  fact  that  the  circulation  of  books  and  periodicals  has  in- 
creased 25,697  over  the  previous  biennium  is  gratifying  proof 
that  our  Library  has  the  kind  of  books  that  the  people  of  Maine 
want.    The  details  are  as  follows:

183,347  173,351        356,698 

These  figures  show  an  increase  over  the  previous  biennium  in 
general  library  loans  of  21,507  and  in  traveling  library  loans  of 
4,190. 

Books  from  the  general  library  went  to  525  localities  in  the 
state,  and,  through  inter-library  loan,  to  26  libraries  in  other 
states. 

Shipping 

Shipments  of  loans  to  patrons  vary  in  size  and  content  from 
a  small  pamphlet  to  a  box  of  fifty  or  more  books. 

In  addition  to  loans,  there  is  a  continuous  mailing  of  state  de- 
partment publications,  session  laws  and  other  legislative  publica- 
tions to  public  officers  and  libraries  authorized  by  law  to  receive 
them. 

During  the  current  biennium  15,358  packages  were  sent  out 
and  approximately  10,000  received. 

Binding 

From  July  1,  1948,  to  June  30,  1950,  3329  items  were  bound:

554  books  (rebound)  in  554 
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Total  904  volumes 
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No  newspapers  were  bound,  but  microfilm  rolls  of  the  Bangor 
Daily  News,  Daily  Kennebec  Journal,  Portland  Press  Herald, 
Portland  Sunday  Telegram  and  Maine  State  Labor  News  were 
purchased.  A  gift  of  **30  memorable  pages  from  the  New  York 
Times''  was  also  added  to  the  microfilm  collection.

Discarding 

The  work  of  withdrawing  old  and  worn  books  is  a  continuing 
one,  but  because  of  the  congested  condition  of  the  Library  a  very 
detailed  scrutiny  of  all  classes  of  books  is  now  in  process.  His- 
torical Society  transactions.  Civil  and  Indian  wars  rosters  and 
similar  publications  of  Maryland,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  North 
Carolina,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Iowa  and  Kansas  had  very  little  use  and 
were  offered  to  the  states  of  origin.  Some  were  accepted  and  the 
remainder  were  destroyed  by  authority  of  the  state  concerned. 

Several  years  of  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion and  of  the  New  England  Journal  of  Medicine  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Augusta  State  Hospital  Library,  together  with 
the  series  of  volumes  known  as  International  Clinic  and  Allbutt's 
System  of  Medicine.  They  will  still  be  available  for  use  by 
patrons  of  this  Library. 

To  various  divisions  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Health  were  trans- 
ferred eleven  volumes  of  Tice*s  Practice  of  Medicine,  eight  vol- 
umes of  Nelson's  Loose-Leaf  Living  Surgery,  and  numerous  issues 
of  Dental  Hygienist,  American  Journal  of  Nursing  and  Public 
Health  Nurse. 

All  of  these  may  be  consulted  by  the  Library  staff. 
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875  extra  copies  of  various  publications,  either  purchased  or 
printed  by  the  state,  were  given  to  public  libraries,  in  order  of 
application,  after  a  list  of  the  books  had  been  mailed  to  each 
librarian. 

Advertising 

A  great  many  people  who  might  make  use  of  the  Library  do 
not  know  about  it.  Many  inexpensive  ways  of  advertising  have 
been  tried  in  the  past  and  the  best  are  being  continued.  Exhibits 
of  books  were  made  at  the  conventions  of  the  Maine  Teachers* 
Association  in  1948  and  1949,  and  pamphlets  describing  the 
Library's  service  were  freely  distributed.  The  members  of  the 
staff  who  were  in  attendance  were  kept  constantly  busy  answer- 
ing questions  and  they  brought  home  each  year  an  average  of  1 75 
requests  for  reference  service,  traveling  libraries  and  special  books. 

The  bi-monthly  lists  of  new  books,  and  the  quarterly  lists  of 
state  publications  have  been  issued  in  mimeographed  form  as  in 
previous  years,  and  distributed  to  public,  college  and  school 
libraries,  to  state  officials  and  to  individuals.

Books 
were  exhibited  dealing  with  writers*  craft  and  Maine  Indians, 
a  subject  of  special  interest  to  the  club. 

October  26,  1948,  to  the  North  Livermore  Reading  Club,  urging 
free  opening  of  the  library  to  all  residents.  A  special  exhibit  of 
illustrated  juvenile  books  was  shown. 

November  19,  1948,  over  Radio  Station  WLAM,  in  the  series 
given  by  heads  of  state  departments,  describing  the  Library's 
service. 

February  3,  1949,  to  the  Home  Demonstration  Agents  at  their 
annual  meeting  in  Orono. 

March  3,  1949,  to  the  Maine  Women's  Legislative  Council  at 
Augusta  on  service  to  rural  areas. 

In  February,  1950,  the  Deputy  Librarian  addressed  the  Frye- 
burg  Woman's  Club  on  the  advantages  of  making  a  library  free 
to  all  the  residents  of  a  town.  It  was  rewarding  to  hear  that  at 
a  subsequent  town  meeting  an  appropriation  was  made  toward 
the  support  of  the  public  library  so  that  all  Fryeburg  residents 
might  use  it  without  charge. 

Meetings 

The  Library  was  represented  at  meetings  of  the  New  England 
Library  Association,  Swampscott;  Massachusetts  Library  Asso- 
ciation, Boston;  American  Association  of  Law  Libraries,  Detroit; 
New  England  Chapter  of  American  Association  of  Law  Libraries, 
Boston;  Larger  Libraries,  Waterville  and  Lewiston;  Maine  Li- 
brary Association,  Portland  and  Augusta;  Maine  Historical  So- 
ciety, Portland;  Institute  for  Regional  Librarians,  Brattleboro. 

The  Maine  Library  Association  met  in  Augusta  September  22- 
23,  1949,  with  the  Lithgow  Library  and  Reading  Room  and  the 
Maine  State  Library  as  joint  hosts. 
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Aid  to  Local  Libraries 

Advice  and  help  is  given  to  librarians  and  trustees,  upon  re- 
quest, by  correspondence  and  by  personal  visits.  Visits  for  this 
purpose  have  been  made  to  Dover- Foxcroft,  Presque  Isle,  New 
Gloucester,  Westbrook,  Machias,  Northeast  Harbor,  Paris  Hill, 
Thomaston,  Bingham,  North  Livermore,  Belgrade,  Farmington, 
Yarmouth,  Mount  Vernon,  Waldoboro,  Topsham,  and  to  the 
Training  Section  of  the  Saco-Lowell  Shops  in  Biddeford. 

Assistance  by  correspondence  is  frequent  and  many  times  ex- 
tensive. An  average  of  three  hundred  letters  of  this  type  are 
written  each  year,  and  each  one  usually  runs  to  more  than  a  page 
in  length. 

The  number  of  towns  receiving  financial  state  aid  for  the  sup- 
port of  their  public  libraries  was  196  each  year.  A  total  of  $10,- 
627.41  was  expended  for  this  purpose  in  1948  and  $10,816.78  in 
1949.

The  total  of  1386  sets  represents  an  increase  over  the  previous 
biennium  of  97,  and  the  total  of  273,000  books  circulated  is  a 
4190  increase. 

There  were  also  lent,  for  exhibit  purposes  only,  fifteen  of  the 
Illustrated  Juvenile  Collections,  containing  182  books,  and  three 
of  the  Colored  Prints  Collections. 

Round  Tables 

The  increased  attendance  at  these  one-day  meetings,  and  the 
spirited  discussions,  attest  to  their  value  to  librarians  and  trus- 
tees. Miss  Marian  Shaw  and  Miss  Virginia  Hill  of  the  State 
Library  staff  have  conducted  all  the  Round  Tables,  and  the 
Librarian  has  been  in  attendance  at  seven.    They  have  been  held

May  18,  1950,  at  North  Livermore,  with  thirty-eight  present; 
May  25,  1950,  at  North  Haven,  with  fourteen  present;  June  8, 

1950,  at  Yarmouth,  with  thirty-six  present. 

Workshops 

A  public  library  workshop  was  conducted  July  6-10,  1948,  as 
part  of  the  summer  session  of  the  University  of  Maine  under  the 
joint  sponsorship  of  the  Maine  Library  Association  and  the  Maine 
State  Library,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  University  of  Maine. 
It  was  offered  to  librarians  and  library  assistants  employed  in 
small  public  libraries.  The  Director  was  Miss  Katherine  Wead, 
Consultant  in  Libraries  of  the  Connecticut  State  Department  of 
Education  Division  of  Libraries.  Instructors  gave  lectures  on 
various  phases  of  library  work,  including  classification  and  cata- 
loguing, book  selection,  reference,  work  with  children  and  story 
telling,  and  public  relations.  The  students  did  as  much  practice 
work  as  was  possible  in  the  brief  time  allotted.  The  instructors 
included  Mrs.  Marion  Stubbs,  Miss  Marian  Shaw  and  Miss  Vir- 
ginia Hill  of  the  Maine  State  Library.  Forty-two  librarians 
attended,  including  two  or  three  school  librarians. 

This  first  workshop  was  so  successful  that  a  second  one  was 
held  at  the  University  of  Maine,  July  5-9,  1949,  with  Miss  Wead 
again  the  Director.  There  was  an  enrollment  of  thirty  librarians, 
ten  of  whom  had  attended  the  previous  workshop.  There  were 
eight  school  librarians  and  one  from  the  Bangor  Theological 
Seminary,  in  addition  to  librarians  from  public  libraries.  Con- 
centrated study  of  a  few  library  subjects,  rather  than  summaries 
of  nearly  all  subjects,  was  the  purpose  of  this  workshop.  The 
subjects  taught  were  reference,  cataloguing  and  children's  work, 
with  one  lecture  period  each  for  library  administration  and  the 
library  in  the  community.  Among  the  instructors  were  Miss 
Virginia  Hill  and  Miss  Marian  Shaw  of  the  Maine  State  Library. 
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The  librarians  who  attended  these  workshops  returned  to  their 
libraries  with  a  much  better  knowledge  of  proper  technical  meth- 
ods and  an  increased  understanding  of  good  community  library 
service. 

Correspondence  Course 

A  correspondence  course  in  library  methods  conducted  for* 
many  years  was  discontinued  during  the  second  World  War.  In 
August  1948  a  new  correspondence  course  for  untrained  librarians 
was  started  by  Miss  Virginia  Hill,  Deputy  Librarian.  There  are 
twelve  lessons  covering  nearly  all  phases  of  library  work,  includ- 
ing circulation,  administration,  book  selection,  classification, 
cataloguing,  reference,  children's  work,  publicity  and  care  of  the 
book  collection.  When  a  librarian  has  completed  all  the  lessons 
satisfactorily,  the  Library  grants  a  simple  certificate. 

Although  the  course  is  intended  primarily  for  librarians  in  pub- 
lic libraries,  so  many  requests  were  received  from  school  librarians, 
that  the  course  was  also  offered  to  them.  The  State  Department 
of  Education  grants  three  credit  points  to  school  librarians  who 
successfully  complete  the  course. 

Sixty-six  librarians  have  started,  but  some  have  withdrawn 
before  they  finished  it,  for  various  reasons.  They  either  left  their 
library  positions,  moved  away  from  the  state,  or  found  the  course 
required  more  time  than  they  could  devote  to  it.  At  present, 
forty  are  enrolled.  Eight  public  librarians  and  two  school  libra- 
rians have  graduated  and  been  granted  certificates. 

Town  Reports 

The  effort  to  complete  the  files  of  Maine  town,  city  and  planta- 
tion reports  has  continued.  Letters  were  sent  to  clerks  of  some 
towns,  asking  them  to  print  in  the  town  report  for  the  current 
year  a  list  of  that  town's  reports  which  the  State  Library  lacked. 
The  response  from  these  notices  was  so  favorable,  that  similar 
requests  will  be  made  of  all  municipalities  as  soon  as  practicable. 
Old  reports  were  obtained  for  the  following  towns:  Athens,  Auro- 
ra, Belgrade,  Brooks,  Brooksville,  Caswell  Plantation,  Cornish, 
Deer  Isle,  Fairfield,  Glenburn,  Greenbush,  East  Livermore  and 
Patten.  In  two  instances,  the  reports  received  completed  the 
Library's  file  to  date.

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To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Maine: 

The  forty-eighth  report  of  the  Maine  State  Library  conveys 
to  the  Legislature  appreciation  for  the  financial  provision  which 
was  adequate  to  carry  on  the  work  through  the  biennium,  not- 
withstanding exorbitant  price  increases. 

This  report  of  activities  from  July  1,  1944,  to  June  30,  1946, 
shows  no  new  constructive  enterprise.  All.  effort  has  been  cen- 
tered to  maintain  our  regular  fields  of  operation.  No  programme 
of  expansion  was  planned  for  this  period,  but  an  attempt  was 
made  to  complete  a  project  advocated  by  former  Librarians. 
Even  this  was  impossible,  because  space  provided  for  this  purpose 
was  taken  away  from  us  to  be  used  by  the  Highway  Department 
and  by  the  Department  of  Sea  and  Shore  Fisheries.  A  sales 
office,  recently  fitted  with  lights,  painted  and  made  very  accept- 
able to  us  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings,  had  to  be  moved 
to  a  basement.  Since  this  location  did  not  prove  suitable  for 
office  work  all  such  equipment  was  returned  to  our  main  office, 
leaving  us  with  this  new  division,  entrusted  to  us  by  a  recent 
Legislature,  split  in  half — a  sales  business  in  two  parts  of  the 
city. 

Owing  to  loss  of  space  we  had  to  cancel  a  gift  of  three  thousand 
dollars  worth  of  books  which  we  had  accepted,  and  we  further 
had  to  refuse  an  offer  to  become  an  Official  Depository  for  50,000 
maps  for  the  United  States  Map  Service.  Such  losses  mount  to 
the  point  of  misfortune. 

In  view  of  such  loss  of  space  it  may  be  interesting  to  note 
headlines  and  comments  in  newspapers  of  another  day:  "State 
Library  Building  Assured,  as  Governor  Gardiner  signs 
$500,000  Resolve.  •  •  Means  end  of  crowded  conditions  and 
more  room  for  other  departments.  .  .**  Kennebec  Journal, 
April  4,  1929.  This  Resolve  still  stands,  with  the  State  Library 
thirteenth  on  a  designated  list  of  order  to  be  followed  in  con- 
struction.   Evidently  the  number  thirteen  was  fearsome. 

Again:  ''Club  women  stress  need  of  erection  of  State 
Library  Building/*  Kennebec  Journal,  January  26,  1929.  A 
long  and  important  editorial  in  the  Portland  Sunday  Telegram, 
February  17,  1929,  ends,  "For  this  great  State  Institution 
to  have  to  put  up  with  the  makeshift  accommodations 
as  at  present,  is  nothing  short  of  shameful/* 
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'The  proposal  for  a  new  State  Library  was  endorsed  by 
the  lecturers  of  the  Maine  State  Grange  at  their  meeting 
in  Waterville  last  week.**  Portland  Evening  News,  February 
8,  1929. 

"The  present  efficiency  of  the  Library  is  vitally  impaired 
by  over  crowding  and  by  the  storage  of  more  than  half  the 
books  not  easily  accessible/*  Bangor  Commercial,  February 
8,  1929. 

An  able  editorial  from  the  pen  of  "A.  G.  S."  in  the  Lewiston 
Journal  of  October  13,  1928:  ".  .  .  there  yet  exists  in  Maine 
a  group  of  students,  lawyers,  historians,  genealogists, 
school-children,  writers,  etc.,  who  esteem  the  Maine  State 
Library  as  the  greatest  single  asset  of  the  State.  They 
want  also  to  be  recognized  amid  the  dispensations  of  a 
friendly  commonwealth.  .  .  .  We  favor  an  inclusion  of  an 
appropriation  for  library  extension,  or  construction  by 
the  next  Legislature.  .  .**  and  it  happened,  —  a  Resolve  carry- 
ing financial  provision,  which  even  a  wide  interest  and  cultural 
support  failed  to  validate. 

With  the  lessening  of  current  publication  we  have  emphasized 
acquisition  of  scarce  items,  following  in  the  tradition  of  the  ex- 
cellent foundation  made  by  our  former  Librarians.  Recent  pur- 
chases include  such  items  as  Musical  Instruments,  by  Hipkins 
and  Gibb;  Decorative  Ironwork,  by  Foulkes;  Aristocrats  of  the 
Garden,  Wilson;  Examples  of  Lost  Colonial  Architecture,  Kim- 
ball; Old  Silver  of  American  Churches,  Jones.  These  keep  us 
in  touch,  at  least,  with  the  standard  set  earlier  by  purchases  of 
such  works  as  Hough's  Silva  of  North  America,  the  Prince  Society 
Collections,  The  Documentary  History  of  American  Industrial 
Society,  The  Champlain  Society  Publications,  and  Walters*  Col- 
lection of  Oriental  Ceramic  Art,  to  mention  only  a  few. 

A  plan  started  by  former  State  Librarian  Oliver  L.  Hall,  to 
complete  our  holdings  of  the  National  Geographic  Magazine, 
has  received  continued  attention.  With  the  photostating,  through 
the  kindness  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  of  two  elusive  issues 
our  file  is  complete  and  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  determine 
there  is  no  other  library  in  Maine  which  possesses  an  entire  set 
of  this  periodical.  We  have  also  completed  our  set  of  Poetry; 
a  magazine  of  verse. 
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By  law  each  town  in  Maine  is  required  to  deposit  a  copy  of 
its  annual  report  with  the  State  Library,  but  issues  for  early 
years  are  sadly  lacking.  This  Library  is  the  only  source  for  many 
of  these  reports  and  through  the  kindness  of  other  departments, 
through  eagerness  to  cooperate  on  the  part  of  town  officials, 
librarians,  and  individuals  who  invade  attics,  we  are  indeed 
proud  of  our  collection.  When  a  consecutive  number  of  issues 
is  sufficient  in  size  they  are  bound  with  bright  colored  buckram, 
machine  sewed  and  may  be  easily  consulted  at  the  State  Library. 
They  are  never  lent  outside  the  building,  except  by  order  of  Court. 
Some  of  the  early  reports  are  handwritten  originals.  A  volume 
of  reports  of  the  Town  of  Burnham  for  the  years  1874-1941  was 
given  to  us  in  memory  of  George  E.  Berry,  by  his  son  and  daugh- 
ter.    In  these  days  of  memorials  this  is  a  form  worthy  of  note. 

SALES  AND  DISTRIBUTION 

The  ninety-second  Legislature  honored  the  Maine  State  Li- 
brary with  the  responsibility  for  sales  of  all  Laws  and  Statutes, 
issued  by  the  State.  The  State  Librarian  feels  that  this  is  not 
an  activity  compatible  with  the  free  extension  service  of  library 
facilities  for  which  the  Library  was  established;  however,  after 
formal  protest  to  the  Legislative  Research  Committee,  finding 
the  opinion  was  that  the  activity  should  remain  with  the  Library, 
steps  were  taken  to  set  up  an  office  to  carry  on  a  wholesale  book- 
store business,  combining  with  this  the  distribution  of  Laws, 
Department  Reports  and  occasional  Legislative  purchases,  which 
has  always  been  within  the  province  of  this  Library.  The  Legis- 
lature was  generous  in  providing  funds  for  this  project.  It  was 
a  new  venture  in  an  unknown  field  and  the  coming  biennium 
request  will  show  a  far  less  financial  need  in  this  function,  based 
on  actual  knowledge  from  records  kept  during  this  past  two 
years. 

NOTES 

Our  apprenticeship  course  has  suffered  sadly  and  for  the  first 
time  in  twenty-five  years  we  have  had  no  student  in  training. 
The  fact  that  we  were  able  to  continue  through  the  past  few 
years  with  a  minimum  of  woe  is  due  to  the  loyalty  of  several 
former  apprentices  and  staff  members  who  came  back  at  incon- 
venience to  themselves  to  help  us,  and  to  the  stability  of  the 
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regular  staff.  Five  out  of  fourteen  of  our  members  are  on  the 
staff  by  reason  of  their  graduation  from  this  course. 

By  leaving  the  position  of  Documents  Librarian  vacant  we 
have  achieved  an  Advisory  Librarian  thus  accomplishing  a  hope 
of  years.  The  work  of  this  position  is  complementary  to  that  of 
the  Extension  Librarian,  with  particular  emphasis  on  organiza- 
tion of  children's  work  in  our  public  libraries.  With  the  Exten- 
sion and  Advisory  Librarians  available  for  assistance  to  the  small 
libraries,  supplemented  by  aid  from  the  State  Librarian  and 
Assistant  State  Librarian,  we  feel  equipped,  at  last,  to  take  care 
of  any  reasonable  number  of  calls  which  may  come  to  us. 

An  effort  was  made  during  the  war  years  to  provide  small 
group  meetings  so  that  the  spirit  of  conference  among  library 
workers  might  not  be  lost.  These  one-day  gatherings  have  proved 
stimulating  and  Librarians  have  been  most  gracious  in  their 
willingness  to  entertain  on  short  notice.  We  selected  points 
away  from  crowded  centers  yet  having  advantageous  travel  facil- 
ities, and  these  meetings  were  attended  with  enthusiasm. 

Another  side  of  the  picture  shows  143  of  351  towns  receiving 
individual  loan  service  from  us  in  this  biennium,  having  no 
libraries  at  all.  This  means  that  the  State  Library  must  take 
care  of  their  needs — a  pretty  important  point  to  consider  in  the 
budget  for  books. 

We  continue  to  keep  our  vocational  and  technical  books  up- 
to-date.  Returned  veterans  find  assistance  in  starting  small 
businesses,  in  farming,  in  continuing  their  adult  education. 
Teachers  find  their  professional  literature  and  children  in  remote 
rural  sections  are  provided  with  the  best  of  children's  books  in 
delightfully  illustrated  editions.  Legislators  and  lawyers  know 
that  there  is  an  excellent  collection  of  legal  material  available 
to  them  and  general  readers  are  aware  that  books  having  at  least 
ten  years  of  value  to  warrant  them  are  purchased  currently.

MAINE  STATE  LIBRARY  REPORT 


July  1,  1950 -June  30,  1952 


State  library  agencies  in  all  of  the  forty-eight  states  have  authority, 
in  varying  degrees,  to  lend  books,  to  do  research,  to  give  advice  to 
local  libraries  and  to  develop  and  coordinate  library  activities  through- 
out their  states.  Maine  is  no  laggard  in  these  fields,  as  is  shown  in 
this  and  previous  reports.  The  fact  that  all  library  activities  at  state 
level  in  Maine  are  centered  in  one  department  is  an  important  factor 
in  bringing  about  an  efficient  state-wide  library  program.  The  best 
results  cannot  be  realized,  however,  until  there  is  an  enlargement  of 
working  space  for  both  patrons  and  Staff. 

When  the  State  House  was  remodeled  in  1911  the  Commission  on 
Enlargement,  in  that  part  of  its  report  dealing  with  the  Library,  said 
**The  main  room  is,  of  course,  designed,  when  properly  stacked,  to  be; 
two  stacks  high,  as  before.  The  old  stacks  which  are  now  in  use  are 
only  sufficient  to  cover  the  floor  one  stack  in  height."  At  that  time 
not  all  the  books  in  the  possession  of  the  Library  were  placed  in  the 
new  quarters.  Some  were  left  in  airless,  lightless  nooks  and  crannies 
just  below  the  dome,  and  years  later  were  moved  to  similar  bad  quar- 
ters outside  the  capitol  building. 

Since  1917  there  have  been  numerous  attempts  to  remedy,  by  legis- 
lation, the  obvious  lack  of  space.  The  citizens  of  the  state  even 
approved  a  million  dollar  bond  issue  to  finance  several  new  buildings 
one  of  which  was  to  be  for  the  State  Library.  Notwithstanding  laws, 
resolves,  promises  and  propaganda,  no  new  building  has  as  yet  been 
built  nor  has  additional  space  of  any  kind  been  made  available. 

On  the  contrary,  space  has  been  taken  away.  During  this  biennium 
the  Library  was  ordered  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings,  (later  the 
order  was  confirmed  by  the  Governor)  to  remove  from  the  third  floor 
of  the  storehouse  all  traveling  libraries  and  to  put  them  in  a  stable 
across  the  street.  The  office  and  personnel  in  charge  of  traveling 
library  work  are  on  the  first  floor  of  the  so-called  storehouse,  so  access 
to  these  boxes  of  books  could  be  had  heretofore  without  too  much 
inconvenience  because  of  elevator  connections  between  the  floors. 
Now  the  boxes  must  be  carried  to  and  fro  across  a  public  way  as  they 
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are  constantly  being  mailed  out  and  returned.  During  the  past  year 
794  traveling  libraries  were  lent,  so  1588  trips  to  the  stable  were  neces- 
sary— an  average  of  about  6|  each  day.  Each  box  weighs  between  45 
and  50  pounds.  Comment  on  such  an  inefficient  and  hard  way  of  do- 
ing business  seems  unnecessary. 

Another  very  alarming  inroad  on  library  quarters  is  about  to  be 
made.  By  order  of  the  Governor  the  Library  has  been  ordered  to  move 
45,000  books,  with  their  steel  stacks  and  supports,  from  the  annex  in 
the  storehouse  to  the  State  Garage,  so  that  Highway  Department 
engineers  *'may  be  together  in  one  place.**  These  books  are  not  stor- 
age— they  are  constantly  in  use,  and  some  of  them  are  rare  and  valu- 
able. Not  only  must  detailed  plans  for  reshelving  be  made  by  the 
Library  before  one  book  is  moved,  but  also  the  process  of  moving  itself 
must  be  supervised  by  Library  staff  members,  who  already  are  spend- 
ing extra  hours  on  their  regular  work. 

The  Librarian  has  been  informed  by  the  Highway  Department  that 
the  contemplated  use  of  the  present  Library  annex  is  the  result  of 
recommendation  made  in  a  special  survey  of  that  department  by  a 
private  firm.  It  would  seem  more  sensible  to  make  a  survey  of  the 
overcrowded  conditions  of  all  departments  with  a  view  to  making  the 
best  use  possible  of  present  facilities  until  such  time  as  an  addition  to 
the  State  House  can  be  built,  and  before  excessively  costly  disruptions 
are  made  in  current  arrangements. 

With  a  major  move  every  two  years  or  oftener,  and  the  consequent 
months  of  making  up  arrears  in  work,  and  the  fear  of  more  moves  to 
come,  it  is  apparent  that  adherence  to  any  consistent  library  program 
is  impossible. 

The  State  Library  extends  library  opportunities  to  all  the  residents 
of  Maine,  by  the  following  methods: 

Single  Book  Loans,  From  a  large  collection  shelved  in  the  main 
room  and  in  the  annex,  books  are  lent,  one  or  more  at  a  time,  by  mail, 
or  over  the  desk.  Some  requests  are  for  specified  titles,  but  many  are 
for  information  on  a  subject.  No  juvenile  books  and  no  fiction,  except 
a  few  required  for  high  school  reading,  are  in  this  section  of  the  library, 
so  the  circulation  of  81,768  seems  especially  good.  The  mail  borrowers 
during  this  biennium  wrote  from  481  different  post  offices  in  the  state. 

Traveling  Libraries,  These  unit  collections  of  twenty-five,  some- 
times fifty,  volumes  each,  continue  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  schools  and 
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small  communities.  The  circulation  of  290,800  books  is  the  largest 
since  the  establishment  of  traveling  libraries  in  1899.  A  breakdown 
into  types  is  shown  in  the  statistical  tables  of  this  report. 

Deposit  Stations.  These  are  an  experiment,  and  their  continuance 
depends  on  the  use  made  of  them.  Collections  of  books  have  been 
placed  in  towns  where  there  are  no  public  libraries,  in  charge  of  a  per- 
son willing  to  act  as  librarian.  Loans  are  made  from  these  stations  to 
anyone  in  the  community.  There  are  now  837  books  deposited 
in  the  following  five  stations:  Byron,  Troy,  Baring,  Cooper,  Vienna. 
Correspondence  is  being  carried  on  with  other  towns  and  it  is  expected 
that  more  stations  will  soon  be  established. 


The  State  Library  has  helped  libraries  and  their  staffs  in  the  follow- 
ing ways: 

Personal  Visits.  Assistance  in  problems  of  administration  and  tech- 
nical processes  is  given,  when  requested,  to  public  and  school  libraries. 
For  this  purpose  visits  have  been  made  by  Miss  Marian  Shaw,  Exten- 
sion Librarian,  to  Kennebunk  Free  Library;  Patten  Free  Library, 
Bath;  Boothbay  Harbor  Memorial  Library;  Washburn  Memorial  Li- 
brary; Blue  Point  Public  Library,  Scarborough;  Walker  Memorial 
Library,  Westbrook;  Shaw  Library,  Greenville;  Thompson  Free  Li- 
brary, Dover-Foxcrof t ;  North  Haven  Library;  Community  Library, 
Hancock;  Northeast  Harbor  Library;  Lincoln  Academy  Library,  New- 
castle; Mount  Desert  Library,  Somesville;  Louis  B.  Goodall  Memorial 
Library,  Sanford;  Falmouth  Public  Library;  Dinsmore  Public  Library, 
Palermo;  Waterford  Library  Association;  and  by  Miss  Virginia  Hill, 
Deputy  Librarian,  to  the  Waldoboro  Public  Library;  Morse  High 
School  Library,  Bath;  Gardiner  Public  Library;  Belgrade  Farm  Bureau 
Public  Library;  Rutherford  Public  Library,  South  Bristol;  Bristol 
High  School  Library;  Belgrade  Lakes  Public  Library;  Brownville  Pub- 
lic Library;  Fayette  Grange  Library  (which  was  about  to  become  a 
public  library);  Maria  Clark  Grammar  School,  Hallowell;  and  Peavey 
Memorial  Library,  Eastport. 

Mail  Requests.  No  count  has  been  made  of  the  answers  given  by 
mail  to  the  requests  from  libraries  for  assistance  in  all  phases  of  library 
work,  but  bulging  folders  in  our  files  attest  the  accuracy  of  the  estimate 
that  there  is  at  least  one  every  day. 

Financial  Aid.  Financial  aid  was  given,  in  accordance  with  law, 
to  cities  and  towns  which  appropriated  and  expended  money  toward 
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the  maintenance  of  free  public  libraries.  For  the  first  year  of  the  bien- 
nium,  $11,288.65  was  granted  to  197  municipalities,  and  for  the  second 
year,  $11,566.40  to  198.  A  thorough  study  of  state  aid  for  libraries 
should  be  made.  Receipt  of  state  aid  should  be  contingent  on  the 
service  rendered  the  community.  The  Maine  Library  Association  will 
be  asked  to  cooperate  with  the  State  Librarian  in  securing  the  estab- 
lishment of  standards  which  libraries  should  meet  before  state  aid  is 
given. 

Correspondence  Course,  The  correspondence  course  for  public  and 
school  librarians  has  been  continued.  From  July  1,  1950,  to  June  30, 
1952,  certificates,  showing  satisfactory  completion  of  the  course,  were 
granted  to:

Seventeen  persons  are  now  enrolled. 

The  Maine  Department  of  Education  grants  three  credits  to  school 
librarians  who  complete  this  course. 

Round  Tables.  Librarians  and  trustees  appreciate  the  group  meet- 
ings held  each  year  in  different  parts  of  the  state,  as  is  evidenced  by 
the  attendance.  The  informality  of  the  program  leads  to  participation 
by  almost  all  who  are  present.  Meetings  have  been  held  as  follows: 
May  17,  1951,  at  Mount  Vernon,  with  twenty-eight  present;  May  24, 
1951,  at  Westbrook,  with  thirty-three  present;  June  6,  1951,  at  North- 
east Harbor,  with  thirty-three  present;  June  13,  1951,  at  Lincoln,  with 
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twenty-six  present;  May  15,  1952,  at  Camden,  with  forty-nine  present; 
June  5,  1952,  at  Norway,  with  fifty-nine  present;  June  12,  1952,  at 
Hartland,  with  twenty-five  present. 

Workshops.  The  first  day  of  each  annual  session  of  the  Maine  Li- 
brary Association  has  been  a  workshop  conducted  by  the  Maine  State 
Library.  In  1950  at  Lakewood  the  subject  was  classification  and  the 
instructors  were  Miss  Marian  Shaw  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Wood  of  the  State 
Library  staff  and  Miss  Iris  Almy  of  the  Portland  Public  Library.  In 
1951  at  Rockland  the  subject  was  reference.  The  instructors  were 
Miss  Edith  L.  Hary  and  Miss  Margaret  A.  Whalen  of  the  State  Library 
staff. 

LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE 

The  activities  of  these  sections  of  the  Library  are  sufficiently  dis- 
tinctive to  deserve  separate  mention. 

Legislative  Reference,  Over  half  the  membership  of  the  95th  Legis- 
lature made  personal  use  of  library  facilities  and  many  sought  informa- 
tion by  correspondence  prior  to  the  session,  or  received  library  assist- 
ance through  questions  addressed  to  the  Legislative  Research  Com- 
mittee and  other  state  and  legislative  officials.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  have  the  Library  serve  as  the  materials  center  for  the  Legis- 
lative Research  Committee  by  accumulating  needed  publications  for 
Committee  studies  and  by  making  available  in  an  orderly  fashion  re- 
ports, pamphlets,  and  papers  received  by  the  Committee  and  the 
Library.  The  cooperation  between  this  office  and  the  Legislative  Re- 
search office  has  been  constant  and  pleasant  and  we  are  most  appre- 
ciative of  the  many  courtesies  of  the  Director,  Mr.  Slosberg,  and  his 
staff.  Working  with  his  office  provides  one  of  the  best  opportunities 
open  to  us  for  making  our  facilities  better  known  to  legislators. 

During  the  session  the  usual  day-to-day  indexing  of  legislative  docu- 
ments was  continued  and  information  on  thfe  status  of  bills  and  resolves 
furnished  to  interested  persons. 

A  very  considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  each  year  in  supplying 
Maine  information  for  legislative  studies  by  other  states  and  for  the 
publications  and  inquiries  of  the  Council  of  State  Governments.  Not 
only  do  these  groups  reciprocate  such  aid  but  it  makes  much  compara- 
tive data  available  to  us. 

Law,  With  the  retirement  of  our  cataloger,  Miss  Jennie  Cochrane, 
the  cataloging  of  all  legal  materials  has  been  assumed  by  the  law  libra- 
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rian,  beginning  January  1,  1952.  In  place  of  the  entries  formerly  made 
for  treatises  in  the  accession  books  a  combination  shelf  list-accession 
type  card  is  used.  For  all  legal  continuations  a  new  continuations- 
accession  card  file  has  been  started  based  on  that  used  in  the  Social 
Law  Library  in  Boston.  We  are  indebted  to  Howard  L.  Stebbins,  its 
librarian,  for  his  guidance  in  establishing  this  continuation  record. 

Notable  accessions  include  Corbin  on  Contracts,  the  3d  edition  of 
McQuillin  on  Municipal  Corporations,  Toulmin  on  the  Anti-trust  Laws 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  gift  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Law- 
yers' edition  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  Reports.  Units  of 
Shepard's  Citations  covering  Connecticut,  New  Hampshire,  New  York, 
Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  and  Wisconsin  were  pur- 
chased. Additional  files  of  legal  periodicals  were  secured  by  subscrip- 
tion and  by  exchange  for  our  Maine  Reports,  laws,  and  Proceedings 
of  the  Maine  State  Bar  Association.  The  latter  have  been  particularly 
valuable  in  securing  desirable  exchanges  and  are  furnished  to  us  with- 
out charge  by  the  Bar  Association.  Special  lists  of  legal  accessions 
were  prepared  for  the  1950  and  1951  summer  meetings  of  the  Bar 
Association  and  were  widely  distributed  to  members  of  the  Bar. 

The  surplus  stock  of  Maine  Reports  has  been  made  available  to 
lawyers  on  an  exchange  basis,  the  Library  trading  any  volume  in  stock 
for  any  other  volume  of  Maine  Reports  offered.  This  has  enabled 
several  lawyers  to  fill  gaps  in  their  sets  and  is  an  accommodation  which 
will  be  continued. 

Distribution  of  98  volumes  from  surplus  stock  of  old  statute  revi- 
sions and  session  laws  was  made  to  public  officials  and  libraries.  Sale 
of  66  more  of  these  volumes  was  made  to  lawyers,  with  a  net  profit  of 
$144.38. 

PERSONNEL 

Miss  Jennie  M.  Cochrane  was  employed  first  on  December  1,  1906, 
as  cataloger.  On  December  31,  1951,  she  retired.  A  personnel  record 
card  gives  dates  and  figures,  reflecting  the  progress  of  an  employee, 
but  it  is  the  skeleton  only,  needing  life-giving  details. 

An  average  year  of  cataloging  means  approximately  6,000  items 
handled,  as  either  acquisitions  or  withdrawals.  In  her  years  of  libra- 
rianship.  Miss  Cochrane  probably  cataloged  270,000  items.  This  figure 
represents  not  only  a  multitude  of  books,  but  also  a  great  deal  of  care 
and  practical  perception,  to  make  available  this  material  in  index  form. 
It  also  represents  a  sympathy  and  understanding  of  the  people  who 
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have  used  their  State  Library,  and  the  kind  of  information  they  are 
likely  to  request.  It  represents,  above  all,  a  steadfast  devotion  to 
serving  intellectual  and  recreational  needs,  and  the  quiet,  skillful  pur- 
pose of  opening  the  rewarding  world  of  books  and  the  resulting  joy  and 
satisfaction  to  an  increasing  number  of  patrons. 

Miss  Cochrane's  knowledge  and  experience  were  valuable  in  many 
ways.  Her  technical  library  work  was  essential  as  a  foundation  for 
reference  and  research.  Her  introduction  of  beginners  and  apprentices 
to  the  intricacies  of  cataloging  was  an  important  part  of  her  duties. 
Staff  and  patrons  relied  upon  her  comprehensive  acquaintance  with 
the  Library's  resources.  Genealogists  were  particularly  grateful  for 
her  suggestions  and  information  on  town  and  family  histories. 

The  retirement  of  a  capable,  faithful  public  servant  always  brings  the 
problem  of  replacement  and  a  sense  of  loss.  The  position  of  cataloger 
is  not  one  to  be  filled  casually,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  forty-five 
years  of  loyal  service  can  ever  be  really  replaced. 

Mary  L  Whitcomb  became  cataloger  on  December  3,  1951,  and  re- 
signed because  of  illness  January  11,  1952.  The  position  has  not  yet 
been  filled. 

Mrs.  Ruth  W.  Wood,  Classifier,  resigned  on  May  15,  1951,  to  join 
her  husband  who  is  on  military  service  in  England.  This  position  is 
filled  for  the  summer  only  by  Miss  Mary  Jean  Montgomery  of  Knox- 
ville,  Tennessee. 

Miss  Marian  Brown,  Library  Assistant,  resigned  November  13,  1950, 
to  be  married  to  William  C.  Casperson  of  Paterson,  New  Jersey. 
Eleanore  Beane,  formerly  of  the  Lithgow  Public  Library  and  Reading 
Room,  Augusta,  was  employed  in  her  place  December  4,  1950. 

Miss  Priscilla  Foster,  Library  Assistant,  resigned  February  9,  1951, 
to  be  married  to  Sgt.  Leslie  Crowley.  Mrs.  Alice  F.  Hunt  of  East 
Winthrop  succeeded  her  on  February  12,  1951. 

Miss  Janice  P.  Butterfield,  Library  Assistant,  resigned  September  14, 
1951,  in  order  to  take  a  graduate  course  in  Simmons  School  of  Library 
Science.  Mrs.  Priscilla  S.  Hornberger  succeeded  her  on  September  17, 
1951. 

Mary  F.  Whalen,  Library  Assistant,  resigned  September  1,  1950,  for 
further  study. 

Helen  K.  Gorham  was  added  to  the  staff  February  18,  1952,  as  clerk- 
sfenographer  H.   This  is  a  new  position.

FINANCES 

All  Library  operations  are  financed  by  legislative  appropriation. 
Any  sums  collected  for  fines,  fees  or  book  sales  are  not  used  for  library 
purposes,  but  are  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of 
the  general  fund  of  the  state.  The  Legislature  of  1951  adopted  a  new 
employee  classification  and  pay  plan,  and  appropriated  a  lump  sum  to 
cover  increases  over  budget  estimates.  Transfers  from  this  were  made 
to  each  department  if  needed.    A  transfer  from  the  Contingent  Fund 
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to  the  Librar>'  in  1950-51  was  necessary  because  of  the  unanticipated 
publication  of  a  volume  of  the  Maine  Court  Reports.  In  the  year 
1951-52  the  anticipated  publication  of  a  volume  was  not  realized,  so 
there  was  an  unexpected  balance  in  this  one  item  of  $3060.19.

THE  ROLE  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARY 

For  a  number  of  years  the  National  Association  of  State  Libraries 
has  been  studying  the  function  of  the  various  state  libraries  and  has 
recently  prepared  and  adopted  The  Role  of  the  State  Library  as  a  state- 
ment of  its  convictions  of  the  scope,  goals,  organization  and  principles 
of  operation  of  state  libraries.  It  is  pleasant  to  record  that  the  Maine 
State  Library  meets  all  the  recommendations  of  the  national  associa- 
tion as  to  services  with  the  exception  of  archival  and  special.  Maine's 
report  of  the  other  generally  recognized  components  of  an  integrated 
state  library  agency  is  set  forth  in  the  following  pages. 

GENERAL  LIBRARY  SECTION 

The  functions  of  the  general  services  of  the  Library  include  refer- 
ence, research  and  loan. 

Reference,  To  do  successful  reference  work  one  must  be  alert  to  the 
most  recent  indexes,  bibliographies,  guides  and  other  sources,  as  well 
as  trained  and  experienced  in  the  use  of  standard  reference  works. 
The  questions  which  come  to  the  State  Library  cover  a  wide  diversity 
of  subjects,  and  each  one  is  important  to  the  patron  making  the  in- 
quiry. While  matters  of  state  and  big  business  seem  impressive  we 
take  great  pleasure  in  answering  appeals  for  help  from  school  children 
and  teachers  living  in  small  communities.  Oftentimes  they  have  no 
other  source  for  information.  No  record  is  regularly  made  of  the  num- 
ber and  kind  of  questions  asked,  but  in  January,  1956,  a  count  was 
made  of  one  day's  reference  requests.  Fifty-nine  different  subjects 
were  inquired  about — all  the  way  from  **How  to  keep  live  bait"  to 
** Planning  a  program  to  be  developed  by  five  speakers  on  automation." 
Translations  have  been  made  for  other  state  departments  of  letters 
written  in  French,  German,  Spanish  and  Italian. 
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Research.  The  boundary  line  between  reference  and  research  is  not 
always  easy  to  run.  Staff  members  have  very  little  time  for  original 
research  but  their  services  are  often  in  demand  by  researchers.  They 
help  authors  write  books,  they  find  descriptions  of  mechanical  pro- 
cesses for  manufacturing  companies,  and  they  ferret  out  complicated 
statistics  for  business  firms. 

Loans.  More  loans  are  made  by  mail  than  over  the  desk,  so  the 
shipping  to  and  receiving  from  patrons  take  considerable  time  and 
require  more  records  than  are  usual  for  library  loans.  We  have  been 
able  to  change  slightly  our  record  keeping,  thereby  making  it  easier 
for  the  circulation  librarian  to  make  renewals  and  reserves.  There 
were  94,082  items  lent  one  or  more  at  a  time  during  the  last  two  years — 
an  increase  of  5,468  over  the  previous  biennium. 

LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE 

A  change  in  the  law  governing  distribution  and  sale  of  statutes  and 
session  laws  was  made  at  the  1955  session  of  the  legislature.  Free 
copies  are  available  only  to  members  of  the  legislature.  Some  are 
exchanged  with  other  states  for  similar  publications  but  all  others  are 
sold. 

A  Supplement  to  the  "Guide  to  the  Law  Section  of  the  Maine  State 
Library"  was  prepared  and  printed  each  year,  and  the  Maine  Bar 
Association  mailed  a  copy  to  each  of  its  members. 

In  order  to  become  acquainted  with  the  resources  of  the  state's 
regional  law  libraries,  the  law  librarian,  as  opportunity  offered,  has 
visited  the  county  law  libraries.  During  the  past  two  years  such  visits 
have  been  made  to  Washington,  Waldo  and  Oxford  counties. 

The  1955  Legislature  appropriated  a  sum  for  binding  sufficiently 
large  to  make  a  beginning  on  the  rebinding  of  state  court  reports  prior 
to  the  Reporter  System.  If  similar  amounts  are  appropriated  at  the 
next  two  sessions  the  entire  project  will  be  completed,  and  the  law 
section  will  be  abreast  of  its  binding  needs. 

EXTENSION  SECTION 

The  special  concern  of  this  part  of  State  Library  service  is  making 
"books  available  and  easily  accessible  to  citizens  of  the  state  who  do 
not  have  local  public  library  advantages:  it  helps  small  libraries,  holds 
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institutes  and  group  meetings,  and  plans  for  better  library  service  for 
the  whole  state. 

Bookmobiles.  It  is  not  surprising  that  bookmobiles  are  the  most 
popular  form  of  library  extension  service.  They  stop  at  the  neighbor- 
hood store,  the  fire  station,  the  town  hall,  or  maybe  the  post  office 
building,  and  in  every  school  yard.  The  books  they  carry,  therefore, 
are  within  a  few  minutes*  walk  of  evervone  in  the  area  and  can  be 
examined  personally.  If  a  patron  has  a  question  which  cannot  be 
answered  by  a  bookmobile  book,  it  is  referred  to  the  State  Library  at 
Augusta.  During  this  biennium,  1103  of  these  inquiries  have  been 
sent  in  by  the  bookmobile  librarians. 

There  are  now  two  bookmobile  units  in  use — one  based  at  Augusta 
(established  December  1953)  and  the  other  at  East  Machias  (estab- 
lished November  1955).  The  latter  covers  Washington  County  and 
the  former  serves  an  area  comprising  Knox,  Lincoln  and  Waldo  coun- 
ties as  well  as  some  towns  just  over  the  border  in  adjacent  counties. 

The  Legislature  of  1953  authorized  the  purchase  of  the  first  book- 
mobile. The  1955  Legislature  appropriated  money  for  its  continu- 
ance and  the  setting  up  of  a  second  bookmobile.  Unfortunately,  no 
money  was  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  second 
bookmobile  during  the  second  year  of  the  biennium.  Many  people 
and  organizations,  however,  came  to  our  assistance.  Individuals, 
libraries  and  the  Maine  Chapter  of  the  American  Association  of  Uni- 
versity Women  gave  372  books,  and  money  to  the  amount  of  $1656.13 
was  given  for  the  purchase  of  books.  Miss  Marion  Morrison  of  Bar 
Harbor  gave  $400  of  it  and  most  of  the  remainder  was  given  by  local 
units  of  the  Maine  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  Inc.,  and  the 
Maine  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs.  The  Library  also  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  purchase  secondhand  books  in  good  condition  from  three 
different  estates,  at  ten  and  twenty-five  cents  a  volume. 

Request  will  be  made  of  the  next  Legislature  in  the  regular  library 
budget  for  money  to  continue  the  present  bookmobile  areas  and  to 
establish  and  equip  a  third.  All  parts  of  the  state  are  asking  for  this 
service,  but  we  think  it  more  practicable  to  develop  one  section  at  a 
time  than  to  attempt  to  cover  the  whole  state  in  one  biennium. 

Advisory  Work,  To  give  advice  and  help  in  various  phases  of  li- 
brary work,  visits  were  made  to  Bethel,  Bridgton,  Eliot,  Ellsworth, 
Falmouth,  Farmington,  Greene,  Hollis  Center,  Kennebunk,  Liver- 
more  Falls,  Newport,  North  Anson,  Salmon  Falls. 
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we  were  able  to  cut  down  52  larger  boxes,  found  in  storage,  to  the  right 
dimensions.  Four  aluminum  boxes  purchased  for  this  purpose  are  not 
standing  up  under  the  strain  of  parcel  post  handling. 

Deposit  Stations,  Six  deposit  stations  have  been  supplied  with  books 
at  various  periods,  but  only  two  are  active  at  this  time — one  in  Stock- 
holm and  the  other  in  Frye.  Bookmobile  stops  have  eliminated  the 
need  for  two  in  Washington  County.  We  still  feel  that  this  method 
of  lending  books  is  a  good  one — the  difficulty  in  using  it  is  finding  the 
proper  person  to  act  as  librarian. 

Correspondence  Course.  The  deputy  librarian  conducts  by  corre- 
spondence a  course  in  routine  library  methods  for  library  employees. 
Certificates  showing  satisfactory  completion  of  the  course  have  been 
awarded  to  ten  workers  in  public  libraries,  four  in  school  libraries,  one 
in  a  state  hospital  library,  and  one  in  The  Maine  Charitable  Mechanics 
Association.  Enrolled  in  the  course  at  present  are  sixteen  public 
library  employees  and  three  school  library  ones. 

Library  Services  Act.  After  several  years  of  discussion  the  84th 
Congress  of  the  United  States  enacted  the  Library  Services  Act,  and 
it  was  approved  by  the  President  June  19,  1956.  The  purpose  of  the 
act  is  "to  promote  the  further  extension  by  the  several  states  of  public 
library  services  to  rural  areas  without  such  services  or  with  inadequate 
services.*'  If  Maine  qualifies  for  assistance  under  the  law,  it  will  be 
reimbursed  by  the  federal  government  on  a  percentage  basis  of  59.64 
to  40.36  for  moneys  spent  in  giving  free  service  to  rural  sections. 


GOVERNMENT  PUBLICATIONS 

By  law  the  Library  is  charged  with  the  acquisition  of  full  and  com- 
plete sets  of  all  documents  printed  by  the  state,  and  full  and  complete 
sets  of  the  reports  of  counties  and  towns.  The  Library  acquires  enough 
copies  of  state  reports  to  distribute  to  local  public  libraries  in  the  state 
and  to  exchange  with  other  states  for  similar  reports.  There  were 
4,626  of  these  distributed  and  exchanged  in  this  two-year  period. 

While  adding  new  county  and  town  reports  a  constant  hunt  is  car- 
ried on  for  missing  old  ones.  As  fast  as  a  complete  run  is  obtained  for 
several  years  it  is  bound  in  good  buckram  binding. 

The  Library  is  a  selective  depository  of  United  States  documents. 
These  have  been  shelved  in  a  new  arrangement,  and  new  methods  of

cataloging  are  now  employed.  If  a  person  could  be  employed  whose 
whole  time  would  be  given  to  the  documents  collection,  its  usefulness 
would  be  increased. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Exhibits  of  books  have  been  held  at  meetings  and  workshops  of 
teachers  and  of  librarians  and  at  Farm  and  Home  Week. 

Help  has  been  given  to  the  Great  Books  Group  in  advertising  its 
program. 

The  State  Highway  Commission  has  microfilmed  all  the  old  county 
atlases  in  the  Library,  and  positives  may  be  obtained  at  any  time  there 
is  need  for  them. 

Thirteen  libraries  in  northern  New  England  are  studying  the  possi- 
bility of  cooperative  effort  in  the  acquisition  of  reproductions  of  library 
materials.  The  Maine  State  Library  is  one  of  these  libraries.  As  a 
preliminary  step,  it  has  been  agreed  to  exchange  lists  of  micro-materials 
and  keep  the  other  cooperatives  informed  of  new  acquisitions. 

The  librarian  has  issued  to  staff  members  a  weekly  memorandum  of 
happenings  in  the  Library  so  that  each  one  may  know  what  special 
projects  the  others  are  doing  aside  from  the  regular  routine. 

The  work  of  the  Library  has  been  so  well  advertised  by  articles  in 
Maine  newspapers  and  periodicals  that  no  paid  advertising  has  been 
used.  Two  of  the  staff  discussed  the  Library  on  a  television  program 
and  annotated  book  lists  have  been  contributed  to  various  publica- 
tions. 

A  former  state  librarian,  Henry  C.  Prince,  wrote  telling  of  a  docu- 
ment which  had  been  given  to  him  by  a  Civil  War  captain  who  found 
it  among  papers  looted  by  some  of  his  soldiers.  Mr.  Prince  thought 
he  had  left  it  in  the  Maine  State  Library  and  hoped  proper  disposition 
could  be  made  of  it.  The  document  was  found  in  the  Library  safe. 
It  was  a  grant  of  land  in  South  Carolina  from  George  II  to  a  John 
Williams.  Written  on  sheepskin  it  bore  the  date  July  11,  1733.  The 
grant  was  sent  to  the  State  Library  in  South  Carolina  and  was  most 
gratefully  received.    Mr.  Prince  has  since  died  at  the  age  of  ninety. 

By  action  of  the  97th  Legislature  (P.L.  1955,  c.  170)  the  state  li- 
brarian and  others  are  a  committee  to  approve  or  disapprove  any 
destruction  of  county  records.  The  only  occasion  for  action  was  in 
October,  1955,  when  a  statement  was  signed  approving  destruction  of 
old  bills  and  other  papers  by  the  Kennebec  County  Commissioners. 
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Miss  Marian  Shaw,  extension  librarian  since  1943,  retired  August 
31,  1955.  Miss  Mary  P.  Goodrich,  Librarian  of  the  Jane  L.  Burbank 
Branch  of  the  Portland  Public  Library,  was  appointed  to  the  position. 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Hume,  an  assistant  assigned  to  the  Extension  Section, 
resigned  because  of  illness.  Mrs.  Jessica  H.  Wallace  became  her  suc- 
cessor. Miss  Margaret  Harris,  cataloger,  resigned  to  be  married;  and 
her  place  was  filled  by  Miss  Janice  P.  Butterfield,  a  former  employee. 
Miss  Sylvia  McLaughlin,  circulation  assistant,  resigned  to  take  an- 
other position,  and  Mrs.  Catharine  S.  Gates  succeeded  her. 

A  portable  photo-copier  and  a  portable  dry  processor  were  impor- 
tant purchases.  With  these  machines  it  has  been  possible  to  furnish 
reproductions  of  records  to  patrons  who  need  them.  Pages  missing 
from  our  books  have  been  replaced  by  making  copies  from  books  in 
other  libraries. 

Miss  Garolyn  McGulley  of  Farmington,  a  student  at  Drexel  School 
of  Library  Science,  spent  two  days  studying  extension  work. 

Radhey  Saxena  of  U.  S.  Information  Library  in  Lucknow,  India, 
went  out  on  the  Augusta  bookmobile  one  day,  and  spent  one  half  day 
in  the  Library.  He  was  one  of  a  number  of  librarians  from  other  lands 
who  were  making  extensive  visits  to  libraries  in  the  United  States. 
The  trip  to  Augusta  was  part  of  his  two-week  stay  at  the  Portland 
Public  Library.

MAINE  STATE  LIBRARY 
BIENNIAL  REPORT 

July  1,  1956— June  30,  1958 


This  biennial  period  has  been  a  time  of  many  changes  for  the  Maine 
State  Library.  These  include  a  change  in  administration  which  took 
place  in  1958  with  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Marion  B.  Stubbs  on  Janu- 
ary 31,  1958;  renovation  and  expansion  of  library  quarters  in  the  State 
House;  rapid  development  of  the  program  of  state-wide  service  under 
the  Library  Services  Act. 

RESIGNATION  OF  MRS.  STUBBS 

In  tribute  to  Mrs.  Stubbs*  years  of  service  to  the  Maine  State  Li- 
brary, I  can  do  no  better  than  to  quote  in  part  from  the  Bulletin  of 
the  Maine  Library  Association  for  February,  1958: 

**Mrs.  Stubbs'  career  has  included  a  wide  personal  acquaintance 
with  librarians,  teachers,  lawyers,  business  and  professional  people, 
as  well  as  a  wealth  of  knowledge  and  experience  in  all  phases  of  li- 
brary work. 

"She  came  to  the  State  Library  in  1915  following  seven  years  in 
Judge  Norman  Bassett's  office.  Under  Henry  E.  Dunnack,  State 
Librarian,  who  was  in  the  process  of  reorganizing  the  library,  she 
'installed  the  charging  and  card  systems,  and  while  in  charge  of  the 
extension  division,  installed  the  traveling  library  system.'  Her  law 
office  experience  helped  to  equip  her  for  the  duties  of  a  law  librarian, 
and  as  the  library  expanded,  she  became  Assistant  State  Librarian, 
in  which  capacity  she  served  until  1927,  when  she  resigned  to  be- 
come married  to  Robert  G.  Stubbs. 

"In  1941  Mrs.  Stubbs  returned  to  the  State  Library  as  Documents 
Director.  Later  she  became  Law  and  Legislative  Reference  Li- 
brarian, then  Deputy  State  Librarian.  Upon  the  retirement  of  Miss 
Theresa  C.  Stuart,  she  was  appointed  by  Governor  Horace  A.  Hil- 
dreth  as  the  second  woman  to  serve  as  State  Librarian. 

"The  State  Library  has  been  fortunate  to  have  at  its  helm  a 
woman  of  such  outstanding  vision  and  ability.    Under  her  leadership 

(3) 


the  library  has  continued  to  maintain  the  fine  traditions  established 
by  former  librarians,  and  has  developed  even  broader  fields  of  serv- 
ice as  is  evidenced  through  the  unqualified  success  of  the  Book- 
mobile service." 

RENOVATION  OF  LIBRARY 

The  progress  of  renovation  of  library  quarters,  which  is  still  in  proc- 
ess, has  relieved  crowded  working  conditions  to  a  great  extent.  New 
stacks  to  be  installed  in  the  main  library  room  will  provide  more  ade- 
quate housing  for  the  library  collection.  Unfortunately,  the  gain  in 
shelf  space  is  so  limited  that  the  relief  from  congested  conditions  will 
be  only  temporary. 

The  first  move  in  the  renovation  started  on  November  16,  1956,  with 
the  cutting  of  a  doorway  from  the  old  post  office  to  the  Library's  Docu- 
ment Room.  Going  on  from  there  the  entire  first  floor  of  the  north 
wing  of  the  State  House  was  renovated  for  library  use.  This  has  meant 
more  spacious  living  for  business  and  cataloging  assistants,  new  area 
for  the  law  department  and  office  space  for  the  assistants  working  in 
the  Library  Services  Act  office.  Also,  the  Extension  Department, 
which  had  been  housed  in  the  Highway  Building,  and  the  bookmobile 
office,  located  in  the  Highway  garage,  were  moved  to  rooms  in  this 
wing.  The  old  cafeteria  was  assigned  as  storage  space  for  traveling 
library  boxes.  By  August,  1957,  we  were  settled  in  these  new  quarters. 
At  the  same  time  a  storeroom  in  the  basement  of  the  Office  Building 
was  equipped  with  stacks  for  library  use. 

In  February,  1958,  work  on  the  main  library  room  was  started,  with 
the  moving  of  all  books  to  temporary  quarters  in  Room  228.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  renovation  will  be  completed  to  permit  occupa- 
tion of  the  renovated  quarters  before  the  Legislature  meets  in  Janu- 
ary, 1959. 

FEDERAL  LIBRARY  SERVICES  ACT 

Of  far-reaching  importance  to  the  development  of  library  service  in 
Maine  was  the  passage  of  the  Library  Services  Act  in  June,  1956.  In 
signing  the  bill  President  Eisenhower  noted: 

"The  Library  Services  Bill,  which  I  have  today  signed  into  law,  rep- 
resents an  eff^ort  to  stimulate  the  States  and  local  communities  to 
increase  library  services  available  to  rural  Americans.     It  shows 
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promise  of  leading  to  a  significant  enrichment  of  the  lives  of  millions 
of  Americans,  which,  I  am  confident,  will  be  continued  by  the  States 
when  this  limited  Federal  program  comes  to  an  end/' 

Among  the  principal  provisions  of  the  Library  Services  Act  are 
these: 

State  plans  are  formulated  by  State  library  administrative  agencies 
in  each  of  the  States  and  submitted  for  review  and  approval  of  the 
United  States  Commissioner  of  Education. 

Plans  include  the  legal  authority  of  the  State  agency,  the  policies 
and  methods  of  administration  of  the  agency  in  carrying  out  the 
plans,  and  the  State  program  and  budget  for  the  use  of  the  Federal 
grant  and  the  State  and  local  matching  funds. 

Funds  can  be  used  only  to  provide  library  service  in  places  defined 
as  rural  in  the  act — places  of  10,000  or  less  according  to  the  latest 
U.  S.  Census. 

In  order  to  remain  eligible  for  the  Federal  grant.  State  expenditures 
for  all  public  library  service  must  be  maintained  at  least  at  the  same 
level  as  in  fiscal  1956  and  State  and  local  expenditures  for  rural  pub- 
lic library  service  must  also  be  maintained  at  the  1956  level. 

Funds  appropriated  are  allotted  first  in  basic  amounts  of  $40,000  to 
each  State,  and  additional  amounts  are  apportioned  to  each  State 
on  the  basis  of  its  rural  population  as  related  to  the  national  per 
capita  income.  The  programs  under  the  act  are  State  and  local  pro- 
grams in  which  the  Federal  Government  pays  part  of  the  cost. 

The  general  aims  and  policies  of  the  Maine  State  Plan  for  Further 
Extension  of  Public  Library  Services  to  Rural  A  reas  are  as  follows : 

There  are  491  municipalities  in  Maine.  Of  these  246  have  no  free 
public  libraries,  and  are  so  small  in  population  that  they  probably 
will  never  be  able  to  finance  one.  In  many  of  the  towns  where  there 
are  libraries,  the  service  is  inadequate.  Determination  of  "inade- 
quate services"  will  be,  at  first,  based  on  a  mail  survey  made  in  1956, 
as  well  as  by  personal  visitation  of  members  of  the  State  Library 
staff.  The  Maine  Library  Association  has  a  committee  working  on 
standards  for  Maine  public  libraries.  They  will  follow  the  lines  of 
American  Library  Association  standards  considerably  adapted,  and 
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when  adopted  will  become  the  basis  for  determining  the  quality  of 
service  rendered. 

For  these  reasons  it  seems  proper  that  in  the  further  extension  of 
public  library  service  to  rural  areas,  priority  should  be  given  to  an 
enlargement  of  the  State  Library's  lending  and  counselling  services. 

The  long  range  plan  provides  for  intensive  effort  to  strengthen  and 
increase  cooperation  between  libraries;  extension  of  bookmobile  or 
other  direct  service  to  all  communities  without  libraries,  and  to  small 
public  libraries;  a  continued  publicity  and  public  relations  program 
to  acquaint  rural  residents  with  the  library  resources  of  the  State 
and  the  desirability  of  good  library  service. 


GENERAL  LOAN  AND  REFERENCE  SERVICE 

"As  near  as  your  mailbox — books  for  all"  is  the  slogan  used  on  the 
leaflet  describing  our  services.  It  is  the  function  of  the  General  Loan 
and  Reference  Section  to  handle  the  requests  for  books  and  informa- 
tion that  come  by  mail  from  every  section  of  the  state.  Any  resident 
of  Maine,  permanent  or  temporary,  may  borrow  from  the  Library, 
with  no  limit  on  the  number  of  books  and  magazines  borrowed.  Many 
requests  are  for  specific  titles,  but  a  great  number  are  reference  ques- 
tions, some  requiring  real  research.  A  great  majority  of  the  requests 
are  from  individuals,  but  we  do  encourage  libraries  to  make  use  of  this 
service  to  fill  requests  which  they  cannot  satisfy  from  their  own  col- 
lections. 

Since  the  majority  of  our  borrowers  cannot  come  to  browse  through 
catalog  and  shelves,  we  have  several  ways  of  letting  people  know  what 
we  have.  A  selected  list  of  the  recently  acquired  books  is  prepared 
bi-monthly  and  a  mimeographed  copy  is  mailed  to  each  library  in 
Maine  and  to  such  individuals  as  request  it.  There  are  about  600  in- 
dividuals and  institutions  on  the  regular  mailing  list. 

Also,  hundreds  of  bibliographies  on  special  subjects  are  in  continu- 
ous process  of  preparation  or  revision.  These  are  sent  upon  request  to 
those  wishing  to  know  what  we  have  on  any  particular  subject. 

That  slogan  "As  near  as  your  mailbox"  really  has  meaning  when  we 
look  at  the  statistics:  10,116  packages  of  books  in  1956-57  and  10,423 
in  1957-58  were  sent  to  498  post  offices,  indicating  that  our  service 
reaches  into  literally  every  corner  of  the  state. 
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LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  SERVICE 

The  central  problem  of  this  section  of  the  Library  is  to  establish  and 
keep  open  lines  of  communication  to  existing  and  potential  users  of  the 
services  available.  No  other  library  in  the  State  has  so  large  and  var- 
ied a  collection  covering  the  whole  field  of  government  and  law.  There- 
fore, not  unexpectedly,  new  legislators,  young  lawyers,  and  citizen 
users  all  over  the  State,  unaccustomed  to  the  facilities  of  a  special  li- 
brary, or,  in  many  cases,  unaccustomed  to  any  library  service,  need  a 
special  and  continuing  introduction  and  welcome. 

Orientation  conferences  for  legislators-elect,  held  just  before  the  1957 
session,  afforded  an  excellent  opportunity  for  description  of  the  Li- 
brary's services  and  proved  a  much  more  effective  contact  than  the 
letters  sent  in  former  years.  Active  contacts  have  also  been  main- 
tained with  the  Legislative  Research  Committee,  the  Citizens  Com- 
mittee on  the  Survey  of  State  Government  (the  Law  Librarian  serving 
as  Research  Consultant  and  Secretary),  the  League  of  Women  Voters 
and  other  groups  in  and  out  of  State  government.  Using  further  chan- 
nels the  Law  Librarian  lectured  on  "How  to  find  Maine  law"  at  the 
Portland  University  Law  School;  took  part  in  a  panel  on  "Careers  in 
Law"  at  Bates  College;  and  talked  about  librarianship  at  Farmington 
State  Teachers  College. 

The  rebinding  of  State  reports  prior  to  the  Reporter  System  has  been 
completed  and  sets  of  Maine  laws,  statutes,  and  Senate  and  House 
Journals  put  in  secure  bindings.  The  special  legislative  support  pro- 
vided for  this  binding  work  represents  a  wise  investment  in  the  preserv- 
ation of  some  of  the  Library's  most  valuable  volumes.  Participation 
in  the  exchange  program  of  the  American  Association  of  Law  Libraries 
resulted  in  the  distribution  of  192  volumes  of  old  Maine  laws  and 
brought  useful  items  in  return. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Chief  Justice  Williamson  the  Library  re- 
ceives a  copy  of  each  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  soon  as  it  is 
rendered.  Beginning  with  the  February  1957  term  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  the  Library  has  also  been  furnished  with  the  briefs  filed 
with  the  Court.  Bound  files  of  these  briefs  are  located  in  the  county 
law  libraries  in  Portland,  Augusta  and  Bangor.  Our  file  will  be  kept 
unbound,  available  for  lending  like  other  library  material. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Library  Committee  the  Law  Librarian  made 
several  visits  to  the  Lincoln  County  Law  Library  in  Wiscasset,  evaluat- 
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ing  the  collection,  discarding,  and  preparing  a  guide  for  future  pur- 
chases and  budget  needs. 

The  Library  joined  the  Kennebec  Bar  in  observing  the  first  Law 
Day,  U.  S.  A.,  May  1,  1958.  Our  legal  heritage  was  emphasized  in  the 
display  prepared  with  the  help  of  Charles  A.  Peirce,  Esq. 

Noteworthy  accessions  during  the  biennium  include:  a  set  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Reports  from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission;  two 
small  legal  diaries  of  John  Holmes  (leader  in  the  move  to  separate 
Maine  from  Massachusetts);  Sullivan's  "Lectures  on  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  England"  printed  in  Portland  in  1805;  and  Isaac  Ray's 
pioneering  "Treatise  on  the  medical  jurisprudence  of  insanity,"  writ- 
ten in  Eastport  in  1838.  Dr.  Ray  later  served  as  head  of  the  Augusta 
State  Hospital  from  1841-1845.  Via  interstate  exchanges  major  new 
codes  from  Arizona,  Iowa,  Maryland,  Minnesota,  Nevada  and  Rhode 
Island  have  been  added  and  the  West  Annotated  Codes  for  California 
purchased. 

EXTENSION  SERVICE 

The  extension  work  of  the  Library  is  one  of  its  most  important  serv- 
ices, for  its  first  responsibility  is  making  books  easily  accessible  to  citi- 
zens of  the  State  who  do  not  have  local  public  library  advantages. 
With  the  development  of  bookmobile  service  and  the  program  under 
the  Library  Services  Act,  the  scope  of  our  extension  service  has  broad- 
ened quite  considerably. 

Traveling  libraries.  The  original  responsibility  of  the  extension  sec- 
tion was  the  selection  and  distribution  of  traveling  libraries.  These 
are  unit  collections  of  25  volumes  each,  with  selections  for  all  ages.  A 
table  showing  use  of  these  libraries  appears  in  the  statistical  section  of 
this  report.  Although  we  no  longer  send  traveling  libraries  to  areas 
served  by  the  bookmobile,  1001  were  sent  out  in  1957-58  as  compared 
with  744  the  previous  year.  This  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  as  of  January  1,  1957,  no  charge  has  been  made  for  the  use  of  the 
traveling  libraries.  These  are  borrowed  by  schools  to  a  great  extent 
and  libraries  in  small  towns  where  funds  for  books  are  limited  also  find 
it  an  excellent  way  to  supplement  their  own  collections. 

Advisory  service.  Advice  and  help  in  various  phases  of  library  work  are 
given  by  this  department.  Visits  are  made,  as  requested,  to  libraries  all 
over  the  State.    We  hope  that  under  the  Federal  program  of  extension 
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of  service  to  rural  areas,  we  may  develop  a  more  ambitious  program  of 
assistance  to  small  libraries.  We  are  stressing  especially  the  importance 
of  cooperation  among  small  libraries  as  a  dollar-stretching  plan  and 
means  of  giving  better  service.  It  is  our  hope  that  it  will  be  possible 
for  small  neighborhood  groups  of  librarians  to  meet  to  discuss  ways  in 
which  they  can  assist  each  other,  and  that  we  can  meet  with  these 
groups  to  help  in  any  way  possible. 

During  this  biennium  advisory  visits  were  made  by  the  Extension 
Librarian  to  Addison,  Bath,  Brooksville,  Cliff  Island,  Damariscotta, 
East  Hiram,  East  Machias,  Eliot,  Falmouth  High  School,  Kittery, 
Lubec,  New  Sharon,  Norridgewock,  Searsport,  Readfield,  Springfield. 
The  Deputy  Librarian  made  advisory  visits  to  the  Caswell  Free  Public 
Library  in  Harrison,  the  Bingham  Union  Library,  Five  Islands  Library 
and  the  Lithgow  Library  and  Reading  Room  in  Augusta. 

Round  Table  Meetings.  Librarians  and  trustees  alike  appreciate  the 
group  meetings  held  each  year  in  different  sections  of  the  State,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  attendance.  In  1957  Round  Tables  were  held  at  the 
following  libraries,  with  attendance  noted:  Cumberland  Mills,  84; 
Ellsworth,  56;  Mexico,  26;  Milo,  23.  In  1958  Round  Tables  were  held 
in  Auburn,  56;  Belfast,  60;  Houlton,  22;  Old  Orchard  Beach,  53; 
Rangeley,  13.  Staff  members  discussed  recent  reference  books,  recent 
children's  books  and  gave  a  demonstration  of  book  repair. 

Financial  aid.  State  aid  payments  were  made  to  151  libraries  in 
1956  and  to  152  libraries  in  1957.  A  total  of  $13,564.67  was  expended 
for  this  purpose  in  1956  and  $13,978.96  in  1957. 

Bookmobile  service.  Many  wonderful  letters  have  been  received  in 
appreciation  of  the  bookmobile  service.  They  are  the  best  testimony 
we  can  offer  concerning  the  need  for  development  of  this  service,  until 
it  is  available  to  every  area  of  the  State.  At  the  present  time  our  book- 
mobiles go  only  to  towns  without  public  library  service.  Small  towns 
unable  to  support  adequate  libraries  need  our  help  also. 

Federal  funds  available  under  the  Library  Services  Act  have  been 
used  for  the  expansion  of  the  bookmobile  service.  It  is  now  our  re- 
sponsibility to  make  provision  for  the  continuance  of  this  service  when 
Federal  funds  are  no  longer  available. 

The  1957  Legislature  appropriated  money  for  the  establishment  of 
a  third  bookmobile.  This  went  into  operation  in  northern  Aroostook 
in  May,  1958.    The  response  was  immediate  and  overwhelming.    After 
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being  on  the  road  for  six  days,  the  initial  book  collection  of  2000  vol- 
umes was  completely  exhausted. 

The  fourth  bookmobile,  which  will  be  financed  entirely  by  Federal 
funds,  is  now  being  planned.  It  will  operate  in  southern  Aroostook 
County,  northern  Washington  County  and  northern  Penobscot 
County.  When  this  area  is  in  operation  the  State  Library  will  be 
serving  approximately  75,000  people  in  140  towns. 

Correspondence  course.  The  correspondence  course  in  library  meth- 
ods conducted  by  the  Deputy  Librarian  has  become  very  popular  with 
teacher-librarians.  The  1954-56  report  stated  that  sixteen  public  li- 
brary employees  and  three  school  librarians  were  enrolled  in  the  course 
at  that  time.  At  present,  sixteen  public  library  employees  and  seven- 
teen school  librarians  are  taking  the  course.  This  increase  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  State  Department  of  Education  now  requires  teacher- 
librarians  to  have  six  credit  semester  hours  in  library  science  for  the 
certification  of  the  school.  The  Department  of  Education  grants  three 
credit  semester  hours  for  the  correspondence  course. 

The  State  Library  has  awarded  certificates  for  a  satisfactory  com- 
pletion of  the  course  to  eight  employees  in  public  libraries,  three  in 
school  libraries  and  two  in  the  Maine  State  Library.
